To the Legislature of the State of Nevada: 


GENTLEMEN: The recurrence of the period fixed by the Constitution 
for the performance of the duties allotted to the Legislative Depart- 
ment of the State Government will impose upon you new tasks in the 
passage of enactments necessary to repress present evils, and to inaugu- 
rate prospective measures required by the material growth of thé com- 
munity. E 

In the discharge of an official duty, I have the honor to communicate 
to you, with the fullest deference to yourselves as constitutional equals 
in our political system, my opinions of measures which are deemed 
expedient to the power and well-being of the State. 

Two years of unparalleled prosperity have just passed. No former 
period of equal length has ever included such an era of improvement and 
development in our principal interest. The production of the precious 
metals in the old as well as the new mining regions has far surpassed 
that of any other biennial term in our history. Discovery is now, as 
ever, in far advance of development. Theory and science walk hand in 
hand with practical experience. Economy in expenditures, industry in 
exploitation, and good fortune in discovery have revived a season of 
commercial activity not long since entirely unhoped for. 

Immigration has inereased our population with desirable accessions. 
Industries have become more diversified. Agriculture is constantly 
enlarging the area of our fields, and the staple products of the soil are 
increasing in equal proportion. Flocks and herds from afar have sought 
the rich pastures of our hills and valleys. The products of the soil and 
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the dairy have increased to such an extent as almost to supersede the 
necessity of importation from our neighboring States. 

Let us be grateful to the Divine Providence which has thus directed 
our footsteps in the paths of prosperity and peace. 


FISCAL YEAR. 


I desire to repeat the recommendation of my predecessor in regard to 
a change in the date of the commencement and termination of the fiscal 
year. The intervening period between the close of the year and the 
commencement of the session of the Legislature is not of sufficient 
length for the preparation of the reports of the financial and accounting 
officers of the State. I suggest the second Monday in November as a 
convenient and appropriate date. .

FINANCES. р а 

On the thirty-first day of December, А. D. eighteen hundred and 
seventy, the net indebtedness of the State amounted to the sum of five 
hundred and twenty-seven thousand four hundred dollars and sixty 
cents. The expenditures for that year equaled one hundred and fifty- 
four thousand seven hundred and sixty-three dollars and seventy-seven 
cents. At the close of the succeeding year, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one, the indebtedness reached the amount of six hundred and 
twenty-three thousand five hundred and fifty-one dollars and twelve 
cents. The net indebtedness of the State on the thirty-first day of 
December, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, was the sum of three 
hundred and seventy-nine thousand two hundred and forty-six dollars 
and thirty-eight cents. 

Presented in tabular form, the account between the State and her 
creditors would stand thus:

The apparent large increase of the public debt during the year eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-one, requires explanation. The sum of twenty 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-six dollars and seventy-nine cents 
was appropriated by the Legislature at the session of that year to defray 
à deficiency in the expenses of the State Prison for the two preceding 
years. A tax of one eighth of one per cent was levied, estimated to 
amount to sixty thousand dollars, and the proceeds thereof set apart for 
the relief of the unpaid laborers upon the State Capitol. Further appro- 
priations were made to liquidate approved claims, to the extent of six 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-two dollars and twenty cents. All of 
these sums were legacies of debt from former years. The years eighteen ' 
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hundred and sixty-nine and cightcon hundred and seventy should bo 
charged with their creation, Tho years eighteen hundred and seventy. 
ono and eighteen hundred and soventy-two should bo crodited with 
thoir payment. : 

TAXATION. 


· An approaching period of need Гот inorcased accommodations in the 
State Prison, and the erection of an insano asylum, seems to rendor 
important legislation which will anticipate our necossities. А public 
building fund should bo ereated for the purposes mentioned. The tax of 
one cighth of ono per cont levied by the Act of March sixth, eighteon 
hundred and sixty-nine, being noithor onerous in amount, nor excessivo 
in production, may bo wisely continued in force until cightoon hundred 
and seventy-seven. By that time а sufficient fund may be raised for all 
probablo wants. 

Grateful reliof from the pressure of taxation may also bo afforded by 
the abolition of tho stamp duty. Although noithor productive of much 
revenue, nor weighty in its exactions, it is inconvenient and difficult of 
enforcement and practical use, The example of tho National Congress, 
in the repeal of this class of domestic and internal excises muy bo 
safoly followed.

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OLAIMS OF ТАЕ STATE AGAINST TIE GENERAL GOVERNMENT. 


The Treasurer and Controller of the State wore authorized by an Act 
of the last sossion of the Legislature to appoint a Commissioner, whose 
duty it should be to prepare aud prosent to the General Government 
tho claims of the State arising out of disbursements made by it as 
successor to the Territory of Nevada, and the payment of bounties to 
troops furnished to the Federal armies during the late insurrection. 

In the exerciso of this authority tho Hon. A. C. Cleavoland, of White 
Pino County, was chosen Commissioner. He immediately repaired to 
tho scene of his duties, and acting in concert with the Troasurer and 
Controllor, brought the matter before the attention of the F'orty-second 
Congross at its first session. The result of their labors was an appro- 
priation of the sum of sixty thousand dollars in currency, which was 
aftor wards paid into the State Tronsury. The date of the actual receipt 
of the monoy was July tenth, eightoon hundred and seventy-two. 

ТЕ may be observed, in relation to these claims, that a mistakón idea 
has generally prevailod in rogard to the liability of the United States for 
their payment. They consisted in part of charges for the erection and 
maintenance ЂЕ a Territorial Prison, fees for the services of Federal 
Marshals, the salaries of the Territorial Judges, the hire of clerks and 
deputies in the various departments of tho Territorial Government. A 
claim tor reimbursements for the payment of bountios to volunteers, in 
the sum of one hundred and nine thousand one hundred and thirty-five 
dollars and four cents, was also included. The aggregate amount 
was the sum of one hundred and ninety-five thousand eight hundred and 
seven dollars and ninety-five cents. , қ 

The only items, the validity of which was distinctly recognized by 
Congress, were those on account of payments made for the erection of 
a Torritorial Prison and the support of the Fedoral Courts. The others 
seem either to have been ignored or rojected. The appropriation was 
expressly specified to be “in full payment of all claims against tho 
United States for expenses incurred by the Territory of Novada.” 

After a careful examination of all the sources of information within 
reach, 1 have been unable to discover a single instance in which Con- 
gross has recognized any liability arising out of claims of the character 
ot those rejected. 3 

Tho demand for repayment of the bounties granted to the Novada 
volunteers in the service of the United States has no foundation. It 
does not rest upon a strict legal right, nor the equitable basis of the 
custom and practice of the Federal Government. None of the Edstern 
States have met with success in urging such demands. It might be 
moro accurate to assert that no such claims have yet been urged. | 

In the month of July, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, a few weeks 
after the commencement of the late war, Congress passed “An Act to 
indemnify the States for the expenses incurred by them in the defense of 
the United States.” The costs and charges to be defrayed by the 
National Treasury were defined and limited to the “expenses incurred 
by each State in enrolling, subsisting, clothing, supplying, arming, equip- 
ping, paying, and transporting its troops employed in aiding to suppress 
the present insurrection against the United States.” _ 

The language used in defining the expenses which the Federal Gov- 
crament then assumed, completely excludes the idea of reimbursement 
for bounties paid to State forces. Bounties are considered the voluntary 
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contributions of the States to the support of the war. They were addi- 
tional inducements, offered in the hope of stimulating enlistments. 
During the progress of the war, recruiting for the ranks of the Federal 
armies almost entirely ceased. The different States were called upon by 
the War Department to complete the quotas of troops allotted to each. 
In such emergencies, sums of money, in addition to the regular pay of 
the soldier, were offered-for recruits. These sums varied from one hun- 
dred to twelve hundred dollars. By means of this additional pay, the 
States were enabled to respond to the calls for troops, and thus fulfill 
their obligations to the War Department. : 

The Federal Government is not concerned in the promises or the gifts 
of a State to its citizens. Several statutes have been passed by Con- 
gress, at the instance of particular States, for the repayment of charges 
incurred by them of the nature of those mentioned in the Act of July 
twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and sixty-one. The claims of Penn. 
sylvania, Maryland, Ohio, Indiana, and Kentucky were thus recognized 
and liquidated (12 U. S. Stats. at Large, C. 79, Sec. 4, p. 150). Subse- 
quent statutes were passed for the relief of the States of Pennsylvania 
(14 id., C. 40, p. 32), Missouri (14 id., C. 46, p. 38), Iowa (14-id., C. 248, 
p. 247), Indiana, and Ohio (15 id. С. 14, p. 9). In every case it was 
expressly provided that “no expenditure or compensation for service at 
à rate greater than was at the time authorized by the laws of &he 
United States, and the regulations prescribed by the Secretary of War 
in similar cases,” should beallowed. Language more accurate than this 
to define the measure of liability assumed by the United States could 
hardly be employed. It sufficiently appears that the pay and allow- 
ances fixed by law for each. arm of the regular military service, exclu- 
sive of bounties, were only intended to be repaid to the several States. 
The inference is unavoidable. Ы 

This explanation is deemed necessary because of the exaggerated 
estimate which has prevailed in respect to these demands. The opinion 
is confidently asserted that, in the business intrusted to their charge, 
the Commissioner for Nevada, the Controller, and Treasurer, have exer- 
cised commendable industry with creditable success. 


CODIFICATION OF THE LAWS. 


Your attention is respectfully called to the incongruous condition of 
the Legislative Acts in this State. Thisis a cause of frequent complaint 
by all who have occasion to examine the several statutes. After the 
present session we will have nine Volumes of laws. The operative laws 
are scattered throughout the several volumes, amid a great mass of 
repealed and obsolete Acts. Many of the most important statutes have 
been often amended, and, in order to determine what the statutory 
law is on any given subject, with any degree of certainty, all the subse- 
quent statutes must be examined page by page and section by section. 
"Гао indices are unreliable, and many sections are not indexed ‘at all. 

I respectfully submit that provision ought to be made for the compila- 
tion of the laws into one or two volumes, in which shall be collected all 
the enactments in force, appropriately arranged and completely indexed. 
A correct compilation would be a great public benefit. 
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THE INSURANCE LAW. 


At the session of eighteen hundred and sixty-four and eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-five, the Legislature passed an Act to tax and regulate 
foreign insurance companies within the State. A deposit of the sum of 
fifty thousand dollars in the -bonds or certificates of indebtedness of 
the State of Nevada, was required to be made by every fire insurance 
company not incorporated within the State, with some bank or bankers 
who should be approved by the Controller. - These provisions were sub- 
stantially reenacted in the statute of eighteen hundred and seventy-one 
relative to the same subject matter. The admitted and apparent designs 
of this law were to furnish a market for the bonds of the State, and to 
provide some security for resident policy holders against the possible 
insolvency of foreign companies. The end to be obtained by the former 
of the purposes may be said to be fully accomplished. In the present 
condition of our public credit—our bonds commanding a premium in 
neighhoring financial centers—such a compulsory measure has become 
useless. It may also, with safety, be averred that the precautions against 
the lack of responsibility of foreign agencies have ceased to be either 
necessary or reasonable. In proof of this assertion, the practical results 
of the seventh section of the statute of eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one may be examined. у - 

Only three corporations have chosen to avail themselves of its bene- 
fits at the price of a compliance with its provisions. And of these, two 
are “foreign ” in the strictest sense of the word. They are both char- 
tered by the Parliament of Great Britain. No company desirous of enter- 
ing upon the-field of fire insurance has yet been organized in Nevada. 
But one of the many ‘agencies operating in our neighboring States 
has yet sought to compete for public patronage in the market offered 
here, The fire underwriting interest of the whole State is monopolized 
by two English agencies and one California company. The security 
which the statute exacts is infinitesimal in a case of this character. 
One hundred and fifty thousand dollars would not liquidate the losses 
which have many times been suffered in single confiagrations in our 
towns. Happily for the holders of policies in those, companies, their 
safety does not depend solely upon the deposits made in pursuance of the 
law. It rests upon the firmer base of an emormous capital heaped up 
from the profits of decades of prosperity. 

The foundation of credit in the шат во! commerce is the same in the 
department of insurance. Wealth, integrity, and enterprise are always 
sought for in the choice of underwriters. Many companies possessing 
these qualities have passed us by. The simple fact of ability and will- 
Ingness fe make a deposit of the sum required cannot be accepted ав. 
evideneeiof unquestionable solvency. Мог, on the contrary, should the 
omission’ to do so imply the reverse. боз 

The practical result of the operation of-the statute is the complete 
exclusion of competition. Following upon the legislation which, in 
effect, prevents opposition and erects monopolies, come the evils of the 
concentration of a great department of commerce in a few hands, and , 
the exaction of exorbitant rates. The only safety of the mercantile 
classes is in the division of responsibility among the various associations 
of underwriters who seek their patronage. 
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The number of States in the Union which have placed a similar 
obstacle in the way of progress, is seven. New York, Connecticut, and 
У Massachusetts, the great centers of the insurance interest, have now dis- 
carded the plan, ‘if, indeed, they ever adopted it. In each of those 
States, there has been substituted a department which has the right and 
power of supervision and control over the accounts and assets of the 
companies therein engagedin business. This system of watchful care over 
—_ the interest of shareholder and policy holder alike, is certainly prefer. 
able to that which attempts to embarrass and confine legitimate opera- 
tions. No good can possibly come of legal provisions which hinder the 
advances of mercantile enterprise by demanding at the outset a large 
amount of capital as a premium for permission to exercise a beneficial 
branch of trade. А ` 
It is my earnest conviction that the repeal of the seventh, eighth, 
ninth, tenth, and eleventh sections of Chapter LXXX of the statutes of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one will subserve the best interests of the 
community. 


THE REGISTRY LAW. 


, Ап experience of three years in the practical workings of the system 
| of registration created by the statute of March fifth, eighteen hundred. 
and sixty-nine, has revealed the existence of a few defects. It could 
hardly have been expected to be faultless. It will be sufficient to sug- 
gest the imperfections of the law, that measures may be taken to 
remedy them. 
а The Supreme Court of the State, at the July term, eighteen hundred 


/ and seventy-one, held that the oath prescribed by the fifth section of the 
statute (Stats. 1869, Chap. CXC, Sec. 5, p. 141) was unconstitutional and 
2% void. The particular provision declared to be obnoxious to the Consti: 


tution was that which required an oath from the applicant for registra- 
tion of the following tenor: “І do solemnly :swear (or affirm) that I 
/ will support and defend the Constitution and Government of the United 
States against all enemies, either domestic or foreign, and that I will 
bear true faith, allegiance, and loyalty thereto, any ordinance, resolu- 
lution, or law of any State or Territory to the contrary notwith- 
| standing.” 
| In the same section is included the affirmation of citizenship and resi- 
dence within the State forethe requisite period before any general or 
special election. 

It has come to my knowledge that in many precincts, at the late 
election, no test whatever of electoral qualifications was demanded 
from applicants for registration by the registry agents. Many of 
those officers, relying upon the decision in the case of Clayton vs. 
Harris, contended that none was necessary. In fine, in several counties 
every safeguard against the possible abuse of the elective franchise was 
disregarded. No proof whatever of citizenship or residence, the pri- 
à mary tests of qualification as set forth in the Constitution, was de- 
: manded. 

In a prior case (Davies vs, MeKeeby, 5 Nov., р. 871), decided at the 
January term, eighteen hundred and seventy, the Supreme Court had 
occasion to consider and decide a question of similar import and effect to 
the one now under discussion. The statute of March eleventh, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five, embracing subjects cognate to those embodied 
in the law of eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, contained the oath set 
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forth in the law of eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, with the addition 
of an affirmation intended to exculpate. the applicant from the guilt of 
partieipation in the late insurrection against the authority of the Federal 
Government. The Court pronounced such an oath repugnant to Section 
-1 of Article 2 of the Constitution. And proceeding to announce a 
judicial construction of the whole section, it was decided that its pro- 
visions were inseparable; that no registry agent could have the right or 
power to alter or modify the same; that his duty was to administer the 
oath entire, if valid; that a part thereof being open to constitutional 
objection, the whole oath must fall. E 

The like consequences must follow from the decision in Clayton vs. 
Harris. The Court pronounced an election held in a certain precinct 
regular and valid. In that precinet the- registered voters took no oath 
whatever. The judgment was an express adjudication of the nullity of 
the whole section. 

The consequences which flow from the absence of any and all safe- 
guards against the unauthorized and fraudulent use of the elective 
franchise need not be enumerated. The same reasons which induced the 
adoption of the plan of registration demand earnest effort to perfect the 
system. In order to counteract the evil—yielding at the same time to 
the justice and self-evident force of the judgments of the Supreme 
Court—I deem it my duty to recommend to you the reénactment of 
Section 5 of the Registry Act of eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, 
omitting the promissory clause of allegiance and loyalty to the Federal 
Government. Diligent effort should be used to invent a test which may 
be reconciled to constitutional provisions. 


THE AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


By an Act of Congress of the United States, approved July second, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and several Acts amendatory thereof, 
a grant of lands, amounting in the aggregate to ninety thousand acres, 
was made to the State of Nevada, upon the condition that at least one 
College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts should be erected within five 
years from the passage of the Act. The period of five years fixed by 
the statute would have expired, and in consequence thereof, the grant 
would have been annulled on April ninth, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
two. ј Чч 

Recognizing the importance of the grant, admitting the inability of 
the State to comply with its conditions, and desiring an extension of 
time within which to fulfill the obligation assumed in its acceptance, the 
Legislature at its last session memorialized the National Congress on 
the subject. 

I am pleased to be able to inform you that, by an Act of the Forty- 
second Congress, approved March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-two, the period fixed for compliance with the terms of the law was 
extended to the tenth day of May, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven. 
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REORGANIZATION OF THE JUDICIAL DISTRICTS. 


‘Inquiry from the Clerks of the counties composing the several Judicial 
Districts of the State, has revealed the following facts: 

In the County of Esmeralda, comprising a part of the Third District, 
the Court sat in the years eighteen hundred and seventy-one and two, 
fifty-eight days. | 


>.» 
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In the County of Churchill, which embraces a portion of the Fifth 
District, the Court sat in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one, 
four days; in the year eightcen hundred and seventy-two, six days. 

In the County of Lyon, also a part of the Third District, the Court 
satin eighteen hundred and seventy-one, forty days; in eighteen hun. 
dred and seventy-two, thirty-eight days. 

In the County of Humboldt, which embraces the whole of the Fourth 
District, the Court sat fifty-seven days in the years eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one and two. 

In the County of Nye, which embraces a part of the Fifth District, 
the Court sat in the year cighteen hundred and, seventy-one, fifty-four 
days; in eighteen hundred and seventy-two, forty-two days. 

In the County of Lander, which comprises the whole. of the Sixth 
District, the Court sat in eighteen hundred and seventy-one, one hundred 
and three days; in eighteen hundred and seventy-two, ninety-one days. 

In the County of White, Pine, which comprises the whole of the 
Eighth District, the Court sat in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one, one hundred and eight days; in eighteen hundred and seventy-two, 
sixty-seven days. . 

In the County of Elko, which comprises the whole of the Ninth Dis. 
trict, the Court sat in eighteen hundred and seventy-one, seventy-one 
days; in eighteen hundred and seventy-two, fifty-five days. 

The fact is incontrovertible that the judicial, offices of the State are 
rapidly becoming sinecures. In several counties, the average length of 
the regular terms of the Courts has not exceeded a week’s duration. 
This is not caused by a temporary season of dullness in litigation. The 
number of days of actual session has notably decreased in every instance 
in the year cighteen hundred and seventy-two. Thereis yet no prospect 
of any improvement in the future. 

The task of remodeling and rearranging the Judicial Districts before 
the general election of eighteen hundred and seventy-four, will fall upon 
the present Legislature. In many cases, counties which now comprise 
whole districts, may be united for judicial purposes. Humboldt may be 
joined to Elko; and Nye to White Pine. In view of the possibility of 
the division of counties, and the formation of others, the suggestion may 
be offered, that a single Judge will be amply competent to discharge the 
duties of the bench for both the old and the new position. Careful con- 
sideration of the rights of litigants and taxpayers, will lead to the 
conclusion that justice and economy will be subserved in reducing the 
expenses of this department of the State Government. 


‘CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION OF AMERICAN INDEPENDENCE. 


A law of Congress, approved June first, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
two, authorizes the organization of a Centennial Board of Finance, 
composed of members from the different States and Territories, appor- 
tioned according to their representation in Congress. Their duties are to 
raise by subscriptions to stock authorized by that law, the sum of eleven 
million dollars, for the purpose of carrying into effect a law approved 
March third, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, creating a Board of 
Centennial Commissioners, whose duties are to make all needful prepara- 
tions for the celebration of the One Hundreth Anniversary of American 
Independence, by holding an international exhibition of Arts, Manufac- 
tures, and Products of the Soil and Mine, in the City of Philadelphia, 
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and State of Pennsylvania, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
gix. " 

The quota of stock allotted to Nevada is eleven thousand and twenty 
dollars, which I earnestly hope may be subseribed by our citizens. 
This is not intended as a donation, but as a subscription to the stock 
above referred to. It is probable that the money subscribed will be 
fully reimbursed, and a fair rate of interest returned with the' principal. 

It is sincerely to be wished, that, whatever other States may do, the 
young State of Nevada may fully respond to the eall made upon the 
patriotism of her citizens. | 

I have nominated to the President of the United States for appoint- 
ment a8 Commissioner and Alternate Commissioner to represent Nevada, 
Hon. William W. McCoy, of Lander County, and Hon. James W. Haines, 
of Douglas. Commissions to these gentlemen’ have been issued by the 
Department of State. : ; 

The law creating the Centennial Board of Finance names for this 
State, F. A. Tritle, of Storey, J. W. Haines, of Douglas, С. Н. Eastman, 
of Washoe, and B. H. Meder, of Ormsby. For Nevada; as Congressional 
District, Frank Tilford, of White Pine, and S. H. Wright, of Ormsby. To 
the above named gentlemen is assigned the raising of Nevada's quota. 

This occasion will call together upon the day of our centennial jubilee. 
à greater number of persons than have ever assembled ou this planet at 
any time in its known history. 


THE STATE PRISON. 


Since the establishment of the State Government my predecessors 
have urged upon the Legislature à change in the management of the 
penitentiary. ~ In their requests to that end I fully concur. The scheme 
of management settled upon by the Act of March fourth, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-five, 1s complicated and unwieldy in the extreme. The 
performance of numerous duties is enjoined upon the Commissioners 
without the powers adequate to their enforcement. At any moment the 
discipline of the prison may be endangered by a conflict of authority 
between the Warden and the Board. While no serious disagreement of 
this,charaeter has yet taken place, it would be prudent to use all efforts 
to avert the possibility of its happening. Two courses of action present 
themselves for your choice in the solution of this difficulty. They are, 
either to relieve the Warden or the Board of all charge in the premises. 
Either of the present officers would: be entirely capable to manage the 
prison. Now,there is divided responsibility and limited power. A single 
officer, himself only answerable for the performance of his duties, would 
be far more successful in the experiment than the managers now in 
office. 

It is to be hoped that the frequency and persistence with which these 
views have been reiterated will entitle them to your careful considera- 
tion. 

The site of the prison was an unfortunate selection. The building 
itself lacks size and strength. The number of trades which may be 
taught to the prisoners, in order to reclaim them from a life of vicious: 
idleness and render their industry productive to the State, is very limited. 
Many of the convicts are now employed in stone cutting, others in shoe 
making, while many more are altogether unemployed. 

In view of the necessity for an asylum for the insane, it may be sug- 
gested that with trifling alterations the prison building would serve that 
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purpose. А location on the Truckee River should be selected for the 
new prison. А site should be chosen convenient to timber and water 
power, where the labor of the convicts might be utilized in the erection 
of the building, as well as in subsequent tasks. The removal of the 
prison and the adaptation of the old building to its new purpose may be 
accomplished with economy and convenience. It will subserve the best 
interests of the State that these measures be initiated without delay. 
The number of convicts is increasing so rapidly that additional accom. 
modations will be shortly needed. 

А biennial appropriation of the sum of ninety-five thousand dollars 
was made at the session of cighteen hundred and seventy-one. The 
expenses of the prison during that term amounted to the sum of eighty 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one dollars and twenty-three cents, 
leaving an unexpended balance of fourteen thousand one hundred and 
twenty-eight dollars and seventy-seven cents. 

The sum of five thousand dollars was expended in the payment of 
rewards for the recapture of prisoners who escaped in the outbreak of 
September seventeenth, eighteen hundred and seventy-one. This 
expense was exceptional. The increased vigilance and larger number 
of guards at present employed will prevent the possibility of such an 
occurrence in the future.

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Many of the persons mentioned in the preceding list have given evi. 
dences of permanent reformation. A gratifying proof of this assertion 
may be found in the fact that of the whole number pardoned but one 
has relapsed into his former ways of crime. The Board, in the use 
of their powers in granting pardons to applicants for clemency, have 
considered the prior life and character of the convict. It has been their 
aim to repress habitual crime. A single transgression may be condoned, 
but persistent infractions of the law should be sternly and severely 
dealt with. If the Board have erred in any case, it has been on the 


.Side of mercy rather than severity. 


MILITIA AND STATE ARMS. 

In compliance with my requisition upon the Secretary of the Depart. 
ment of War of the United States, under date of -April fourth, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two, the State of Nevada received from the Rock 
Island Arsenal the following invoice of arms, ammunition, and accouter. 
ments: Two three-inch wrought iron rifled cannon, with carriages, 
caissons, and limbers complete; an assortment of time and percussion 
shells, case shot, and canister; five hundred and ninety-six Springfield 
breech-loading rifled muskets; five hundred and ninety-six sets infantry 
accouterments. The total value of these arms is. estimated to be the 
sum of nineteen thousand one hundred and twelve dollars and ninety 
cents in United States currency. The cannon are in my possession, 
awaiting a requisition from some authorized officer of the State militia. 
The ammunition and accouterments, together with the breech-loading 
arms, are stored in a place of convenience and safety, at a moderate 
monthly expense.

TREATMENT AND MAINTENANCE OF THE INSANE. 


By Chapter LIV, statutes eighteen hundred and seventy-one, ap- 
proved March third, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, the Governor, 
Controller, and Treasurer were appointed a Board of Commissioners for 
the purpose of providing for the care and maintenance of the indigent 
insane of the State. Authority was given to the Board to purchase a 
site and erect buildings suitable for an asylum thereupon, and to remove 
thereto the insane of the State then under treatment at Stockton, Cali- 
fornia. For the accomplishment of these purposes, and in order to 
carry out the provisions of the law, the sum of fifty thousand dollars 
was appropriated. А 

The Board, after mature deliberation and consultation, deemed it 
inadvisable to exercise the powers conferred by the statute, for several 
reasons. А principal one was the inadequacy for the sum placed at 
their disposal. No building, at the same time of suitable capacity for 
present needs and sufficiently commodious to meet the requirements of 
the near future, could be erected for the amount named, Further 
reasons may be found in the recommendationg I have had the honor,io 
submit in regard to the State Prison. " 

In the month of March, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, I received 
notice from the Directors of the California State Insane Asylum that 
the patients then confined in the institution under: their charge must be 
removed. They were accordingly transferred to the care of Drs. Sam- 
uel Langdon and Asa Clark, then of Stockton, California, physicians of 
ability and experience in the treatment of mental disorders. А. contract 
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was afterwards executed between the Board and Drs. Langdon and 
Clark, for the maintenance and medical attendance by themselves, at 
their asylum at or near Stockton, of the then. patients at Stockton, and. 
those who should be thereafter delivered into their charge. The con- 
tmuance of this contract was limited to the term of two years, but 
could be annulled at any time by the Board for just or reasonable eause, 
after notice of the non-performance of its provisions. The тафе оҒ com- 
pensation agreed-upon was the sum of nine dollars in gold coin. рег. 
week, payable monthly, for each patient. This sum, including, as it 
did, all expenses for clothing, subsistence, fuel, and medical attendance, 
itis believed is a just and reasonable charge. 

Subsequently, by the consent and with the approval of the Board, the 
insane patients were removed to an asylum at Woodbridge, San Joaquin 
County, California. The buildings at present occupied by them are 
situated in a healthful and beautiful region. The chmate is mild and 
uniform. Т am satisfied, from personal inspection upon the spot, that 
these unfortunate wards of the State are comfortably clothed, lodged, 
and fed. The treatment is skillful and humane. Every effort is made 
to иа their sufferings and permanently restore their impaired 
intellects. 


RESIGNATIONS AND APPOINTMENTS, 


On the sixth day of November, A. D. eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-two, the Hon. John Garber, a Justice of the Supreme Court, elected 
ab the general election of eighteen hundred and seventy for the term of 
six years, tendered his resignation. It was accepted with reluctance. 

In the exercise of the power of appointment vested in the Executive by 
the Constitution, I tendered the vacant position to the Hon. Charles H. 
Belknap, by whom it was accepted. Judge Belknap immediately quali- 
fied, and has since continuously fulfilled the duties of the position. 


CORRUPTION OF POPULAR ELECTIONS. 


The Constitution of the State (Article IV, Sections 10 and 27,) con- 
tains the following provisions: 


Section 10. Any person who shall have been convicted of the embez- 
, Bement or defaleation of the public funds of this State, or who may be 
convicted of having given or offered a bribe to procure his election or appoint- 
ment to office, or received a bribe to aid in the procurement of office for any 
other person, shall be disqualfied from holding any office of profit or trust in 
this State; and'the Legislature shall, as soon ds practicable, provide by 
ср the punishment of such defaleation, bribery, or embezzlement, ав 
a felony. 

Бес. By. Laws shall be made to exclude from serving on juries, all per- 
sons not qualified electors of this State, and all persons who shall have 
been convicted of bribery, perjury, forgery, larceny, or other high crimes, 
unless restored to civil rights; and laws shall be passed regulating elections, 
and prohibiting, under adequate penalties, all undue influence thereon from 
power, bribery, tumult, or other improper practice. 


By some strange oversight, a compliance with the foregoing express 
mandates of the fundamental law seems to have been omitted by your 
predecessors. I beg leave to request your attention to the urgent and 
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immediate nocessity existing for the passage of penal statutes, which may 
tend to correct and repress а growing and menacing evil. Under the 
sanction of the Constitution, there need be no fear that the limits of just 
severity may be transcended in fixing a punishment for the crimes which 
it especially condemns. Disqualification, which follows as the necessary 
consequence of conviction, is the deserved disgrace which should be the 
brand of personal corruption. It reduces the criminal to the lowest 
level of personal debasement. Tho hope of honorable elevation being 
forever dissipated, the prime motive of corruption is removed. 
This. is equally true of the recipient of a bribe. The paltry sum 
which is received as the present price of a single ballot, will avail noth- 
ing as against the fear of exclusion in the future from the exercise of 
the elective franchise. E ‚ 

Mere pecuniary corruption is not the only reprehensible form whieh 
this invasion of civil rights has assumed. Ав great an evil, both in the 


' extent of its operations, and іп its pernicious character, is the practice 


of intimidation. The Constitution places the hindrance of the free 
exercise of voluntary political preferences by the threats of superiors, 
on the same plane with bribery. Other States, in their criminal codes, 
have dealt with these abuses alike. The end to be attained in any legis- 
lation of the kind suggested, is the complete independence of the citizen. 
The superior who threatens his employé or servant, is equally guilty 
with the equal who would sway the infirm purpose of poverty with 
money. 

At НЕ time in the history of Nevada have laws of this character been 
unnecessary. From the day of her admission into the Federal Union 
the evil has been patent. Remedial and preventive legislation is not 
now suggested on account of the occurrences of the immediate past, but 
because of a necessity which has always existed. The unbounded extent 
which the corrupt use of money attained in last November, forced the 
subject on public attention. The Press of all parties noticed and con- 
demned the practice. No argument, no excuse was offered on any hand 
in defense or palliation. It became a subject of popular distussion. It 
was denounced as the bane of public purity; the danger which menaced 
the continued existence of republican institutions; the evidence of a 
degraded indifference to the duties of true and enlightened citizenship; 
the debasing influence of private ambition which dared not confide in 
and await the unbiased verdict of popular approval. 

- The stringent enactments of the California Code will serve as useful 

models for criminal: laws of the kind suggested. А law of that charac- 
ter, strictly enforced, will go far to redeem the right of suffrage from 
the depths to which it has fallen. 


CONCLUSION.

The general quiet and prosperity of the homes within our borders 
extends beyond our national boundaries. The whole world is composed 
in the calm repose of universal peace. The clouds of war which lately 
darkened the clear expanse of the political horizon, have blown over. 
А peaceful solution о the difficulties between the Republic and the 
Mother Country, brought about by the wise diplomacy of the Federal 
Administration, has removed all apprehensions of foreign warfare. 

An election almost unparalleled in the unanimity of popular sentiment, 
has conferred upon the present Administration a four years’ lease of 
power. May we not hope, that in the course of the succeeding term, the 
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execution of the laws may be just, without being partisan; that the 
renewed intercourse between States lately divided by internecine strife, ' 
may cement the bonds of patriotic friendship which should join brothers 
in political faith, in birth, and in the common creed of Christianity? 
Our sincerest prayers should be offered, our most industrious energies 
bent toward the effacing of the last vestige of sectional feuds. 

At home, a session of earnest, effective work is expected by our con- 
stituents. That expectation should not be disappointed. To the fulfill- 
ment of the complete duties of citizens and rulers, in our respective 
stations, I invite your cordial and most effective coöperation.

FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE STATE. 


On the first day of January, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, as 
shown by the biennial report of my predecessor, the bonded debt of the 
State, bearing interest at the rate of fifteen per cent per annum, was 
five hundred thousand dollars, and the floating debt, *in the shape of 
outstanding warrants against the General, Prison, Orphan’s Home, and 
Orphan Asylum Funds,” amounted to one hundred and forty-two thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-four dollars and twenty-one cents, making 
the total debt of the State at that time, as represented by bonds and 
warrants, six hundred and forty-two thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
four dollars and twenty-one cents. As against this indebtedness, the 
State had assets as follows: Cash in the Treasury, one hundred and 
twelve thousand nine hundred and sixty-one dollars and sixty-four cents, 
and State securities belonging to the State School Fund fifty-eight thou- 
sand dollars, making total cash assets, one hundred and seventy thousand 
nine hundred and sixty-one dollars and sixty-four cents, and the total 
net indebtedness of the State four hundred and seventy-one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-two dollars and fifty-seven cents. On the first 
day of January, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, the bonded debt of 
the State, without accrued interest, was six hundred and sixty thousand 
dollars. One hundred and sixty thousand dollars of said bonds bearing 
. interest at the rate of ten per cent per annum, and five hundred thou- 
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sand dollars bearing interest at the rate of nine and а half рег cent per 
annum. The floating debt of the State, as represented by outstanding 
warrants on sundry Funds, amounted to fifty thousand eight hundred 
and ninety dollars and' forty-eight cents, making the total indebt- 
edness of the State, as represented by bonds and warrants, seven 
hundred.and ten thousand eight hundred and ninety dollars and forty- 
eight cents. As cash assets, the State had cash in Treasury, two hun- 
dred and forty thousand one hundred and eighty dollars and seventy- 
six cents, and State securities belonging to the State School Fund 
(without accrued interest), one hundred and four thousand dollars. 
Total cash assets, three hundred and forty-four thousand one hundred 
and eighty dollars and seventy-six cents; total net indebtedness of the 
State, three hundred and sixty-six thousand seven hundred and nine 
dollars and seventy-two cents. 


GENERAL FUND. 


The healthy condition of this Fund for the past year has been a source 
of satistaction and congratulation to the creditors of the State. With 
the exception of claims against the State Interest and Sinking Fund, the 
State Capitol Fund, State School Fund, and Library Fund, all claims are 
paid out of the General Fund by warrant and transfer. All warrants 
against it and its dependent Funds since the first of July, eighteen bundred 
and seventy-two, have been paid on presentation, and since January 
first, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, no warrants against them have 
run longer than ninety days “not paid for want of funds;" thus making 
the trade of the State, in the matter of supplies, etc., sought after, and 
enabling contracts to be made at cash prices, instead of, as in the past, 
being obliged to pay high rates, owing to the uncertainty as to when 
warrants on these Funds would be paid. The saving to the State for this 
reason cannot be less than twenty thousand dollars а year. The receipts 
into the Fund from all sources for the years eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one and eighteen hundred and seventy-two, amounted to seven 
hundred and ninety thousand seven hundred and fifty-nine dollars and 
ninety-five cents. The payments out of the Fund for the same years 
were as follows: Warrants of eighteen hundred and seventy, one hun. 
dred and forty-two thousand eight hundred and ninety-four dollars and 
twenty-one cents; warrants of eighteen hundred and seventy-one and 
two, one hundred and seventy-eight thousand two hundred and ten 
dollars and forty-six cents; transfers to other Funds, three hundred and 
thirty-one thousand five hundred and fifty-two dollars and ninety-nine 
cents; total, six hundred and fitty-two thousand six hundred and fitty- 
seven dollars and sixty-six cents; leaving: balance in the Fund of one 
hundred and thirty-eight«thousand one hundred and two dollars and 
twenty-nine cents. A reason for the large increase of the receipts into 
this Fund is that, under the terms of the bond law of eighteen hundred 
and sixty-seven, seventy cents of the one dollar and twenty-five cent 
tax on the one hundred dollars valuation for State purposes, went into 
the Interest and Sinking fund, leaving, after other specific Funds were 
deducted, but twenty-five cents on the one hundred dollars valuation to 
go into the General Fund. Тһе negotiation of the bonds authorized by 
the last Legislature, at à much lower rate of interest than that at which 
the bonds of eighteen hundred and sixty-seven run, rendered it neces- 
sary to set aside but fifty cents of the one dollar and twenty-five cent 
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State tax for Interest and Sinking Fund purposes; leaving fifty-seven 
and a half cents on the one hundred dollars valuation to go into the 
General Fund. This, with the largely increased revenue from the tax 
on the proceeds of the mines (one dollar seven and a half cents on the 
one hundred dollars valuation from this source going into this Fund), 
has swelled its receipts far beyond the estimates of my predecessor; and 
the sixty thousand dollars currency, received from the General Govern- 
ment in payment of State claims for expenses for building prison, ete., 
while a Territory, which went into this Fund, has placed 16, with rea- 
sonable economy in appropriations, in the language of and what the 
bond law of last session designed, “on a permanent cash basis.” 


STATE CAPITOL F@ND. т 


Ву an Act to provide for the payment of outstanding and unsatisfied 
claims for labor performed, money or material furnished. services ren- 
dered, and necessary expenses incurred in and about the construction 
and completion of the State Capitol at Carson City, approved March 
sixth, eighteen hundred and seventy one, the tax levied by an “ Act to 
provide for the erection of a State Capitol at Carson City,” passed in 
eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, of one eighth of one per cent, was con- 
ünued until the further receipts into said Fund should amount to sixty 
thousand dollars, to be applied for the purposes recited im the title of 
the Act. Under thè terms of this law, the clam of Peter Cavanaugh, . 
amounting to six thousand dollars, was first allowed by the Board of 
Examiners, and a warrant issued for that amount. Further claims, to 
the amount-ef sixty thousand eight hundred and eighty-three dollars 
and forty-four cents, were allowed by the Board; which amount, with 
the six thousand dollars allowed to Cavanaugh, was six thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-three dollurs and forty-tour cents in excess of the 
appropriation. Warrants were issued to each claimant, except Cava- 
naugh, for his pro rata, and the amount in excess of the appropriation 
will be reported as deficiency to the Legislature for their action. The 
с unpaid warrants on this Fund amount to twenty-four thousand seventy- 
one dollars and eighty-two cents; cash in Fund, four thousand eight hun- 
dred and eleven dollars and forty-five cents—leaving balance against 
Fund of nineteen thousand two hundred and sixty dollars and thirty- 
seven cents; most of which will be paid by the first of July, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-three. The receipts into the Fund for the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two, were thirty-seven thousand seven 
hundred and six dollars and sixty-seven cents. Corresponding receipts 
for this year, with the cash in the Fund, wil pay all outstanding war- 
rants, the deficiency claims, if allowed by the Legislature, and leave a 
surplus. 


STATE BUILDING FUND. 


In view of the fact that the State must soon take action toward 
erecting an asylum for the indigent insane, also toward enlarging and 
Strengthening the present State Prison or building a new one, І respect- 
fully recommend the creation of a Fund to be known as the State Build- 
ing Fund. After the payment of all warrants against the State Capitol, 
Fund, the surplus, if any, in that Fund, to be transferred to the State 
Building Fund, and the continuance of the tax of one eighth of one per 
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cent, after it has served its purpose as a State Capitol Fund tax, as the 
State Building Fund tax; the:appropriation of such amounts as may be 
deemed necessary for the purpose indicated; the appropriation to take 
effect only when the amount appropriated shall be in the Fund. In this 
manner these needed improvements can be made without adding to the 
present burden of taxation, and the State will have the advantage of 
ready money in paying therefor, thereby making a great saving and 
avoiding, in all probability; those acts of doubtful justice known as relief 
bills. . 


STATE 8CHOOL FUND. 


The tables under this head will fully explain the operations in this 
Fund during the past two yeggs. Тһе receipts during the past year have 
been larger than for any year since the organization of the State Gov- 
ernment. There is now over one hundred and sixty thousand dollars 
сатгопсу, as I am informed by the Treasurer, іп the Special Deposit 
Fund—nearly all of which will be transferred into this Fund within 
the next two years. This, with the sales of land, and the receipts from 
toll roads, fines, etc., will place in the Fund by the first of January, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five, over two hundred thousand dollars, 
as receipts for the years eighteen hundred and seventy-three and 
eighteen hundred and seventy-four, and by the close of the tenth fiscal 
year, there will be over three hundred thousand dollars interest-bearing 
securities in this Fund. 209 

The receipts into the Fund for the past two years have been as follows: 
Coin from State bonds redeemed, fifty-eight thousand dollars; from toll 
roads and County Treasurers, eight thousand one hundred and ninety 
dollars and sixty-six cents; total coin receipts, sixty-six thousand one 
hundred and ninety dollars and sixty-six cents; currency from General 
Government and sales of land, sixty-one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-eight dollars and twenty-six cents; total com and currency 
receipts, one hundred and twenty-eight thousand and eighty-eight dol- 
lars and ninety-two cents. The total expenses incidental to this Fund 
for the past two years have been fourteen thousand four hundred and 
forty-four dollars and fifty-nine cents; of which the General Fund has 
borne seven thousand six hundred and forty-four dollars and nineteen 
cents, and the State School Fund, six thousand and eight hundred dollars. 
The large amount of work imposed upon the State Register’s and State 
Treasurer's offices by the operations of the State land law, will render 
it necessary to make appropriations for extra clerical service in both 
offices. The appropriation for eighteen hundred and seventy-one to the 
State Register for clerical service, plats, maps, ete , was found insufficient. 
The total expenses incidental to this Fund for the next two years, will 
not fall short of twenty-five thousand and six hundred dollars; fifteen 
thousand dollars of which should be paid by this Fund—being for cleri- 
cal service in office of State Register, and maps, charts, expenses selecting 
land, draftsman, postage, expressage, and contingent expenses of office— 
and ten thousand six hundred dollars by the General Fund, being for 
salary of State Register, to pay for services of agents and attorneys at 
Washington in selecting State lands, and extra clerical service in office 
of State Treasurer. While I would not desire to injure this Fund, which 
is beneficial to the whole State, and of incalculable benefit to the rising 
generation, still, І do not think it more than right for it to bear а por- 
tion, at least, of the expenses incidental to itself alone, especially in 
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view of the fact of the onerous rate of State taxation that is now, and ' 
must some time longer, be necessary. Even if hereafter the amounts 
that have béen and will be drawn from it for purposes incidental to its 
own operation, should be returned to it from the General Fund, I think 
it good policy, and a just relief to the revenues of the State, that it 
should, for the present, at least, bear a portion of the burden of its own 
expenses. ~ 


> 
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SPECIAL DEPOSIT FUND. 


' This is a Fund of which this office, as the law now, stands, has no 
knowledge. Believing that this was designed by the Constitution to be 
the accounting office of the State, I respectfully recommend that the 
land law be so amended as to require all payments into this Fund, (chang- 
ing its name to Special Land Fund,) to be made on the Controller’s 
order, as other payments into the State Treasury are made, and all 
payments out of 16, whether into the State School Fund, or for abandoned 
land claims, to be made on Controller’s warrant. In this manner the 
Controller can, on the demand of the State Board of Examiners, give 
them the amount which should be in the State Treasury within one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, which is more than this office has been able to do 
under the present law. " 


GENERAL SCHOOL FUND. 


The semi-annual apportionments of this Fund has been made accord- 
ing to law. The balance in the Fund subject to apportionment is sixteen 
thousand five hundred and twenty-one dollars and eighteen cents, coin. 


REVENUE. 


The revenue laws of the State, so far as the collection of taxes is con- 
cerned, are working in a highly satisfactory manner. The State tax 
levied upon real estate and personal property for eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two amounted to two hundred and eighty-five thousand nine 
hundred and eighty-nine dollars and twenty-five cents. The net 
amount paid into the State Treasury from this source was two hundred 
and thirty-three thousand and sixty-three dollars and nine cents. While, 
a8 will be seen by reference to the appropriate tables ih this report, there 
has been a marked increase in the assessed valuation of the property of 
the State for the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two over eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one, still a comparison of the assessed valuation 
between some of the counties will develop some curious features. For 
instance, the assessment of the net proceeds of the mines (amount on 
Which taxes are levied) for eighteen hundred and seventy-two in Lincoln 
County was two million two hundred and seventy-five thousand four 
hundred and eighty-six.dollars and fifty-six cents. The same assess- 
ment the same year in Nye County was one hundred and forty-four 
thousand four hundred and eighty-five dollars and thirty-six cents. The 
assessed value of real estate and personal property for the same year in 
Lincoln County was one million one hundred and ninety-seven thousand 
six hundred and forty-six dollars and twelve cents; and in Nye County,

one million one hundred and five thousand two hundred and fifteen dol. 
lars and seventy-five cents. It is certainly singular that Lincoln, the 
second county of the State in point of mineral productiveness, should be 
the ninth county in the State in point of assessable property. I believe 
a marked improvement would be made in the average assessment of the 
State if the term of office of County Assessors was fixed at four years 
instead of two. Two years are barely sufficient for a man to become 
thoroughly acquainted with the duties of this intricate and important 
office, and his experience and knowledge would be a great benefit to the 
State and county could he be retained in the position two years longer. 
It is an unfortunate fact that the best Assessors are not always the most 
successful in securing a reelection. 


RAILROAD ASSESSMENT LAW OF 1869. _ У 


I would respectfully recommend the repeal of that portion of section 
one of “An Act supplementary to an Act entitled an Act to provide 
revenue for the support of the government of the State of Nevada, 
approved March ninth, eighteen hundred and sixty-five, and the Acts 
amendatory thereof,’ approved March sixth, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-nine, that refers to the Assessor’s réceiving statement from a ral- 
road company, availing himself of other evidence under oath, and 
authorizing him for such purpose to administer oaths relating to the mat- 
ter of such assessment, provided reasonable notice of the time and place 
of the taking such evidence shall be served upon the person making such 
statement, etc., for the reason that such proceeding 18 cumbersome and 
unnecessary, and that such privilege is not granted to any other tax- 
payer in the State, and in contravention to section twenty, Article IV, of 
the Constitution, which provides that the Legislature shall not pass 
local or special laws for the assessment and collection of taxes for State, 
county, and township purposes. АП taxpayers should have this privi- 
lege or none, Railroad companies have the right of appeal to the Board 
of Equalization in common with other taxpayers, and | can see no good 
reason why this further and special privilege should be given them. 


ASSESSMENT OF PROPERTY IN DISPUTED TERRITORY BETWEEN COUNTIES. , 


There is more or less property in this State situated in disputed terri- 
tory—that 15, in territory claimed by different counties;:the lines not 
having been run and no natural boundaries between them. This prop- 
erty is often assessed in both counties, and in several instances that 
have come to my knowledge, the payment of taxes has been enforced by 
both counties. This is wrong and unjust to the taxpayer. One pay- 
ment a year of taxes in this State should be sufficient. 1 recommend 
that a law be passed providing that where property is assessed by two 
counties, situated in territory claimed by both, the owner can pay his 
taxes in either that he chooses, and in ease of suit being brought for 
the non-payment of the same, the production of a tax receipt for the 
current year, on the property, from the proper officer of either county 
of а date prior to that of the commencement of the suit, shall entitle 
him to the dismissal of the same without cost. 
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. THE TAX ON THE PROCEEDS OF THE MINES. 


The law of' last session for the taxation of the proceeds of the mines, 
[believe to be the most just and equitable that can be devised that will 
yield any revenue. І have no doubt but that there are individual cases 
where the law works harshly. There never was, and I think never will 
be, à revenue law devised but that will work hardship in individual and 
exceptional instances. The old law worked unjustly in whole counties. 
For instance, the arbitrary exemption of eighteén dollars per ton from 
taxation was more than sufficient to cover cost of extraction, milling, 
ete., in Storey County, while 16 was not enough to pay the cost of milling 
alone in Lincoln or White Pine Counties. For the year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-one, the gross yield of the mines of the State was 
twenty million twenty-six thousand five hundred and eighty-fiye dollars 
and twelve cents; amount exempt from taxation, twelve million one hun- 
dred and seventy thousand five hundred and thirteen dollars and thirty- 
nne cents; amount taxed, seven million eight hundred and fifty-six thou- 
sind seventy-one dollars and seventy-three cents. For the niné months 
ending September thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, the gross 
yield was seventeen million seven hundred and eighty-nine thousand 
four hundred and eight dollars and twenty-five cents, amount exempt 
from taxation, nine million nine hundred and seventy-five thousand two 
hundred and thirty-one dollars and twenty-eight cents; amount taxed, 
seven million eight hundred and fourteen thousand one hnndred and 
seventy-six dollars and ninety seven cents. The amount received into 
the Treasury from this source for the years eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-one and seventy-two was one hundred and fifty-nine thousand 
seven hundred and fifty dollars and -twenty-seven cents. In conclusion, 
under this -head, there is no stronger argument for the policy and just- 
ness of this tax than that contained 1n the biennial report of eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-nine and seventy, from this office: * While the tax on 
ihe mines is regarded by many of our citizens as being a burden. hard to 
be borne, it is obvious that it cannot, and, in fact, should not, be abol- 
hed, for it is only by this mode of taxation that a large amount of 
fmeign capital that exacts the protection of our laws can be brought to 
bear 143 just proportion of the expenses of the Government." 


STATE POLL TAX. | 

The total receipts from this source of revenue, for.the years eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one and seventy-two, were thirty-six thousand 
five hundred and sixty-five dollars and eighty-one cents. The receipts 
from the same source for the years eighteen hundred and sixty-nine and 
seventy, were forty-eight thousand eight hundred and eighty-four dol- 
lars and twenty-two cents, showing a falling off in the past two years 
of twelve thousand three hundred and eighteen dollars and forty-one 
cents. The repeal of the provision in the Registry Law requiring the 
payment of the poll tax before registering, fully accounts for this. Sec- 
Поп fifty-four of the Revenue Law of eighteen hundred and sixty-four 
and sixty-five, was designed to require County Assessors to pay over all 
money collected for poll tax on the first Monday of each month; but 
through some error, either of the Legislature or the printer, this require- 
ment is not fully set forth. Taking advantage of this ambiguity in the 
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section, some of the Assessors have been in the habit of retaining all 
moneys collected for poll taxes until the first Monday in December; thus 
keeping in their possession for months monéy that properly-belonged in 
the State and County Treasuries. І recommend that the section be во 
amended as to make ıt the duty of the Assessor to pay over all moneys 
eollected for poll taxes on the firs& Monday of each month. . 


STATE STAMPS. 


The total amount of receipts from this source for the years eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one and eighteen hundred and seventy-two was 
thirty-six thousand eight hundred and thirty dollars and fifty-four cents, 
The financial condition of the State being now such that some of the 
burden of taxation can be lightened, and this tax having always been 
irksome, inconvenient, and perplexing, and will be doubly so hereafter, 
as the Federal tax for like purposes has been repealed, I recommend its 
repeal. |

FISCAL YEAR. 


< 


Under the Constitution the fiscal year ends on the thirty first day 
of December, and the Legislature assembles on the first Monday in 
January. This renders it impossible to prepare and submit all the 
Reports in time to be transmitted with the Governor’s Message at the begin- 
ning of the session. It will take four years to remedy this, and steps 
should be taken at this session to that end. A constitutional amend- 
ment, either fixing the beginning of the fiscal year on the first day of 
December, or the time of the assembling of the Legislature gn the first 
Monday in February, would accomplish this. I think the latter course 
the best, as a change in the fiscal year would necessitate a change in the 
time of assessing and collecting taxes, and in making statements, reports, 
and settlements, which a change in the date of the commencement of 
the session of the Legislature would not. 


STATE TAX COMMISSIONERS. 


The rate of State taxation is now fixed by the Legislature, and 
between the sessions there is no power in the State to reduce the rate 
so fixed. The iaxable property of the State is rapidly increasing, and 
while, with the probable abolishment of the State stamp tax, the State 
tax for this year cannot be safely fixed at less than the present rate, in all 
probability it can be reduced in eighteen hundred and seventy-four. | 
recommend the passage of a law creating a Board of State Тах Com- 
missioners, consisting of three State officers—say the Governor, Treas- 
urer, and Controller—whose duty it shall be to meet at the Capitol on 
the second Monday in March in each year to fix the rate of State taxa- 
tion for that year, and notify the several Boards of County Commis- 
sioners of the same—the law prescribing that the rate shall not exceed 
one dollar and twenty-five cents on each one hundred dollars valuation. 
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BONDED DEBT OF THE STATE. 


In pursuance of the provisions of the laws passed at the last session 
for the issuance and sale of the bonds of the State, to the amount of six 
hundred and sixty thousand dollars, the Commissioners appointed in the 
Acts issued and sold at par in the City of San Francisco on the first day 
of April, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, one hundred and sixty 
thousand dollars of bonds, running ten years from that date, and bearing 
interest at the rate,of ten per cent per annum; and on the first day of 
March, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, in the same city, they issued 
and sold at par the remaining five hundred thousand dollars, one hun- 
dred and twenty thousand dollars running ten years and three hundred 
and eighty thousand dollars running fifteen years—the whole of ihe 
issue of March first, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, bearing interest 
at the rate of nine and a half pen cent per annum. The total bonded 
debt of the State is six hundred and sixty thousand dollars. The total 
annual interest on the same is sixty-three thousand five hundred dollars. 
The total bonded debt of the State January first, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one (redeemed March first, eighteen hundred and seventy-two), 
was five hundred thousand, dollars. The total annual interest on the 
same was seventy-five thousand dollars. Section seven of each of the loan 
laws of last session provides that whenever there should be five thou- 
sand dollars те several Interest and Sinking Funds provided for in 
the Acts, over and above the amount which it may be necessary to 
reserve for the payment of the next ensuing semi-annual interest, it 
shall be the duty of the State Treasurer to advertise in one or more 
daily papers published in this State, and in the Cities of New York and 
San Francisco, for sealed proposals for the surrender of bonds, but pro- 
hibits him from paying more than par value for them. In ease no State 
bonds are surrendered, then this surplus to be invested іп interest-bear- 
ing gold bonds of the United States. Within the past year several 
thousand dollars of these State bonds have been bought for the State 
School Fund, for which that Fund has been obliged to pay ten per cent 
premium. There is therefore no probability that any State bonds will 
be surrendered at par 1n response to the advertisement ‘af the Treasurer. 
Six per cent United States bonds command two per cent premium in the 
market. Our bonds have now from eight to fourteen years to run. I 
believe it would be to the interest of the State to amend the sections 
referred to, so that the Treasurer may accept such proposals at rates 
not exceeding ten per cent over par value, as may redeem the greatest 
amount of bonds until the cash on hand for redemption is exhausted.

STATEMENT OF COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 


I think it would-be a material aid to intelligent legislation if County 
Auditors were required by law to transmit biennially a report to this 
office of the financial condition of their several counties. By incor- 
porating these statements in the Controller’s biennial report, the finan- 
cial condition of the State as a whole could be accurately given, and 
just local legislation receive the assistance of a full knowledge of local 
indebtedness,

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PAYMENT OF REWARDS FOR THE ARREST AND RETURN OF ESCAPED CONVICTS; 


The payment of rewards for the arrest and return of escaped convicts 
exhausted the appropriation made for the payment of rewards early in 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two, and for months the Executive has 
had no fund from which to offer rewards for the capture of fugitives 
from justice. The appropriation for this purpose is not large, and should 
be applied to the payment of rewards for the capture of criminals other 
than those escaped from our State Prison. Provision should be made 
by law for the payment of rewards for the arrest and return of escapes 
from the State Prison from the State Prison Fund, as it is an expense 
incidental to that Fund.

STATE TREASURER'S CLERK. " 
This is one of the most important positions in point of responsibility, 
ability, and integrity required, and labor to be performed, of any that is 
filled by appointment in the State offices. He necessarily has access at 
all times to the Treasury, and the accuracy and fidelity of the books and 
accounts of this department of the State government is largely depend- 
ent on bis ability and integrity. With thelarge and constantly increasing 
business of his office, it is impossible for the Treasurer to perform all the 
labor without assistance, and from the nature of the duties imposed, his 
principal clerk must be one in whose honesty and fitness he has implicit 
confidence. The salary attached to this position is now two thousand 
four hundred dollars a year.: I can see no reason why its incumbent 
should not receive as large a compensation as any appointee of a State 
officer; on the contrary, from the qualifications required, and the 
responsibilities imposed, every reason why he should. I therefore 
respectfully recommend the increase of the salary of the Treasurer’s 
Clerk to three thousand dollars a year, and that he should be made 
Deputy State Treasurer, with power to perform as such all duties 
imposed upon the State Treasurer, except such as from their nature can 
be performed by the State Treasurer only. ШЕ: 


CODIFICATION OF THE REVENUE LAWS. 


Should no provision be made at this session for codifying all the laws of 
the State, the revenue laws, amended at every session since they were first 
passed, should at least be codified and distributed in pamphlet form to 
the newly elected county revenue officers. With а mass of repealed and 
dead sections of the law running through the statutes of the several 
sessions, it is difficult for any one to tell what is law and what is not. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


In regard to appropriations for the next two years, further than the 
table of estimates in the exhibits accompanying these suggestions, 
have but one remark to make. ‘The appropriations for the necessary 
expenses of the different State officers have hitherto been made spec- 
fically to each office, thus entailing a large amount of useless labor on 
this department. They amount in the aggregate, as shown by the table 
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of estimates, to less than ten thousand dollars. Believing that no harm 
can come to the State or its finances by such a course, I earnestly recom- 
mend that all these appropriations be merged into one, to be known as 
the Current Expense Appropriation. 

In closing this biennial report, the Controller desires to acknowledge 
his obligations to his Deputy, Mr. Theo. A. Hale, for his assistance in the 
xdmimstration of this office for the past two years, and to express his 
satisfaction with the manner in which he has performed the duties of his 
position. His long service as Deputy, and his consequent intimate 
knowledge of the details of the department, have been а great benefit to 
myself and the State.

SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION | 


FOR THE 


SCHOOL YEARS 1871 AND 1872. 


The system of public instruction now in operation in the State of 
Nevada was established by the Territorial Legislature of eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-one, and in its principal features remains unchanged. Its 
originators wisely consulted the most successful ‘systems of the older 
States, and were enabled to lay foundations which probably need not be 
disturbed for years to come. 

Its scope is wide-reaching and beneficent. It aims to furnish the child 
of every citizen of the State an opportunity to acquire the elements of 
an English education. To accomplish this it proposes to equip and sus- 
tain a free public school at least six months of each year in every 
neighborhood. To this end a permanent fund has been established; an 
annual tax is levied; State, county, and district officers are elected; 
school houses are built and furnished, and teachers are employed at pub- 
lic expense. 

In its earlier history, especially under Territorial administration, the 
system was hardly more than a feeble and struggling but most worthy 
endeavor. By the wise and generous action of the constitutional con- 
vention of eighteen hundred and sixty-four it became firmly established, 
and since that date has, by steady progress, kept abreast of. our most 
prosperous institutions. In every year there has been improvement in 
nearly every material interest. Not only have the enlarged demands 
occasioned by a rapidly increasing juvenile population been promptly 
met, but, as a rule, better and more extensive educational facilities have 
been furnished year by year.

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During the biennial term just closed there has been, as will be seen by 
the comparative tables herewith submitted, a notable increase in the 
permanent Fund, an addition of nearly one thousand to our school pop. 
ulation, and in several respects a proportionate improvement in school 
accommodations. А slight falling off in the average duration of schools 
is due to causes hereinafter explained. 

In several counties there has been unusual activity in educational 
measures, resulting in the erection of new school houses, the purchase 
of new furniture, and the employment of better qualified teachers. 

It cannot be claimed, however, that the grand intent of our educa. 
tional scheme is yet fully realized. There must be radical improvement 
in several respects before ‘the system can be said to be in successful 
operation. There are defects in its working which seriously impair its 
efficiency. Not. one half our schools approximate excellence in either 
the extent or quality of instruction furnished. 

And this remains true, notwithstanding the fact that our State ranks 
with the best in the matter of common school- privileges. That we are 
in advance of most States in the average duration of our schools, the 
average compensation of teachers, the average expenditures per pupil, 
ete., ав shown in my last report and as sustained by present statistics, 
is а fact flattering to State pride. But comparative statistics are not 
competent to present the real status of our educational interests. The 
condition of public instruction in the several States does not warrant an 
inference of real merit from relative rank. 

From advanced sheets of the ninth census we learn that there are in 
the United States more than five and one half milhon persons of ten 
years of age and upward who cannot read. Nearly one fourth of these 
illiterates are resident in that portion of the Union where the common 
school is the favorite Institution. There are in the Northern and Pacific 
States more than one hundred and fifty thousand children between ten 
and fifteen years of age reported unable to read or write. In the very 
best States an average of from twenty to thirty per cent of the popula- 
tion of school age are never found in any school. And if inquiry be 
instituted concerning the processes employed in the school room; if the 
matter of actual efficiency be investigated and that important class of 
facts which are not subject to statistical exhibit, be examined, it becomes 
painfully apparent that there is room for large improvement in the edu- 
cational measures of every State. 5 

And further, it is not specially to our credit that in the respects named 
we are only equal to other States. We are in fault wherein we do not 
excel. Weare at present advantaged above all other States in the item 
of ability to provide for our schools. We have a maximum of taxable 
territory with a minimum of school population. Our leading industry 
is of a character calculated, more perhaps than any other pursuit, to 
afford a diminished ratio of juvenile to adult inhabitants, while it yields 
a generous revenue for the support of public institutions. In conse- 
quence we are able, with perhaps less of effort than is required in 
other States, to expend a larger sum upon the education of each child. 

The nineteen dollars and seventeen cents expended per capita in fur- 
nishing common school privileges to the children of this State in eighteen 
hundred and seventy, was, probably, a no more creditable outlay than 
was the seven dollars and ninety-seven cents paid in Illinois, or the six 
dollars and eighty-six cents paid in New York, or even the two dollars 
and seventy-five cents paid in Missouri. The total expenditure in the 
State first above named was nearly seven million dollars, while in our 
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own it was less than seventy-five thousand. We are not at liberty to 
boast. Nor may we even felicitate ourselves, except it is clear that our 
large per capita expenditure procures for us better results than are else- 
where realized. I see no good reason why it ought not. While there 
are less than five thousand children of school age in the State, and our 
distributive Fund, as in the present year, amounts to near one hundred 
thousand dollars, it is difficult to find an excuse for manifest deficiencies 
in the extent and character of facilities furnished. There ought to be 
afforded in this State more tuition, and that of a better quality, than is 
enjoyed elsewhere on this continent. If certain changes in the plan of 
apportionment, recommended in another part of this report, are adopted, 
Iam satisfied that we shall immediately achieve distinction in the respect 
first named. I am not so hopeful of rapid improvement in the second 
named and more important item. The quality of the instruction imparted 
is determined by the ability of the teacher employed. If legislation 
were competent to insure that the employing party or parties-shall be 
neither careless nor ignorant, neither venal nor projudiced, there would 
be prospect of reform. If the law could make certain that Examiners 
and Trustees shall be intelligent, honest, capable, and efficient; if nepo- 
tism could be placed under ban, and poverty be pronounced an insuffi- 
cient qualification for a teacher's position, there would be promise of 
better results from our liberal expenditure. There is no lack of qualified 
applicants, and, ав a rule, where there are faithful Trustees there is an 
excellent school. The weakness of the system lies in the'faet that its 
local officers are not under compulsion to act wisely or honorably. Its 
burden is that they sometimes conspire to act foolishly and wickedly. 
Probably the perfect system will permit no unpaid and no irresponsible 
вегуісе, and it will in some way insure a social earthquake to the com- 
munity which consents to render its most important trust a sinecure for 
incompetency. No more important subject can be broached by legisla- 
tive wisdom than is presented by the broad and urgent demand that 
qualified teachers be furnished every district inthe State. 

For convenience of reference, and as affording a general exhibit of the 
statistics of the system, I have arranged the following comparative 
tables, showing the increase during the past two years.

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REMARKS ON STATISTICS. ' 
TIIE PERMANENT FUND. 


Ав the result of unusual activity in the sale of publie lands, this Fund 
has recently oxperionced a rapid growth. 

By the loss of special doposits, it suffered in the Treasury defalcation 
of eighteen hundred ама seventy to the extent of over forty-three thou- 
sand dollars, and, in addition, it has been diminished since that date by 
the sum of twelve thousand and fifty dollars, for oxpenses allowed, ав 
por Controllor’s Report. An increase in the Fund under those circum- 
stances is a matter of congratulation. 

The Fund may not, however, bo regarded as having attained satisfac- 
tory proportions. As an endowment for our public schools, it is as yet 
but à meager Fund. Iam awaro that it is by some regarded as already 
overgrown, and is by many supposed prospectively disproportionate to 
our needs. Tho heavy expense account above named indicates that 
such opinion controlled in the last Legislature. But a Шо calculation 
will demonstrate that only by the most frugal management can this 
Fund be brought to genorous dimensions. 

‘A principal portion of the Fund is invested in nino and one half per 
cont State bonds. It will yield, for the fiscal year eighteon hundred 
and soventy-throe, about ton thousand dollars for distribution. This 
will pay two dollars toward defraying the tuition expenses of each child 
of school age in the State, or one hundred dollars to each publie school 
of fifty childron. Our present endowment is therefore only sufficient to 
employ a toacher for the avorage public school for one month in the 
year. Nine months tuition must be paid for by direct taxation. 

Now, look a little into the future, If our figures be based upon the 
presont market, and account be taken of tho amount already in the 
Special Deposit Fund, our most sanguine expectations will be realized if 
the Fund contain two hundred and fifty thousand dollars in eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-four, and threo hundred thousand dollars in eighteen 
hundred and seventy-six. If it be considered that within the next five 
уоптв one hundred and thirty-six thousand and eighty acres of land, 
granted for University purposes, must be selected and sold; that nearly 
ul the accessible timber land of the Sierras has been disposed of; and 
that, for grazing purposes, but a small portion of the tract occupied is 
usually purchased, this will appear a liberal estimate of the probable 
increase for the next four years. Whether subsequent sales will mato- 
rially augment the Fund, is at present purely a matter of conjecture, 
An oxpectation of any considerable increase beyond the figure last 
named, is not justified by the presont outlook. 

Now let us assume that the ratio of increase in our school population 
continues tho same for the next four years. In eighteen hundred and 
soventy-four there will be six thousand children of school age in the 
State, and the endowment may procure for them two months tuition in 
tho year. In eighteon hundred and seventy-six the school population 
will number seven thousand, and the same amount of tuition will be 
afforded by the Fund. Thenceforward, if the population increase, the 
amount of tuition furnished will be lossened year by year. 

Before eighteen hundred aid eighty-two а new loan must be negoti- 
ated, and, undoubtedly, a lower rate of interest must be accepted. В 
will notably diminish the endowment. The fifty-eight thousand dollars 
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of the School Fund, as invested in eighteen hundred and seventy-one, 
was a larger endowment than the seventy-two thousand, as invested in 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two. I think it may-be safely claimed 
that the Fund must reach half a million dollars if fifteen years hence it 
affords two months tuition throughout the State. 

If, therefore, our permanent Fund to-day amounted to a million dollars, 
it could be considered hardly more than a generous endowment for our 
public schools. Containing barely one tenth this sum, its condition ap- 
peals for legislative protection against the merciless spoliation it has 
респ compelled to suffer. 

The plausibility of the plea by which legislators have been persuaded 
to allow payment of land office expenses from the proceeds of the sale 
of lands, is conceded. But it seems not to be considered that so doing 
the State niggardly refuses to join in the benevolent endeavor of the 
General Government. 

A noble gift is proffered the children of the State—a gift upon which 
it is impossible to place a mere money value—a gift which, in its intended 
uses, diffuses sobriety, order, industry, intelligence, throughout the 
State—a gift graciously qualified to bestow benefactions universal and 
perpetual. All this, and more than this, is AN EDUCATIONAL ENDOWMENT. 
The State gratefully receives and promises to safely keep and carefully 
administer the precious boon; but it declines the honor of defraying 
any expense of delivery. It does more; it converts a portion of this 
gift, which, employed as designed is above all price, into common cur- 
rency, and compels it to serve the present convenience of the State. By, 
supporting the land office during selection and sale of the public build- 
ing grant, the children’s Fund helped to build the State Capitol. Unless 
the existing land law is changed, the children’s Fund will in like manner 
assist in the endowment of the State University. This is little to the 
credit of the State, and less to its profit. Every interest involved de- 
mands that the State School Fund be rendered in reality, as it is in 
name, an irreducible Fund. i 


SPECIAL DEPOSITS. 

At this point it may be proper to express concurrence with the recom- 
mendation of the State Treasurer concerning the investment of a 
portion or all the moneys now on deposit, for payment of lands bar- 
gained for. The credit of the State is a sufficient guarantee to depos- 
itors, and it seems a wasteful policy to allow so large a sum to lie idle 
for perhaps a term of years. 

I would also suggest in the interest of this Fund that the Register and 
Treasurer be instructed to decline a second deposit on the same tract of 
land. Disputed titles can as well be determined before as after deposit, 
and the handling and custody of money which can never come into pos- 
session of the State would thereby be avoided. 


COUNTY SCHOOL FINANCES. 


ТЕ will be noticed that the present report contains but a meager state- 
ment of transactions in the School Fund of the several counties.* By 
collation of statistics received from Treasurers and Superintendents, І 
am able to give a table of total expenditures and of balances, but a 
detailed exhibit is impossible. The failure to procure complete and 


à 
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reliable financial returns is due to unfortunate legislation had at the 
last session. By an Act entitled “Ап Act in relation to the payment of 
school moneys by County Treasurers,” the statute authorizing County 
Superintendents to draw warrants on the County School Fund, was 
repealed, and they were thereby deprived of information with which 
they are required to furnish this department. The Act referred to was, 
doubtless; well intended, but it seriously interferes with the working of 
the school law, and should be rescinded. For several reasons the former 
provisions ‘should be restored. The objection that the Superintendent 
may, іп rare instances, himself be a teacher, and hence a claimant on , 
ihe Fund, presents no alarming eomplications. Any possible imposition 
may be avoided by requiring such Superintendent to present with his 
warrant the order of the Trustees as à voucher. 


- 


ABSENTEEISM. 

The statistics show that on an average during the past school year, 
not quite one half the children of school age in the State were in 
attendance at the public school. This is about the proportion reported 
two years ago, and is not far from the average absence obtaining in 
other States. If due allowance be made for those atiending private 
school,.for those who are unable to attend any school, and for those 
under eighteen who have acquired a common school education, there 
will remain, probably, about twenty-five per cent of the entire school 
population who, on any given day, ought to be in school, but are not. 
Lhe number reported as not enrolled in schools, public or private, is 
twenty-three per cent of the school population. In behalf of'some of 
these absentees may be offered the exeuse of distance from school 
privileges; and of others, the fact of employment rendered necessary 
by peculiar circumstances; but when all deductions have been made it 
will probably be found true here, as elsewhere in this country, that the 
proportion of those willfully refusing this first privilege and duty of. 
citizenship, is sufficiently large to demand legislative interference in the 
interest of a better attendance. 

The State exercised its authority to tax the property of all for the 
education of all. It certainly fails of its duty, if it does not violate an 
imphed contract, wherein 1t does not make every effort to secure the 
education of all. 

The prevalence of absenteeism occasions a very general interest in 
the question Е 
HOW TO REMEDY THE EVIL? 

The general drift of.inclination among educators is toward -compul- 
sion. The argument in its behalf, as quoted in my last report, remains 
unanswered. The right of the child to be educated is demonstrated 
superior to that of the parent to perpetuate ignorance. The right of 
the State to prevent crime is established by the argument which proves 
it the duty of the State to punish crime. The effectiveness of a com- 
pulsory law under other forms of government is confirmed beyond any 
further question. The experiment of its operation under our own is 
now being tried in New Hampshire, Texas, and Michigan. As there is 
some inquiry as to the provisions of a compulsory law, I present a copy 
of that portion of the School Law of the State of Texas bearing upon 
this subject : | 
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« SgorroN 6. The Board of School Directors shall require the attend. 
ance on the public schools of their respective districts, of all the 
scholastic population thercof, for a term of at least four months of each 
and every year; and should any of said scholastic population neglect or 
refuse to attend said schools, each and every parent or guardian of such 
child or ward neglecting or refusing to attend shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon trial and conviction thereof before any Court of 
competent jurisdiction, shall be fined in a sum not to exceed twenty-five 
dollars for each and every such offense, and shall pay the costs of the 
prosecution; and all moneys collected for fines, under the provisions of 
this section, shall be paid into and become a part of the Public School 
Fund of the district where the penalty was incurred; provided, that when 
any child or ward of scholastic age may be shown to have received 
regular instruction from any private teacher having a proper certificate 
of competency, or when it may be shown that said child or ward was 
prevented by ill health from attending school, or that there was no 
public school within three miles of the residence of said childor ward, 
or that said absence was caused by reason of danger from hostile 
Indians—this shall exempt them from the operation of the penalty con- 
templated by this section; and further provided, that nothing in this Act 
shall be so construed as to compel the attendance of a child under ten 
years of age on the public free schools when there is no school estab- 
lished within one mile of the residence of said child or ward.” 


An item of considerable importance is presented by the figures show- 
ing the average number of months’ 


DURATION OF SCHOOLS 


in each county for the past year. From complete returns it appears 
that in only two counties was a full school year (ten months) of tuition 
given; that three counties gave eight months and less than ten; six 
"eounties six months and less than eight; and two counties less than six. 
! When it is considered that the value of school privileges depends 
largely upon continuity of instruction, a radieal deficiency in the opera- 
tion of our school system is by these figures rendered apparent. 

No school ean be effieiently taught wherein occur frequent or pro- 
tracted vacations. Progress is necessarily slow where each full step 
forward is followed by a half step backward. A neighborhood favored 
with only six or seven months of school in each year receives hardly 
more than one fourth the educational advantage furnished a neighbor- 
hood wherein a ten months’ school is taught. Every material interest 
of the school suffers in districts where the youthful mind lies fallow half 
the year. And yet, of the seventy-six schools taught in this State 
during the past year, less than one half were sustained nine months and 
over. Leaving out of the calculation certain new districts in which 
schools were begun toward the close of the year, there are twenty dis- 
tricts іп which school was taught less than eight months, the average 
duration in these being about six months. 

It is time that some means of preventing this inequality in the amount 
of tuition furnished residents in different districts be sought and applied. 
The nature of the difficulty suggests the remedy. Short terms are inva- 
riably found to be occasioned by want of funds. They occur only in 
sparsely settled districts, and are the necessary result of the pro rata 
plan of the distribution of publie moneys. 
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Given: A county wherein is a district having two hundred census 
children, and a district having twenty. The County School Fund con- 
tains, say, six thousand six hundred dollars. Under the present plan of 
apportionment the large district receives six thousand dollars of this 
amount and the small district receives six hundred dollars. Now, while it 
is conceded that more money is needed in one district than in the other, 
it is contended that a due proportion is not observed. The smaller school 
cannot be supported for one tenth the expense incurred in sustaining 
the larger. Teachers’ wages and incidental expenses will be as great in 
the education of twenty children as of fifty. Indeed, the one unclassified 
school ought to cost more than one of the four departments into which 
the large school should be divided. 

The unjust discrimination of the present plan may be readily cor- 
rected, either by ordering a cénsolidation of districts, or by adoption of 
the plan recommended in my last report. Let a suitable fraction of the 
entire School Fund of each county be apportioned according to the 
number of districts in the county, and the remainder pro rata according 
to the number of census children as at present. In framing such a law, 
care should be taken that no district suffer through too great a diminu- 
tion of its funds, and perhaps one or two counties, owing to péculiar 
distribution of population, should be exempted from its operation. 

If it be objected that money should be expended where it is raised, 
and that the principal sum is derived from populous counties, it may be 
answered that a considerable fraction of the Fund is from the State 
Treasury, and is for the benefit of the children of the State in the sup- 
port of a “uniform system of publie schools;" and further, that the 
portion raised in the county is derived from indiscriminate taxation, 
which ean only be justified by an attempt at universal education. 

It will be noticed that this report omits the usual statistics concerning 


NEGRO CHILDREN. 


In explanation of the omission, I am happy to say that, practically, 
the children of all citizens are now free to attend our publie schools. 

The statute yet discriminates against the children of colored citizens, 
but by decision of the Supreme Court, rendered in January last, the 
section excluding negroes was declared unconstitutional. 

As this case possesses considerable interest, I quote the following 
official syllabus of the decision: 


[Nevada Reports, 7th Volume.] т, 


“The State of Nevada ex rel. David Stoutemeyer v. James Duffey et als. 

* Negroes in the public schools—mandamus.—Where the Trustees of a 
public school refused to admit a negro between the ages of six and 
eighteen, and a resident of the district, as a pupil of such school: held, 
that e applieation for mandamus to compel such admission should be 
granted. 

“ Exclusion of negroes from public schools unconstitutional.—Section fifty 
of the School Law (Stats. 167, p. 95), in so far as it excludes negroes 
from the public schools, is unconstitutional. 

“ Power of School Trustees to classify pupils—While School Trustees 
cannot legally deny to any (such as a negro) resident person of proper 
age an equal participation in the benefits of the common schools, yet it 
13 entirely within their power to send all blacks to one school and all 
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whites to another; or, in other words, to make such classification, 
whether based on age, sex, race, or any other existent condition, as may 
seem to them best.” 


I believe that this ruling has been cheerfully complied with through- 
out the Stato, and that the privilege it secures is eagerly enjoyed by the 
hitherto proscribed race. 

That such a decision has been reached is a matter of congratulation, 
inasmuch as it administers justice to a long suffering people, while it 
relieves the State from the stigma of secking to perpetuate ignorance 
among a class of its own citizens. 

It now remains that the inert section be removed from the statute, 
and that we try to forgot that it was ever there.

2 GENERAL REMARKS. 


It is desirable that immediate and careful attention be given to the 
interests of the i 


STATE UNIVERSITY. 


For convenience of legislators I have prepared the following synopsis 
of the several Acts of Congress granting lands for the endowment of 
this institution. я 

The first Act relating to the subject was approved July second, eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-two. 

Section one grants to each State for purposes hereinafter named, a 
quantity of land equal to thirty thousand acres, for each Senator and 
Representative in Congress. 

Section two contains provisions not affecting this State. 

Section three provides that no expense of selection or sale shall be paid 
from proceeds of this grant. 

The following sections are of special importance: А 

Бес. 4. And be it further enacted, That all moneys derived from the 
sale of the lands aforesaid by the States to which the lands are appor- 
tioned, and from the sales of land scrip hereinbefore provided for, shall 
be invested in stocks of the United States, or of the States, or some 
other safe stocks, yielding not less than five per centum upon the par 
value of said stocks, and that the moneys so invested shall constitute a 
perpotual Fund, the capital of which shall remain forever undiminished 
(except so far as may be provided in section fifth of this Act), and the 
interest of which shall be inviolably appropriated by each State which 
may take and claim the benefit of this Act, to the endowment, support, 
and maintenance of at least one college where the leading object shall 
be, without excluding other scientific and classical studics, and including 
military tactics, to teach such branches of learning as are related 10 
agriculture and the mechanic arts, in such manner as the Legislatures of 
the States may respectively prescribo, in order to promote the liberal 
and practical education of the industrial classes in the several pursuits 
and professions in life. 

Suc. 5. And be tt further enacted, That the grant of land and land 
scrip hereby authorized shall be made on the following conditions, to 
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which, ás well as to the provisions hereinbefore contained, the previous 
assent of the several States shall be signified by legislative Acts: 

“ First—If any portion of the Fund invested, as provided by the fore- 
going section, or any portion of the interest ther eon, shall, by any action 
or contingency, be diminished or lost, it shall be replaced by the State 
to which it belongs, so that the capital of the Fund shall remain forever 
undiminished; and the annual interest shall be regularly applied, with- 
out diminution, to the purposes mentioned in the fourth section of this 
Act, except that a sum, not exceeding ten per centum upon the amount 
received by any State under the provisions of this Act, may be expended 
for the purchase of lands for sites or experimental farms, whenever 
authorized by the respective Legislatures of said States. 

и Second—No portion of said Fund, nor the interest thereon, shall be 
applied, directly or indirectly, under any pretenses whatever, to the pur- 
chase, erection, preservation, or repair of any building or buildings. 

t Third—Any State which may take and claim the benefit of the pro- 
visions of this Act shall provide, within five years, at least not less than 
one college, as described in the fourth section of this Act, or the grant 
to such State shall cease; and said State shall be bound to pay the 
United States the amount received of any lands previously sold, and 
that the title to purchasers undor the State shall be valid.” 


The remainder of this statute is of no present moment. 
An Act approved July fourth, eighteen hundred and ga віх, contains 
the following provisions: ЕН 


“Бес. 2. And be it further enacted, That land equal in amount to 
seventy-two entire sections, for the establishment and maintenance of a 
university in said State, is hereby granted to the State of Nevada. 

“Бис. 3. And be it further enacted, That the grant made by law, of the 
second day of July, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, to each State, of 
land equal to thirty thousand acres for each of its Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, is extended to the State of Nevada;.and the 
diversion of the proceeds of these lands in Nevada from the teaching of 
agriculture and mechanic arts to that of the theory and practice of 
mining is allowed and authorized, without causing a forfeiture of said 

rant.” 
5 Section 6 provides: “That said State shall select said lands in her 
own name and right, in tracts of not less than forty acres, and dispose 
of the same in tracts not exceeding three hundred and twenty acres, 
only to actual settlers and bona fide occupants.” 

An Act approved March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, 
reads as follows: 


“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress assembled, That the grant made to the State 
of Nevada under section three of the Act of July fourth, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six, entitled ‘An Act concerning certain lands granted to 
the State of Nevada,’ shall not cease by reason of the failure of the said 
State to provide at least one college, as required by the several Acts of 
Congress, as a condition of said grant, but the same shall continue in 
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full force; provided, that ull the conditions of law be complied with prior 
to tho tonth of May, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven." 


Our State Constitution, Article XI, Section 4, requires that “The 
Legislaturo shall provide for the establishment of a State University, 
whieh shall embrace departments for agriculture, mechanie arts, and 
mining, to be controlled by a Board of Regents, whose duties shall be 
prescribed by law." In accordance with this requirement legislation has 
beon had at different times, and various provisions have been made for 
location of the university. Nothing has been done, however, which 
need embarrass present action. 

It scoms a very general judgment that the founding of a collego, ав 
required in the Act above quoted, is an undertaking not at present 
justified by the number in our State likoly to seek an advanced education. 
An academie or preparatory department of tho college is, however, à 
desideratum. If established under proper popular management in any 
one of the half dozen towns which are asking for it, I am satisfied 
that it wil achieve immediate success, and will largely advance educa. 
tional interests in the State. It should bo open to pupils of both sexes, 
and, that it may serve as an incentive to faithfulness in elementary 
Studies, should admit only such as havo graduated, or are able to 
graduate, from our common schools. 

Tho grant of seventy-two sections is under no restrictions, as to 
selection or sale, in regard to the grade of the department which may 
bo supported by its proceeds. Ifsuch soloetion and sale be immediately 
ordered, tho University Fund ought to contain fifty thousand dollars 
before another session of the Legislature, This sum invested in State 
bonds would yield a revonue sufficient to support such department in 
eighteen hundred and seventy-tour, and thenceforward. ‘The depart- 
ment во established might servo as a nucleus of the college which must 
be founded by the present or,succeeding Legislature, if the ninety 
thousand acre grant bo not allowed to lapse. 

It is a gratifying fact that generous offers of sites and buildings for 
the university, from different parts of the State, have already been 
received by the Board of Regents. The interest manifested in tho matter 
of its location promises well for the institution, and clearly indicates 
the need of prompt and positive measures in its behalf. 

I deem it important to again call attention to the desirability of some 
provision for the у : 


NORMAL INSTRUCTION 


Of those in our State who look toward teaching as a profession. While 
itis true that we are favored with an over supply of candidates from 
abroad, there are cogent reasons for raising up teachers within our 
borders. The gradual decline in the amount of our “average monthly 
compensation," shown by recent reports from this department, admon- 
ishes of the wisdom of providing for a day when our schools may 
loso their present strong attraction for strangers. 

With our sparse population it is of course now impracticable to 
establish a Normal School m this State. But under the provisions of 
the California statute, quoted in my last report, this State can, by an 
appropriation of one hundred dollars per pupil, secure to those of its 
citizens designing the profession of teaching, admission to the State 
Normal School at San José. An appropriation of six or eight hundred 
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dollars biennially will, I think, meet the requirements of the case, and 
if wisely employed, under proper stipulations, will result in an improved 
condition of public instruction. 

There is need that special attention be given to the interests of our 


DEAF AND DUMB e 


Pupils, now in the California institution for the education of such. The 
following extract from the Principal, Professor W. Wilkinson, made to 
the Directors in eighteen hundred and seventy-one, will explain the 
situation: 


“The Board is aware that the Legislature of Nevada, during the ses- 
sion of eighteen hundred and sixty-eight and sixty-nine, passed an Aet 
providing for the education of the deaf and dumb and the blind of that 
State in this institution, and also made an appropriation of three thou- 
sand dollars to carry out the purposes of the Act. Up to date, the 
Superintendent of Publie Instruction of Nevada, Hon. A. N. Fisher, has, 
in accordance with the Act and the power vested in him, authorized the 
admission of threo pupils, who are now under the care of this institution 
at an expense of nine hundred and fifty dollars per annum to that State. 
It 1s well known that, in consequence of unfortunate circumstances, tho 
State Treasury of Novada has not been able to pay the demands made 
upon it, when presented. Accordingly, Treasury warrants have been 
issucd to this institution for indebtedness incurred for the support of the 
above mentioned Nevada pupils. Said warrants, to the amount of five 
hundred and sixty-two dollars and fifty cents, and covering the liabili- 
ties to December thirty-first, cighteen hundred and seventy, have been 
cashed and the money paid in to the Treasurer of the institution. A 
further issue of warrants has been made to the amount of nine hundred 
and eighty-seven dollars and fifty cents, for the indebtedness of the year 
onding December thirty-first, eighteen hundred and seventy-one. When 
these warrants are paid, the appropriation made at the session of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one will be nearly exhausted, for by a 
misunderstanding, or rather a clerical error in the appropriation bill, 
only one thousand dollars was set apart for the support of their deaf and 
dumb and blind. he question will therefore soon arise for the Board 
to consider whether to receive pupils from Nevada and trust to future 
legislation to make good the indebtedness which will thereby accrue, or 
to dischargo, those now under our care, and refuse further admissions 
until provision is made for the payment of bills. On grounds of hu- 
manity and expediency, I would recommend the former course. To 
deprive these children of all educational privileges, for the time which 
must elapse before the next session of the Legislature, would be an irre- 
parable loss to them, while there can be no fear that the State of Nevada 
will ever repudiate so just a claim as for a deficiency arising from so 
worthy a cause. The debt, moreover, would be a legal demand, for the 
Act authorizes and requires the Superintendent of Public Instruction in 
Nevada to make arrangements for the education of their deaf and dumb 
and blind in this institution, and expressly declares that his certificate 
of admission shall be authority of the Directors for receiving such 
pupils.” 

А upon the suggestion of the Principal, the Directors consented 
to retain our pupils, and, in consequence, the present Legislature will be 
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V des to pass a deficiency appropriation to cancel the indebtedness 
incurred. 

It is also desirablo that the appropriation for the next biennial term 
bo sufficiently large to enable prompt payment for any new applicants 
who may be admitted. If it is designed to extend the bonefits of this 
humane measure to all in the State who are so unfortunate as to need 
its assistance, it matters not how large is the appropriation, since only 
so much of it can be used as is required by the terms of the contract. 

Wo have had but two pupils in the institution during the past year. 
These have made very encouraging progress, and their attendance prom- 
ises to render them incalculable benefit, 


MISCELLANEOUS SUGGESTIONS. 


There are several features of the School Law in which improvement 
is possible, but which, having been the subject of frequent discussion in 
former reports, need here bo only alluded to. 

The Boards of Trustees of the different districts should be so consti- 
tuted that there may always be at least one experienced member. The 
powers of Trustees should be enlarged in respect to the amount of 
oxpenditure possible without a vote of tho district. It is & matter of 
frequent complaint that tho present limit of one hundred dollars does 
not admit of needed repairs, except after unnecessary trouble and delay. 
The recommendation of the Superintendent of Storey County, presented 
in the Appendix, proposing publicity to the proceedings of Trustees, is 
worthy of consideration. 

It is my judgment that the powers of County Superintendents should 
be enlarged in one or two respects. They should be here, as they are in 
nearly every other State, ex officio members of the County Board of 
Examination. They should be charged with greater responsibility, and 
perhaps should be vested with greater authority in the matter of school 
supervision. 

А State Board of Examination should be provided for. 

First class State certificates and Normal School diplomas should be 
recognized as valid testimonials of ability and fitness for the profession, 
and the issuance of county certificates to holders of such should be 
authorized. 

For the purpose of exhibiting the prevailing sentiment concerning 
school matters, I have solicited written reports from the Superintendents 
of the several counties. A few have responded, and brief extracts from 
their communications are herewith submitted. |

In compliance with yout invitation to present my views in reference 
to any desirable amendment to the school law of this State, I have only 
to say that in my judgment it is as a general thing quite well adapted to 
tho wants of the people of a new and frontier society. 

An experience of about six years as County Superintendent suggests 
one or two additional clauses to the present statute. Some provision 
should be made to secure greater publicity to the proceedings of the 
Boards of Trustees of school districts. Their official proceedings, 
especially the claims allowed against the district, should be published in 
some newspaper. Nothing so surely restrains extravagance in the acts 
of official Boards as a knowledge that their domgb will be well scru- 
tinized by the public. The sessions of the Boards of Trustees should be 
public, and they should be prohibited by law f rom paying teachers for 
more months than those in which services have been rendered.

Sır: I have the honor to submit the following as my report for the 
years eighteen hundred and seventy-one and eighteen hundred and 
soventy-two, detailing the operations in this department, and making 
such suggestions as, in my opinion, would be for the best interest of the 
State. То carry out these suggestions would, in some instances, involve 
the change of existing laws, and in others, tho amendment to the Con. 
stitution, and the enactment of new ones better adapted io the present 
condition of things. > 

STATE BOUNDARY. 


The boundaries of the Siate now seem to be permanent, and are the 
same as established by Acts of Congress and enlarged by a subsequent 
Act, approved May fifth, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, and accepted 
by the State of Nevada by Act of the Legislature, approved January 
eightcenth, cighteen hundred and sixty-seven 

The survey of the eastern boundary was commenced in the Fall of 
eighteen hundred and seventy, and completed in the Winter following. 
This was a matter of pressing necessity, and its completion has relieved 
the officers of the counties adjacent of many difficulties of the most 
serious nature. That portion of ihe southwestern boundary of the 
State commencing at the terminus of the survey of eighteen hundred 
and sixty-five, which is situated about twenty-three miles southeast of 
Cottonwood Creek, т Esmeralda County, and terminating at the Col. 
orado hiver, about two hundred and twenty miles in extent, has not 
been surveyed, but undoubtedly will be the coming Summer. The 
same necessity exists for the survey of this, as of other parts of the 
boundaries of the State. 

An error was E олай in the established initial point of the western 
boundary between this State and California, of so great a magnitude as 
to induce Congress to pass an Act, approved June tenth, eighteen hun- 
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dred and seventy-two, appropriating forty-one thousand two hundred 
and fifty dollars, and duthorizing the re-survey of all that portion of the 
line heretofore run, at rates not to exceed fifty dollars per linear mile 
for that part of the boundary lying north of the initial point in Lake 
Tahoo, estimated to be two hundred and ten miles; and seventy-five 
dollars per mile for that part included between said initial point and 
the Colorado River, estimated to be four hundred and ten miles. 
Included in the Act is an appropriation of fifteen thousand five hundred 
dollars for the survey of tho northern boundary of Nevada at rates not 
to exceed fifty dollars per mile. 

Thus it will be seen that, by the munificence of the General Govern. 
ment, thatAvithin a year the State will be inclosed by an actual surveyed 
line and monuments, and the troubles herctofore existing, to State and 
county officials, in dealing with an imaginary line, will bo entirely and 
forever obviated. 

This department, more particularly perhaps than any other, feels 
the immedinte necessity of established State lines. In tho selection and 
sale of lands, it is important to know beyond a doubt that they are 
within this State, otherwise muéh confusion, trouble, and delay must 
necessarily be the result. 


COUNTY BOUNDARIES 


Of surveys made by the Surveyor General of Nevada during the years 1871 
and 1872. 


During the last two years there has been no surveys of county 
boundaries made by this department. There is, however, on file in this 
office, the map and field notes of tho survey of the northern boundary 
of Lander County, authorized by the County Commissioners of Elko 
and Lander Counties, and made by the County Surveyors of those 
countiesin May and June, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, and received 
and filéd in this office March third, cighteen hundred and seventy-two. 

It is very desirable that this office should have an official record of tho 
county boundaries of this State, and that, generally, those boundaries 
should be clearly and accurately defined. Natural objects, such as 
streams, well defined and continuous ridges or ranges of hills, with well 
defined summits, along the length of which the line could be established, 
afford boundaries easily recognized and ascertained. Where no such 
objects exist near, I would recommend the establishment of county 
boundaries on the township or section lines of the United States Gov- 
ernment surveys, where such survevs have been made; and, in fact, 
it ів much better where lines have been established before the United 
States surveys were made, to make them conform to the Government 
lines, as near as possible, where those lines have been run. Thalarger 
counties ought not to object to give the smaller ones adjoining sufficient 
territory to make their boundaries conform to the section or township 
lines, thus making more certain tho action of county officials. . 

The incompleteness of the following tables ig caused by the failure of 
many of the County Assessors to report to this office, as required by 
law. I would respectfully invite your attention to this fact, and earnestly 
recommend legislation which will cause full and complete reports to be 
made.

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INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. ; 


То dovolop tho interests and conduct the business and internal com- 
merco of the Blato, will require tho assistance of much capital in the 
construction of cheap and more extended means of communication, and 
in the orection of improved works for the reduction of ores, and à more 
perfect system of agriculture. Geographically tho State is traversed by 
numorous ranges of mountains soparated by vast plains and deserts, 
iwolating towns, cities, and communities, eutting off, in many instances, 
direct communication, and opposing objects to the transit of merchan- 
dise, the products of the soil and mines. To overcome theso, railroads 
and graded wagon roads must bo built; fumos for floating timber, lum- 
bor, and wood for fuel, must be constructed along the mountain sides, 
from the sources of supply, to available points; ditches of large capacity 
must be dug, diverting water from their natural channels, to bo used in 
obtaining power to drive machinery, and to fertilize the soil; and tun- 
nols and deop shalts must be excavated to reach the rich deposits of 
precious and uscful metals abounding in almost every part of the Stato.

RAILROADS. 


The Central РасШе Railroad, starting from Sacramento, California, 
and running oast to Ogden, in Utah, passes through tho northern part of 
the Stato, striking the westorn boundary on the Truckee River, which 
it follows down to tho Big Bend, thence across the desert to Humboldt 
Lako, thence up the Humboldt River in a northeasterly course, develop- 
ing a large extent of mining and agricultural country hitherto unknown, 
oy but sparsely 8ottlod, and in great need of business connections with 
the commercial and mechanical marts of the world, But three years 
havo passed since its completion, connecting the two oceans, and atford- 
ing us communication with the East and West, and making valuable 
what was before comparatively worthless; towns and settlomonts are 
springing тр and ranking among the solid institutions of the country, 
and mining and agrieultural interests within the sphere of its influonce 
prospering, and the Stato made easy of access to those desirous of seck- 
ing а homo among us, or visiting the minos for pleasure or investment. 

The Virginia and Truckee Railroad, connecting Virginia City, Storey 
County, via Carson City, Ormsby County, with the Central Pacific Rail- 
road, at Rono, Washoe County, was completed in September last, and 
has not only direetly added much valuable assessable property to these 
ihroe counties through which it passes, but in the renewod activity of 
all kinds of business, the development of resources before comparatively 
worthless, and the drawing to it à vast number of business and laboring 
men, has benefited the financial condition of these three counties to a 
very large extent.

; ‘The following information concerning this road is taken from the 
report of Mr. George W. Chedic, County Assessor of Ormsby County, 
tor the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two: у 


«The Virginia and Truckee Railroad is now completed from Virginia 
City via Carson City to Reno, in Washoe County, connecting at that 
point with the Central Pacific Railroad, and is now proving of great 
advantage and convenience to the citizens of this portion of the State. 
This road is fifty-one miles in length, over which twenty-two trains are 
dispatched daily, transporting about two hundred tons of merchandise, 
besides delivering at the mills over six hundred tons of ore from the 
mines of Storey County. This daily supply of ore is mostly delivered 
at the reduction works located on the Carson River. There is annually 
transported over this road about one hundred and ten thousand cords of 
wood, and about twenty million feet of lumber, taken principally from 
Ormsby and Douglas Counties to Storey County, 
«Тһе railroad company has now in use eleven locomotives, and will 
di add from three to five more first-class engines to this number by the 
first of January next—the car capacity ot the road being about one 
hundred and sixty, embracing all kinds. 
“There 18 now within the borders of this county about seventeen 
м miles in length of track belonging to this road.” | 


( The report cited shows an increase over the taxable property of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-one, as follows: 


“Те assessed value of real and personal property in the year eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-one was one million six hundred and seven- 
teen thousand seven hundred and forty-nine dollars and sixty cents; in 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two it reached one million nine hundred 

© and thirty thousand eight hundred and three dollars and twenty-eight 
cents, making the total inereased value in one year of three hundred 
and thirteen thousand and fifty-three dollars and sixty-eight cents; 
which increase is owing mainly to the building and completion of the 
Virginia and Truckee Railroad, and the erection of buildings necessary 
tor the successful operation thereof.” 

The-above mentioned railroads are the principal.ones at present com- 
pleted in the State. 

It is proper to remark that several others are projected, and it seems 
evident that with the increased area of mining and agricultural interests 

ЗА thejr commencement will soon be а matter of necessity, and their com- 
pletion a profitable investment to their owners. 

The followiug extract from the report of Mr. H. A. Harville, Assessor 
of Elko County, is pertinent in this place: 


ж ж ж «The Central Pacific Railroad Company has within this 
county one hundred and fifty-two and one half miles of main track, 
and ten miles of side track, with machine shops at Carlin and Toano, 
both being within the limits of this county, the revenue derived from 
said road amounting to almost one half of the taxes of the whole 
county. The assessment roll of Elko County for the year eighteen 

, hundred and seventy-two shows the value of real and personal property 
e two million five hundred and sixty-one thousand nine hundred and віх 
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dollars and forty-six cents; value of real and personal property іп eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-one, two million nmety-two thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four dollars and sixty cents; increased valuation 
for eighteen hundred and seventy-two, four hundred and sixty-nine thou- 
sand thirty-one dollars and eighty-six cents "

EUREKA MILL RAILROAD. 


In this connection it will be well to speak of this road, connecting the 
Virginia and Truckce Railroad at à point about a mile below the San- 
tiago with the Eureka Mill. This is a narrow gauge road, about one 
mile and one eighth in length, constructed by the Union Mill Company 
to transport ore trom the main line to their mill. Тһе first half mile has 
a uniform grade of one hundred and thirty feet to the mile; but from 
near the dam to the mill the roadbed is on the top of the flume, and has 
but light grade This road was completed last March, and 18 a neat and 
very substantial strueture—having a gauge of two and a half feet, and 
using T raids. The curves are easy and regular as the nature of the 
ground will admit, being constructed on the side of the steep bluff of 
the Carson River for more than three quarters of its distance; requiring 
a heavy stone wall,more than twenty feet high, for a third of a mile, 
and crossing two deep сайопв on high trestlework, besides deep cuts 
and heavy fills. This road, complete, cost about twenty thousand dol- 
lars, including rolling stock of ten iron dumps, carrying five tons each, 
and two flats for wood, ete. The company has, as yet, no locomotives, 
but haul their cars by horses to the dump, which receives the ore from 
the main traek by means of a dry chute, four hundred feet long, placed 
at an angle of thirty-seven degrees from the horizontal. The cost of 
this road can safely be estimated as being at least twice as much per 
mile as any longer line that will ever be built in the State. i 
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PIOCHE AND BULLIONVILLE RAILROAD. 


This is an incorporation under the laws of the State, for the purpose 
of constructing a railroad from Pioche to Bullionville, in Lincoln County, 
Nevada, a distance of twelve miles. The company was incorporated in 
the Winter of eighteen hundred and seventy-two, and active operations 
commenced soon after under the management of General A. L. Page, 
and others. It has а capital stock of two million dollars, divided into 
two hundred thousand shares at ten dollars each. The iron and rolling 
stock was purchased East last Summer, and is now being delivered to 
teams at the southern end of the Utah Central Railroad. The grading 
is nearly completed, and it is expected the iron will all be laid by Janu- 
ary first, eighteen hundred and seventy-three. 

This office has been unable to get full information in regard to the 
operations of this company, but understand that the road is a narrow 
gauge, and was first intended to accommodate the mines and mills in 
transporting ore, but will be continued next season down the valley to 
the Colorado River. 


The ЕШо and White Pine narrow gauge railroad, incorporated by 
special Act of the Legislature at its last session, aside from making its 
preliminary survey and some grading at the Elko terminus, has done 
_ but little. 
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The Virginia and Reno narrow gauge exists but on paper in the 
archives of the State. And the numerous railroads to be built in tho 
eastern part of tho State which, less than two years ago, were the pride 
of the projectors and the hope of the people, have ceased to be even men- 
tioned as items of interest in their-local papers.

FLUMES FOR TRANSPORTATION OF LUMBER, ETC. 


Within the last five years attention has been directed to the expense 
and difficulty of obtaining lumber, timber, and cordwood from the 
source of its supply in the mountains, and the local elements have been 
used with much success to bear these articles of merchandise to a mar- 
ket. The old method of transporting by wagons necessitated the con- 
struction of expensive grhded roads, whose usefulness did not outlive 
the exhaustion of the supply of timber in their vicinity, and thus caused 
an almost entire loss of the cost of their construction. In addition, the 
transportation by wagons was slow and expensive. The method now 
principally used, where water can be obtained or gravitation will admit, 
is by floating the timber, lumber, and cordwood through flumes, and is 
found to work, with great saving of time and expense, besides rendering 
available torests, where great and precipitous altitudes preclude any 
other method of transportation. There are now built and working 
about forty miles of this character of flume, and its use is reeommonded 
wherever practicable—making a great saving in the cost of those 
materials. ` 

The following statistics of some of these works are from the reports 
of Mr. George W. Chedic, Assessor of Ormsby County for the years 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one and eightecn hundred and seventy- 
two: 


“There are three main flumes in this county, for floating wood and 
timber by water; and many dry chutes or gravitation flumes—-branches 
to the main lines—extending high up in the mountains, and delivering 
their valuable burdens in the valleys below, where it can be reached by 
railroads, to be transported thence to market. The first of theso flames 
belongs to Yermington & Co., and commences at a branch of the rail- 
road, about two miles west of Carson City, and extends far up the 
mountain sides to the summit, some six or seven miles in length. The 
second is owned by Chamberlin & Co., and commences near the place of 
the first, and extends five miles up the mountain and near the summit. 
The third, and last of importance in this county, is an incorporation 
called the Summit Flumes Company, and commences about a mile south 
of Carson City, and running parallel for some distance with the branch 
of the Virginia and Truckee Railroad, to that locality; thence around 
the point of the mountain, and up Clear Creek to the summit, which it 
crosses by a tunnel, and taps Rella Lake and takes water that formerly 
flowed into Lake Tahoe. This main flume is about seventecn miles long, 
and has several miles of branches and fecders that permeate the moun- 
tains and reach the heavy timber of this portion of the Sierras. It is 
of stfficient capacity to float wood, timber, and lumber, and with a full 
head of water can deliver five hundred cords of wood, or one million 
feet of lumber, at its lower terminus, in twenty-four hours, if desired. 
The various wood and timber flumes are engaged to their utmost capa- 
city, while the mills for manufacturing: and preparing lumber for the 
market aro in constant employment. By reference to the amount of 
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wood and timber transported over the Virginia and Truckee Railroad a 
fair approximation may be had of the amount of business these flumes 
will do.” 


The operation of these flumes is not confined to Ormsby County, but 
Douglas and Washoe Counties have many miles constructed that are 
being operated with great success; and there is no doubt but every- 
where all over the State, wherever there 1s water and timber in the 
mountains, and any use for it in the valleys below, or a market within a 
paying distance, or any settlement creating a demand for wood, timber, 
and lumber, that this class of flumes will be used with great success; 
and even for irrigation ıt would pay well to carry the water where 
desired through flumes, thus saving large quantities that would other- 
wise be absorbed. 


WATER DITCHES, ARTESIAN WELLS, ETC. 


But little information has been furnished this department concerning 
this class of works. Ditches for the purpose of water power, irriga- 
tion, and domestic use, are numerous, and a very large amount of capi- 
tal has been invested in their construction. So far as the business of 
mining, milling, and agriculture is concerned, ditches are indispensable. 
Wherever new lands are brought under cultivation, new mills built, or 
new mines worked, artificial channels, conducting needful supplies of 
water, are generally a necessary adjunct. It thus appears that this 
class of internal improvements has a permanent interest. 

The proper methods of construction, looking to durability, efficiency, 
minimum cost, economy in use, and distribution of supply, together with 
careful estimates of the volume of water flowing through natural chan- 
nels, to be diverted to useful purposes, are, particularly in large agri- 
cultural districts, subjects of interest. At present по good system of con- 
struction has been adopted in this character of improvements. Large 
bodies of agricultural lands, containing thousands of acres, lying contig- 
uous, are irrigated by means of ill-contrived ditches. Means are not 
generally taken for the saving of water іп reservoirs where the supply 
is scant; the lines of artificial channels are necessarily extended, and 
frequently in such directions as to cause great inconvenience to adjoin- 
ing lands, and loss of cultivation. In large bodies of agricultural lands, 
such as some of our principal valleys possess, a system of irrigation 
should be adopted comprising the whole valley. The ditches, so far as 
possible, should be kept on the dividing line between property, and 
when so placed their margins can be planted with trees, which, nour- 
ished by the moisture of the ditches, will thrive, forming a pleasing 
feature in the view, and in time greatly assist in fencing. Sufficient 
‚саге 18 not taken, where ditehes cross public highways, to provide süit- 
able crossings; loaded vehicles are drawn with difficulty across ditches 
containing water; and in many instances, from the nature of the soil, 
roads near ditches are rendered almost useless from saturation. Some 
of our alluvial valleys, during the time of irrigation, are almost impass- 
able from this cause. 

Under the head of artesian wells there is but little to report beyond 
the theories advanced by Congressman Kendall The only actual 
attempts in this line, so far as has come to the knowledge of this depart- 
ment, were made by Colonel A. Curry, and John G. Fox, of Ormsby 
County. They expended several hundred dollars each in attempting to 
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procuro flowing wells near Carson City, each using different kinds of 
implements and a different process, but were unsuccessful, and have 
abandoned the enterprise, That othors may meet with better success 
in a different locality there is no doubt. 


SUTRO TUNNEL. 


One of the most important works of internal improvements, now in 
progress in this State, is the Sutro Tunnel. This tunnel is intended to 
facilitato the working of the mines on tho Comstock lode, by penetrat- 
ing tho ledgo at a greater depth, theyeby enabling the mines to be 
drained, and the ores to bo brought to the surface on an casy grade, 
avoiding the expenso of pumping and hoisting trom great depths. The 
suecesstul accomphshment of this undertaking, estimated to occupy 
‘about three years for its completion, will, in all probability, develop 
great wealth, not only in the Comstock lode, but in other ledges not 
now known, but which will be penetrated by the tunnel in its progress 
through the mountain. 


Eatract from the report of Mr. George C. McFadden, County Assessor of 
Lyon County. 


THER GREAT TUNNEL. 


« Mr. Sutro, the father and chief superintendent of this gigantic enter- 
priso, is pushing things all along the lino of this great work with the 
utmost energy. Tho company have already erected over each of the 
four shafts being sunk on the line of the tunnel large and commodious 
houses and hoisting works, with all necessary machinery for executing 
the work intended. These shafts are sunk to afford air to the workmen 
in, and give a greater number of faces from which to excavate, the 
tunnel, so as to be able to omploy nine times more men than at present, 
and thus finish this great work in a corresponding less time. They are 
down several hundred feet, and are all making good progress. The 
tunnel has penetrated the mountain three thousand five hundred feet, 
and is finished Tor ono thousand feet. 

“At the mouth of the tunnel there is a large machine shop, and fine 
buildings for dwellings and olfices belonging to the company; and a 
thrifty town close by, of about forty houses, and three hundred and fifty 
inhabitants, has sprung into existence, bearing the name of “Sutro,” 
which bids fair, at no distant duy, to rival, if not destroy, the cities of 
the Comstock, and become ihe chief town of tho State.” 


HUMBOLDT COUNTY. 


Outside of the mining statistics, the reports from this county give’ 
scarcely any information of the agricultural and other internal improve- 
ments of the county, but such as it is, will be found in full in the follow- 
ing extract. from the report of C. A. Kyle, County Assessor, for tho 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-two: 

“Our farming interests are not mentioned in exhibits here presented, 
but in this connection I will state that a great portion of the lands of 
Paradise Valley, lying north of the Humboldt Hiver, near the extreme 
northerly end of the county, are thickly settled and well improved, and 
the settlement contains a good grist mill, the only one as yet built in 
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the county. Outside of this valley but limited farming is being done, 
the lands mostly used for grazing purposes, affording unlimited feed for 
oxtensivo herds of stock. 

“The assessed value of property in this county for eighteen hundred 
and seventy-two, is as follows:

Extract from the report of the Assessor of Lyon County for 1871 and 1872. 


“The area of acres in this county is about three hundred and seven 
thousand two hundred, about two thousand five hundred of which are 
under cultivation, producing hay and all the cereals that grow in the 
country. There is also about three thousand acres of sage brush land 
in the southeastern portion of this county, which 1s good grain land, 
and can all be irrigated from a ditch that is taken out of Walker River, 
where there 18 an abundance of water for irrigation purposes at all 
times, which lands are being taken up, settled, and purchased from the 
Stato.

Extract from the report of George W. Спейс, Assessor of Ormsby County, 
for 1872. 


“The general thrift and prosperity that has pervaded in all branches 
of business during the year cighteen hundred and, seventy-two has 
caused many marked improvements in the general appearance of the 
City of Carson and the whole county, among which, that deserves 
special mention, is the publie school building, which is commodious, sub- 
stantial, and ornamental, and reflects credit upon the liberality and 
intelligence of the people who have given of their substance to accom- 
plish its erection, and is a monument of praise to the energy and perse- 
verance of those gentlemen who were во prominent in accomplishing 
this result. 

“The Virginia and Truckee Railroad Company aro now erecting a 
large foundry, machine shop, and roundhouse combined in one building, 
to be four hundred and seventy-two by one hundred and seventy feet, 
and built of stone and iron. They have. also finished their fine new 
passenger depot and freight house, which afford ample accommodations 
for all the wants of the community, and under the able management of 
the Superintendent and known energy of the other officers, all other 
improvements required, either by the railroad company or the wants of 
the people, will be promptly made, and we look forward to a steady and 
prosperous growth of business in this county for the years to come.” ^ 
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FRUIT AND SHADE TREES. 


Under this head, a further extract from the report of George W. 
Chedic, County Assessor of Ormsby County, for eighteen hundred and 
seventy-ono, will be of interest: 

“One of the most attractivo features of Carson City is the beauty 
and freshness imparted to its genoral appearance in the presence of trees 
and shrubbery that surround most of tho places of residence. 

« But а Гоу years since, the prevailing idea was, that trees and shrub. 
bory could not be cultivated to a successful growth, but experience has 
demonstrated the tact, that not only the native trees of the country, but 
most of the forest trees of the Hastern States, can be successfully trans- 
planted in our soil. . 

«About two years since, one of our most enterprising citizens, Mr. 
G. W. G. Ferris, imported a variety of young native forest trees from 
the East, among which were black walnut, buttornut, chestnut, hickory, 
hard and soft maple, and many others, which have during the last season 
made remarkable growth. This gentleman has also transplanted nearly 
all the different kinds of fruit trees with remarkable success. 

“The estimated number of fruit and shade trees transplanted in this 
county is about fifteen thousand, the former predominating in number. 
Many of the fruit trees have already borne fruit, but owing to the 
late frosts we usually experience, the crop is uncertain, and will not 
average more than one in three years, and until some method is adopted 
to protect these trees from frosts in the blooming season, we cannot 
expect to reap an annual crop of fruit. Should means be dis- 
covered to overcome this difficulty, experience would no doubt prove 
that our soil and climate would produce the hardier kinds of fruit equal 
to that produced in any country. Our soil is peculiarly adapted to 
the cultivation of all kinds of berries, which, with but little care, yield 
abundantly, and of a superior quality.” 


In his report for eighteen hundred and seventy-two, he says: 


“T would respectfully call your attention to my last annual report in 
regard to the number of fruit and shade trees planted in this county, to 
which there has been during the past year large numbers added thereto; 
and feel constrained to urge upon your consideration the propriety of 
securing a still greater increase by tavorable legislation, cither by offer- 
ing premiums or granting a reduction of taxes to all who will engage in 
this most laudable work within the boundaries of the State. А well 
regulated system of this kind under the sanction of the law-making 

ower, would ina few years materially change the general aspect of 
the country from its unseemly garment of endless sage brush to beauty 
and profit, decorate our homes, and tend to elevate thé morals of our 
people to a higher plane.” : 


ESMERALDA COUNTY. 


Extracts from the report of the Assessor of Esmeralda County for the year 
1872. ` 

“Tho farming operations in this county for the present year have 

been attended with marked success. The land has yielded up its pro- 

ductions in abundance wherever it has been properly tilled. Grain in 
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this county brings a good price with a fair demand, and our farmers can 
be said to be in a prosperous condition. Increased attention has been 
given to the raising of cereals—such as wheat, oats, and barley—with 
fair returns and profitable results. It is found that much of the land 
which has heretofore been considered worthless for agricultural pur- 
poses will, with proper tillage and management, produce excellent crops 
of grain, and yield a fair return for the labor and money expended. I 
have been unable to obtain a full account of the number of acres of the 
various kinds of grain and vegetables planted and the average yield per 
acre, but estimates put the yield for the county as follows: grain, two 
thousand tons; hay, twenty thousand tons; potatoes, one thousand 
tons. This is only an approximate estimate, but is not far out of the 
way 

«There is another source of revenue to the county which is now 
attracting considerable attention, and 1s found in the saline lagoons at 
or near Columbus. The article manufactured from this material is 
borax, and the Jands producing it are valuable property, and will in a 
short time yield a largo revenuc to the county in the increased valuation of 
the property and in the large manufactories to be erected for the pro- 
duction of the pure article from the deposits of the borate of lime found 
in vast quantities in lagoons, which yield a high per cent of pure borax. 
Large quantities, both of the crude and refined borax, аге being shipped 
from there at present, although it has been but little more than six. 
months since the first attempt to utilize this valuable deposit.”

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REMARKS. | 


The tabular statements and estimates are incomplete from the absence 
of information from officers of counties heretofore mentioned. Full 
estimates would show that agricultural interests are favorably progress- 
ing; that experienco is teaching newer and better methods of cultivation; 
a botter understanding of soil and climate; that each year shows an 
inerease of cultivated land, and that much attention is being given to the 
raising and improvement of domestic animals. 


MINES AND MILLING. 


Reports received at this office from County Assessors contain more 
information on this subject thau any othor on which they report. In 
fact, in counties where this interest predominates, it has been the custom 
to report mining statistics in full to the exclusion of all other interests, 
The prevalence of this custom among County Assessors has, in many 
instances, left but little for this office to select from their reports of the 
character, condition, and improvements of the agricultural interests of 
the State and other branches connected therewith; but as statistics of 
mining and milling seem to be more properly connected with the depart- 
ment of State Mineralogist than with this, I have given to the office 
having charge ot those subjects all information in my possession. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In my official experience as Surveyor General and State Register for 
the last four years, Lam satistied many changes could -be made in the 
laws applicable to this office that would greatly facilitate. business and 
benefit this department; but of those most vital to the interests of the 
State I have the honor to invite your attention, and recommend the 
tollowing to your consideration: 

For several years past Messrs. Britton & Grey, at Washington, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, have been the paid attorneys of the State to attend 
to all’ business in the departments of the National Government requiring 
the assistunce of an attorney, and have rendered good service in the 
prompt attention and untiring energy in securing the approval to the 
State of selections of land made by this office, and other matters 
entrusted to them. Heretofore they have had but a thousand dollars 
per year for their services; but they inform this department that owing 
to the great increase of business in the last year, they cannot further 
act in that capacity at a salary less than fifteen hundred dollars per year, 
and I hereby recommend that they be continued in the employ of the 

State as heretofore, and that they be paid the sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars per year, as asked for by thom.

Before closing this portion of my report relative to my duties ав 
Surveyor General, I respectfully recommend that the Constitution of 
the State be so amended as to make the mecting of the Legislature take 
place one month later than it now does, as the simplest and most efficient 
way of remedying a fault, provén by the experience of the past as not 
only grievous to State officers, but‘detrimental to the best interests of 
the citizens. Uuder the present law, the fiscal year of all offices closes 
at about the time that the meeting of the Legislature takes place, render- 
ing it impossible for State officers to make such reports as are contem- 
plated by the statutes of the business of their departments, as the data 
from which to make their repofts often 1s not reccived until the last 
days of December, leaving no time for a careful consideration of those 
subjects of interest to the citizens, of the improvements of all parts of 
tho State та all the departments that make up the business and increased 
vitahty of our commonwealth. The change recommended for your con- 
sideration, I think, will meet and effectually cure all these present 
defects. . 

And further, as will be seen from the accompanying tables, the busi- 
ness of this office has increased in the last year at least threefold; &nd, 
with increased prosperity of the State, and a growing desire among our 
citizens to make homes among us, and own the soil on which they live, 
and the lands they cultivate and feed their flocks upon, it must increase 
in the same proportion in the years to come, and that, without an addi- 
tion to the present help, I will not be able to dispatch its business to 
that degree so desirable m a publie office. 

I would respectfully suggest that the State relinquish to tho General 
Government all sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections of land, the area of 
which is in the vicinity of four million five hundred thousand acres, and 
ask in lieu thereof one million acres, о bo selected in hke manner as 
the grant of five hundred thousand acres. Such a great extent of the 
area of this State is barren mountains, while much more of it beats 
mineral deposits, that the benefits to be derived from the present grant 
will be small when compared with other States, all mineral lands being 
reserved by the General Governmont. 

After a careful consideration of this subject, I think it for the best 
mterest of the State, and therefore recommend that the Legislature 
take such action 1n the premises as they may deem proper for its con- 
summation.

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REPORT. 


INTRODUCTION. Е 
То the Honorable Members of the Senate and -Assembly: 


I herewith submit my report as State Mineralogist, embracing such 
information as the law requires and as may be of value to the public. 

In order to obtain as perfect knowledge as possible of the physio- 
graphic features of the whole State, of the unexplored as well as of the 
explored sections, so that I might be enabled to report to you under- 
standingly from my own observations in relation to its agricultural, 
mineral, and other resources, it was thought best to visit, during the 
Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy-one, the more remote and 
sparsely settled districts of Nye and Lincoln Counties, to the east and 
southeast of Death Valley, as far as the Colorado River, leaving for the 
Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy-two those districts further 
north, whence it would be more desirable to obtain the very latest infor- 
mation concerning the developments made within the past two years, 
than geological data, this section of the State having already been 
examined and reported upon by competent persons. 

Supposing then that this part of the State could be reached more 
readily by the way of San Francisco and Los Angeles than by going 
directly south from the Capital, and that an outfit for traveling could be 
purchased more cheaply in Los Angeles than in Carson; having also 
secured the services of Mr. William E. Armstrong of Carlin, an intelli- 
gent and bold mountaineer, as an assistant and companion for the trip, 
the dangers of which, from meeting roving bands of hostile Indiana, 
had been greatly exaggerated, we left Carson City, April tenth, stopping 
in San Francisco long enough to purchase some necessary instruments, 
and at Los Angeles an appropriate outfit for land travel, consisting of 
two saddle horses and three pack mules, with all the necessary accou- 
terments and camp equipage. 

Leaving the latter place by the way of San Bernardino Valley, we 
crossed the range of mountains to east through Cajoon Pass, the sum- 
mit of which is three thousand nine hundred and ten feet above the 
level of the sea. | 

After passing this range one is struck with the great dissimilarity of 
the features of the country from that to the west. 

A vast region of desert plateau, covered with a growth of immense 
cacti, extends to the east, with a gradual slope from the summit of the 
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pass to the Mojave River, eighteen miles distant. The formation of this 
range is chiefly granitic, with here and there some slate and other meta- 
morphic rocks. The hills along the road further east are composed of 
basaltic trap rocks, while mingled with the diluvial detritus of the slopes 
and valleys are fragments of scoria and lavas of nearly every variety 
and age. The road follows the course of the Mojave River for nearly 
one hundred miles. The channel of this river is, for the most part, sub- 
terranean, the water flowing in no place above the surface more than a 
few hundred yards, except in the Spring of the year during the time of 
freshets caused by the melting snows on the surrounding mountains. 
At Lane's, Sugar Loaf, Forks of Roads, Grapevine, and Camp Cady, 
there are a few acres under cultivation which produce good crops. At 
the latter place there is a large tract of meadow land, and at one time a 
number of Government troops were stationed here. At Point of Rocks, 
Fish Pond, and The Caves, there are a few acres more which might be 
cultivated; but with these few exceptions the Valley of the Mojavo is a 
barren waste. › 

Having passed through the State of California ав speedily as possible 
we reached the southwestern boundary line of Nevada, in Clarke Dis- 
trict, two hundred and sixty (260) miles distant from Los Angeles, hav- 
ШЕ followed the old emigrant road leading to Salt Lake nearly the whole 

istance. 

Leaving all roads and trails at Ivanpah, we went north by way of 
Yellow Pine and Timber Mountain Districts to Ash Meadows. We were 
here deterred from going further in this direction by the fact that our 
Indian guides knew nothing of the country beyond, and because we 
were dependent upon them for information in regard to the different 


‘ watering places. 


Changing our course here to the east, we crossed the Spring Mountain 
Range to Indian Springs; thence going down the Vegas Valley to El 
Dorado Cafion District and the Colorado River, we followed the river 
up as far as Callville, an abandoned Government depot and the assumed 
head of navigation. We left the river here to visit the Salt Mountain 
and settlements on the Muddy, —Returning to the Los Vegas Ranch, we 
went from there, by the way of Corn Creek and Quartz Springs, to Hiko 
and Pioche. 

Mr. Armstrong’s business affairs requiring his attention elsewhere, he 
was obliged to leave me here, having traveled with mea little over three 
months, in consequence of which I was left to complete my Summer's 
work alone. » 

From Pioche I proceeded, by the way of Spring Valley, to Schell 
Creek, visiting all the districts in the ranges adjoining the valleys on 
both sides. Turning here to the south west, I went, by the way of Ham- 
ilton and Belmont, to Montezuma, Silver Peak, Columbus, Oneota, and 
Aurora; thence, by the way of Pine Grove, to Carson—having been 


-absent more than six months, and having traveled three thousand seven 


hundred (3,700) miles. 

.During the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, I have visited the 
salt and borax fields of Churchill County, and nearly every mining dis- 
trict in Lander, White Pine, Elko, Humboldt, and Storey Counties; 
and also some tbat I did not visit the year before in Lincoln and Nye 
Counties. | 

Such information as Т have been enabled ‘to collect will be found under 
appropriate headings. 
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Several exploring parties and many prospectors have penetrated this 
region in different directions, and the old emigrant road from Salt Lake 
passes through its center; ВИП, in everything relating to its character 
and resources, it is terra incognita to most persons, scarcely anything 
having been written in regard to it. Lieutenant Wheeler, with a corps 
of skilled assistants, has been engaged for the past two years in making 
a careful examination and survey of this section of the State for the 
General Government; but as yet his final report has not been published. 
Only a general idea of the physical features of this country can be 
given, as our investigations were necessarily quite limited, a great por- 
tion of our time being occupied in hunting feed and water for our 
animals. 

This basin embraces an area of about twelve thousand square miles, 
north of the Colorado River. It was taken from Arizona and given to 
Nevada by an Act.of Congress in eighteen hundred and sixty-six. The 
low, broken range of mountains to the north of Ash Valley, with Tem 
Piute, Pahranegat, and Pioche Mountains, form its northern rim, Its 
physical conformation presents but little variety in the appearance of 
the valleys and mountain ranges, in the composition of the soil, and in 
its indigenous vegetation. The surface is, however, greatly diversified 
by abrupt mountain ranges, there being but few large tracts of level 
land in the whole basin. The valleys are synclinal, and their axial lines 
conform to the course of the mountain ranges. They have an undu- 
lating and variable surface, except near the centers, caused by deep 
ravines extending down from the mountain sides. There is a gradual 
depression in their surface from east to west, and from north to south. 


P MOUNTAIN RANGES AND MINERAL RESOURCES. 
There are four principal ranges running nearly north and south, and 
almost parallel with each other. They are known as the Kingston, 
Spring Mountain, Vegas, and Muddy Ranges. In places they interlock, 
and branching off again form long and pointed valleys between them. 
Their altitudes vary from one thousand feét to eight thousand feet above 
the level of the valleys. Charleston Peak is the highest point on any 
of these ranges; it is eleven thousand (11,000) feet above the level of 
the sea. Generally the ranges are rugged and precipitous; the ridges 
and peaks are seen quite often without any covering of soil, solid masses 
of bare rock being exposed. Except upon the Spring Mountain range 
there is but little vegetation, and in the ravines and сайопв no water is 
found. None of the bunch grasses which grow so luxuriantly on ‘the 
mountains further north exist upon the slopes of any of these moun- 
tains. Upon the eastern slope of the Spring Mountain there is a good 
growth of timber, consisting of nut pine, mahogany, cedar, and yellow 
pine, some of the latter growing almost as large as those upon the 
Sierras. Large groves of trees from three to four feet in diameter and. 
one hundred and fifty feet in height are found here. In most of the 
сайопв of this range there are also good springs and streams of water. 
Snow remains on the highest peaks during the greater part of the year. 
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GEOLOGY. 


^ Their geological character is marked by the predominance of lime. 
stone. Besides the limestones are found granite, syenite, serpentine, 
arenaceous, and chloritic slates, all of which are scored and marked by 
dykes and overflows of trachytic lavas and basaltic trap rock. The 
geological structure of the mountain ranges differ materially from that 
of the Sierra Nevadas, in which granite and gneiss are the prevailing 
rock formations. These rocks, where they do exist, are for the most 
part hidden by »orphyries, green stone, amygdaloid, basalt, obsidian, 
and other rocks of igneous origin. In the low range near Callville is 
seen а great variety of volcanic materials, and particularly those which 
have been ejected under water, or which have fallen into water, and 
; hence have assumed a stratified form. These materials have been meta- 
morphosed still farther by the action of steam, vapors, and gases upon 
them since their formation, so that they show nearly every variety of 
г texture and color. Where these eruptive rocks are found the country 
is very broken and rugged, and would be almost impassable but that a 
mighty denudation has filled the bottoms of the ravines with coarse 
volcanic sand and gravel. In many places the rocks, where exposed, 
show stratification, but without much regularity, though as to dip and 
strike between the. altered and unaltered rocks there is a perfect con- 
formation. The stratification is, however, in many places so broken, 
and the different formations so disturbed, more especially of those rocks 
which have been metamorphosed, that it would be impossible, owing to 
the limited opportunities afforded us for making examination, to give 
here anything like a detailed description of the relative position of the 
different strata. 
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CLIMATE. 


3 During the greater part of the year the climate is very equable. 
The temperature is mild, the thermometer seldom falling below freezing 
point. Snow scarcely ever falls in the valleys, and frosts are rare. In 
May and June, however, the days are exceedingly hot, the thermometer 
ranging from ninety-five degrees to one hundred and fifteen degrees, 
Fahrenheit, in the shade. The heat is modified to a great extent by 
cool breezes from the mountains, and differences of elevation; though at 
times, hot blasts of wind come from the south, absorbing all the moisture 
that has fallen during the night, like the hot simoons that blow across 
Syria and Arabia. 


MINERAL WEALTH. 


The mineral wealth of this region is as yet undeveloped, though silver- 
bearing veins of quartz are found in every one of the mountain ranges, 
р and in Clarke, El Dorado Caiion, Pennsylvania, South Eastern, Grove, 
| and Tem Piute districts, a considerable amount of work has been done. 
Descriptions of these districts are in another place in this report. 


THE, MUDDY SALT MINES. 


The salt bluffs, to the west of Rio Virgin, are one of the most remark- 
able deposits in this basin. There is a body of salt here nearly two 
miles in length and a half mile wide, of an unknown depth. These bluffs 
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are about five hundred feet in height above the level of the valley. The 
salt is covered with a hard coating of sand and earth, varying from one 
to several feet in thickness; the crystalization is perfect, and it is chemi- 
ш pure. It is hard and solid, and in order to be mined requires 

asting. | 

Large blocks are taken from this place so transparent that a newspa- 
per can be read through them. There is sufficient salt here to supply 
the whole world; but, far removed from cheap means of transportation, 
it will be a long time, if ever, before it will be made available for other 
than local uses. This deposit belongs to the Hiko Company, who have 
used it for beneficiating the ores at their mill. There are salt croppings 
in other places for a distance of eight miles north and south, but'as it is 
of no value here, the extent of these salt mines have not been accurately 
determined. These mines are situated twenty-five miles from the Colo- 
rado River, and one hundred and fifty miles from Pioche. 


VALLEYS AND AGRICULTURAL RESOURCES, Ыы 


The valley of the Muddy contains many thousand acres of -arable 
land, all of which, however, for the production of good crops, require to 
be irrigated. The supply of water to be obtained for this purpose is 
limited, there being only sufficient for about five thousand acres. There 
are also about five thousand acres of swamp lands in the valley which 
might easily be reclaimed by the usual method of drains. This would 
afford, too, an additional supply of water for irrigation, a8 the loss of 
water by evaporation is immense. 

The soil here is calcareous, and of a reddish color. This is caused 
chiefly by the presence of the sesqui-oxide of iron in the alum and other 
salts contained in the earth in the vicinity. Unlike most soils of this 
color, it is exceedingly fertile where sufficient water can be brought 
upon it to nourish vegetation. There is a large per cent of lime pebbles 
and soda in the soil; the waters contain here carbonic acids and other 
solvents of limestone in sufficient quantity to be of service in dissolving 
this element, so that the alkalies contained may be absorbed by the soil; 
having here, then, the same organic acids that aré formed in decaying 
dung heaps, the mineral elements of the crops are made available, and 
this apparently sterile land produces abundantly. Except about springs 
and streams of water, the soil is little better than а, sandy desert; it 
produces scarcely anything but a few varieties of sagebrush, grease- 
wood, and cacti; but where water can be had, as on the Muddy, for the 
purpose of irrigation, it is exceedingly fruitful. A scarcity of water, 
however, even sufficient to quench one’s thirst, is a noticeable feature of 
this country. Springs and watering places are far apart, and almost 
certain death awaits the unfortunate traveler who, ignorant of the 
country, ventures on foot away from one of the watering places, and 
leaves the trail or road in search of another. Many instances are known 
of persons perishing on these deserts for want of water. 3 

A large tract of land has been cultivated by the Mormons, and several 
hundred acres finely improved, at the different settlements of St. Thomas, 
West Point, Overton, and St. Joseph. Estimating the labor of men em- 
ployed in doing the work, at two dollars per day, one hundred and twenty- 
five thousand dollars were expended on ditches for irrigation, and three 
hundred thousand dollars for buildings, and in the cultivation of shade 
and fruit trees. At St. Thomas alone, two hundred thousand shade trees

were planted, consisting of silver maple, locust, cottonwood, willow, and 
osage orange. The fruit trees embrace nearly every variety known 
in both temperate and tropical climates. Growing here, side by side, are 
seen the olive and the plum, orange and apple, lemon and peach, fig and 
apricot, pomegranate and pear, and the walnut and pepper. Grapes also 
grow to perfection. The vineyards here produce as perfectly ripened 
and delicious fruit as the most favored localities in California or France. 
About thirty thousand pounds were gathered at St. Thomas in the Sum- 
mer of eighteen hundred and seventy-one. Cotton and sorghum were 
dultivated here, too, quite extensively, one acre of land yielding as much 
ав a thousand pounds of the former. Melons, squashes, and beans also 
grow abundantly, as well as corn and all the smaller grains. Some of 
the hardier vegetables, such as potatoes, do not grow so well. Eighteen 
thousand bushels of wheat, barley, and oats were harvested here in the 
Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy-one, by Messrs. Patterson and 
Jennings, on lands which were bought from the Mormons at the time 
of their abandonment of these settlements, for one and one half bushels 
per acre, and this was not to be paid until after the crop was cut. 


SETTLEMENT OF THE MUDDY. 


From Mr. Daniel Bonnelli, an intelligent Mormon settler living here, 
who refused to abandon his home and the accumulations of a lifetime to 
follow his misguided brethren, the following facts regarding the early 
settlement of this valley were collected: 

The first settlement was made here by the Mormon people from 
Northern Utah in the Spring of eighteen hundred and sixty-five, the 
bulk of two hundred families arriving the following Spring. The first 
place located was St. Thomas. Having established the first claim to the 
waters of the Muddy Creek for purposes of agriculture, this place 
maintained during their stay the place of first importance. It was also 
made the county seat of Pah Utah County, which was organized shortly 
after their arrival, and included, also, the settlements at Los Vegas and. 
Callville; and representatives were clected to the Legislature of Arizona 
Territory. During the same Summer a few families camped upon the 
present site of St. Joseph, eleven miles above St. Thomas, on the same 
creek; but they removed three miles below the next Summer, and five 
different times to other places during their sojourn in this valley, always, 
however, retaining the name of St. Joe for their settlement. Ір eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-eight and eighteen hundred and sixty-nine the 
population was increased to five hundred families by further arrivals 
from Utah; and the Town of West Point was established near where 
the California road crosses the Muddy. During the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-nine the people of St. Joseph divided their property, part of 
them going back to their first camping ground and the other por- 
tion crossing the creek and locating the Town of Overton. These two 
towns, in the same year, organized Rio Virgin County, claiming now to 
be in Utah Territory, so that Mr. Joseph W. Young, nephew of Presi- 
dent Young, might be returned to the Legislature of that Territory. 
In the Fall of eighteen hundred and seventy the settlement of West 
Point was broken up, Brigham Young having withdrawn his sanction 
for its continuance, and the following Spring the whole valley was aban- 
doned by these people. 
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ABANDONMENT. | 


It is somewhat difficult to givethe true reasons for this strange move- 
ment by this self-sacrificing and industrious people, owing to the many 
conflicting stories in regard to the same. For years they had worked 
here from early morning till late at night, oftentimes with scarcely 
clothes enough to hide their nakedness, and that, too, of the coarsest 
material; and with barely food enough to keep them from starving; 
lean, lank, and hungry, their sustenance was at all times of the plainest 
and most frugal kind. Their diet was almost entirely vegetable, con- 
sisting of wheat mush and milk. Meat was scarcely ever tasted by 
them, and groceries were never thought of except by a favored few. 

There were settled here men who had followed Joe Smith in 
Illinois and were among the first to settle at Salt Lake, and who had 
spent the best part of their lives in wandering about from one place to 
another, making fruitless attempts to build for themselves permanent 
homes. Such homes they had just begun to enjoy here, for the first 
time, with the profits of their life’s work—for many of them had now 
grown to be old men and women—when they were again sent forth to 
wander and toilin poverty, in reclaiming other parts of the great desert 
and in building new homes, where, to give them the best tracts, years 
‘of drudgery would be required to restore to them the semblance ‘of 
what they had here abandoned. It is scarcely credible that in such a 
country as ours, where every man is free to act for himself, a people 
could be found so seemingly ignorant of what pertains to their own 
well-being, so careless of the destruction of their own property, as that 
they would, of their own free will, abandon such pleasant homes as 
some of them had here. Yet here we find a people numbering nearly 
five hundred families, with scarcely a dissenting voice, voting to give up 
their homes and go forth wanderers. One can hardly believe that the 
leaders of this people are. so heartless as to authorize such a wholesale 
abandonment and destruction of property for the reasons given. 


REASONS FOR THE ABANDONMENT OF THE MUDDY. 


There are those who claim that these people were needed at St. 
George, in order to fortify and strengthen that place as a retreat for 
Brigham Young. They say that he had become frightened at the influx 
of “ gentiles" into and around Salt Lake, and knew not at what time he 
might be compelled to abandon that place and seek another stronghold. 
There are others who say that it was because the settlers on the Muddy 
were getting too rich, and being so far away from the restraining 
influence of the-church, if left alone, would soon be possessed of a spirit 
of heresy, and hence it became necessary that they should be brought 
more closely under the influence of the church. The Mormons them- 
selves Bay, and they certainly should know best, that it was done to 
avoid the payment of exorbitant taxes imposed upon them by the 
officials of Lincoln County, the Sheriff’s fees, and costs of tax suits, 
which had already been commenced against them; and they feared, 
also, that the State authorities would in some way or other interfere 
with their religion. It is probable that each of these reasons may have 
had some weight, and that they all together determined their course of 
action; orit may be that the Elders in Salt Lake ordered this abandon- 
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ment, and that these people had no voice whatever in the decision. 
From the fact, however, that petitions were sent to members of the last 
Legislature praying for a county organization of their own, and that an 


attempt was made by them to raise sufficient money to pay the expenses 


of Mr. Gass, of Los Vegas, in going to Carson in order to assist in 
securing the passage of such a bill, it is evident that the people them- 
selves did not willingly enter into this move until they were convinced, 
by the neglect of the Legislature to take any action in this matter, that 
there was some ground for their fears. If the legislation which they 


asked for had been granted them by those persons whose duty it was 


to actin their behalf, instead of suppressing their petitions, the State 
would to-day have within her limits one million dollars in taxable prop- 
erty where now there are not ten thousand; there would be hundreds 
of willing and strong hands making of these barren wastes productive 
farms, where now there are scarcely any; we would have a population 
of well fed, well clothed, the most frugal, and industrious people, there 
producing the staple articles of food, and cheapening the price thereof; 
we would have many happy families and pleasant homes where all-will 
soon be returned to its former barrenness. 


LOS VEGAS VALLEY AND RANCH. 


This valley skirts the Spring Mountain Range on the east, and has an 
opening or wash to the Colorado River. Along the base of this range 
of mountains, and in its cafions, the Indians have several rancherios, 
which they cultivate—raising wheat, corn, beans, and melons. The 
most productive and valuable tract of land in the valley, however, is 
near its center, where is situated the Los Vegas Ranch. The valley is 
about ninety miles long by thirty wide—the southern part being much 
the widest, and its northern extremity extending beyond Indian Springs, 
and narrowed by the Vegas Mountains. 

The Los Vegas Ranch is twenty-five miles distant from the Colorado 
River, and fifty from El Dorado Cafion. It is situated on the old emi- 
grant road to Los Angeles. А settlement was made here many years 
ago by the Mormons, but at the time of the anticipated war with the 
Government—when General Albert Sydney Johnson was sent out into 
Utah with a military force—they were called into Salt Lake, and never 
returned. There were about twenty-five families living here about this 
time, who had under cultivation and well improved, a large farm. 
Besides the cereals and vegetables necessary for their own subsistence, 
they cultivated cotton and tobacco quite extensively. Owing chiefly to 


. the productiveness of the soil, this was noted as one of the richest 


Mormon settlements, and was known among that people as the “cotton 
farm.” After they had abandoned the place, and long before it was 
occupied by its present owners, the improvements were all destroyed by 
the Indians and passing emigrant trains—a few of the adobe walls of the 
houses only remaining to show that the place had ever been inhabited. 
There are several hundred acres of very rich land here, though only 
about one hundred and fifty acres are tilled. This portion of it is well 
fenced, and improved with shade and fruit trees. The orange, lemon, 
peach, apple, pear, apricot, fig, and pomegranate, are some of the varieties 
of fruit trees, Grapes also grow and ripen as well as on the Muddy. 
Two crops are raised yearly on the same land. It is first sown in small 
grains—wheat, barley, and oats—which are harvested about the first of 
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June; it is then planted in corn, beans, potatoes, beets, cabbages, onions, 

squashes, melons, and all other sorts of garden vegetables. There isa 

large spring here, from which flows a stream containing three hundred 

and fifty inches of water—this amount varying but little during the 
ear. 

The mesquit bushes, of which there are many in the valley, furnish a 
very nutritious bean, which all animals feed upon as soon as the grasses 
die in the Fall. Stock keeps as fat upon this feed during the Winter 
months, as though fed upon the best of hay and grain. F 


MESQUIT VALLEY. 


There is a large open valley to the north of Ivanpah called Mesquit 
Valley. It lies between the Kingston and Spring Mountain ranges, and 
is from fifteen to thirty miles in width. The southern portion of it is 
very barren, there being no water in sufficient quantity for irrigation. 
Mesquit and Stump Springs, situated on the emigrant roads crossing this 
valley, afford a limited quantity for passing trains. To the north, 
however, the soil is better, and in a few places sufficient water for the 
cultivation of a few hundred acres of land flows from large springs on 
the east side of the valley. One of these springs (Pah Rump) is worthy 
of mention. It forms a large pool twenty feet in diameter and six 
feet deep. Its water is tepid and as clear as crystal. It bursts up 
through a bed of sand and sends forth a large stream, which flows about 
five miles before it disappears. There is a large tract of very fer- 
tile land bordering this brook on both sides, which the Indians 
cultivate quite extensively, for them, raising large patches of corn, 
beans, etc., with but little trouble. Wild grapes grow around the 
springs in great abundance, and along the stream for several yards in 
width are thickets of wild rose bushes, which in the month of May are 
in full bloom. At this season, to one coming off the surrounding deserts 
the sight is enchanting, and he can almost believe that he is entering the 
land of the fairies, so unexpectedly does this beautiful scene burst upon 
his'view. The half starved, dirty, and almost naked Indians that are 
found here, feasting, perhaps, on an old alkalied horse which some emi- . 
grant had left to die, drives away all such fancy flights. 

Many clumps of mesquit bushes are spread about in different parts of 
this valley. They are always green and almost entirely on sand knolls 
elevated twenty or thirty feet above the plane of the valley. They lend 
an air of freshness which is equally deceptive to one searching for water 
with the wonderful mirage often seen here. | 

The cactus grows very tall here, and there are large groves, in many 
places, much resembling in appearance an old fruit orchard. қ 


| ASH VALLEY. 
Crossing over a low divide to the north of Mesquit Valley, Ash Val- 
ley is entered. It is oval shaped and hemmed in on all sides by bare and 
dismal hills and mountains. Along the borders of the valley there are 
large strips of a sort of self-rising soil covered with a crumbling crust 
of salt and the carbonate of soda and lime. It is perfectly dry on thé 
surface, and apparently solid enough to sustain the largest * praifie 
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schooner,” but it is as treacherous as a quagmire or a bed of quicksand. 


A horse or mule will often sink to the belly and wallow about, causing 
the rider to dismount in fear and trembling, thinking there is no bottom 
to this perfidious ground. After this strip has been passed, a large tract 
of good grazing lands is encountered, which terminates in some fine agri- 
cultural and meadow lands. Several large springs rise in the southeast 
side or curve of the valley, from which issue streams of water. These, 
after going a short distance separately, all unite to form a large creek, 
which flows several miles before disappearing in some marshy ground. 


. There are found in this valley, instead of the mesquit bushes and the 


interminable cactus further south, groves of scrubby ash trees. The 
Indians have here also some little patches which they cultivate. The 
altitude of this valley is two thousand four hundred and ninety feet 
above the sea level. 


COLORADO RIVER. 


This is the only stream washing the territory of this State having the 
dimensions of what we are used to designate as a river. It is several 
times larger than a river which would contain all the waters of the 
Truckee, Carson, Walker, and Humboldt Rivers, and every stream, lake, 
and spring within the State. It sweeps along the southeastern borders 
with fearful rapidity. Its average width isa half mile. From El Dorado 
Cafion to Callville there is not an acre of land on the Nevada side of 
the river that is fit for cultivation. A greater part of the distance it 
dashes through rocky gorges. The following in relation to the section 
of the river forming our southeastern boundary line, is taken from a 
report of observations upon the Colorado River, by С. W. Gilmore, Esq., 
made during the trip of the steamer Esmeralda, in November, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-six: 


“Cottonwood Island to Callville.—In these sixty miles are found the fol- 
lowing places of interest:

The Cave, five miles from El Dorado Саћор.................. EDEN 15 
Roaring Rapids, two or three miles above The Cave.................. 18 
Explorer's Rock is six miles above Roaring Rapids. 

Black Cañon, twenty miles above Roaring Rapids..................... 88 


Callville, twenty or twenty-two miles above the Black Cafion..... 60 


“From Cottonwood Island to Round Island (four miles) there is 
nothing serious to impede navigation. The channel is good, though 
occasionally some ‘strong water’ is met with. 

“At the point where the El Dorado Cafion empties into the Colorado 
(five miles above Round Island), mountains and high broken lands com- 
mence, and continue to border the river until the Black Саћоп is 
passed, a distante of probably twenty-eight or thirty miles. 

“From Round Island to El Dorado Cafion (five or six miles), the 
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channel continues good and without obstruction, except occasional ‘swift 
places’ of no great moment. 

* Having passed El Dorado Сайоп, and until Roaring Rapids are 
reached, a distance of about eight miles, the channel continues .good, 
with smooth water, but a quicker current. Noimpediment is found here 
that could be at all serious in any stage of the water, until arriving at 
the famous Roaring Rapids. 

“These rapids are caused by bars, composed of rock, gravel, and bowl- 
ders, which make out obliquely from each side of the river towards the 
center. Тһе current striking these bars, is deflected, with a strong 
swell or roll, from each bank towards the middle of the channel. These 
swells cause the waters to break where they meet, and the water has 
then à straight, rapid shoot down the contracted channel in the middle 
of the river. With the lead no bottom has been found in the rapida. 
The water appeared very deep, probably as much as thirty feet. The 
rapid water may be altogether five hundred yards in extent, but of this 
the great obstruction is found only in two hundred or three hundred feet. 
There the straight shoot above described is located. In this two hun- 
dred or three hundred feet the descent of the water is plainly percéptible 
to the eye. By the use of a water level, it was found to fall in the neigh- 
borhood of four feet in the distance named. Тһегеів а rock here, standing 
about five feet out of water, which is probably covered when the river 
is high; but is easily avoided, and, in fact, it would be difficult to run 
To it, as the swell and the course of the current would set a boat away 

rom it. 

“ To pass the two hundred or three hundred feet of rapid, broken water 
described, the El Dorado placed a ringbolt in the rocks above (the only 
ringbolt used on the trip), and ran a line eight hundred feet in length to 
it. This line was taken to the steam capstan on a single purchase, and 
the steamboat was run up the eight hundred feet to the ringbolt in seven 
minutes easily, and without apparent strain. For perhaps three fourths 
of the eight hundred feet the steamboat slowly backed her wheel, to 
keep her head right. 

“After running the Esmeralda up, the line was taken to the loaded 
barge, which was hauled up in thirty minutes, using the threefold pur- 
chase upon the capstan. At this time the river was at a low stage, as 
low probably as it usually gets. 

* From Roaring Rapids to Black Сайоп (about twenty miles) there are 
а number of rapids. Of these only three are of any consequence, and 
there are scarcely any breaks in them at all. At the rapids the shores 
are always rocky, but there was ample room in the channel to clear all 
rocks, which were generally above water. Explorer's Rock, situated in 
this portion of the river, is near mid-channel, and is seldom or never 
seen above water. Its position, however, is well known, and there is 
little danger from it, as there are about one hundred feet of clear channel 
on each side of it, and the river runs with a still slow current. 

* Black Саћоп, from its entrance to its termination, is from eight to ten 
miles in length. In-the cañon the river has an average depth of two 
hundred feet. It is here a still, deep stream, flowing smoothly but not 
very rapidly between bold rocks, which for a large part of the way rise 
in precipitous walls to an immense height above the water. The channel 
is free from rocks from shore to shore, and has no sudden or short turns. 
The Esmeralda towed the barge through the сайоп not running a line 
more than once or*twice, and that only to save fuel. -

“Leaving Black Cañon the country again becomes open with occa. 
sional bottom lands and grass on either side up to Vegas Wash, six or 
eight miles distant. Tho river resumes its average width of about half 
а mile; it runs with smooth water but strong current, to make head 
against which the Esmeralda constantly run lines. The lines were, bow. 
ever, only used to economize fuel, which must have been freely used to 

ropel the boat against the quick current. Only the capstan was used. 

о bars or rapids wore found between Black Cafion and Vogas Wash. 
The channel was in width and depth about equal to that of the lower 
river. А small tribe of Indians live along the banks of the river. 

From Vegas Wash to Callville (about twelve or fifteen miles), tho 
Colorado has a smooth, slack current, and plenty of water. The country 
along tho river is mesa and sand, but with considerable land that seemed 
fit for cultivation. A fow Indians are living upon this section, There 
is scarcely any timber growing from Black Cañon to Callville (what was 
seen was willow and mesquit), but a driftwood lodges along the banks 
for the whole distance. Besides what the Esmeralda used she left 
enough of this wood for another trip up. 

«Nothing was seen of the Colorado above Callville. Information 
showed that a steamboat might poss be taken up with difficulty to à 
point twenty milos higher; but then, owing to the crooks, in the river she 
would be but eight miles distant in a straight line by land from Callville. 
Mr. Smith, the Mormon agent, stated that three different men, at differ. 
ent times, and each ignorant of the other's proceedings, had been sent 
by Brigham Young, from Salt Lake, to oxamine the river and adjacent 
country, and that each had severally stated that Callville must be the 
head of navigation. ` 


“ ТНЕ CAVE, 


“Two or three miles below Roaring Rapids, and in sight of them, the 
river at a bend strikes the face of а steep, rocky mountain. The action 
of the water has scooped, or hollowed out, a very remarkable cave, 
seventy feet in width at its entrance, extending directly into the rock 
about two hundred feet, and having a height of perhaps fifty or sixty 
feet. The current setting in and out of this cave carries in and deposits 
sufficient drift wood to keep it full to extreme high water mark. When 
the Esmeralda stopped here for wood it was found piled in to the height 
of twenty feet above the then stage of water, filling the cave to about 
that height for nearly its whole extent. It is supposed that if the cave 
were cleaned out every year it would be filled afresh by the season's 
drifts. If this be so, it will be readily understood how valuable the 
cave may become to a steamboat line to Callville. There are high 
ко near by upon which the wood, when taken out, may Бе safely 
piled. : 


“GENERAL OBSERVATIONS UPON THE RIVER, "um 


“Тһе average current of the Colorado at ordinary low stages, where 
no contraction or special obstruction exists, may be about three and a 
half miles per hour. At high water it is of course more rapid. Against 
such a current the Esmeralda, when under way, towing a loaded barge, 
would make forty miles per day, from point to point, running only 
during daylight, :

TRACES OF AN EXTINOT CIVILIZATION. 


Scattered through this country in different places are found evidences 
of its having been penetrated.many years ago—centuries, perhaps—and 
for a time at least, inhabited by a race of people civilized and advanced 
in agriculture, the arts and sciences. Well defined traces of this ancient 
civilization are recognizable in unmistakable characters. 5 

+ I L D.—Near the summit of Clarke Mountain, in the Kingston 
Range, on its eastern slope, there is a perpendicular lime stone cliff with 
smooth surface, two hundred and fifty feet in height. At about one 
hundred feet from the base of the cliff are engraven бп its front these 
characters. The cross and letters are of. immense size, being fully sixty 
feet in height, and cut into the rock more than two and a half feet deep, 
so that they can be plainly seen at a great distance from the valley 
below. No one has any knowledge of this curious workmanship, nor 
the Indians any traditions relating to it. The fact, however, that the 
letters are Roman characters, and are preceded by the figure of a cross, 
would make it seem probable that they were made by the Jesuit mis- 
sionaries, who are known to have established missions a little further 
south, in Arizona. About the year sixteen hundred and thirty-three a 
missionary settlement was made at the mouth of the Gila River by one 
of the Jesuit fathers named Eusebius Kino. Others were also estab- 
lished in New Mexico; there being at one time forty towns and villages 
in this territory, according to an old map of the date of seventeen hun- 
dred and fifty-seven, somewhat over a century ago. It is more than 
likely that these mysterious letters were made by some of the followers 
of this good man, who either had settlements in this vicinity while 
endeavoring to christianize the Indians, or while making tours through 
to California, where other missions were in existence. 

The dimly visible ruins of adobe houses can be seen at one of the 
springs on the east side of Ash Valley, and also at the head of Indian 
Creek, Blocks of hewn granite—the remnants of an old wall—were 
found at Pah Tuck Springs. 

Evidences, too, of the labors of some civilized persons to improve the 
condition of the savage tribes are ВЕШ visible in the improved manners 
of some of the Indian families found here. They have their rancherios, 
where they regularly cultivate the soil, raising good‘crops of grain and 
vegetables, They roam about but little, scarcely ever going out of 
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sight of the mountain under whose shadow they were born. In many 
instances, too, the politeness of their teachers has been retained. Some 
of them, when receiving a gift or favor from a white person, will always 
say “Thank you,” in а polite and becoming manner. It may be, how. 
ever, that this politeness has been learned from the Mormons, and is of 
a later date, though, owing to their naturally indolent habits and the 
rude treatment which they generally receive from the whites at the 
present day, we would hardly expect to find such evidence of a civil. 
izing influence ever having been among them. 


The following extract from the San Bernardino (California) Guardian 
of October third, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, furnishes additional 
evidence that this country was inhabited very long ago. The Monte. 
zuma Mine, to which reference has been. made, is located in Clarke 
Distriet,in the Colorado Basin, and in this State, near the line of Cali. 
fornia: 


“Тһе Montezuma Mine, in the Ivanpah region in this county is a mys- 
tery. It was discovered a few months ago by Mat. Polen and another 
gentleman, who are now its owners. Itis auriferous, and bears unmis- 
takable evidence of having been extensively worked in bygone times. 
The vein is of eight feet thickness, and from the surface downward for 
more than fifty feet has been displaced and the ore removed. The pieces 
of quartz left clinging to the side wall of the aperture give evidence 
of exceedingly rich ore. Near, norin the same mine, not the slightest 
trace of machinery, tools, furnaces, nor any other sign, have been found 
that would indicate the chronology of the"work or men that did it. 
Nothing survives of these former miners except the open gaping crevice 
from which the quartz was excavated. The bottom of the crevice was 
not found at the depth of fifty-three feet, owing to the great amount of 
rubbish which, in the course of centuries, has fallen into it from the 
walls and surface. Could a single mining instrument, left by its ancient 
owners, be unearthed, the mystery as to who they were would be 
cleared up. | 


CHURCHILL COUNTY. 


This county, although one of the largest in the State, embracing an 
area of nearly six thousand square miles, contains but little good agri- 
cultural lands, and no mines that have yet proved profitable to work. 
A number of districts have been organized at different times, and several 
quartz mills built; but most of them have been abandoned, and the mills 
removed to other counties. On the mountains there is a good growth of 
bunch grass, and also in many of the valleys. In addition to this bunch 
grass, there is a great amount of white sage in some of the valleys. 
Along the banks of the Carson, and about its sinks, there are large 
tracts of farming and grazing land. Stock raising is the chief pursuit 
of the settlers in this county. They own large herds of horses, cattle, 
and sheep. There are no towns. Stillwater is thé name of the county 
seat. It contains one hotel and hay-yard, one saloon, a District Court 
room—underneath which is the jail, County Recorder’s and Treasurer's 
offices. Although there are but few inhabitants in this county, yet the 
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amount of taxable property, considered with respect to the population, 
is greater than that of any other county in the State. There are, on an 
average, four thousand seven hundred and twenty-nine dollars to each 
voter. 

A new resource of wealth has been opened up within the past two 
years, which promises soon to become one of great importance, not only 
to the citizens of this county and State, but to the United States and 
world at large. The alkali flats of this and Esmeralda County have 
been found to contain a large per cent of boracic acid and of the borates 
of lime and soda, from which is manufactured the borax of commerce. 


HOT SPRINGS BORAX MARSH. 


This material is found near Hot Springs—on the line of the Central 
Pacific Railroad—in solution in the waters obtained there, and also in 
small concretions, from the size of a bean to that of an egg, in the sands 
and loose soil. The company at work here are engaged in condensing 
the particles of borate of lime by washing away the sand and dirt, and 
in evaporating the waters in which the boracic acid is held in solution. 
From the acids and borates obtained, borax is manufactured. With six 
tanks for coolers, or for the purposes of crystallization, two large tubs for 
steeping the material, and one large boiler, they are manufacturing 
about five hundred pounds of borax per day. This deposit, although 
the supply to be obtained here is limited, is very valuable on account of 
its proximity to the railroad. The extent of ground from which it can 
be obtained so as to be rendered profitable, is not large.

SALT WELLS BORAX MARSH. 


In the low sandy flat to the east of the upper sink of the Carson, in 
the same valley with Sand Springs Salt Marsh, salts of borax are found 
deposited in the soil and covering it in the form of solid efflorescences, 
in places coating it with a whitish crust or light crystallization. It is . 
found here in variable quantities, covering an area of seven miles square. 
In much of this area, however, the amount of borax obtainable is too 
small to be worked with profit. | 

The solid rock is formed at a depth of from three to six feet deep, 
beneath a bed of sand and clay. This rock is full of rents and fissures, 

*through which issue steam and hot water, charged with a small per cent 
of boracie acid, which is taken up in the loose soil. Small ridges mark, 
on the surface of the marsh, the exact shape of the fissures in the rock 
formation below. There are small streams and ponds upon this marsh 
which rise and fall at certain periods of the moon’s changes, with as 
much regularity as the ebb and flow of the tides of the ocean. Water 
is found in basins above the solid rock formation. In some of them it 
is warm—one hundred and forty degrees Farenheit—and strongly im- 
pregnated with mineral substances; while in others it is quite cool, and 
pure enough to be good for drinking. The richest portion of this marsh 
and that which will be profitable to work, is embraced in an area of four 
sections, or about two thousand five hundred acres. On this portion of 
the marsh, after an incrustation of a few inches thick has been removed, 
another is formed on the surface soon after, and so alike that on the 
neighboring ground from which none has been taken, the difference can 
only be distinguished by very close observation. It is thought, from 
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this fact, that the supply contained in this mud flat is inexhaustible. It 


^ certainly will not be diminished for many years. 


Two companies are at work here manufacturing borax. 

Messrs. Sanders & Lawson have thirteen tanks and & steam engine, 
with which they are producing about five tons monthly, and shipping to 
Wadsworth. 

The American Borax Company have forty-three tanks and boiler, 
which produce about one thousand pounds daily. This is shipped to 
New York. 


x MANUFAOTURE OF BORAX. 


The process of manufacturing borax for commerce from the salta 


. found here is exceedingly simple. Four large tanks, each of one thou- 


sand gallons capacity, are arranged upon a platform elevated a few feet 
above ground, во that the solution with which they are filled may be 
easily drawn off into other tanks. They are open on top to allow of 
their being filled with crude material and water necessary to dissolve it. 
These tanks are first filled with water which is heated to the boiling 
point by means of pipes connecting them with the steam boiler. These 


, pipes are so arranged that the difference between the density of cold 
' and warm water produces a movement or circulation of the waters from 


the tank to the boiler and back again. When sufficiently heated, the 
circulation is stopped and the tanks filled with as much of the crude 
material ав the water will dissolve. The opening at the top is then 
closed, and steam jets are turned on into the bottom of the tanks, which 
keeps the material in motion and heated until the borates are thoroughly 
dissolved. It requires about two hours to complete this operation. The 
sand and earthy materials are then allowed to settle. The salts remain- 
ing in the waters are drawn off into other tanks, each containing four 
hundred gallons. They are then precipitated and crystallized upon the 
bottom and sides of the tanks. As there are other salts besides those 
of borax, such as the sulphate, chloride, and carbonate of soda, and 
some potash salts, the same process is repeated on the material thus ob- 
tained, which gives, when crystallized a second time, the borax of 
commerce. It is then put up in wooden boxes, which are made on the 
ground, of planed lumber, each containing one hundred pounds. Itis 
now ready for market. 

The price of freight from these works to Wadsworth is about fifteen 


'* dollars per ton. It is worth there five hundred dollars per ton. The 


cost of manufacturing borax here is two hundred dollars per ton. 

A few remarks as to the occurrence and uses of this mineral may not 
be out of place in connection with the foregoing. Borax was first 
brought from a salt lake in Thibet, where it was dug out from the edges 
and shallow parts of the said lake in great masses, the holes thus made 
being soon filled up again. It is found in South America—in Peru and 
Ecuador. It occurs in the waters of certain lakes in Persia. It is 

_imported in a crude state from the East Indies under the name tincal. 
At the island of Vuleana, twelve miles north of Sicily, it rises in vapor 
at the bottom of the crater of an extinct volcano, seven hundred feet 


^ “ below its summit. The vapor here condenses on the bottom and sides like 


frost after a heavy dew, and goes on accumulating until it resembles a 
bed of clear snow. It is also found іп Sasos, Italy, and hence has been 
called sasoline., It exists in the waters of the sea along the coast of 
California, and large crystals of it are found in the mud of Borax Lake, 


” 
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in that State. It is obtained in Nova Scotia in whitish rounded masses 
from the size of a hazelnut to that of a potato, resembling the balls 
found near Columbus, in this State; and on the west coast of Africa. 
But the great supply of this material has heretofore been obtained from 
the volcanic districts of Tuscany. “ Неге, over an area of some thirty 
miles of wild mountain land, issue through beds of calcareous rocks, 
black mud, and sand, numerous jets of steam, which rise in white clouds 
among the hills and spread around offensive sulphurous smells and 
vapors that drench those passing the spot. The ground itself is hot 
and undermined; it shakes beneath the feet, and is sometimes во treach- 
erous ав to let man or beast that walks upon it fall through into its 
heated recesses. Its surface is covered with incrustations of sulphur 
and saline substances. The waters beneath are heard boiling with 
strange noises, and are seen to break out upon the surface. Of old it 
was regarded as the entrance to hell. Peasants pass by in terror, 
counting their beads and imploring the protection of the Virgin.” . The 
whole amount produced here varies from six thousand to seven thou- 
sand pounds per day, and this quantity does not appear susceptible of 
much extension, as the whole of the water from which the borax is 
obtained is now turned to usé. The borax prepared from the material 
procured here almost wholly supplies the demands of commerce. The 
borax from the Tuscan lagoons is prepared from boracie acid, by boiling = 
with carbonate of soda. It is manufactured in England by Woods & 
Co., of Liverpool, who produce two thousand tons annually, and control 
this supply. All crude borax requires refining to prepare it for the use 
for which it is adapted. It is used in the arts for soldering metals, its 
action consisting in rendering the surfaces to be joined metallic by dis: 
solving the oxides. It is used in assaying as a flux for producing fusible 
silicates. It is also a useful flux in the use of the blowpipe, from its 
property of dissolving metallic oxides and forming colored glasses with 
them by which their presence is detected. It enters into the composi- 
tion with which stoneware is covered, and in enameling. It is employed 
in medicine for various purposes; and in solution for washing linen and 
delicate fabrics, as it does not affect color. [Boracic acid, when cold, is 
one of the weakest acids, but when hot one of the strongest] It is _ 
used by barbers for shampooing.. Its chief use, however, and one to 
which it has been applied only of late, and for which there will be a 
steady inerease in the demand for borax, is in the manufacture of steel. 
The composition of borax is 36.6 parts boracic acid, 16.2 soda, 47.2 water 
of crystallization. The duty on imported borax is two hundred dollars 
рег ton. It is worth in England about three hundred, dollars per ton. 
From this it will be seen what an immense profit there will be on borax 
when manufactured in this country. Тһе supply to be obtained from 
Churchill and Esmeralda Counties will be sufficient to satisfy the com- 
mercial demands of the world. Those engaged in this business Бате 
had many difficulties to contend with in these their first experiments, so 
that, as yet, the exact amount that can be produced here yearly is not 
known. It is safe, however, to estimate the production of these two 
counties for the next year at two thousand five hundred tons, 
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NEVADA SODA COMPANY. 


This company’s property is situated about twenty-five miles from 
Wadsworth and three miles from Ragtown, on the Humboldt Desert. 
As it was impossible for me to visit this locality during the last Summer, 
the following information in regard to this property is taken from the 
Scientific Press: 


«This company have lately introduced into market, and are engaged 
in developing an important branch of our mineral resources, which seem 
to embrace the whole catalogue of earthly wealth, now that diamonds. 
have been discovered. But the Nevada Soda Company are presehting us 
with something of more practical utility than the gems of the hills. They 
have acquired possession of'a small lake in Churchill County, Nevada, 
having an area of about seven acres, which is a perfect well of carbonate 
of soda in its almost pure state. This article can be obtained from this 
reservoir to the extent of twenty thousand tons a year, and is procured, 


. in the erude state. It is a merchantable article for various purposes, 


as the manufacture of soap, and for uses of flux in the crushing mills, for. 
which it is largely employed already at Virginia City. This substance 


„forms on the shores of the lake as fast as removed, and the supply is. 


therefore of course inexhaustible. By a simple process the crude article 
can be manufactured into bicarbonate of soda, sal soda, or caustic soda. Ita 
caustic properties are said to be very strong. John Hewston, of this 
city, and other well known chemists, have carefully analyzed the article 
and pronounced it remarkably pure and equal in all respects to the 
European soda, which has heretofore been the quality in use throughout 
the world. The company expect to overcome all competition in any. 
market at once, from the extent of their source of supply and the supe- 
riority of its quality. It is now used by the soap manufacturers and by 
the woolen mills all over the coast. In Nevada it is used as a flux, and 
several mills consume from thirty to forty tons monthly. The agents 
for Babcock’s Fire Extinguisher have experimented with it and found it 
to answer admirably, besides being so much cheaper, as it can be pur- 
chased here for two cents where they have to pay seven cents for it in 
Chicago. A shipment has been made to Philadelphia, but the result is 
not yet known. Large quantities of вода are used in glass making; and 
16 is anticipated that ere long the company will be able to refine it so 
that it can be used by our local glass factories,” 


EAGLE SALT MARSH. 


This marsh is situated about two miles from the station at Hot Springs, 
on the Central Расте Railroad. The salt is obtained here from the 
waters which contain it in solution Бу solar evaporation in shallow vats. 
These vats are excavated in the ground near the springs, so that the 
waters will easily flow into them. They cover the surface of about: 
seven acres, and require no lining. The salt crystallizes on the sides 
and bottoms of the vats. The salt from the first water evaporated is 
left at the bottom of these excavations, and soon becomes so hard that 
no solution in the water will penetrate it. Wooden vats-were at first 
tried here, but the water soaked through them almost as quickly as it 
would pass through а sieve, leaving no salt behind. As the salt sepa- 
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rates, it is removed from the bottom and sides of the vats by means of 
scoops. The crystals form, in the course of а week, a layer from one “ 
to two inches in thickness. When it is good weather one acre of these 
vats produces about: ten tons of salt daily. The period is from about 
the first of June to the last of September. The waters here contain 
thirty per cent of salt, almost their full capacity of saturation, and’ 
when crystallized it is almost chemically pure, consisting of- ninety-nine 
and thirty-eight hundredths of chloride of sodium and sixty-two hun- 
dredths of the sulphate. Mr. Leet, the proprietor, owns three thousand: 
five hundred acres of these salt lands—a great deal more in fact than’ 
that on which the salt springs can be found. Не supplies all the mills 
working ores from the Comstock lode. He ships'to these mills in bulk? 
on the cars to the most convenient points on the railroad. Three thou: 
sand tons are consumed annually by the mills working the ores obtained- 
from this vein. Salt-was formerly brought from California at a great ex: 
pense. Now it is supplied at one tenth of the former price. 


SAND SPRINGS SALT MARSH. 


This property belongs to the Bank of California. No salt was taken 
from here during the years eighteen hundred and seventy and eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one, owing to its being procured from other sources 
cheaper than it could be delivered from this place. During the past 
Summer this property was leased by Messrs. Langtry and Putnam, who; 
have been working ten men and shipping salt to Dayton as fast as teams 
could be procured to haul it. The Bowie & Parke, Birdsall, and Carson- 
mills have been supplied with salt from this marsh for the last few: 
months, and will be supplied from this place in the future. This marsh 
furnishes an inexhaustible supply of pure salt, which is obtained by 
shoveling it up from a bed of unknown thickness. 


WHITE CLOUD DISTRICT б ш С» 


Is situated in the first range of mountains to the east of the lower sink 
of the Carson. The veins are chiefly copper. Fifteen men have -been 
at work on them during the past Summer, taking, out some very good. 
ore., It is proposed by the proprietors of these mines: to erect smelting: 


furnaces for the reduction of these ores.. |

ANTELOPE- DISTRICT 


Lies- south of West Gate, a station on the-old overland road; about 
twenty-five miles. The ores here contain chiefly gold. A ten-stamp. 
mill has been running at intervals during Ше last Summer. The pros- 
pects here are very good. The ore, however, is: in pockets, and a great 
deal of prospecting is done before these, pockets are-found. 
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DOUGLAS COUNTY. 


There are neither mines nor mills in this county. Several districts 
have been organized at different times, but no deposits of ore amounting 
to anything have, as yet, been discovered. The inhabitants are chiefly 
engaged in agricultural pursuits, stock raising, and the wood and lumber 
trade, there being on the Sierras about seventy thousand acres of timber 
land within the hmits of this county. This is brought to the Carson by 
means of flumes, whence it is floated in the river to Empire, and from 
there transported by railroad to the mills along the river and to Vir. 
ginia. In proportion to the land contained in the county there is more 
adapted to the purposes of agriculture than in any other county in the 
State. In Carson Valley there are many well improved farms and as 
produetive hay ranches as ean be found in California, Carson River 
flows through the center of this valley, furnishing the farmers with a 
plentiful supply of water for irrigating purposes. It is also a highway 
tor the transportation of wood and lumber to the places where they are 
consumed. | 

Besides this valley, which contains the chief wealth of the county, 
there is Jack’s Valley, which has about two thousand acres of valuable 
agricultural Iand. Along the western margin of Carson Valley there 
are several warm springs which are highly esteemed for the medicinal 
property of their waters. Atone of these, a mile and a half south of Genoa, 
a hotel has been erected for the accommodation of guests, and those 
persons afflicted with rheumatism, scrofula, and other cutaneous diseases 
who come here to be benefited by bathing in these mineral waters. This 
hotel is owned by Mr. David Walley, and is one of the finest buildings 
for hotel purposes in the State. It is two stories in height, with an attic. 
All the rooms in it are “hard finished,” and furnished in the best of 
style. Hundreds of patients visit this resort annually, all of whom are 
benefited by bathing in these miraculous springs. 2:

GENOA 


Is the county seat, and was founded many years ago by the Mormons 
who settled in this valley long before the discovery of the silver mines 
in Washoe. It contains a substantial Court House, several hotels and 
stores, two livery stables, and a number of private residences. At an 
early day in the history of this State, Genoa was the scene of some 
devilish deeds perpetrated by a gang of outlaws who infested this sec- 
tion of country, and were a terror to the entire population of the Ter- 
ritory and trains of passing emigrants. 

' The total value of taxable property in this county for the year eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-two is eight hundred and ninety thousand 
seven hundred and sixty-four dollars and seventy-five cents, being a 
decrease in the value of the preceding year of nineteen thousand .seven 
hundred and ten dollars. The number of votes cast at the last general 
election was three hundred and thirty-nine for the Presidential Electors. 
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This county borders on the Humboldt River, and occupies the north- 
eastern corner of the State. It is intersected by the Central Pacific 
Railroad. Compared with some of the other counties, it is well watered, 
and the soil near the streams is remarkably fertile. The surface is undu- 
lating, and is traversed from north to south by several chains of moun- 
tains, between which are elongated valleys. In most of them are streams 
of water, which afford a good supply for irrigation. Most of the hills 
and mountains are covered with bunch grass. The valleys contain 
a great deal of meadow land, and the uplands are covered with white 
sage, yielding an inexhaustible supply of feed for grazing. Although 
there are several mining districts in this county, some of which promise 
to develop well; still, the principal pursuits of the inhabitants consist 
in agriculture, stock raising, and hay making. Pine and Ruby Valleys 
contain some well improved and cultivated farms. There are also some 
good farms along the Humboldt, Snake, and Owyhee Rivers, which are 
cultivated quite extensively. ‘Thousands of cattle and sheep have been 
driven into this county to fatten on its rich pastures. Stock requires 
neither fodder nor shelter during any portion of the year. The exten- 
sive white sage lands afford, during the Winter months, a most excellent 
and nutritious feed. 

The soil along the streams is a rich black loam. In many places, 
however, it is strongly impregnated with the carbonate of soda and 
common salt. The uplands are calcareous, and often quite chalky. The 
prevailing rock formation of the mountain chains is limestone, though 
in some localities other formations predominate. А scanty growth of 
wood is found upon some of the hills, but on others there is none at all. 
The different varieties found are nut pine, cedar, mountain mahogany, 
fir, and juniper. There has been an increase in the value of taxable 
property in this county for the last year of four hundred-and sixty-nine 
thousand and thirty-one dollars and eighty-six cents. This, with the 
оноп of Lander County, is greater than any other county in the 

tate. 


ELKO 


Is the county seat, and is pleasantly situated on the north side of the 
Humboldt River. It has a fine brick Court House, several stores, hotels, 
and hay yards. There is here, also, a bank, two telegraph offices, and 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Express office; and all kinds of business charac- 
teristic of the inhabitants of this State are carried on here. The railroad 
company have here large storehouses, from which are forwarded goods 
to most of the mining districts in the northern and southern parts of 
the State. A tri-weekly stage line, carrying the United States mails, 
runs from here to Cope and Bull Run Districts, and for a long time the 
stages for Eureka, Hamilton, and Pioche started from this point. 
Carlin, Toano, Humboldt Wells, and Palisades are also towns situated 
on the railroad in this county. At Carlin, the railroad has its machine 
shops for the Humboldt Division of the road. Toano is the point from 
which freight is forwarded to Pioche; and from Humboldt Wells there 
is a stage line to Sprucemont and Shellburn. From this point machinery 
and all kinds of freight are shipped to these districts. From Palisades 
a daily line of stages runs to Mineral Hill, Eureka, Hamilton, and Pioche. 
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Pritchard’s fast freight line also starts from this point on the railroad, 
going through to Pioche. 


MINERAL HILL DISTRICT . 


Is situated thirty-five miles south of Palisade, on the west side of the 
first range of mountains, to the west of the Diamond range. The hill 
.on which the mines are situated is an isolated one, close to the main 
range. The rock formation is calcareous slate; at the base of the hill 
‚апа overlying this, it is limestone. The ore is chiefly chloride, with 
Stetefeldtite, galena, and some carbonate of copper. In working the 
.ores here, they are usually roasted, though the yield is about the same 
when they are not treated in this way. The bullion produced is, how. 
ever, of finer grade; it averages from .650 to .850 fine when roasted, and 
from .140 to .200 fine when worked without roasting. 

The ore belt runs north and south through the ridge of the hill on its 
north side. It has not been found to extend beyond the summit. The 
-ore is found in deposits near the surface, and in no place more than fifty 
feet in depth. Each one of these deposits was indicated by croppings 
гоп the surface. Forty of the principal claims on the hill were sold to 
an English company in April, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, who 
have been working them very assiduously ever since, but with unsuc. 
cessful results. This company paid two hundred and forty thousand 
pounds sterling, and shares in the capital stock to the value of two hun. 
dred and forty thousand pounds sterling for the mines, and seventy-five 
thousand dollars for a mill. They have built another mil! and furnace at 
а cost of one hundred and sixty thousand dollars, and have made other 
‘improvements, the whole of which amounts to nearly one million five 
hundred thousand dollars cash; and in the two years they have been 
engaged here, not more than fifteen per cent of the original outlay has 
been ‘returned.to the stockholders. The agents of this company claim 
that these mines were virtually exhausted when they came into the 
hands of the English purchasers, and that this fact was known by the 
‘parties who made the sale. Holes have been found in several of the 
elaims whieh had been cut through the ore to the limestone beneath, 
and filled up again. Shafts have been sunk on nearly every one of these 
locations, from fifty to eighty feet deep, cutting through the deposits of 
ore. At the bottom of these shafts, cross-cuts have been run in all 
directions; but as yet no ore body has been developed outside of the 
surface deposits. | 

The Vallejo Mine is the lowest one of the locations on this hill to the 
north, and the Austin is at the extreme limit on the south. Between 
these locations on the ore channel, are the Giant, Rimrock, Live Yankee, 
Mary Ann, and Great Republic; to the west of it are the Champion, 
Troy, and Star. | 

The Queen Tunnel is being run south, underneath these veins of ore, 
and the Taylor Tunnel from the west. When completed, they will 
determine the fact whether or not there are any other bodies of ore in 
this hill than those found.near the surface. 


BULL RUN DISTRICT. 


This. district is situated in the-chain of mountains between the two 
forks of the Owyhee River. It was organized in eighteen hundred and 


— 
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sixty-nine. It is well.supplied with wood and water for all purposes. 
No mills have as yet been erected, but there is а fair prospect of one 
soon being brought here. A number of Chinamen are at work on the 
mines, who are developing good bodies of high grade ore. 


Е BRUNO DISTRICT 


Was organized several years ago. Some very rich veins of silver-bear- 

ing ore have been found here. The facilities for mining are good. It is 

well supplied with wood and water. ‘The formation is vitreous -sand- 

stone, limestone, granite, and slate. It.is east of .Bruno Creek, and bor- 

ders'on Wyoming Territory. Preparations are being made for the erec- 

ша of a mill, which will probably be completed during the coming 
pring. 


COPE DISTRICT 


‘Is situated near the northern boundary line of the State, on the Owyhee 
River. Plenty of water and wood are ir the district, and in the valley 
there is à large amount of good agricultural land, well improved and 
cultivated quite extensively. Large bands of сабе and sheep are kept 
here, and during the past Summer large shipments of wool were made. 
There are three mills in the district, two of which ате kept constantly 
running reducing the ores from this and Bull Run Districts. Mr. John 
Jewell, Superintendent of the Excelsior Mill and Mining Company, has 
kindly furnished the following in regard to the mines of this district: ` 


The Excelsior Mill and Mining Company have done a vast amount 
of work in the past year. This company controls five mines and two 
mills, but the greater portion of the work has been confined to the 
Excelsior and El Dorado Mines, both of which are in good working con- 
dition and producing large quantities of good ore. The Excelsior is a 
north and south vein with an easterly pitch of about forty degrees. 
The walls are well formed and the vein averages two feet in width. It 
is estimated that the rock taken from the part of the mine now being 
worked will mill eighty dollars per ton. ' Тһе principal work has been 
done through a tunnel, but there is now being sunk a new incline shaft. 
Steam hoisting works are being prepared for this shaft. The vein in 
sinking is two feet-wide of very rich ore. 

El Dorado Mine has been worked through an incline sbaft which is 
two hundred. and fifty feet down. Several drifts have been run east and 
west, and most of the ground opened taken away for mineral This 
ledge is well defined and has good granite casings. 

Great Eastern Mine has not been opened to a very large extent, still 
some very rich rock has been taken out from the surface and -will 
doubtless pay well for further developments.

TUSCARORA DISTRICT. 
From Mr. J. M. Woodworth the following report has been received: 


This district was organized in July, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
seven, for both placer and quartz mining. The formation is rhyolite 
and porphyry. Jn eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, eighteen hundred 
and seventy, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, and cighteen hundred 
and seventy-two, while water lasted in the Spring, there were from one 
hundred and fifty to two hundred and fifty Chinamen working in the 

lacer mines, and making on an average from two dollars to fifteen dol- 
ars per day to the hand. Water is furnished by two ditches—one 
owned by the Beard Brothers, and the other by Bobier. The Beard 
Brothers’ ditch, six miles in length, brings water from McCann Creek. 
Bobier’s is two miles in length, and brings water from Three-Mile Creek. 
He is now extending it to Six-Mile Creek, some four miles further. The 
ledges are gold and silver bearing, but mostly gold. The strike of the 
ledges is from northwest to southeast. The Sherman ledge is twenty 
inches wide; but little work done on it. Greenhorn ledge, three feet wide. 
Young America ledge, from four to eight feet wide, fincly cased in por- 
phyry. There is a shaft down on this ledge some’ seventy-five feet. 
Assays from it go from one hundred and twenty dollars to five thousand 
dollars рог ton. It is owned by Bobier, Weed & Со. The district is 
situated on the west side of Independence Valley, fifty-four miles north 
from Carlin, on the headwaters of the Owyhee River. Cottonwood 
is worth five dollars per cord. 


SPRUCE MOUNTAIN DISTRICT. 


Being unable either to visit this district myself, or to get reporta from 
it, the following in relation to it is copied from correspondence published 
in the San Francisco Bulletin: 


“From Humboldt Wells, as yet an unimportant station, with only 
some dozen buildings including Smith's Hotel, a large general merchan- 
dise store kept by L. C. Lewis, Wells, Fargo & Co's Express office, and 
a few saloons and smaller stores. The stage road leads up south ward 
through Clover Valley, one of the most beautiful and fertile in the State 
of Nevada. 'There are many good farms, with comfortable dwellings, 
along this part of the route; and the valley, which is abundantly 
watered by numerous little creeks, fed by springs in the foothills of the 
Ruby range of mountains on the western side, affords pasturage for 
thousands of horses and cattle which range through its entire length. 
The road might be made better, but for the carelessness and indifference 
of the farmers, who never take pains to repair it, and allow their irri- 

ating ditches to flood it and render it almost impassable in many places. 
The road runs down the western side of the valley for some thirty miles, 
and then swings over to the eastern side and enters a long cañon which 
leads up into the Spruce Mountains, where the first mining town and the 
first developed mines in the range are found. The distance from the 
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Wells to Spruce Mountains is, by the present road, forty-four miles; but 
a road down the valley will ultimately be made, cutting off some ten 
miles, and avoiding the irrigating ditches and other rough points now 
encountered. | 

« The first camp at Spruce Mountain is situated upon a bench sloping to 
the westward, and consists at present of a hotel and half a dozen houses. 
A little way above the first town, in a beautiful sheltered cafion, the 
Ingot Mining Company, of Philadelphia, which has purchased or con- 
tracted for the product о the principal mines, is constructing a blast · 
furnace, of the capacity of reducing fifty tons of ore per day, under 
the direction of J. J. Crawford, the company Superintendent, and E. F. 
Eurich, a practical assayer and smelter who studied his profession at 
Freiburg. The company has provided for adding three more furnaces, 
each of equal capacity, when required, their engine having sufficient 
power to drive them all and crush the ore at the same time. One of 
Blake’s Patent Crushers will chew the rock, as it comes from the mines, 
fine enough for the furnaces. The mountain is composed of stratified 
limestone or dolomite, pitching to the eastward, with an outcrop of 
porphyry on the western slope at the base, the general formation 

eing much like that of the Eureka District; and all the ore found is of 
the class known ав “base metal," or “smelting ore," no free milling ore 
having been discovered as yet. There is а large irregular outcrop of 
coarse honey-combed quartz. On the northern side of the сайоп, where 
the company’s works are being erected, and some half mile above, on 
the hillside, is situated the famous Latham Mine, one of the largest 
deposits of base metal yet found in Nevada. An open cut and tunnel, 
over one hundred feet in length, has been run through this deposit with- 
out revealing its entire width, and a shaft has been sunk upon it one 
hundred and ten feet. , This shaft shows a continuous body of fine ore 
for over seventy-five feet, then it struck a “horse” passing through, 
when it again entered an immense deposit of ore equal to that above in 
value per ton, and as yet no bottom has been found. The work has 
been done by Chinese labor mainly, it having been impossible to obtain 
white miners there last year, and hardly any blasting was required, 
nearly all the ore being taken out with the pick and shovel. 

“There must be fully one thousand tons of good smelting ore-now on 
the dumps, and many times that amount uncovered and in sight ready 
to be taken out at a mere nominal cost. The ore assays from fifty dol- 
lars to three hundred dollars per ton in silver, and Mr. Eurieh is confi- 
dent that it will yield an average of fifty dollars ог, sixty dollars by 
smelting process. It carries a heavy percentage of carbonate of lead, 
with a little argentiferous galena, considerable iron, and a trace of copper, 
and probably antimony. The mine seems now to be inexhaustible. 
Whether it will prove as profitable in the practical working as is antici- 
pated will soon be known, as the furnace will be ready for running in 
about sixty days. Wood (nut pine, cedar, and mountain mahogany) is 
abundant:in the vicinity, and charcoal for smelting will be cheap and of 
good quality. 

“The Fourth of July Mine, which is but a short distance from the 
Latham, ranks next in importance, showing а very large body of-similar 
ore; and the Monarch and Eureka also promise well, while there are 
many locations scattered over the hillsides which may or may not prove 
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valuable. There is a second camp just above the company’s works, near 
the Latham Mine, with a number of frame houses and tents. The entire 
population of the district probably reaches one hundred and fifty, and it 
ig increasing steadily. 
* * * * * * * * * 

“Water is scarce on Spruce Mountain, the supply for the works having 
been brought from a spring about a mile up the mountain, through pipes, 
at a considerable expense. The people in the camps at Spruce Mountain 
&re very confident of the great value of their mines, and impatient for 
‘the day when the furnaces shall commence running out the bullion, 
bringing the lovely dollars by the bushel to their pockets.” 


Since the foregoing extract was embodied in this report, Mr. J. J. 
Crawford, Superintendent of the Ingot Mining Company, at Spruce 
Mountain, has sent the following description of mines in this district:

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These are the chief locations of the district, although there are many 
others which show good ore. Atthe Latham there is a three-track tram- 
way with wire rope. Two hundred and sixty cars, carrying fifteen hun. 
dred pounds to eighteen hundred pounds each, have been let down in ten 
working hours. Length of tramway, seven hundred and thirty-eight 
feet; perpendicular height, two hundred and seventy-nine feet. The 
Latham, Fourth of July, and Black Forest are immense deposits, but 
the country rock is regular and in place. This company have one large 
furnace of an improved pattern, round, four feet six inches at tuyere, 
twelve feet six inches from tuyere to tunnel, and has smelted fifty-eight 
tons daily. The greatest yield of bullion, eleven and one half tons. 
The company employs, when in full blast, about ninety men in the works 
and mines. The furnace is supplied with air under pressure from a ver- 
tical cylinder blowing engine of sufficient capacity to blow three such 
furnaces. The Starr King Company have made arrangements to erect 
а, furnace immediately for smelting ore from their “Grecian Bend” 

ine. 


RAILROAD DISTRICT 


Is situated on the northeastern slope of the same range of mountains in 
which is located Mineral Hill District; veins of ore, however, are found 
on both sides of the mountain. The prevailing rock formation is lime- 
stone. The spurs from the mountain chain make here a complete circle, 
which narrows down from the slopes to a narrow cafion at the bottom. 
The mines can only be reached through the opening from Bullionville, 
without crossing the ridges of these mountain spurs. This district is 
about fifteen miles south of Palisades, and was organized in eighteen 
hundred and sixty-nine, at which time a number of locations were made 
and active operations commenced for their development. The veins on 
the east side of the mountain contain chiefly argentiferous galena and 
copper. Iron, antimony, and a small per cent of gold, are found in 
some of them. The ore is reduced by smelting. On the west side 
milling ores are found, but they require roasting. There is a plentiful 
supply of wood and water convenient, and being situated only a few 
miles from the railroad, the facilities for working the ores of this dis- 
trict are unsurpassed by those of any other district in the State.

LAST CHANCE 


Lies on the east side of the mountain, and is owned by Mr. Hussey. It 
has an incline ninety-six feet deep, where it connects with a tunnel one 
hundred and twelve feet in length. The ore body is twelve feet wide, 
where the incline starts, and at its bottom it has increased to twenty- 
four feet. The vein crops out on the surface to a distance of fifty feet— 
course southeast and northwest; dip, southwest, thirty-three degrees. 
There are six hundred feet claimed on the location. 'The.ore is argen- 
tiferous galena, containing a large per cent of the carbonate of copper. 
It yields about fifty per cent of lead and one hundred and sixty dollars 
in silver per ton. The mine contains one of the largest bodies of galena 
ore to be found in the State. Another tunnel is being run to strike the 
vein at a depth.of one hundred and seyenty feet. lis length, when 
completed, will be about two hundred and forty feet.

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THE HUMBOLDT 


Is on the same side of the hill. It belongs to Messrs. Broadhead & Co. 
It is situated but a short distance from Last Chance. A large amount 
of work has been done upon it, and some good ore taken out.

HUSSEY TUNNEL 


Was located under the new law regulating tunnel locations, and also to . 
run to Lone and Lowe ledges. It has been carried in one hundred and 
sixty feet. Sixty-nine feet from the mouth, a four-feet vein of galena 
ore was eut. This ledge was located and called the Empire City. Large 
blocks of solid cube galena, weighing five hundred pounds, have been 

taken from this vein. Other small veins have been cut in this tunnel. . _ 


ELLA. 2 


This mine contains one of the most singular deposits of any in the 
State. There is a solid body—whose dimensions are as yet unknown— 
of blue carbonate, black oxyd, and green sulphide of copper. Large 
masses of this ore are obtained which we can whittle with a knife like 
an adamantine candle. This mine has been opened up to a depth of 
seventy-five feet. Only а colored streak was found on the surface; this, 
on being followed down, increased in size till at a depth of seventy-five 
feet it became forty feet wide. The vein here extends north and south, 
but how far is unknown, as it has not been cut through either way from 
the incline. Clay and spar seams intersect it. 

There are many other locations on this side of the mountain on which 
more or less work has been done. On the west side are located the 
Wisconsin Chief, Mountain Boy, Pine Creek, and the Lee Mines.

LEE. 


The Lee Mine was discovered in September, eighteen hundred and 
sixty nine. Asit was some distance from the original locations in the 
district, and on the opposite side of the mountain, it attracted but little 
attention at that tim&—enough work being done only to hold it. In 
June, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, a force of men were put to work 
who have since been actively engaged in opening up the mine. The 
work in progress has been carried forward more for the purpose of 
testing the nature and value of the mine, than for the extraction of 
ore. Several hundred tons, however, have been taken out and worked 
at different places, which have paid well. 'There are eight hundred feet 
in the claim. Its course is north and south; dip, east, seventy degrees. 
It follows the slope of the mountain, so that the course varies a little. 
The vein has been traced and uncovered to a distance of four hundred 
feet, showing it well defined.and of uniform thickness. An incline shaft 
has been sunk ninety-seven feet, following the vein, and showing smooth 
and polished wall rocks, having, in many places, thick clay selvages. 
From the mouth of the shaft, which is three hundred feet from the south 
line of the claim, an adit has been,run north on the vein seventy feet, 
showing a continuous body of good ore well diffused throughout the 
vein. At а depth of sixty-five feet, drifts have been driven north and 
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south from the incline—the one south; thirty feet, and the other north, 
sixty feet. In the south drift the vein preserves its uniformity in thick- 
ness and character of the.vein matter; but in the north drift the vein, 
although well defined and having the same smooth walls as above, does 
not show 80 continuous a body of ore, it being broken and disturbed by 
the intrusion of bowlders of the country rock. From these levels to 
the bottom of the shaft, the vein is still constant in width, the ore, how- 
ever, increasing in value. The country rock, where shown by the 
workings in the shafts and drifts, is limestone. On the hanging walls 
it is white, clouded, and saccharoidal; on the front wall itis of a yel. 
lowish cast, hard and compact. The vein matter is quartz, containing 
silver, lead, copper, antimony, iron, and a trace of gold: There is 
sufficient lead in the ore at the bottom of the shaft for smelting. The: 
base metals are contained in the ore in too large a proportion for the: 
réady amalgamation of the silver, and the per cent of the lead, except’ 
in the ore at the bottom of the shaft, is too small for smelting purposes, 
80 that the best mode now known for the reduction of the ores of this 
mine, is the Stetefeldt. By this process this ore can be worked within 
ninety per cent of itg assay value. | 


QUARTZ MILLS AND FURNACES. 


The County Assessor reports that there are five quartz mills in the 
county—three in Cope District and two in Mineral Hill. The Vance 
Mill, situated in Cope District, has ten stamps, and furnace attached; it: 
has the capacity of crushing fifteen tons of ore per day. The Excelsior 
Mill, in the same district, is run by steam power; it has thirteen stamps 
and crushes ‘fifteen tons of ore per day. The Drew Mill, іп: the same 
district, has ten stamps; but for some cause unknown it has been idle for 
two years. 

The Mineral Hill Company's mills, with thirty-five stamps, can crush 
forty tons per day. 

The Empire City Mining Company have erected a furnace in Railroad 

-Distriet, on the Haschette principle. It is built of sandstone found in 
the vicinity, and has a capacity of smelting fifteen tons of ore per day. 
The average assay of bullion reduced by this furnace is two hundred. 
and thirty dollars per ton. 

Crawford & Co. have built a furnace іп Sprucemont somewhat similar 
to the one'above described, but it has not as yet been tested. 
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Although minerals abound in nearly every mountain range іп: this 
county, yet there are but few-of the districts in which it is profitable to: 
work them. The gross yield of bullion for the year eighteen- hundred. 
and seventy-one was one hundred and thirty-seven thousand and seventy- 
nine dollars and twenty-nine cenis; and this was chiefly: obtained from: 
Columbus ала: Ріпе Grove Districts. А! great portion.of. the: mining: 
population, and’ thóse: dependent: on them, li&ve' either left the State ог. 
removed: to other countiés; where-the prospects: of: mining: are more’ 
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encouraging. The attention of a considerable portion of those remain: 
ing has been gradually turned to agriculture and stock raising, as there. 
are some -good tillable lands along the different branches of Walker 
River, in Mason, Fish Lake, and other valleys, and good grazing lands: 
in nearly all parts of the county; so that Esmeralda now is more of an 
agricultural than a mining county. 


AURORA, 


The county seat, at one time one of the liveliest and most flourishing 
towns in the State, is now but the skeleton: of its former dimensions. 
Many of the buildings have been torn down, and whatever was of value 
in them has been removed. Some of the houses have been allowed to 
fall to pieces through neglect, and many of those remaining are without 
occupants. 

Mr. M. A. Murphy, County Assessor, reports the following:

Yield of mines for the year, from September thirtieth, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy, to September thirtieth, eighteen hundred.and seventy- 
one, four thousand five hundred and four-tons; the gross yield of which 
is.two hundred and two thousand six hundred and. eighty- dollars; 
making an average of forty-five dollars a ton. Owing to-the peculiar. 
character of our mines and ores the present-revenue law works great 
injustice to this section of the State, and operates adversely- to the. 
interests of the miners in a greater degree than in Storey County. In. 
Oneota, Columbus, and Montezuma Districts the average cost of ехітасі-- 
ing and reducing ores will exceed seventy-five dollars.per ton, rendering 
mines. comparatively valueless:that do not yield. ore assaying. over one: 
hundred dollars per ton. In Lida Valley and Voleano Districts ores: 
cost about two hundred dollars to. reduce and extract them, there being; 
no mills in. these.districts,.and the ores being. shipped -to a distance for- 
working. There are at present only four mills.im,;operation.in this: 
county, owing.to;the.high-prices-charged for. the reduetion:of- ore, they, 
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mostly having to be worked by the Freiburg or dry processes. There 
is an abundance of ore in this county which will assay from twenty 
dollars to one hundred dollars per ton, now considered valueless; and 
until such time ав we can have a cheaper mode of working them, will 
remain 80. 


ESMERALDA DISTRICT. 

There has been no change in the mining prospects of this district 
during the past two years. Except upon the Juniata Consolidated Com- 
pany's mine, but little work has been done in the way of mining. Some 
good ore has been taken from this mine lately, and it is the intention of 
the company to sink their shaft deeper as soon as a pump сап be put in 
order. Most of the mines which formerly paid so well here yield noth- 
ing, except to a few “coasters,” who make good wages in “crevassing” 
about in the abandoned works. 


PINE GROVE DISTRICT 


Is situated about forty miles northwest from Aurora, and was discov- 
ered in July, eighteen hundred and sixty-six. A great number of looa- 
tions were made at that time, but developments since have shown that 
only two of these locations are of any value. The district is cut by 
many сайопв running in different directions from an irregularly shaped 
*mountain, the mass of which is granite. Interstratified with the granite 
are argillaceous sbale and clays, often beautifully laminated and almost 
white. These sedimentary beds are in places cut with dykes of por- 
phyry and basalt, all of which are covered with a light sandy soil. 

The veins are found on both sides of the principal cafion which runs 
through the district, having a course northeast and southwest, and dip- 
ping to the northwest at an angle of forty-five degrees. The foot walls 
are well-defined and have good clay selvage, but the hanging walls are 
much broken and very irregular. The gangue is principally the oxide 
and sulphuret of iron, with streaks of quartz. It is worked for the 
gold alone, though it contains some silver. 


THE WILSON MINE 


Contained originally one thousand feet. Since it was located, two 
claims of one thousand eight hundred feet have been purchased. It has 
been worked ever since its discovery continuously, and in a very sys- 
tematic manner. All the shafts and tunnels have been substantially 
timbered. Nearly six thousand feet of tunneling has been done. This 
is one of the best ventilated mines in the State, although situated in a 
district where great difficulty is experienced in mining from meeting with 
noxious gases and vapors. Shafts can only be sunk and tunnels run а 
few feet before it is necessary to ventilate them. The system used here 
is different from that practiced in most districts throughout the State. 
It is exceedingly simple, and consists merely in attaching the air pipes 
leading to the mine to the escape pipe of an engine which is close by. 
This creates a powerful suction which pumps out the foul air. This 
is immediately replaced by fresh air from the surface. ‘This system 
works so well here that no time is lost after an explosion before the 


^ 
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mine із cleared of smoke and the sulphurous fumes of burned powder. 
The foul air is drawn off so quickly that by the time the men have 
returned to the place where the explosion occurred the air is pure 
enough for them to begin work again. Twenty thousand tons of ore 
have been taken from this mine, which has averaged eighteen dollars 


per ton. The cost of extraction, milling, ete., is ten dollars per ton," 


giving a net yield of one hundred and sixty thousand dollars.. A ten- 
stamp mill is owned by this company, which is kept constantly running 
on their own ores. 


WHEELER MINE 

Is located on the opposite side of the cafion from the Wilson Mine, and 
about one mile and a half below it. It was located in eighteen hundred 
and sixty-six. A tunnel has been run into the ledge one thousand seyen 
hundred feet through granite. Seams of clay two feet in thickness are 
found in many places between the different strata. Cuts are made from 
the tunnel up to the ledge, through which the ore is brought out. The 
character of the ore is about the same as that obtained in the Wilson 
Mine. The air ів very bad here, во that frequently work has to be sus- 
pended on that account. 


“WILSON DISTRIOT. 


This district was organized in September, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-one, from a porton of Pine Grove District. The mines, however, 
were discovered in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. It is well supplied 
with wood and water for all purposes. 


KEAN MINE. 


This is the chief mine in the district. -It contains one thousand feet. Its 
course is north and south for one hundred and eighty feet, where it has 
been worked.upon. It then makes an angle of forty-two degrees to the 
east on the north end of the vein. The dip for one hundred and seventy- 
five feet in depth is east forty-five degrees; it then increases to seventy 
degrees. This mine is worked through tunnels, and has been thoroughly 
opened to a depth-of two hundred and eighty-five feet. Tunnel No. 1 
runs on the ledge seven hundred and fifty feet, three hundred and fifty 
feet beyond the line of this claim. Fofa distance of one hundred and 
thirty-seven feet the ledge has been worked from the tunnel to the sur- 
face. At the end of. this stope an incline is sunk on the vein one hundred 
and twenty-five feet., This ledge varies in width from six inches to eight 
feet. There is a break of sixty feet in this tunnel, or rather a pinching 
out of the vein matter, as the wall rock remains the same. Thirty-six 
feet below Tunnel No. 1 із Tunnel No. 2. It has been run to a distance 
of two hundred and fifty-five feet. The break here is sixty-five feet. 
Eighty feet of the ground has been stoped up to Tunnel No. 1. Tunnel 
No. 3 runs in to the break, a distance of three hundred and thirty feet. 
The ore i8 all taken out between it and the one above. No. 4 has been 
run on contract by Mr. Wm. H. Boring, two hundred feet. One stope, one 
hundred and forty feet, has been made up to No. 3, fifty-six feet above. 
No. 5 is in four hundred and thirty feet, and is thirty-six feet below No-4. 
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One hundred and seventy feet have been worked out. The break in this 
tunnel is one hundred and sixty feet in width. Tunnel No. 6 is seventy 
feet in length and twenty feet below No. 5. An incline has been sunk 
in this tunnel one hundred and fifty feet in depth. The oi- “und in this 
mine contains chiefly the sulphuret of silver. It is easily worked, requir- 
ing no roasting, and being very free from all base metals except iron, 
This is the only vein as yet found in this district. 

A fine ten-stamp mill erected by the owners of this mine was destroyed 
by fire shortly after its completion. Since then what ores have been 
taken from the mine have been worked at Pine Grove. One thousand 
one hundred and seventy tons of ore from Tunnel No. 5 yielded fifty- 
one dollars per ton; one thousand eight hundred tons from Nos. 2, 3, 
and 4 averaged forty-seven dollars per ton, while that taken from No. 1 
gave only thirty-one dollars per ton, showing a steady increase in the 
value of the ore as depth is obtained. Owing to litigation, consequent 
upon the burning of the mill, but very little work has been done here 
for the past two years. This mine, worked economically, will yield а 
profit to its owners. 


SHERER MINE. 


* 

This mine contains eight hundred feet, and is the first south extension 
on the same ledge with the Kean. About five thousand dollars have 
been expended upon the mine. The ore taken from it has paid all 
expenses. The ore worked has given an average of forty-four dollars 
and fifty cents per ton, and was worked at the Jacobson Mill, in Pine 
Grove. It is owned hy Messrs. Wilson & Garrard, The ‘course and 
dip are the same as that of the Kean. The country rock is granitic 


porphyry. 
COLUMBUS DISTRICT. 


The mines here were discovered in eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
апа attracted some attention at that time. Little work was done, how- 
ever, prior to the Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy, at which 
time active operations were commenced by several companies. There 
are three mills'in this district, which have been kept constantly running, 
except when stopped for repairs, on the ores of the district. As the 
mines aré opened up, better bodies of ore are developed than was antici- 

ated. The borax fields are beginning also to be worked to advantage. 
There is neither wood nor running water in this district. Great incon- 
vehierce lias been experienced in working the mines. The water used 
at the mines is ‘hauled eight miles, from Columbus. "Wood has to be 
brought about the same distance to the mills. 


COLUMBUS. 


This:is the most flourishing place in the county. It contains a pòpu- 
lation of about four hundred and fifty people. И Ћав three stores, two 
hotels, three livery stables and hay yards, two blacksmith shops,a-large 
number of saloons, billiard rooms, and private residences. All the-mills 
of the district are located here, and also the refining works of Mr. 
Hearne, for the manufacture of borax. А semi-weekly line of stages 
from Carson 19 Aurora carries the mails and Wells, Fargo & Co.'s 
Express, 
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BORAX FIELDS. ШЕ 


The richest and most extensive deposits of the salts of borax yet dig- 
covered in any part of the world are found in the vicinity of Columbus. 
Columbus, Fish Lake, and Teal’s Marshes alone contain twenty thousand 
acres of this land, which will yield an unlimited supply for an indefinite 
period. Besides the richer portions of the ‘borax fields, there are many 
thousand acres on which it is found, but not sufficiently concentrated to 
be profitable, except in the very driest and warmest seasons. Columbus 
Valley, in which is located the richest deposit, is surrounded on all sides 
by semicircular ranges of mountains, having openings to the north and 
south. It is about ten miles in diameter and entirely destitute of vege- 
tation, being covered for the most part with a.light incrustation of salt, 
though near the borders of the valley along the slopes of the surround- 
ing hills there are wide stretches of drifting sands, which in many 
places form large mounds. Water is usuálly found аё а depth of about 
twelve feet. At the north end of the valley, which is the lowest, it 
comes to within two or three feet of the surface. Near the foothills to 
the west side of the valley it is found free enough from the salts to be 
good for drinking purposes. 

The borate of lume (ulexite) is found in small quantities in а parts 
of the valley. But the principal deposit is near its northern extromity, 
where the wash of the whole valley and surrounding hills is collected. 
It forms here а large bed, which is.covered with a coating of salt. This 
accumulation varies in thickness with the moisture.of the ground, grow- 
ing in warm, dry weather, and shrinking again in wet,.cold weather. 
The whole surface is .elevated .several inches in the early-part of -the 
Summer, and keeps on increasing until the first rains. It rises and falls 
somewhat in the manner of a great pan of dough. Every time, how- 
ever, that this increase and diminution takes place, there is left an 
additional quantity of the solid material. Four years ago, where now 
the bed is nearly two feet in thickness, out of holes dug in the-marsh 
were taken small balls of this substance no larger than birds’ eggs, 
These have grown until they vary in size from the bulk of a potato 
to that of the solid bed two feet thick. ‘There is a stratum of salt under- 
lying the borate һөй a few inches in thickness, and beneath this a bed 
of sulphate of soda (glauber salts). Beneath this beds of clay and sand 
alternate to an unknown depth. А well has been sunk twenty-eight 
feet through this sedimentary formation without finding anything 
harder. The borate of вода is also found,on this marsh. Messrs. Eaton 
& Smith, of Columbus, have probably the best location. Several other 
companies also have borax lands оп the same margh, only two of which, 
however, are engaged in its manufacture. 

The process of refining here is very similar to that of the American 
Company ір Churchill County; "раб, аз the material is much puret, а 
greater quantity is produced at much less expense. Mr. Hearne, with 
six tanks, each holding two thousand gallons, crystallizes one ton of 


borax daily. The Pacific Company have thirty tanks in use refining., 
de 


This company has been engagéd heretofore in concentrating the cru 

: material and shipping it to San Francisco. The compatüies at work here 
use only the borate of вода, as it contains the chief elements in the com- 
position of borax. When the borate of lime can be found pure, or nearly 
80, it ‘is more ‘profitable to-ship-and manufacture ‘it nodar market, large 
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proportion of the carbonate of soda and water being used in the process 
of crystallization, and these materials can be obtained nearer the rail- 
road. Materials obtained here contain about thirty-one per cent of 
borax. The cost of manufacturing is about forty dollars per ton; the 
price of freight to the railroad is eighty dollars per ton. 


RHODE’S BORAX FIELD 


Lies fourteen miles northwest of Columbus. There are several hundred 
acres of borax lands here. Native borax, in large white monoclinic 
crystals, is found in the mud near the surface, from six inches to a foot 
in depth. The borates are also found here. The marsh is very soft 
and muddy, the waters coming close to the surface, and in wet weather 
covering it. There are also here about one thousand acres of salt lands, 
from which the mills at Belmont and Columbus are supplied. The fol- 
lowing analysis of the borate of lime was made by Professor Price, of 
San Francisco, from samples taken from fourteen tons of the material 
obtained at Columbus:

NORTHERN BELLE 


Has a location of one thousand feet, and is owned by Messrs. Holmes 
& Co. The course of the vein, where exposed for a distance of five hun- 
dred feet,is northwest and southeast; for five hundred feet more, it is 
thirty degrees west of north. It dips northwest thirty-five degrees. 
This mine was originally located in eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
but was abandoned. It was relocated July first, eighteen hundred and 
seventy, though but little work was done before the Spring of eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one. Since then the mine has been worked steadily. 
An incline has been sunk near the center of the location on the ledge. 
The vein is twenty-three inches wide at the bottom of the incline, and 
the ore, without assorting, works at the mills one hundred and eighty- 
seven dollars per ton. The country rock is porphyry. Bunches of 
chloride ore are found outside of the vein. ; 


PLATINA 


Is owned by the same company, who claim also one thousand feet in this 
location. Its course is east, and dips north sixty-five degrees. The ore 


~ 
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is chiefly chloride, but large bodies of what the miners here call “ black 
metallic," are found in this mine; itis essentially an antimonial sulphuret 
of silver, containing a large per cent of lead and iron. It works from 
one hundred and eighty dollars to two hundred dollars per ton. The 
claim was located in July, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, but no work 


of any eonsequence was done on it until the Summer of eighteen hun- ' 


dred and seventy. During the Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy- 


one à large amount of ore from this mine was worked at the mills at . 


Columbus. 
BLACK METALLIC. 


This mine is owned by Messrs. Eaton & Johnson, who have one 
thousand feet in the location. А considerable amount of work has been 
done upon it, diselosing some good bodies of ore of the same character 
as found in the Platina. 


MOUNT DIABLO.

This ів the most prominent mine in the district, and has been worked ' 


in а more systematic manner than any other mine in this county. The 
shafts, drifts, inclines, stopes, and tunnels, have all been planned and 
the work directed by a master miner. There is a series of five distinct 
veins claimed in this location; they vary from one to six feet in width; 
their eourse is northeast and southwest; dip, northwest, sixty-five de- 
grees. These veins are worked through a tunnel, which has been run 
in on the chief one of the five ledges, one hundred and sixty-seven feet. 
The end of the tunnel is ninety feet below the surface. Ninety-five feet 


from the mouth of the tunnel, a very rich chimney of ore was found, . 


-seventy feet in width, the ore from which worked five hundred dollars 


per ton, at the Columbus Mills. Ап incline has been sunk in this chime”. 


ney, seventy feet in depth. A shaft has been put down from the summit 
of the hill, to connect with the tunnel by winzes and cuts.

GEORGE WASHINGTON 


Has a location of six hundred feet; course, east and west; dip, north, 
sixty-five degrees. About seven thousand dollars have been expended on 
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this mine in running a tunnel and sinking an incline. The ore is of a 
low grade for this district, assaying only about two hundred dollars per 
ton for first-class ore. 


VULTURE, STUMP, ADONIS, AND TIPTON. 


Some work has been done on all these mines, and good ore found in 
them; but not in very large quantities. The veins are well defined, but 
breaks occur in them, so that not much confidence is felt in their perma- 
nenoy. 


, BALUARTEL. 


This mine was located in ао gi hundred and sixty-four, about one 
mile from the Town of Columbus. In compliance with an Act of the 
Legislature, passed in eighteen hundred and sixty-five and eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six, for the purpose of raising school funds, this vein was 
surveyed by the District Recorder. It contains one thousand two hun- 
dred feet, and was located by some Mexicans. Like most of the other 
mines in this district, no work of any consequence was done until eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy. Some good ores are now being taken from 
this mine. It is situated in the low hills to the north of the town, and 
extends down into the valley. It is found in granite. 


VIRGINIA 


Is the west extension of the Baluartel, and contains six hundred feet. 

A shaft is being sunk with the expectation of striking the ledge one 

. hundred feet from the surface. А+ а depth of fifty feet а vein was found 
having some rich ore, but it is too small to be of much value.

This mine is located about two miles from Columbus, and contains 
óne thousand four hundred feet. Its course is east and west, and di 
north forty-four degrees.

Some very rich float rock was found in this district, May, eighteen 
hundred and seventy, by an Indian, who showed it to Mr. Wetherell. 
This gentleman returned with him to the place of discovery and located 
the Indian Queen. The district was organized on the twentieth of June, 

ut no work was done until the following Spring, when other parties 
discovered other claims, and quite a number of locations were made. A 

istrict was organized here as early as eighteen hundred and sixty-two, 
by parties who were prospecting for gold in the White Mountains. A 
ledge was then discovered two and a half miles north of the Indian 
Queen, but nothing was found in it of any value, and the district was 
abandoned. Thére are several good springs and a fine stream ОҒ water,

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with wood in abundance for all purposes. This district is situated about 
thirty miles southwest from Columbus, and fifteen miles from Hot 
Springs. It is two miles east of the California State line, and eight 
miles from McBride’s Ranch. 


INDIAN QUEEN. 


This is the principal mine of the district. The-location notice calls 
for one thousand feet. It is owned by Messrs. Wetherell & Co. It ia 
a surface deposit, and conforms to the slope and irregularities’ of the 
hillside on which it is located. The vein matter ін covered with a few 
feet only of loose earth, and has a slate formation underneath. It has 
been opened up sufficiently to show a body of ore four hundred feet in 
length, by two hundred in width. It varies in thickness from a streak 
of colored ore to four feet. The ore contains a large proportion of 
galena, copper, and iron, with a compound of sulphide of silver and 
antimony. Twenty-five tons of selected ore from this mine yielded five 
hundred and thirty dollars per ton. Selected specimens assay five thou- 
sand dollars. With the facilities for working which this district affords, 
there is enough ore exposed to warrant the erection of a mill and furnace 
for its reduction. 


SECOND EXTENSION OF THE INDIAN QUEEN 


Contains six hundred feet. A tunnel has been run into the hill two 
hundred and thirty feet, and small veins of ore have been cut, but of not 
sufficient size to be valuable. 


KALE SEED _ 
Claims eight hundred feet, and is owned by Messrs. McBride, Helm & 
Johnson. Some very rich ore has been taken from this mine, and six 
tons reduced at Columbus, yielded five hundred and fifteen dollars per 
ton. The vein is very much broken, and the ore is found in bunches. 
A large amount of work has been dong, and good ore is found at a depth 
of forty feet from the croppings. The character of the ore is very simi- 
lar to that obtained from the Indian Queen.

CENTRAL. 


This mine has a location of six hundred feet. The course of the vein 
is east. and west. For the first twenty feet it dips south twenty degrees, 
when it increases to thirty-five degrees. It is eighteen inches in width, 
and contains near the surface sufficient galena for smelting. This 
decreases in depth. Picked specimens have assayed one thousand and 
ninety dollars and one thousand four hundred and five dollars per ton. 


EUREKA. 


There are eight hundred feet of this claim. An open cut has been 
run on the vein twenty feet, out of which some good ore has been taken. 
The ledge is broken and irregular. It contains, as do most of the veins 
in this district, a large per cent of lead. Specimens assay one thousand 
six hundred dollars per ton. 
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AVALANCHE 5 


Was located by Messrs. Halsey & Akey in August, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one. There are eight hundred feet in the claim. It has 
been traced on the surface five hundred feet, and an incline has been 
sunk on the vein fifty feet, which shows ore to that depth. The course 
is north and south; dip, thirty-five degrees east. Fourteen hundred 

ounds worked at Columbus, returned three hundred and nine dollars, 

he vein is very regular from the surface to the bottom of the shaft, 
and is fourteen inches in width. Selected specimens have assayed two 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-three dollars per ton. 


MONTEZUMA DISTRICT. ; 


This district was discovered оп the twenty-fourth of May, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven, by Thomas Nagle, Mr. Carlyle, and Mat. 
Plunkett, and the district was organized soon after. The mineral belt 
is six miles long and two miles wide. The rock formation is compact 
limestone and calcareous shale. About sixty locations have been made. 
The ore is mainly found in deposits. Wood is abundant and very con- 
venient. The supply of water is limited. But few of the deposits have 
croppings. The оге is found by making cuts from one to five feet deep 
in the limestone. The district is ninety miles from Belmont and four- 
teen from Silver Peak. The altitude is seven thousand seven hun- 
dred and fifty feet above the sea level. A fine ten stamp mill was 
erected here-during the Fall of eighteen hundred and seventy, which 
has four pans, one large settler, and four reverbatory furnaces. It was 
run about four months, when it was shut down and has not been started 
since, although there was plenty of ore on hand at the time, which was 
paying well. The ores obtained here are the chloro-bromide (embolite), 
“sulphide of silver, and antimony (rittengerite), malachite, and azurite. 


SAVAGE. 


The owners of this mine have a well defined vein. A tunnel follows 
it with the hill four hundred feet. A stope has been made sixty feet. 
Three hundred feet from the mouth of the tunnel an incline has been 
sunk one hundred and forty feet on a three-foot vein. Assorted ore has 
been shipped to Austin, which worked at the Manhattan Mill four hun- 
dred dollars per ton. Atthe Montezuma Mill, without selecting the ore, 
it yields one hundred and twenty dollars per ton. The ores are very 
base and require roasting. The course of this vein is northeast and 
southwest, dipping to the northwest. 


BALTIMORE 


Was discovered June sixth, eighteen hundred and seventy-one. There 
are six hundred feet in this claim. It is owned by Messrs. Ryan & 
McKean. Course, east and west; dip, south, seventy degrees. It is traced 
on the surface two hundred feet. An open cut on the vein shows from 
twelve to twenty inches of good ore. Seven tons of first-class ore 
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worked at Belmont five hundred and thirty-seven dollars and fifty cents 
per ton. 


CLIPPER 


Claims one thousand feet. Its course is north and south. 16 is much 
broken near the surface, though a solid body of good ore two feet thick 
is found at the depth of fifty feet. Four tons taken from near the sur- 
face and worked at the Cantield Mill, yielded five hundred and thirty- 
eight dollars per ton. ; 


HIGHBRIDGE 

Has two inclines—one eighty feet and the other one hundred and thirty 
feet deep. Тһе vein is three feet wide, very regular, and unbroken. It 
runs parallel with the Savage, and only eighty feet from it on the same hill. 
The tunnel has been run two hundred and twenty feet in length and is 
eighty feet below the surface. 

These mines are about two miles distant from the mill. Silver Peak 
Salt Marsh is about eleven miles distant. | 


OTHER MINES. 


Among the other mines in this district on which some work has been 
done are the Saratoga, Burchard, Monitor, North Star, General Grant, 
Great Eastern, and Southern Light, Little ore has been taken from any 
of them as yet. 


SILVER PEAK. 
Operations in this district were in a great measure closed in Novem- 


ber, eighteen hundred and seventy. The mill was shut down and all 
hands discharged at that time. Some prospecting work has been done 


on some of the ledges containing silver. Four tons of selected ore were 


taken from the Black Warrior, and worked at Columbus, yielding three 
hundred and eighty dollars per ton. There is a very large, amount of 
ore yet in the Crowning Glory and Red Mountain Mines belonging to 
the Silver Peak Company, but it is evidently of too low grade to be 
worked profitably with the present facilities in this district for reducing 
ores. Some exceedingly rich and beautiful specimens of gold ore have 
been taken from these mines. Estimates made from a series of assays 


show the average of the ore, without selecting, to be twenty dollars . 


per ton. 
ALIDA VALLEY DISTRICT 


Joins Silver Peak on the southeast, and is about twenty-three miles distant. 
It was discovered in July, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, at which 
time five locations were made. Wood is plenty, and there is abundance 
of water and grass within half a mile of the mines. The veins are in 


limestone. Messrs. Scott and Black were the discoverers of tho district. . 


The ledges vary in thickness from eighteen inches to two feet. Two 
and a half tons of ore worked at Columbus, gave four hundred and 
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eighty-two dollars in silver, and one hundred and forty dollars in gold 

j per ton. Several hundred acres of good farming land are in the valley 
adjoining the mines. There is an eight-stamp mill in the course of con- 
struction, which will be fully equipped and in running order by the first 
of February, eighteen hundred and seventy-three. It is owned by 
Messrs. Hiskey and Walker. 'Phere are now forty men engaged in 
mining in this district, The ledges here are principally silver-bearing, 
All of them contain, however, more or less gold. The mineral belt has 
been traced east and west а distance of six miles. The course of the 
veins are also east and west, dipping to the south.

.BROWN'8 HOPE 


Contains six hundred feet. It was located in February, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-two. A shaft has been sunk ninety feet. The vein is 
two feet in width. Forty tons of first-class ore have been worked at. 
the Deep Spring Valley Mill, in Inyo County, Californiay which yielded 
five hundred dollars per ton. There are three hundred tons of second- 
class оге on the dump, which from average assays will work two hun- 
dred dollars per ton. The ore from this district is, at present, packed 
on mules to Deep Spring Valley, a distance of thirty-five miles. 


Е: THE ALIDA BELLE 


Claims six hundred feet, and has a shaft down sixty feet. The vein ig 

eighteen inches in width. Thirty-five tons of ore from this mine were 

worked at the mill in Inyo County, which yielded four hundred dollars 
^ ' рег оп. This mine was bought by its present owners for sixteen thou- 
sand dollars in October, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, It was 
located by Messrs. Halsey & Ayers in February, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two.

" BROWN'S HOPE, FIRST EXTENSION, 

Is owned by Messrs. Rice and others. It has a shaft thirty feet in 
depth, and from the bottom a drift of seventy feet. Ore from this mine 
has worked by mill process eight hundred dollars per ton. Eight hun- 
dred feet are claimed in this mine. With the present difficulties to con- 
tend with—packing ore thirty-five miles on the backs of mules—sixty 

"thousand dollars have been taken out of these mines already since their 
discovery. As soon as the mill here is completed, this district will add 
considerably to the bullion product of this county. Several of the 
original locators have sold out their interests for sums varying from 
sixteen thousand dollars to twenty-five thousand dollars. The char- 
acter of the ores is chiefly chloride, with galena and copper. ‘They 
require roasting. |

GOLD MOUNTAIN DISTRICT 


Is twenty miles south of Alida Valley, and is located just at the northern. 
> extremity of Death Valley. It was discovered in eighteen hundred and 
sixty-six by Thomas Shaw. Itis here that Breyfogle is supposed to 
have obtained the rich specimens of gold ore which he brought into 
Austin several years ago, and in search of which he led so many pros- 
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pecting parties on a wild goose chase. No work, except assessment 
works to hold the claims, was done previous to the Summer of eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one. Some new discoveries were made during that 
Summer. | 

About two hundred locations have been made in the district. -Fhe 
veins vary from eleven inches to two and one half feet in width, and. 
are in granite, The principal veins here are the Oriental, Austin, Silver 
Cross, Boomerang, Hubermack, Nova Zembla, Little Belle, Ann Arbor, 
Kale Seed, Borneo, Evening Star, Kohinoor, Golden Eagle, Bamboo, and 
State Line, There are ten men at work here. Wood is plentiful and 
easy of access, but water is scarce, and can only be obtained by sinking 
wells. The ores are worked only for the gold. Messrs. Shaw’& Ruth 
have a six-foot arastra, with which they work about two hundred 
pounds of ore per day. This yields them from fifteen dollars to twenty 
dollars. It is easily worked and obtained from the mine.

ORIENTAL 


м 


Was discovered in eighteen hundred and seventy-one by Mr. Thomas 
Shaw, who found some very rich gold croppings. There is a shaft sunk 
upon it to the depth of ong hundred and twelve feet. It is thought that 
this is the vein from which old Breyfogle got his specimens. This vein 
shows large bodies of horn silver. The Independent has a ledge four 
feet wide, and was discovered at the same time as the Oriental. There 
is a shaft down upon this claim twenty-five feet. Selected pieces of ore 
have assayed as high as two thousand five hundred dollars per ton. 
The Borneo and Austin have shafts down also about thirty feet, which 
show very good ledges and high grade ore. The ledges are all well 
defined and are in granite formation. Wadsworth is the nearest point 
on the Central Pacifie Railroad, from which place all supplies are 
obtained. | 

Palmetto, Green Mountain, Pahdet, Montgomery, Independent, Wash- 
ington, Voleano, Desert, and Cornell Districts are idle. No work has 
been done on some of them for years. 


HUMBOLDT COUNTY. 


This county is situated in the northern part of the State, and is named 
after the river which passes through its southern portion. The surface 
ig very much broken, high chains of mountains running in all directions 
through it, with sandy barren valleys between. Since the completion 
of the Pacific Central Railroad, which passes through this county, there 
has been a steady increase in the population and in the value of taxable 
property. The increase for the last year was three hundred and thirty- 
nine thousand two hundred and thirty-nine dollars. Renewed activity 
is displayed in the development of the mines, and its agricultural 
lands are being rapidly located and improved. Business of all kinds 
is.in a flourishing condition, and improvements of a permanent character 
have been made in all portions of the county. 

The rocks of this county, like those in other sections of the State, аге

mostly of primitive origin; syenite, granite, porphyry, slate, and quartz. 
ite prevail in some of the mountain ranges, while many of them are of 
limestone, mingled with calcareous spar; this either rests upon or alter- 
nates with hard and compact grits and quartzite. In many of the 
сайопв are found bowlders of serpentine, conglomerate, talcose slate, fine 
gray granite, coarse red, crystalline white, and metamorphic sandstones, 
gypsum, pebbles of alabaster, and various kinds of limestones. . Marble 
of different textures is found in various localities. 

Volcanic action is indicated by the presence of lava, obsidion, веома, 
and sulphur. Silver, gold, copper, lead, antimony, salt, soda, and borax, 
are the precious and useful minerals that are obtained in profitable 
quantities. Along the Humboldt River and in Paradise Valley, there is 
a great deal of agricultural and grazing lands, though for the most part, 
the soil in this county is dry and sandy, hard and barren. : 

Not more than a hundredth part of it is fit for tillage. Most of the 
valeys supply some pasturage, and all the bleak and barren-looking 
hills produce a sweet and nutritious bunch grass, which bears seed in 
the Summer, which affords fattening feed for the stock im the lVinter 
season. The alkaline nature ofthe soil along the Humboldt is injurious 
to vegetation, so that it is not cultivated very extensively, most of the 
farmers devoting themselves to stock raising., In Paradise Valley, how- 
ever, there are ав fine lands and as well improvéd and productive farms as 
in any portion of the State. The warmest and most fertile lands are on 
the benches above the low parts of the valleys; and, where water can be 
obtained for irrigation, produce the best crops. On some of the mountain 
ranges ria is a scanty growth of timber, but on most of them there is 
none at all. : 


UNIONVILLE, 


The county seat, and Winnemucca, а town on the railroad, ате the chief 
business centers in the county. Trade of all kinds is carried on in both 
places; they possess good substantial buildings, and a population more 
constant than in most sections of the State. 
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MILLS AND FURNACES, 


There are in this county sixteen mills, some of which work the ore 
by wet crushing; others use the Stetefeldt-and reverberatory furnaces.

BATTLE MOUNTAIN DISTRICT. 


This district is situated a short distance from the station of the same 
name on the Central Pacifio Railroad. It was organized in eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven. There is plenty of water but little wood in 
the district. Twelve miles from the station, and about.half way from 
Galena and Old Battle Mountain, there are some antimony-bearing veins. 
A8 the mines bid fair to soon become of great importance in furnishing 
supplies of this metal for commercial uses, and as the localities whence 
it has been obtained heretofore, and the uses to which it is applied, are 
not very well known to most of the citizens of this State, I have com- 
piled from different sources and arranged the facts contained in the fol- 
lowing article on this subject. | 


| ANTIMONY. 

This metal is very rarely found pure in nature. It was first extracted 
from the ore in fourteen hundred and ninety, by Basil Valentine, a monk 
of Erfurt, a Prussian province of Saxony, and it is chiefly found in the 
state of sulphide. The ore is freed from earthy impurities. by fusion, 
and is afterwards decomposed by heating with metallic iron or Dira 
sium carbonate, which retains the sulphur. Antimony has a bluish 
white color and a strong lustre. Its specific gravity 6.8. It melts at a 
temperature just short of redness, and boils and volatilizes at a white 
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heat. This metal has always a distinct, crystalline, platy structure, but 
by particular management it may be obtained in crystals which are 
rhombohedral. Antimony is not oxidized by the air at common tem- 
peratures. When strongly heated it burns with a white flame, producing 
an oxide which is often deposited in beautiful crystals. It is dissolved 
by hot hydrochloric acid, with evolution of hydrogen and production of 
chloride. Nitric acid oxidizes it to antimonic acid, which is insoluble in 
thatliquid. It crystallizes in lamins and needles, which are very brittle 
and fusible; it is easily ground to a black powder, and in this state forms 
a pigment which appears to have been used in ancient times by ladies 
for coloring their eyebrows and edges of the eyelids. “ Oculos ejus 
possuit stibio,” says St. Jerome, of the paint used by Jezebel. The 
name of stibium was given to it by the-ancients. This name is adopted 
in chemical nomenclature to represent the metal. Its symbol is Sb. 
The name antimony, which is applied to the sulphuret and also to the 
metal, is derived from the words anti monachos, or anti monks, for it is 
said that some preparation of it proved fatal to the monks of a German 
convent, notwithstanding it had been observed that the same mixture 
had a fattening effect upon hogs, after purging them. АП our antimo- 
nial preparations were formerly made directly from the sulphuret, and 
it was used to form alloys before its true nature was understood. The 
pure metal was then termed regulus of antimony. Alloys of antimony 
with other metals are of value. Besides its application to medicine, it 
is of great importance in the arts. It is added to gold in ornamental 
work to give variety of color, and to bell metal to increase the sonorous 
quality of the compound. A small addition of it to eleven parts of itin 
and four of copper improves the quality of specula for telescopes, and 
enables the compound to receive a higher polish. It is alloyed with 
lead and tin to give hardness and solidity to type metal. This alloy 
expands at the moment of solidifying, and takes an exceedingly sharp 
impression of the mould. It is remarkable that both its constituents 
shrink under similar circumstances and make very bad castings. Its 
separation from the sulphuret is now effected by ‘first melting the ore in 
crucibles perforated at the bottom and placed in other vessels. Ав the 
ore melts it flows through into the lower vessel, unaltered in composition 
but freed from its earthy gangues. This is the erude antimony of-com- 
merce. On roasting it to expel the sulphur, different combinations -of 
oxide of antimony dnd sulphur are formed, as the glass of antimony 
and crocus. The first is a transparent salt of a reddish yellow color; 
the latter, a deeper yellow powder and opaque. ‘Crude antimony is re- 
duced to a metallic state-by first carefully roasting it to obtain the oxide. 
This is then mixed with -crude tartar, or with carbonate -of вода and 
рос charcoal, placed in melting pots, and heated ір a wind furnace. 

his is again melted with a small proportion of oxide of antimony, by 
which it is freed from its impurities and the star regulus of commerce 
obtained. Antimony is sometimes found іп a metallic state. It во occurs 
in the Hartz,in France, aud:Sweden. The ore is not of-rare occurrence 
in inetalliferous districts, but the great supply of it is through Singapore 
from the island of ‘Borneo. There are mines of it т lower Hungary, 
France, and Great Britain; а large ‘vein of it has ‘been found in Tulare 
County, California, about eighty miles from Los Angeles, in a high 
granite ‘range that borders ‘the Tulare Valley on the south. Tt is found 
in this State in Battle Mountain District, Humboldt County. ‘The veins 
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from which it is obtained were discovered in eighteen hundred and 
seventy. 2. | 


COLUMBIA. 


This location claims one thousand four hundred feet. The course of 
the vein is southwest by northeast; dip, northwest, forty-five degrees. 
An incline has been made on the vein ninety feet, showing that it varies 
from one to five feet in thickness, of the oxide and sulphuret of anti- 
mony. It contains also about-six dollars per ton in silver. About fifty 
per cent of the vein matter is antimony; the rest is silica, slate, granite, 
and arsenic. The vein is inclosed between walls of slate and granite, 
the former making the hanging and the latter the foot wall. 


* 


MOUNTAIN KING. 


This vein lies across a ravine from the Columbia, and higher up on the 
mountain. Its course is north and south; dip, west, sixty degrees. 
Fourteen hundred feet are claimed in this mine also. There is an incline 
down this vein one hundred and twenty feet. It is twenty inches wide* 
on the surface, and increases regularly as depth is obtained. It is two 
feet wide at a depth of twenty feet. There is a larger рег cent of the 
metal-obtained from this vein than from the Columbia. The ore is sul- 
phuret, and contains none of the slate and granite bowlders found on 
the other side-of the ravine. 

The company owning these mines have erected a smeltiifg furnace on 
the line of the railroad, near Battle Mountain Station. In their ‘first 
experiments in smelting here, the reéverberatory style of furnaces was 
tried; but it was found that there was too great a loss of the metal in 
the smoke and fumes. 16 ів now smelted in crucibles. This process is 
much more expensive than the other, but a larger per cent of the metal 
is saved. The total expense of mining, freight to the works, and smelt- 
ing is about eight cents per pound. Freight to New York, the chief 
market, is thirty-five dollars per ton. . It is worth there from sixteen to 
Seventeen cenis per pound. This company will soon be producing a 
large amount of antimony, as there is an extensive supply of the crude 
materialin the mines easily to be obtained. Е 


THE SILVER .MINES 


In this district, near ‘Galena, were discovered by Messrs. McBeth & Fox, . 


from Unionville, in eighteen hundred and sixty:seven. The Buena 
Vista, on the divide between ‘Galena and the English company’s copper 
mines, was ithe first ‘location made. The Butte, Galena, and-some-other 
locations, were made after. ‘Little work was done, however, on any-of 
the Jocations until the year following. ће topper mines and Battle 
Mountain were discovered some time before, by parties from -Austin. 
The first ore shipped from this district was from the Virgin and Lake 
Superior Mines. 


LITTLE GIANT 
Was located, near Battle Mountain, in'éigliteen hundred and sixty-seven. 


Some good'ore ‘has ‘been ‘taken from this‘mine, ‘but at present nothing is 
being done. The company owning it have also-a five-stamp mill, which 
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has produced about two hundred and fifty thousand dollars in bullion 
from this mine. 


TRINITY % 


Is situated east from Galena. It shows a well defined vein, which has 
been opened tc a depth of thirty feet. Its course is north and south; 
dip, to the west, sixty-five degrees. There are large bodies of iron 
pyrites and galena found in bunches, and also some good chloride ore near 
the surface. Little work has been done for the past year. 

The Butte and Trinity Mines were sold to à company, who erected a 
fifteen-stamp mill during the Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one. They ran it about one month, when, finding that the silver could 

‘not be saved by the process by which they were working the ores, it 
was stopped. Owing to litigation, it has not since been started up. As 
the mines and mill have lately been sold at Sheriff's sale to other parties, 
it is probable that work will be soon resumed, as there is a large amount 
of ore in both mines that assays well. 


е BATTLE MOUNTAIN MINE 

Is located near Galena, and belongs to the Honorable Robert McBeth. 
A tunnel has been driven into the hillside six hundred and fifty feet, 
cutting ore at different places. Sixteen hundred feet are claimed on the 
ledge, which runs nearly north and south, and dips to the west. An air 
shaft has beén sunk one hundred and twenty feet, which connects with 
the tunnel two hundred and eighty-eight feet from its month. The air 
incline follows the vein from the surface to that distance, and good 
bunches of ore are found in different places, the average assays of 
which give two hundred and fifty-six dollars in silver. The ore is an 
argentiferous galena, containing forty-five per cent of lead. On the 
same hill are situated Shiloh and White Mines. 


SHILOH 


Was located in June, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. Claims eight 
hundred feet. Course north and south; dip, west, eighty-seven degrees. 
A shaft has been sunk on the vein one hundred and four feet, in very 
good ore, Ata depth of one hundred feet levels are opened up in both 
directions seventy teet. One hundred tons of ore have been taken from 
the shaft and levels and shipped to San Francisco, which worked one 
hundred dollars per ton. One hundred and forty feet north of this shaft 
another one has been sunk forty feet, from which two hundred tons of 
ore were taken and worked at the same place, yielding a like result. 
The vein matter is the same as in the Battle Mountain. The west wall 
rock is slate, and the east, vitreous sandstone. The vein averages in 
width from six inches to five feet. 


WHITE. 


Four hundred feet from the forty-foot shaft of the Shiloh is the line of 
the White Mine, located on thesame vein. There are one thoustand five 
hundred feet in this claim. The shaft has been sunk one hundred and 
fifty feet. Ata depth of seventy-five feet a level has been run north 
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three hundred and sixty-five feet, finding the ore‘in bunches. Two hun- 
dred tons, taken from this level, yielded three hundred and fifty dollars 
per ton in San Francisco. Another level, thirty feet below this, has 
been run seven hundred and fifty feet. Three hundred tons from it gave 
the same as that from the level above. The ore obtained here contains 
more wire and ruby silver and not во much galena. Thirty feet below 
level No. 2, another one has been opened up seventy feet each way from 
the shaft. Little ore has, as yet, however, been encountered. 

The Shiloh and White Mines'both belong to the вате сотрапу. Each 
‚опе of them is supplied with steam hoisting:works Water is found 
near the surface. The White has a four and one half inch pump, and 
the Shiloh one, six inches capacity, which are kept constantly at work.

COPPER MINES. 


Beyond the divide made by a spur of the Battle Mountain range, two 
and a half miles south of Galena, are the Virgin and Lake Superior 
Copper Mines. These mines are owned by an English company, who ship 
the ore obtained to Liverpool for reduction. This company own other 
veins in this vicinity, but none of them are being worked at present. - 


VIRGIN. 


The course of this vein is twenty degrees east of south; dip, westerly, 
forty degrees. A vertical shaft has been sunk one hundred and thirteen 
feet, and from the bottom of it a winze seventy-five feet. Three levels 
have been run, thirty-seven feet apart. The vein is about eight feet in 
width, though in one place it widens out to forty feet. The ore is car- 
bonate, red oxide, and native copper; itis found in pockets, and is not dif- 
fused regularly throughout the entire vein matter. This, in many places, 
is composed of clay, iron pyrites, and black oxide of iron. The country 
rock is limestone, which shows good walls to the north, between which 
the vein matter is very regular. To the south, the country is somewhat 
disturbed, the vein having been entirely:cut off by а cross course. The 
seventy-seven-foot level has been, opened three hundred and ten feet to 
- the north, in which the vein matter is found without a break, 


LAKE SUPERIOR 


Is found one hundred and ten feet from the main shaft of the Virgin, 
to the.east. Its course is north and south; and should this vein be’ 
found to. the south of the cross course in the Virgin Mine, the veins 
will undoubtedly intercept each other. An incline -has been sunk on 
this vein to a level with the bottom of the shaft of the Virgin, and a 
level has been opened north one hundred and ninety-five feet. The vein 
in this mine contains great bodies of clay, in which are found leaves of 
native copper. The character of-the.ore is nearly the same as that 
found in the Virgin—copper glance, red oxide, blue carbonate, and 
native copper. One, hundred tons (of.two.thousand three hundred and 
fifty-two pounds, English weight,) are.shipped monthly.by way of Liv- 
erpool. Ки taken-as ballast by returning.vessels,80 that the cost, of 
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the freight from the mines to England is only thirty-five dollars per ton. 
The ore transported in this manner contains about twenty-eight per cent 
of copper, though much of that obtained from the mines yields as high 
as seventy-five per cent. The great mass, however, found in these 
mines, contain only about fifteen per cent of copper. ‘This ore is worth 
seventeen shillings per unit, or one hundred and five dollars per ton, 


` when it contains twenty-five per cent of copper; and this price varies 


according as there із а smaller or larger per cent in the ore. These 
ores contain neither silver nor gold. This company has been operating 
since eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, and employs constantly about 
twenty-five men.

GOLD RUN DISTRICT. 


But little has been done here for several years past. Mr. Meder, of 
Golconda, gives the following description of this district, and informa- 
tion concerning the mines: “Gold Run Mining District, in Humboldt 
County, is located ten miles from Golconda Station, on the Central 
Pacific Railroad. It contains a belt of argentiferous galena ore of sev- 
eral miles in extent, іп which a great number of locations have been 
made, and a great deal of work has been done on the surface. But as 
yet the greatest depth attained in any mine is seventy-five feet. The ore 
generally is of low grade, yielding by mill process from twenty dollars 
to thirty dollars per ton, but it has never had a fair test. It requires 
roasting, and has been worked by wet crushing. By this process the 
Golconda Mill has shipped some eighty thousand dollars in bullion. The 
Gregg Mine is free ore, and yields four hundred dollars to one thousand 
three hundred dollars per ton. It is a small vein, only from four to six 
inches wide, while the other mines are from two to-ten feet in width. 
The prominent mines in the district are the Golconda, Cumberland, Reg- 
ister, Jefferson, Brick Pomeroy, and Black Hawk, all of which are 
considered very valuable mines. Water is plentiful, but timber scarce. 
A good wagon road of easy grade from the station, where timber and 
stone coal can be supplied in quantities by the railroad, and at low 
prices. Capitalists are turning their attention to this district. Several 
investments have been made, and we may expect good results in the 
course of the next twelve months.” 


TRINITY DISTRICT 


Is situated a short distance northwest of Oreana, and was one of the 
earliest districts located in this county. Through Mr. George Lovelock 
some information concerning the mines has been obtained. 


EVENING STAR MINE 


Is situated at the south end of the district. The course of the vein is 
northeast and southwest, and is three feet wide. The ore is a black 
sulphuret with some horn silver, and is very free from all base metals. 
This mine was worked very extensively in eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four. The ore averages sixty-five dollars per ton. Water is reached at 
a depth of two hundred feet. No work has been done below this point, 
as the company had no pump to free the mine from water. It has been 
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secured to its owners by a United States patent. There are some other 
ledges here equally as good as the Evening Star, of the same character. 


ARABIA 


Is in the northern part of the district and contains chiefly smelting ore. 
It has not been worked very extensively, though a large amount of ore 
can easily be obtained from it. 


BRAZIL. 


This vein is from two to eight feet in width. Its course is north and 
south, and it dips east. The ore contains fifty per cent of lead and 
antimony, and different assays show as high as one hundred and sixty 
dollars per ton in silver. | 


VIRGINIA. 
The course of this vein is north and south, and dips to the east. It 
is six feet thick. The ore contains forty-five per cent of lead and anti- 
mony, and fifty dollars in silver per ton; it is easily extracted, being 
principally oxide of lead. 


MONTEZUMA. 


The course of this vein is not well defined, the ore being found in a 
large chimney from which seven thousand tons of ore have been extracted 
and worked at the smelting works at Oreana. This yielded forty-five 
per cent of lead and sixty-five dollars per ton in silver. Two thousand 
feet are claimed in the location. "i 


CHLORIDE. 


This vein-is very rich in horn silver, though its size is small, being 
about one foot in width. It is not well defined. The ore assays опе 
thousand two hundred dollars per ton. | 

There are a large number of other veins in this district, all of which 
will probably at some day be worked extensively, but at present there 
is not much activity displayed in working any of them. There are 
extensive smelting works at Oreana, which have lately changed hands, 
and will soon be smelting ores from this district. 


WINNEMUCCA DISTRICT | 


Is situated on the north side of the Humboldt River, and two and a half 
miles from the Town of Winnemucca. It was discovered in eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three, but has only been worked at intervals since. 
A great deal of work has been done at different times on some of the 
claims located here. There is no wood on the surrounding mountains, 
but supplies can easily be obtained by railroad. The Pride of the Moun- . 
tain and Union series are the chief locations, and the ones on which 
most of the labor employed here has been.expended. There are a num- 
ber of other locations, such as the Fair View and Winnemucca Chief, 
but the véing are small and but very little work has lately been done 
upon them. d 
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PRIDE OF THE MOUNTAIN COMPANY 


Own two claims on the same vein, the Star and Arago. The course of 
the vein is northwest and southeast. The Arago is located on the 
northern side of a ravine which cuts the vein, and the Star is on the 
southern side of the same ravine. The vein dips to the northeast sixty 
degrees. Ап incline has been sunk on the Star two hundred feet, which 
shows the ore in bunches, with the vein matter continuous between 
regular walls. Several hundred tons of ore have been taken from this 
shaft, which yielded on an average eighty dollars per ton. The ore 
contains gold, silver, arsenic, lead, and copper. The silver is a chloride 
and sulphuret. The gangue clay, with seams of quartz. The vein 
varies in width from one to three feet. During the past Summer an 
incline has been sunk in the ravine, between the two locations, to a depth 
of eighty feet, and from the bottom a level has been opened on the 
Arago, which has encountered some sniall bunches of ore. The wall 
rock is syenite to the northwest, and calcareous slate to the southwest. 


THE UNION SERIES. 


There are five claims owned by this company. They are probably all 


' on the same vein, some of them being locations on spurs. But little 


work has been done by this company for the last? two years. About 
two hundred tons of ore ate on the dumps, which will work forty dollars 
per ton. There is an incline two hundred feet deep and a tunnel has 
also been run three hundred and thirty-five feet, which the incline will 
reach‘at a depth of three hundred and ten feet. 


THE HUMBOLDT CANAL REDUCTION WORKS 


Are situated at Winnemucca. The mill has ten stamps, and crushes ores 
dry, which are roasted afterwards, before they are amalgamated. 

Ores from the Marietta Mine, in Central District, are being worked at 
present, and some ‘ore will be worked from the Pride of the Mountain 
and Union series, in Winnemucca District; but it is expected that the 
principal part of the ores worked here will be received from districts at 
а distance along the line of the railway. 


HUMBOLDT DISTRICT 


Lies south of the Humboldt House two and a half miles, and was 
lócated in eighteen hundred and sixty-one. It was the first district 
organized in this county. There was a flourishing eamp here in eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-three and eighteén hundred and sixty-four, con- 
taining about five hundred inhabitants. Nine of the ledges were opened 
up to а depth'of more than fifty feet. -Many tunnels were'run into the 
mountain at great expense, but попе of them ever found andy large 
bodies of ore. ‘During the .pabié which occurred ih mining operations 
іп eighteen hundred and sixty-five, all work here was suspended. The 
claims -have never been wholly abandoned; sufficient work'ónly was 
done; however, to hold tlie loeation until’ the Winter-of'éi gliteen- hundred’ 
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and seventy and eighteen hundred and seventy.one, when work was 
resumed on two of the mines, the Starlight and Мадја. ' 


STARLIGHT. 


The shaft on this mine is down seventy feet, showing a vein of four 
feet in width, standing almost perpéndicular. It runs north and south. 
The country rock is quartzite. The vein, on the surface, is small, but 
. increases in size and richness in going down. | 


МАРТА 


Is situated in the foothills. It is a great mass of quartz containing 
some gold, arsenic, and silver. The average assays from the whole mass 
show from five to nine dollars in gold per ton. 


SULPHUR. 


Situated about three hundred yards from the railroad track and one 
mile west of the Humboldt House, there is a very rich and curious 
deposit of sulphur. Tt is found near the center of а mound, two hun- 
dred yards in diameter, and raised from eight to ten feet above the 
surrounding plain. It is about two miles distant from the foot of a moun. 
tain range, and on the first bench above the lowest part о the valley. 
An open cut has been made into this mound twelve feet deep, which 
shows the sulphur alternating in layers with gypsum. At the bottom of 
the cut there is a formation of са1с-враг. The deposit is about twenty- 


five feet in diameter. Large amorphous masses of sulphur are shown . 


five feet in thickness with beautiful crystals. It ів friable, and in places 
nearly white. The whole deposit has been covered with a capping two 
feet thick of calcareous tufa, such ав is seen in the vicinity of nearly all 
hot springs in this State. "This deposit caught fire some years ago, and 
was extinguished with great difficulty by throwing on dirt and A HER 
ing it. It burns like a bed of coal. This accumulation of sulphur ig 
the deposit left by the waters of an extinct thermal spring, which were 
highly charged with hydro-sulphurie acid. There are several hundred 
tons of sulphur here, which can be easily mined. There is another 
smaller deposit about half а mile distant from the above and similar to 
itin every respect. Being so convenient to the railroad, this property 
is valuable. The native sulphur of commerce is obtained chiefly from 
Sicily. The annual product of all the Italian mines is about three hun- 
dred thousand tons, and is valued at about six millions of dollars. "The 
uses of sulphur as a combustible for matches, as an ingredient in gun- 
powder, in the manufacture of sulphuric acid, in medicine, and various 
other purposes, are well known and important. 


HUMBOLDT HOUSE 


Is situated in the midst of the Great American Desert. The soil sur- 
rounding it is as barren as any to be found in the State, except where 
there are beds of drifting sands and alkali flats. The description of this 
plaee is given here merely as an illustration of what can be done with 
all our lands when water can be obtained for purposes of irrigation, and 
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to show the importance of Mr. Kendall’s bill to secure Government aid 
in an endeaver to reclaim by means-of artesian wells some of the desert 
lands within our borders. A stream of water, containing from three to 
four hundred inches, is brought two and a half miles, from the mountain, 
in ditches. With this supply of water about thirty acres of land are 
here cultivated. They have been greatly improved by planting shade 
and fruit trees. Of the former there are one thousand, consisting of 
locust, poplar, cottonwood, weeping willow, white pine, and oak; there 
are five hundred apple, peach, pear, cherry, and apricot trees. There are 
also growing here, blackberry, gooseberry, and currant bushes. Rose 
bushes of different varieties, lilac, flowering almond, and nearly every 
variety of flowers bloom here. The fruit trees, although still very young, 
produce luscious fruits of as fine flavor as are grown in either California or 
Oregon. Hight acres of this land have been sown in alfalfa, from which 
three сгорв аге cut yearly. Better crops of grains and vegetables cannot be 
raised in any portion of the State. There is also a supply of pure cold 
water brought in pipes from a spring in the mountains for drinking pur- 
poses at the house, which is a railroad eating station, and for the use of 
the passing trains. This bursts forth through a fountain in front of the 
«house, and is carried in pipes to whatever pointsit is needed foruse. This 
oasis on the Humboldt Desert—the most pleasant little spot between the 
Sierras and the Missouri River—a few years since was as unproductive 
and as wild a waste as are three fourths of the uplands in this State 
to-day. The soil here is not so good as that of millions of acres to be 
found in other valleys, for it here contains a large per cent of the car- 
bonate of soda, which is destructive to vegetation, and some labor is 
required to neutralize its effects. : 


CENTRAL DISTRICT 


Is situated twelve miles north of Mill City. It is also one of the dis- 
tricts located many years ago, but in which little work was done until 
quite recently. About three years ago the owners of the Golden Era 
built a small mill (two stamps), which crushes one thousand five hun- 
dred pounds of ore per day; and since then some work has been done on 
some of the mines. Shafts are-down on the Marietta and Arnold two 
hundred feet. In the Marietta. some exceedingly rich ore has been 
found. A tunnel one hundred feet in length has been driven in on the 
Teamster, and seventy tons of ore extracted, which will average one 
hundred dollars per ton. The Railroad has two shafts, one of which is 
down one hundred and ten feet, and the other ninety, showing some fine 
ore. 

These are the only locations in the district on which work to any 
amount has been done. They are all on the same mineral belt, and are 
not separated more than a mile anda half. There із an abundance of 
wood and water in the district for all purposes. 


BOLIVIA DISTRICT 


Is situated on the eastern slope of Table Mountain. The copper mines 
in this section are exceedingly rich and extensive, consisting of carbonate 
and grey sulphur ores. This belt of copper extends south as far as 
White Cloud, in Churchill County. 
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RELIEF DISTRICT. 
The following is taken from the Silver State: 


* Mine owners are jubilant, and the camp is lively and flourishing. 
The Central Pacific Mine is opened to the depth of one hundred and fifty 
feet from the. surface to the bottom of the shaft. This is considered 
satisfactory evidence of the permanency of the mine, and will supply 
the mill while further explorations at a greater depth are being made. 
The Batavia and Pacific Mill is running to its full capacity on ore from 
the mine. The average yield of the ore worked at the mill is sixty 
dollars per ton. The first-class ore is shipped to San Francisco. The 
last lot shipped, from which returns have been received, yielded six 
hundred and six dollars to the ton.” - 


EL DORADO DISTRICT. 
The following is also taken from the Silver State: 


“This district is situated on the eastern slope of the Humboldt rango, 
about ten miles from Unionville, and four from the Central Pacific Rail- 
road. It is among the oldest in the county, having been organized in 
November, eighteen hundred and sixty-one. Several well defined quartz 
ledges were discovered and located in the district at that early day, the 
ores of which assayed high in gold and silver. The history of the dis- 
trict is precisely like that of every other mining cámp in the county. 
The discoverers knew nothing whatever of quartz or silver mining. 
Tunnels were projected to cut the mines at great depths from the surface. 
The work was expensive, and they soon found their means exhausted. 
Many of them abandoned their claims and left the country, disgusted 
with their experience in silver mining. A few, having faith in the rich- 
ness of the mines, remained in the district after the exodus; but tools 
and provisions were expensive in those days, and they, too, were obliged 
to leave. There are two defined mineral belts running parallel through 
the district, in a northerly and southerly direction. Тһе most easterly 
is quartzite and porphyry; the other, limestone. In the first named 
belt, several well defined leads, varying in thickness from two to three 
feet, are located. The ore in this belt is argentiferous galena. One of 
these has been sufficiently developed Бу shaft and tunnel to prove its 
value and permanency beyond doubt. In the limestone belt five locations 
have been made; two of which are prospected by shafts to a depth of 
thirty feet. The croppings are from ten to thirty feet wide, and carry 
considerable ore. The ores in this belt are principally chlorides, 
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SIERRA DISTRICT. 


This district is situated eight miles southeast of Mill City, on the rail- 
road, and was organized in eighteen hundred and sixty-three. The 
Town of Dun Glen is the business center of this district. Mr. C. D. 
Smythe reports the following in regard to the mines in this district: 

Three years ago the Oro Fino District, joining Sierra District on the 
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south, was annexed to this one, by the wish of the miners in both dis. 
tricts. 

In Oro Fino District, the Yosemite Mine is prominent. The vein is 

about two feet wide. The claim contains one thousand two hundred and 

Ж fifty feet. Considerable work has been done on it—shafts sunk, several 

hundred feet of drifts run, and а tunnel run in, which struck the vein 

about one hundred and fifty feet from the surface. There 18 а great deal 

- of ore in sight, which is estimated at fifty dollars to one hundred dollars 

per ton. Some small lots of first-class ore were shipped to San Fran- 

cisco, which realized from five hundred dollars to one thousand two 

hundred dollars per ton. There are about one hundred tons of ore on 

the dump. No work doing at present, but will probably be resumed 

. next Spring. It is owned іп San Francisco. P 


THE GOOD SAMARITAN LEDGE, 


а А- gold vein, situated northeast of the Yosemite, on the eastern slope of 
the main range of mountains. Prospect work only was done here, 
during which twenty tons of ore were extracted, which assayed from 
fifty dollars to ninety dollars per ton. 


МАТОНЕ2. 


About five miles north on the same mountain slope is the Natchez 

Mine, in limestone formation, which has yielded very rich silver ore, 

principally black -sulphurets of silver. There is a series of ledges, 

shafts, and tunnels that have been run to open the mine. Some forty 

- tons of second-class ore аге on the dump; first-class shipped to San 

Francisco, and averaged seven hundred dollars per ton. Work will be 
resumed there this Fall. 


GEM MINE. 


About half a mile north of the Good Samaritan, in the same formation, 
but in Sierra District, is the Gem Mine, celebrated for its rich silver ore. 
Much work has been done here in the shape of tunnels and drifts on 
the vein. Some good ore in sight. Work said to be resumed imme- 
diately. 


BOWEN AND CORNING. 


. About two miles north of the Gem is the Bowen & Corning Mine, in 
| black slate.--The veins are situated on the so-called Mineral Hill, on 
which the Ne Plus series of ledges are situated, but none have been 
sufficiently prospeeted to report fully, but all have given sufficient evi- 
dence of being good claims. The Stanford Company, owning the 
Bowen & Corning claims, have a force of eight men at work running a 
drift on the vein from the winzé in the tunnel and taking out silver ore 
worth from forty dollars to one hundred and fifty dollars per ton. The 
vein is about two feet wide, and the ore black sulphuret. 
There are three distinct mineral belts in this district. The middle 
one is principally a gold belt, the others silver, although gold is now 
and then found in the silver belts. 
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HUMBOLDT. 


The middle belt contains the Humboldt ledge, situated near Barber's 
Cañon, is in quartzite formation, from twelve to eighteen inches wide. 
A shaft is sunk on the vein sixty feet, which dips at an angle of forty- 


five degrees, and the drift runs about fifty feet. It shows a well defined . 


vein. Average assays about sixty dollars per ton. Work will be 
resumed next Winter. The principal mines in the middle, or gold belt, 
is the Monroe series of mines. Considerable work has been done in 
them. 


- 
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SMYTHE LEDGE. 

Another vein on this mountain has been discovered, named the Smythe 
Ledge, on which a drift has been run on the vein eighty feet, and is still 
working ahead. The vein is incased in quartzite formation. Lt is two 
feet wide and very regularly diffused with fine gold in sulphurets, ав 
well as in oxydized iron. The ore has a bluish look, and resembles the 
ore of the Idaho Mine, in Grass Valley, California. The Smythe Ledge 
is very- regular in its course, and stands nearly perpendicular. The 
walls are very perfect, and lined with clay selvages. Some thirty tons 
first-class ore are on the dump ready for shipping to the mill. 

The westerly belt contains the Essex, Empire, Meteor, and Amazon 
Е of ledges, which contain mostly silver in chloride and black sul- 
phurets. 

The Empire series has been well prospected. 

North of ihe Empire series is located the Talulah series of silver 
mines, with rich antimonial silver ores. On the most northern slope of 
the mountain is the Lady Godiva ledge, a gold vein about two feet wide, 
There are two reduction works in this district. The Essex Mill has ten 
stamps. This has not been run for some time. And the mill of Sprague 
& Co., rigged for ten stamps, which will soon be put in, is a dry crush- 
ing mill, in which Paul's process is used. This mill is working the ores 
from the Lang Syne and Monroe very successfully, and is situated 
about one mile above Dun Glen. 


STAR DISTRICT. 

This district lies between Mill City and Unionville, in the range of 
mountains to the west of the road between these places. It was located 
in eighteen hundred and sixty-one, and at one time there was consider- 
able excitement in regard to it. Many persons were attracted here by 
the reports made of the wonderful richness of the ores obtained from 
the Sheba Mine. The district was almost abandoned for a long time, 
but during the last two years new interest has been manifested in the 
mines of this district, and work renewed on some of the most promising 
ores. There are now about seventy-five persons at Star City. The 
Sheba and Desota are steadily worked. Thezore from the latter ig 
shipped to San Francisco. The Phenix and Trinity are also worked. 

‚ There are six companies now engaged in the district. 
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BUENA VISTA DISTRICT 


Was discovered in the Fall of eighteen hundred and sixty-one, during 
the excitement created by the discovery of the mines in Humboldt and 
Star Districts. There is a plentiful supply of water here, but wood is 
- scarce. Mining operations have been carried on quite extensively for 


Several years past, and this is the chief bullion producing district in this 
county. 


ARIZONA. 


This is the principal mine in the district. It is owned by John C. Fall 
" & Со. .About one hundred men are constantly employed in working it, 
and on its suecessful development and yield of ore depends almost 
entirely the prosperity of the-district. During the past year a double 
track tramway has been built, which carries the ore from the mine and 
brings up the men and supplies necessary for mining purposes. Its 
length is one thousand nine hundred and ten feet, and has a fall of seven 
hundred and twenty feet in that distance. It works admirably, lower- 
ing ore at the rate of fifteen tons per hour. The company to whom this 
mine belongs own also four mills, which are kept constantly running on 
their own ores. One of the mills is used exclusively for working tail. 
ings, as heretofore they have not been able to work the ore closer than 
to forty per cent of the assay value. This company is now erecting a 
Stetefeldt fürnace, and as by this process ore in other districts of as 
refractory nature'as those obtained here are made to yield eighty-seven 
to ninety-three per cent of their assay value; as there is no doubt but 
these can be worked as high, the increase of the bullion obtained from 
the ore here will be nearly double. It seems very strange that this or 
some other method has not been introduced here sooner for chloridizing 
the ores before amalgamation. An examination of the Arizona Mine 
was made during the last Summer, and it was my intention at that time 
to make a careful report in detail of the same, but having seen since a 
very long report of it in my predecessor's last report, it will be unneces- 
sary to repeat here the facts contained therein. ' 
! 
| GOVERNOR BRADLEY 


Is located on a spur of the same hill on which the Arizona is situated. 
This mine was discovered in April, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, by 
Mr. Ham Shearer. Fourteen hundred feet are claimed, The course of the 
vein is north and south; ‘dip, east, seventy degrees. An incline has been 
sunk seventy-five feet on the vein. At the surface the vein is two feet 
wide, and at a depth of twenty feet it has increased to five. It grows 
narrower again from this point, and at a depth of seventy-five feet it is 
three feet wide. The ore contains a large per cent of gold; the assays 
show from twenty dollars to one hundred and eighty dollars, and from 
sixty-three dollars to two thousand seven hundred and sixty-five dollars 
in silver. An average of the ore taken from a depth of twenty feet, 
works, by mill process, two hundred and thirty-three dollars and eighty- 
five cents. Хо levels have been opened out yet from the incline. The 
country rock to the west is quartzite, and to the east it'is limestone; 
with the exception of the Arizona, this is the best vein in the district. 
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Commendable energy has been displayed by the owners in working this 
mine. There is an extension location upon the south end of this vein 
which bids fair to develop as good a vein a8 that of the Governor 
Bradley. 


HENNING AND INSKIP. y 
These are among the old loeations on the same hill with the Bradley. 
Some good ore has been obtained from them, and they are still worked 
successfully. There are one hundred and fifty tons on the dump of the 
Inskip, which will work one hundred and fifty dollars per ton. 
- 
CLIFFLAND. | 
This mine is situated оп the same hill, and about one mile southeast of 
the Bradley, The vein is four feet wide, and has an incline down one 
hundred feet. It dips almost flat into the hill. 


AGAMEMNON. 


This location is on the same hill. with the Arizona. It crosses the 
mountain east of the Arizona works; course, northwest and southeast; 
dip, seventy degrees southwest. The ore is a black sulphuret; and con- 
tains antimony, with a large per cent of gold, which can easily be seen 
in the ore, which assays from ten dollars to one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per ton; and the average assay shows also one hundred dollars per 
ton in silver. The ledge is seven feet wide, and the croppings can be 
traced for several hundred feet on the surface. А tunnel runs into the 
ledge two hundred feet. There is a great mass of ore in this mine 
which will average from twenty dollars to twenty-five dollars per ton. 


ECLIPSE 


Is situated on the main Humboldt range of mountains, two miles from 
Unionville. It was located in January, eighteen hundred and seventy, 
by Mr. Dick Fielding and others. The ore resembles that obtained in 
the Arizona. Course, north and south; dip, east, forty-five degrees. 
There are three hundred tons of ore on the dump that will work proba- 
bly fifty dollars per ton. А tunnel has been run to a distance of two 
hundred and seventy feet. Formation, calcareous slate. 


SACRAMENTO DISTRICT 


Lies eight miles south of Unionville. The Eagle Mine is located here. 
It is situated low down in the foothills, and is not elevated more than 
three hundred feet above the level of the valley. The vein has been 
opened to a depth of two hundred feet, by an incline which is connected 
with a perpendicular shaft ninety feet deep. The vein is about six feet 
thick, and is very regular in size from the surface to the lowest point to 
which it has been opened. The ore is chiefly gold; an average of the 
assays made gives eighty dollars per ton. This mine was sold lately for 
а good sum. The Moonlight is also situated in this locality. An United 
States patent has been obtained for it, and it was sold a short time ago 
for ten thousand dollars. | 
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LANDER COUNTY. 


Developments made in this county within the last two years are very 
encouraging. The older districts are produeing more bullion than ever 
before. The population has been greatly increased, so that it ranks seo- 
ond in numbers and in the amount of its taxable property—the total 
assessed value of which, for the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
two, is two million one hundred and forty thousand three hundred and 
eighteen dollars and eighty-two cents. 


AUSTIN, 


The county seat, has been improved more than any one of the old towns in 
the State, except, perhaps, the capital. Business of every kind is more 
flourishing here than for many years past. Two years ago everything 
looked dismal and forlorn to a stranger arriving in the place. Houses 
were out of repair, and many were closed for want of occupants. The 
inhabitants were discouraged and afraid that their town had seen its 
best days. But now there is not a more pleasant and cheerful town in 
the State. Great activity is displayed in every branch of business. The 
houses have. been repaired, remodeled, and painted afresh, and some new 
ones have been built. A substantial and well arranged brick Court 
House, and also the “ Citizens’ Mill” have been erected. Many persons 
who had left for the more prosperous eastern towns have returned. 
The Manhattan Company’s mill is kept constantly running, the ore 
house being always filled with rich ores, and it is probably attributable 
more to the indomitable spirit, and the confidence in the permanency of 
the mines here of this company, than to any other cause, that Austin 
owes its present prosperity. This is the only one of the many New 
York companies which invested in property here that has succeeded. 
The prospects of some of them were, perhaps, as good and even better 
than those of the Manhattan Company. 


REESE RIVER DISTRICT. 


Is the oldest mining district in eastern Nevada, having been discovered 
in the Spring of eighteen hundred and sixty-two. During the first two 
years of its history, the greatest excitement prevailed regarding the 
richness of its mines. Hundreds of claims were sold for almost fabu- 
lous prices, having no value and on which no work was done. -Lengthy 
descriptions of most of the prominent mines have been made in former 
reports on this distric{, so that space will not be occupied here with a 
repetition of the same. 


WREN’S CONCENTRATOR. 


This is а new invention for concentrating ores discovered and patented 
by Mr. Thomas Wren, one of the early pioneers of Austin. The principle 
upon which this invention is based is, that the metallic and mineral sub- 
stances composing the vein matter do not possess the same degree of hard- 
ness, nor the same specific gravity; and that the metals, whether native 
or in the form of chloride, sulphuret, oxide, carbonate, or in whatever 
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compound they may exist, do not enter into combination with the stone 
or gangue. The inventer claims that the substances composing the ore, 
when crushed, will not be pulverized to the same grade of fineness—the 
metallic particles will be much finer than the mineral—and hence, by the 
use of screens or sieves of в certain measure, the precious and base | 
metals сап be séparated from the non-metallic substances; By the use 
of water, also, they can be separated, just as the gold miner “pans” or 
“cradles” out the gold from the sand and dirt with which it may be 
associated. One of Blake's Patent Rock Breakers is used for pulverizing 
the ores. After passing through the crushers it is carried off in elevators, 
and deposited upon a large screen, which separates the fine from the 
coarse particles—the coarse passing back again to the crusher, while the 
fine ia-carried into a large revolving screen, which continues the process 
of separation. The coarse particles here, however, contain but little metal, 
and pass off as waste; the finer, containing everything valuable, is the 

ulp, and is ready for roasting or amalgamation. The waste is concen- 
trated then by means of water, and, when diied, is passed again through 
the crusher, and the process of separation already described. Оте can be 
concentrated in, this manner at an expense of.not more than three dol. 
lars per ton. Twenty tons can be concentrated daily with one crusher. 
The proprietor is quite confident that his invention will succeed Та 
reducing the expense of working ores, and thata great proportion of 
the poorer classes of ores, which cannot now be profitably worked by 
mill process, will be made available. There is no doubt but that the 
theory is correct. -We have seen the concentrator at work, and can 
testify that it does just what Mr. Wren says it will do, and we can see 
no reason why it will not be used successfully when the necessary 
machinery is.properly arranged and in order.

PROGRESS. 


This mine is situated on the hill below the Town of Austin, and near 
the foot of the ‘grade. It is not far from the Pony, (the first vein dis- 
covered inthis district.) Some work was done upon this mine the past 
Summer, which shows a good vein, varying in thickness from eight 
inches to two feet. From assays made of the average ore, itis estimated 
that it will work, without assorting, one hundred dollars per ton. The 
ores from this part of the district have not béen worked profitably ћегб- 
tofore; but with the recent improvement in the modes of reducing ores, 
it is thought that they can now be profitably worked. But little work has 
been done as ‘yet upon this mine; so far as it has been opened it shows 
well. Many tons of ore сап ђе taken out néar-the surface, at but little 
expense. There аге + number of other claims in this vicinity, such as 
the Red Jacket, Boston, Pilót, Pony, and others of the same character 
as the Progress. They are all much larger than the' veins higher.up on 
the hill, but the ore is nót so rich. There are many thousand tons of 
ore here near the surface whith can be extracted easily; and a great 
many tors are on the dumps, which were taken out at an early day in 
the history of this district, that will assay fifty dollars.per ton. These

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THE MANHATTAN MILL AND MINING COMPANY. 


This company bought out in the Fall of eighteen hundred and 
seventy, all.the property and mines belonging to the Reese River Min. 
ing Company—torty-five locations in all, which embrace some of the 
most valuable mines on Lander Hill. The Oregon shaft has reached 
a depth of five hundred and ten feet. Through it are worked the North 
Star, Antarctic, Sdvage, Monitor, Frost, Blind, Alliance, and Oregon 
Mines. 


OREGON. 


This mine has been worked from the surface to a depth of three hun- 
dred and forty feet. It varies in width from eight inches to two and а 
half feet. The work for this company is done principally on contract. 
For running drifts, sinking inclines and shafts, a stipulated price is paid, 
which is regulated according to the nature of the ground upon which the 
work is done. For stoping out the ore, the miners are allowed a percent- 
age of the yield. Contracts are sometimes let as low as seven per cent of 
the gross yield, and sometimes, even at that price, the miners are enabled 
to realize very large sums for their labor, as exceedingly rich bodies of 
ore are sometimes discovered after the contracts have been made. Two 
Cornishmen took a contract to stope certain ground. They found a rich 
body of ore in it, which they took out in a few days, that yielded twenty- 
eight thousand dollars. In all the ledges worked on this hill breaks are 
found. These are now well understood. by the miners of the district. 
These breaks are of two kinds, one of which is parallel with, and the 
other vertical to, the slope of the hill. 'The latter are sometimes found 
in the center of a vein. It is of great importance to the miners on this 
hill to be able to determine where to look for a vein beyond the fault, 
that has been thrown by a slide or heave out of its original position. 
By observing the extent of the dislocation, and the angle which the 
direction of the motion makes with the line of intersection, they 
easily calculate the distance the vein has been thrown out of place; and 
< во well is the system of faults which occur on this hill understood by 
the miners of the district, that now, when a vein is lost, they can pre- 
dict, with absolute certainty, just where it will be found again. In 
these veins in which dislocations have occurred, great irregularities in 
the thickness of the mass filling the fissure are observed. The openings 
hardly ever have a smooth surface. The convexities, as well as the con- 
eavities, of one of the walls, are brought opposite those of the other, 
thus forming kidney-shaped cavities, which are filled with ore. As 
there is a perfect network of veins, one can easily understand of what 
importance a knowledge of these faults would have in cases of litigation. 
This familiarity with the system of faults, with a thorough acquaintance 
with the character of the ores, would establish beyond a doubt what 
vein, exposed on the surface, was identical at one time with another sev- 
eral hundred feet below, though a tracing of ore did not connect them. 
However, the Manhattan Company owns most of the veins exposed on 
the surface, so that there is but little apprehension of any expensive 
litigation arising out of the complication of veins. When they find, in 
their cross-cuts and underground tunnels, a vein of whose existence 
they were ignorant, instead of trying to establish its identity with one 
of the surface veins, they locate it as a blind ledge. 
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NORTH STAR. ` 
~ 

This vein has been faulted in the ваше manner as the Oregon. Still 
there is such a similarity in the character of the ores, and so much regu- 
larity in the breaks, that it is quite certain that this ledge, which was at 
one time continuous to the surface, has-now been worked out to the five- 
hundred-and-ten-foot level. Numerous dislocations have been’ encoun- 
tered in the working of this vein which have produced “slickensides” 
that exhibit in many places smooth and polished surfaces. These have 
also caused the many clay seanis found in drifting out from the shafts to 
the veins of ore. 


MORGAN AND MUNCEY. 


Three hundred feet from the surface the first break in this mine occurs. 
When this depth had been reached it was some time before the vein was 
found again, and it was thought for awhile that it had entirely given 
out. A cut run north, however, fifty-five feet, found a ledge two feet in 
width, and filled with ore of exactly the same character as in this mine 
at the break. The Morgan and Muncey is worked through an incline, 
and is ventilated by the use of the exhaust steam from the hoisting 
engine in the same manner as in the Wilson Mine at Pine Grove. 


OTHER MINES. 


The Isabel$, Dollarhide, Lone Star, O'Connell, Florida, Magnolia, 
Troy, Plymouth, South America, Southern Light, Diana, Esther, and 


Kale Seed are all on the same hill, and are owned by the Manhattan ° 


Company. They have all been worked to depths varying from one hun- 
dred feet to five hundred feet, and have yielded good bodies of ore. In 
some of them as soon as the breaks were reached work was stopped. 

The mill belonging to this company is kept constantly running on 
their own ores. It reduces daily from twenty-six tons to thirty tons of 
ore. There is in connection with it a Stetefeldt furnace, having the 
capacity of chloridizing thirty tons per day. Five thousand and fifty 
ions of ore were worked by this mill in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one, yielding nine hundred and eighty-two thousand five hun- 
dred and thirty-seven dollars and fifty-three cents, or one hundred and 
ninety-four dollars and fifty-six cents per ton. For the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two about six thousand five hundred tons of the 
same value have been reduced. 


WHITLATCH UNION, 


Belonging to the same company, is situated on Union Hill. It is one of 
the largest veins in the district, being four feet thick. The same dis- 
turbances in the veins and country rock are found here which prevail 
on Lander Hill. The first break encountered in this mine was а-а depth 
of one hundred and twenty-five feet. The seam was followed one hun- 
dred and twenty feet, and the vein was again found. The ore taken 
from this mine, without assorting, averages one hundred and six dollars 
per ton. This was one of the earliest locations in the district, but was 
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not worked much until lately. ‘The ores here are not as rich as on Lan- 
der Hill, but are found in larger bodies. 


CAMARGO: 


Is another location on the same vein, having an incline two hundred and 
fifty feet deep. The break was found in this mine at a depth of two 
hundred feet. А cross-cut із being run to strike the vein again, instead 
of following the clay seam made by the slide. 


LANE & FULLER. 


This mine belongs to an English company—the Pacific. They have a 
shaft five hundred and ninety-five feet deep. The lowest level ‘is five 
hundred and fifty feet. On the four-hundred-foot level, an exceedingly 
rich body of ore has been found in a cross-cut to the west of the Lane 
& Fuller vein, which was located as the Bater’s Ledge. This is prob- 
ably the richest and most extensive vein of ore ever found in this dis- 
trict. There is a two-foot vein, and from a number of average assays 
made, 15 фаз been estimated that it will work three hundred dollars рег 
ton without any assorting. There are several hundred tons of this class 
of ore in sight, and it has not yet been opened to any extent. This 
company intends soon to start up their own mill, (the Mettacom,) which 
has been idle for some time. Dividends should have been paid by this 
-company; but it seems that heretofore there has been a want of proper 
management in their affairs, as well as of a right understanding of the 
~ character of the mines in this district. Under the direction of the 
present Superintendent, the affairs of this company are assuming a 
most prosperous condition. 


_ SARATOGA. 

This mine has produced some of the richest ore ever taken out of 
Lander Hill. An incline is down four hundred and sixteen feet. The 
first level is one hundred and sixteen feet from the surface. At a depth 
of eighty-six feet, a very rich body of chloride ore was found; and to 
the east of the incline, on the two hundred-and eighty-foot level, fine 
bodies of stephanite. The vein is narrow here, being only five inches 
in width. It is larger in other places, but the ore is not of so high a 

rade. 

В The Manhattan Company have an interest in this mine, and the ore is 
worked at their mill. 


CHARACTER OF ORES. 


To the depth of seventy-five feet the ore is usually a chloride. Water 
is found at this depth; the ore changes here to an antimonial sulphuret. 

The following list of minerals found in this district, was prepared. by 
Mr. E. N. Riotte, Metallurgist, formerly of Austin, but now .of the 
Nevada Metallurgical Works, San Francisco, and is taken from Mr. 
Raymond's report for eighteen hundred and seventy. :

SUMMIT DISTRICT. 

This district is situated thirty miles south from Austin, in the Toyabe 
range of mountains, and on the southeast side of Bunker Hill. It was 
discovered in eighteen hundred and sixty-three. Three mills were 
erected shortly afterwards. The ores eould not be profitably worked at 
that time, owing to the inadequacy of the machinery and a want of 
proper knowledge concerning the ores. The companies engaged in 
operating failed, and since then work has never been resumed to any 
extent. А few tons of very good ore have been extracted and worked 
at Austin within the past year, and the work done has developed very 


promising bodies of ore. 
— 
PHENICIAN Е 


Has а claim of two thousand feet, and is owned by the Collins Brothers. 
A vein five feet thick has a course east and west, dipping north forty 
degrees. The country rock to the south is limestone, and to the north 


slate. A tunnel fifty feet in length has been driven into the ledge, and , 


from the end of it anincline has been sunk forty feet. The ore contains 
а large per cent of gold. Assays.have been made which show one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars gold and one hundred and twenty-five dollars 


silver per ton. A large amount of ore could be obtained from this mine | 


which would pay well with the proper facilitiés convenient. 
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VICTORINE 


Was worked some years ago. Eighteen hundred tons were worked at 
the Sterling and other mills, the average pulp assays of which were 
sixty dollars per ton. Thirty-seven per cent only of this was saved. 
This was not sufficient to pay the expenses of mining and milling. 
There is a large amount of good milling ore in this mine, which, with a 
good mill, having the latest improvements to work it, will undoubtedly 
ay well. 

The facilities for mining here are good; there is an abundance of 
water, and wood can be obtained at an expense of not more than five 
dollars per cord. The ore can be mined and delivered at the mills for 
two dollars and fifty cents per ton. The owners have secured a United 
States patent for their property. 


SANTE FE DISTRICT, 


Eighteen miles south of Austin, in the same range of mountains, was 
located in eighteen hundred and sixty-three. There are some well 
defined veins of quartz here, containing ore that gives good assays, 
principally in gold. But little work has been done in the district. 

ee work was done on the Yosemite and King ledges 
last Fall. 


AMADOR DISTRICT. 


The mines here, except those situated in New York Cafion, have been 
abandoned. The Chase Mine has been worked steadily since eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five, the ore being worked at the Manhattan Mills, in 
Austin. The vein crosses New York Cafion, running east and west. A 
tunnel has been driven in from the cafion on the vein six hundred feet. 
Three chimneys of good ore have been found in this tunnel; an incline 
has been sunk on the first chimney from the mouth of the tunnel, to the 
depth of two hundred feet—the water level. я 

orrison & Cable Tunnel Company have found two veins in their 
tunnel, from which some very good ore has been taken. 


MIDAS. 


This mine was worked by Messrs. Cling & Ford during the last year. 
They have erected hoisting works, and have extracted a large amount 
of pay ore. 


CORTEZ DISTRICT 
Is situated on the northern terminus of the Toyabe Mountains, and 
sixty-five miles north from Austin. It was located in eighteon hundred 


and sixty-three, and at that time attracted a great deal of attention on 
account of its monster lodes and the distance they could be traced. 


THE NEVADA GIANT 


Was considered at that time the greatest discovery in the State. It has 
not come up to expectations. The large quartzite dyke, four hundred 
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feet in width, was not all pay ore. Some first-rate paying ore is found 
in it, and a company has been steadily at work on it ever since. 

Big Creek, Mount Hope, Grass Valley, Ravenswood, Cumberland, 
Columbus, Washington, Mount Vernon, Wall Street, and Indian Districts 
have all been abandoned.

EUREKA DISTRICT, 


Was discovered in eighteen.hundred and sixty-four by Mr. Fairchild and 
other prospectors from Austin. The locations made by them were 
shortly afterwards sold by Mr. Larue to a New York company, which, 
having organized for the purpose of working the mine, put men on their : 
claims and took out some ore, which they shipped to Austin to be worked - 
there by mill process. A considerable amount of work was done on 
some of their locations, but as they did not find any very extensive 
bodies of ore at that time, and as the expense of shipping what they did 
find was so great, they soon became discouraged and abandoned the dis- 
trict. In eighteen hundred and sixty-six other parties came in, and in 
eighteen hundred and sixty-seven the mines on McCoy Hill were dis- 
covered, and the first attempt at smelting ore was tried on the ores found 
here. In eighteen hundred and sixty-nine the Buckeye, Champion, and 
other mines on Ruby Hill were discovered. These discoveries gave life 
to the district, inspired the mining population of the State with confi- 
dence in its future prospects, attracted here speculators and capitalists 
to invest their money in the riches which were now being constantly 
brought to light. As the mines still continue to develop new and larger 
bodies of ore, increased confidence in their permanency is manifested; 
so that to-day Eureka stands in the first rank of bullion producing dis- 
tricts. This district last year produced about two millions of dollars in 
bullion, with a fair prospect now of doubling that amount the present 
year. 

About one thousand five hundred locations have been made in the 
district. For a distance of nearly one hundred miles from Eureka the 
Diamond range of mountains runs almost due north, continuous and 
unbroken in its course. Near Eureka, however, it bends to the west 
and joins another range of mountains, which, to the north, runs parallel 
with it. Midway on this connecting arm of these two mountain ranges 
is situated Eureka District, and from its culminating point—Prospect 
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Mountain—two spurs shoot off to the north; the one to the east termi- 
nating in the first ridge to the west of the town; the other to the west 
in Bullwhacker Flat. 

Beginning at the mines in Bullwhacker Flat, the mineral belt runs 
southerly about twelve miles, including: Secret Cafion and Sierra Dis- 
tricts. То the west, and contiguous thereto, are Spring Valley and Fish 
Creek; and on the east, and touching Secret Cafion, is Pinto. 

These districts comprise what was formerly Hureka District. The 
first hill encountered on the westerly spur, from the north, is Ruby Hill, 
then comes McCoy Hill, and towering above them both are the almost 
perpendicular slopes of Prospect Mountain, which, continuing southerly, 
retains its altitudo till within tho vicinity of Secret Сайоп and Sierra 
Districts, when it begins to decline and is soon lost in the valley beyond. 


EUREKA 


Is situated near the mouth of а сайоп, which leads up to an easy pass 
through the Diamond range of mountains and to the east of the mineral 
belt of the district. ‘Che cafon is here wide enough to afford plenty of 
level ground for the building of a large town. It is well supplied with 
pure water, which flows from springs in the cafion above the town, and 
is furnished in pipes by McCoy’s water works. The first building 
erected here was for a furnace, in the Winter of eighteen hundred and 
Bixty-eight and eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, and a boarding house 
for the men engaged in working the mines. The Pioneer Restaurant, 
however, was the first business house built in the town. This was fol- 
lowed by Nathan & Harris’ store, Nathan’s saloon, Clark & Seaton’s 
store, and then “Red” Wheeler and Sloper built a saloon and restau- 
rant. From this time forward the growth of the town has been rapid; 
houses sprang: up as if by magic, and in a very short time both sides of 
the long street, extending from Eureka Consolidated furnaces in the 
lower part of the town clear up to Richmond furnace, was lined with 
houses. These are mostly, built of wood, though there are a few good 
fireproof structures. 

On the first of October, eighteon hundred and sixty-nine, there were 
not more than one hundred men in the place. In May, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy, the population was about one thousand. In August, 
of the same year, it had doubled, and during the Summer of eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one it had increased to ovor two thousand. Its 
population now is about four thousand. In the early settlement of the 
place—or during the Fall of eighteen hundred and seventy—it was im- 
possible to get lumber for building purposes, and as the weather grew 
cold many persons made cabins by digging into the soft rock on the east 
side of the town. Many of these little caves were occupied during the 
whole Winter, с 

Eureka is preéminently a smelting camp; black clouds of dense smoke 
from the furnaces, heavily laden and strongly scented with the fumes of 
lead, arsenic, and other volatile elements of the ores, are constantly 
rolling over the town, depositing soot, scales, and black dust, so that it 
resembles very much onc of the manufacturing towns in the coal regions 
of Pennsylvania. 

_From Eureka to Palisades there is a natural road, which has required 
but little improvement to make it available for stages and freight wagons. 
The distance is seventy-nine miles. From this point on the railroad all 
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supplies are received, and to it all the bullion of this and other districts 
in the vicinity are forwarded for shipment to the markets east and west. 
Bureka is well supplied now with most of the conveniences of a large 
city. It has a daily newspaper (the Sentinel), established in July, 
eighteen hundred and seventy, two banks, telegraph, express, and Post 
Office, several good hotels, lodging houses, and restaurants. The great 
feature of the place, however, is the immense number of its drinking 
and gambling saloons, which, as reported by the Internal Revenue Col- 
lector of this district, is not less than eighty—all, to appearances, 
doing a thriving business. 


SMELTING FURNACES. 


In eighteen hundred and sixty-six an attempt was made to work the, 


ores of this district by Mr. Wilson, who erected a small furnace; but not 
succeeding as well as he expected, he soon abandoned it. Early in eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-seven Mr. A. Monroe came to this place and 
made some locations on what is now called McCoy Hill. Finding here 
some smelting ores he went to Austin and succeeded in inducing Mr. 
Stetefeldt, an experienced metallurgist, to return with him. A furnace 
was built, and about two thousand eight hundred pounds of bullion were 
turned out, but the result was not satisfactory. Finally, in March, eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty nine, Major McCoy, who had become interested 
in the meantime in this district, took charge of the furnace. He went 
to Hamilton and employed Messrs. Jones and Williams, two Welch smelt- 
ers, to come to Eureka and smelt for him. They remodeled the furnace, 
and in a very short time made the first successful attempt to work the 
ores of this district. The fine smelting ores of the district, such as 
obtained from the Buckeye and Champion Mines, had not been discov- 
ered at the time when the former attempts were made. 

Colonel Buel and Е C. Bateman came to the district in November, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, and having purchased the Buckeye and 
Champion they rented the McCoy furnace, with which they smelted the 
ores from these mines. About the same time Colonel Robbins eame to 

.Eureka and purchased the Kentuck and Mountain Boy Mines. He 
built a draft furnace and smelted with wood. Several tons of bullion 
were produced, but this enterprise was not a success. In January, eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy, Messrs. Buel and Bateman commenced the 
erection of two other furnaces of the same style as the McCoy, under 
the direction of Messrs. Jones and Williams. In April they fired up 
their first furnace, and in a few weeks after the second one began to 
turn out bullion. After running these furnaces successfully for six 
months they sold them, with their mines, to the Eureka Consolidated 
Company. About this time the Marcellina Company began to work 
their mines and to build their furnaces. Messrs. Wallace and Bevans 
also erected two iron cupel furnaces, which they brought from Philadel- 
phia, but as they were illy constructed they did not succeed in produc- 
ing a large amount of bullion, and were finally abandoned. Mr. MeNev- 
ins commenced to build the next furnace, but before it was completed 
he sold it to Dunne & Co., who in turn sold it to the Richmond—an Eng- 
lish company. The Jackson furnaces were then built by Mr. Wilson, 
which, under the charge of Mr. Williams, the champion ‘smelter, were 
run for a time more successfully than any other furnaces in the camp. 
Mr. Robertson then built a furnace higher up in the сайоп; he did not 
succeed with it very well at first, but after it was remodeled it worked 
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very successfully. In eighteen hundred and seventy-one the two far- 
naces belonging to the Phenix Company were built. The first large 
furnace in the district was built by Mr. Liebenau, for the Eureka Con- 
solidated. Another was built for the same company by Mr. Keyes. 
The Richmond Company have also constructed two, now the largest in 
the camp. The Hon. W. W. McCoy furnishes the following list of fur. 
naces now in running order, and their capacity:

Ores are smelted as well here as anywhere in the world. The loss 
does not exceed two per cent. The expense, however, is very great. 
One item alone—charcoal—costs from twenty-eight to thirty-three cents 
per bushel, and about thirty-five bushels are required for the smelting of 
every ton of ore. From six to eight tons of ore produce one ton of 
bullion, the cost of which, as reckoned by the Eureka Consolidated Com- 
pany, for eighteen hundred and seventy-one and eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, is:

The cost of producing one ton of bullion by the Eureka Consolidated 
may be set down as approximating the average cost of that produced 
by all the companies. It will be seen from the above statement that 
there ін an increase of one dollar five and one-third cents in the cost of 
producing a ton of bullion for eighteen hundred and seventy-two. The 
expense of smelting, one dollar sixty-two and one-third cents less; but 
it was two dollars and thirty-two cents greater for extracting the ore. 
The yield of the ore for eighteen hundred and seventy-two was not во 
good as for eighteen hundred and seventy-one, two and sixty-seven hun- 
dredths of a ton of ore more being required to produce a ton of bullion; 
and one ton of ore yielded in eighteen hundred and seventy-one, sixty- 
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Ж dollars; and in eighteen hundred and seventy-two, forty-seven 
ollars. 

In proportion to the amount of bullion produced, there are more labor- 
ing men employed in the mines and in reducing the ore in this district 
than in any other in the State; and if the stockholders are not greatly 
enriched by large dividends, the miner, woodchopper, coalburner, team- 
ster, and smelter, find constant employment and are well paid for their 
labor, which is, probably, better for the interests of the State than that 
dividends should be paid to persons living in San Francisco, who pay 
their taxes in California. 


RUBY HILL. 


On this hill are located the best mines in the district. Crowning it 
are the Richmond Mine and works, and joining it on the north are the 
Eureka Consolidated claims. | 

The principal formation of this hill, and of both the spurs putting out 
from Prospect Mountain, are a yellowish gray magnesian limestone, 
which in some places is compact, and with a texture almost as fine as 
marble, but generally it is coarse grained and highly crystalline. This 
is underlaid by a hard, compact, vitreous sandstone. Between these 
formations are found the chief ore channels of this hill, which in no 
place penetrate the quartzite formation underneath, but often branches 
out into the superimposed limerock; so that, in many places, the width 
of the vein matter is from three hundred and fifty to four hundred 
feet in thickness. In places, it narrows down .again to nothing but a 
clay seam between the two formations. The dip of the vein is to the 
southeast, and is very irregular. Above the Richmond ground it stands 
almost perpendicular, and on the Eureka Consolidated, at the south end 
of the hill, thirty-eight degrees to forty degrees. Towards the center 
again, it is eighty degrees. The ores found here consist chiefly of 
argentiferous sulphurets, carbonates, and oxide of lead, with some other 
forms, all of which contain a small per cent of gold. The gangue is 
` principally decomposed and compact oxide of iron. In but few parts of 
the district is quartz found in the vein matter. In smelting, it is neces- 
sary to have some quartz, as a fluxing agent; so that those quartz veins 
which are in the district, even when they do not contain sufficient of 
the precious metals to make them profitable, have some value for this 


purpose. 
EUREKA CONSOLIDATED. 


Mr. Ellsworth, Superintendent, in his annual report to the stockhold- 
ers of the company, makes the following report: “The mine is looking 
as well as usual. As near as can be estimated, it is safe to say there is 
now six months supply in sight, equal to thirty thousand tons, with 
every prospect of the vein or lode continuing to an indefinite depth. 
The hoisting works on the Windsail shaft were finished August nine- 
teenth, those on the Lawton. shaft on September fourth, and sinking is 
constantly going on in both. So soon as the ore body is reached through 
them (which may be expected at any moment in the last named shaft) a 
large reduction in labor will be made at the mine. Substantial buildings 
are erected over both hoisting works, the ore dump of one thousand tons 
capacity nearly finished, timbers and wood in sufficient quantities con- 
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tracted for, which will be delivered in time to warrant successful work- 
ing of the mine during the Winter. 

* At the reduction works of the company, No. 5, being the last of the 
large class of furnaces, is now completed, giving a daily average reduc- 
ing capacity of three hundred tons. Three furnaces are in good order, 
two will soon require reconstructing. A new line of shafting has just 
been completed, which is now driving the entire smelting works. A 
Knowles’ ‘steam pump’ was recently put in operation, which commands 
the coal pile and works in case of fire; can also be used to supply fur- 
naces and boilers. Sufficient coal has been delivered, wood contracted 
for, and fire rock for repairing furnaces now on hand, to warrant suc- 
cessful working through the Winter. With these improvements com- 
pleted at the mine, the increased capacity for reducing ores at the works, 
and consequent reduction of general costs, I know of no cause why the 
stockholders may not receive reasonable dividends for the coming year.

The property belonging to this company covers nearly the whole 
surface of the hill, embracing an area of one thousand six hundred and 
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eighty feet in length, and about eight hundred in width, It consists of 
fourteen of the original locations: Buckeye, Savage, Mammoth, Look. 
out, Triangle, Lupita, Champion, Elliptic, Margaret, Sentinel, At Last, ` 
Kohinoor, Nugget, and Rose Land. United States patents have been 
obtained for most of them, and they are situated about three and one 
quarter miles from the company’s smelting furnaces. 


RICHMOND MINE. 


This mine is situated on the same hill. It has been opened to a depth 
of three hundred and fifty feet. From Prof. Fisher, former Superin- 
tendent of the mine, we learn that with one furnace running, the net 
profit of the stockholders from September, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one, to September, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, was 
eighty-four thousand dollars. As this mine is owned by an English 
company whose place of business is in London, some delay is experi- 
enced in getting permits to visit it. As we had no such permit when at 
Eureka, and could not gain admission without one, we are unable to 
give any definite report concerning this mine. Lately it has been 
reported on good authority that a very large body of rich ore, ninety 
feet across and as yet of unknown depth, has been discovered here. 


MoCOY HILL 


Is situated about two and a half miles southwest of Eureka, between 
Ruby Hill and Prospect Mountain. Some of the early locations of 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four and eighteen hundred and sixty-five 
were made here, and at a time when the base ores of the district were 
not considered valuable. As there was no market for the ore, they laid 
idle for several years, until they were sold in eighteen hundred and 
sixty-eight to Major McCoy. 

The Inca, Ione, Sunburst, Summit, Grant, and Emerald are some of 
the good locations on this hill. 

GRANT 

Is situated on the apex of the hill. It contains two thousand feet. At 
a depth of fifty feet it shows a vein from five to fifteen feet in width. 
It has been extensively prospected at other points, showing a vein of 
the same character in width and in quality of ore. This is considered 
one of the good locations of the district. The ore assays from twenty- 
five dollars to one thousand five hundred dollars per ton, and is of the 
character known as smelting ores. 


SILVER HILL. 


On this hill are situated the Eureka, Giant, Gem, Tiger Lily, Diamond, 
Topaz, Amethyst, and others. 


EUREKA GIANT 


Is the principal mine located on this hill It is on the west side, near 
the entrance of New York Cafion. It lies in the great quartzite belt 
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which passes through Secret Cañon. It is a silver-bearing quartzite 
ledge, from sixty to eighty feet wide, running north and south. The 
ore'yields from eight dollars and twenty cents to two hundred dollars 
per ton, and ean be worked by either the smelting or milling process. 


ADAM'S HILL. 


West of Eureka two and a half miles, on the northern slope which 
runs from Prospect Mountain to Bullwhacker Flat, is Adam's Hill. The 
mines here are situated about six hundred feet above the level of the 
valley. The Empire is located on this hill, from which mine a great 
amount of ore has been extracted. The whole slope of the hill in this 
vicinity is covered with metal bearing deposits. Six hundred feet west 
of the Empire is the Lexington; and some of the other claims here are 
the General Lee, Wide West, Monongahela, Sentry, Maggié, Blue Star, 
Evening Star, Compromise, Regulator, and Morning Star. 


STAR CONSOLIDATED COMPANY. 


The mines belonging to this company are also located on this hill. 
They comprise twenty-four locations, which cover an area of one third 
of a mile wide and three fourths of a mile long, running nearly north 
and south. Ore has been found in all the locations, and in some places 
in continuous veins, but it is mostly in bunches. The Blue Star ledge 
crops out from the edge of the ravine between Adam's and Freeman 
Hills—a distance of one hundred and fifty feet. The vein is four feet 
wide and assays very high in gold. It can be quarried out with but 
little trouble. This vein, the Monongahela, Compromise, Mattapan, and 
Star of the Hast are the most promising locations belonging to this 
company. 

ADAM’S HILL CONSOLIDATED. 


Among the locations belonging to this company are the Lee, Wide 
West, Consort, Webfoot, and Ozark. The Lee and Wide West arethe only 
ones upon which much work has been done. The Пее runs northeast 
and southwest, and dips southeast. A tunnel has been run in froma 
ravine on the north west side of the hill, two hundred and forty feet on the 
ledge, in which ore has been found the whole distance about two feet in 
width. Fifty feet trom the mouth of the tunnel an incline has been 
sunk one hundred feet. The vein dips very regularly at an angle of 
eighty degrees, having good walls on both sides. Limestone is the hang- 
ing wall, and quartzite the foot wall. Contiguous to this hill, on the 
north, is 


BULLWHACKER FLAT. 


This is the most northerly point in the district at which ore has been 
found. It slopes down gradually to the valley, above which it is ele- 
vated not more than two hundred and fifty or three hundred feet. 
Bullwhacker and Silver West are the chief locations on this flat. There 
is a great amount of ore now on the Silver West dumps and at the 
furnace of the company at Eureka. The ore here yields bullion worth 
about two hundred and ninety dollars per ton. `

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COY HILL 


Lies directly south of the Town of Eureka, on the firat ridge to the 
west of the сайоп. The names of some of the locations made here are 
the Selden, Paul Jones, Dick, Wild Rose, Joo, Charley, Grand Deposit, 
and Horseshoe. The formation of the hill is limestone, with belts of 
quartzite crossing from east to west. In the quartzite are found the 
metal-bearing deposits, which are gash veins, having the same course as 
the bolts of the quartzite. The ore crops out many feet above the виг- 
face, showing hundreds of tons of ore which can be blasted out as from 
а stone quarry. There has been but little work done yet on any of the 
locations. Somo ore from the Wild Rover and Paul Jones was worked 
at the Lemon Mill, and several tons also at the Richmond furnace, the 
average yield of which was one hundred and thirty dollars per ton. 
Richer ore has been found lately in the Paul Jones, which contains a 
large amount of horn silver. Assays have given as high as two thou- 
sand two hundred dollars por ton, and some of the ore worked at the 
Lemon Mill gave four hundred and five dollars for first-class, and one hun- 
dred and six dollars for second-class ore. The ore in all these mines can be 
worked by mill process. It contains chiefly the chloride of silver and 
gray carbonate of lead. 


AJAX HILL 


Is situated a little to the southeast of Ruby Hill. Hore are located 
the Adams and Farren and Deep Mines, belonging to the Phenix Com- 

any. This company own on Adam’s Hill, also, the Lexington, Otho, 

mpire, and Jennie Lynch. The main shaft of the Adams and Farren 
is now down a distance of four hundred and twelve feet, which is the 
deepest point yet reached in any of the mines in this district. Water 18 
found at this pointintheshaft. From the two-hundred and three-hundred- 
foot stations, levels have been run off three hundred feet. The ore is 
found nearly continuous but irregular for that distance in both levels. 
The vein matter narrows down some places to a seam, and then widens 
out again several feet. The four-hundred-foot level has not been opened 
yet, but in winzes sunk from the three-hundred-foot level the ore is 
found continuing downward. The hanging wall is very irregular and 
broken, but the foot wall is smooth and regular, standing almost per- 
pendicular. There is a large amount of ore developed in this mine. 
Substantial steam hoisting works, with all the latest improvements of 
cages, safety-brakes, etc., complete, are in perfect working order at the 
shaft. The company during the past Summer have erected a new sixty- 
five-ton furnace. The old furnace during the last run it made of thirty- 
six days, turned out bullion to the amount of forty-seven thousand 
dollars. The new shaft of the Jackson is down two hundred and 
seventy feet. This is intended for a deep shaft, and is sunk in front of 
the ore channel. A considerable amount of ore is still being taken out 
of the old works. 


RUBY HILL CONSOLIDATED. 


An English company, who own the Lord Byron, El Dorado, Dunder- 
berg, and Bulhwhacker, are opening some good bodies of ore in these 
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mines. The company are building two large furnaces, so ав to be able 
to do their own smelting. 


PROSPECT MOUNTAIN 


Is situated three miles south west from Eureka. Approaching it through 
New York Caiion, it is seen in the form of a semi-circle, with one end of 
the аге pointing southeast and the other northeast. On this side, the 
mountain is covered with a growth of mountain mahogany and nut pine. 
A great number of prospect holes have been sunk, in all of which ore is 
found; besides some extensive shafts, inclines, and tunnels on some of 
. the more prominent locations. The mountain here is limestone, with 
quartzite belts crossing it in different directions, both of which forma- 
tions have been disturbed by plutonic action. The ore deposits are all 
found іп the limestone, and pitch in all conceivable directions. Ore has 
been found in a great many places near the surface, but nearly every ^ 
one of the deposits is entirely separated from the others. 


FOURTH OF JULY 


Is located on this mountain. There are one thousand six hundred feet 
in the claim. It was discovered on the fourth of July, eighteen hundred 
and seventy. Its course is north and south, and dips east. The vein 
varies in width’ from two to five feet. The richest ore is found on 
the foot wall, A tunnel has been run to strike the vein at a depth of 
one hundred and sixty feet. There are several thousand tons of ore 
exposed in this mine, which will work one hundred dollars per ton. 
About four hundred tons of the same character of ore are on the dump.

WHIPPOORWILL 


Is on the same hill with the above, and claims six hundred feet. The 
ore is found in bunches. There has not been a great deal extracted, but 
there is a large amount in sight. The ores in this vicinity are princi- 
pally argentiferous carbonate of lead in the oxide of iron. There are 
good bodies of quartz ore in some of the veins. 

The Gaslight, Golden Gate, Oromoso, Enterprise, Excelsior, Hamburg, 
Antelope, Valentine, Lord Byron, Orange, and Diamond are all located 
on this side of the mountain. Most of the veins here contain earthy 
ore and but little quartz. The vein matter is chiefly carbonate and ar- 
seniate of lead and oxide of iron containing silver. 


" HOME TICKET. 

A shaft has been sunk three hundred feet on this mine, and levels 
have been run in different directions, all of which show good bodies of 
ore, The Home Ticket Tunnel has been run in at thé base of the 
mountain one hundred and eighty-three feet, 
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On the western slope of this mountain are located the Marian (the ore 
from it is of a very high grade; assays made from it have given five thou- 
sand seven hundred dollars per ton), Oriole, Constitution, Peabody, Han- 
son, and Hit or Miss. These veins have a north and south course. 
The Baltic lies on another spur, a little to the southward, and іва north- 
west and southeast ledge, with croppings rising some ten feet above the 
ground. Further south, are the Red Jacket, Bob Пее, and La Victorine. 
Not far from the latter is the Golden Eagle, which is the most southerly 
of the locations made on this hill. Higher up are the Manhattan, King 
Bee, Lee, King, and El Dorado, out of which has been taken some of the 
richest lead bullion produced in the district. There are many other 
locations on this side of the mountain. Towards the base of the 
mountain the ores, for the most part, are milling; while towards the 
summit, they are chiefly smelting. 


HOOSAC MOUNTAIN 


Is situated about five miles south of Eureka, and east of the road lead. 
ing to Secret Cafion. In the quartzite belt which runs north and south 
for six or eight miles, and near its center, is found the Hoosac Mine. It 
is situated near the summit of the divide, between Eureka and Secret 
Cañon. The location contains one thousand feet. Ata depth of thirty 
feet, on the vein, there is a body of solid ore thirteen feet wide, which 
contains eighteen per cent of antimony, some arsenie, and from thirty 
dollars to two hundred dollars in silver, per ton. Nearly fifty per cent 
of the ore is lead. Sixty-five tons, worked at the Phenix furnace, gave, 
for the first class, one hundred and eighty dollars per ton; and for the 
second class, sixty dollars. This vein was discovered in eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-nine, and a little work was done on it from time to time, 
but until last Summer, nothing of any consequence was found. 


LEMON MILL AND MINING COMPANY. 


This company owns the only mill in this district for crushing and 
amalgamating ores. Itis the Metropolitan Mill, which was moved from 
Shermantown. There is, in connection with this mill, a White furnace, 
for roasting the ores. This has a capacity of chlorodizing twenty tons 
of ore daily. The mill contains fifteen stamps, with the capacity of 
crushing twenty-five tons of ore perday. The company own some good 
mines on Prospect Mountain, among which are the Lemon, Laurel, 
Florida, and Old Put. 


SEORET CANON 


Is situated eight miles south of Eureka. It contains a number of loca- 
tions, in some of which good ore has been found. The chief locations 
are the Scorpion, Page & Corwin, Hodgson, and the Baseye series, of 
which the Gem of Nevada is the most promising. It is from six to 
seven feet wide. Its course is northwest and southeast. Croppings сап 
be traced for a long distance, with the ledge well defined. -The Levia- 
than is another of the series. It has immense croppings, which are one 
hundred feet high. It contains antimonial silver. Ore from this mine, 
worked at the mills, yielded four hundred and seventy dollars per ton. 
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_ SIERRA DISTRICT. 

A short distance south of Secret Cañon is located Sierra District. A 
mill was erected here, but for some cause or other it has not been suc- 
cessful in working the ores of the district. 


SPRING VALLEY DISTRICT. 


It is situated on the west side of Prospect Mountain, and is twelve 
miles from Eureka. Between three- hundred and four hundred locations 
have been made here, of which the most promising are the Reeves and 
Berry, North Star, Mountain Queen, Munsey, and Mayote. Ten tons of 
ore from the North Star, worked at the Manhattan Mill in Austin, gave 
from sixty dollars to two hundred and fifty dollars per ton. "There are 
several springs in the valley, and wood is abundant. These ores can be 
worked either by smelting or mill process. 


LEOPOLD DISTRICT 


Lies to the north of Eureka, and was discovered in eighteen hundred 
and seventy. It is located near Roberts’ Creek Station, on the old over- 
land road. 


FISH CREEK DISTRICT 


Is eighteen miles south from Spring Valley. It was discovered in Au- 
gust, eighteen hundred and seventy.one. The ores are chiefly galena, 
containing silver. These mines are all located on a small hill, covering 
about four acres of ground. Little work has been done on any of them. 


| 
DIAMOND DISTRICT 
Is situated twenty miles north of Eureka. There is a large vein here 


called the Champion. The district was discovered in eighteen hu .lred 
and sixty-five. Little work has been bestowed upon it. 


MoGARRY DISTRICT 
Was discovered in November, eighteen hundred and seventy-one. It is 
situated to the west of Diamond District. 
PINTO DISTRICT 
Is situated about eight miles from Eureka, on the east side of the Dia- 
mond range of mountains and to the left of the road Jeading to Hamilton. 


A number of mines in this district were sold to an English company, 
who erected a fine mill. They are at present idle. 
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WILLIAMS’ SALT MARSH. : 

This marsh is located in Diamond Valley, forty-three miles north of 
Eureka, and ten miles east of Mineral Hill. The marsh contains about 
one thousand acres of salt land, from which salt is obtained in inerusta- 
tions on the surface, and from the solution in the waters, which come to 
within four feet of the top of the ground. The flat, however, which 
this marsh drains, is fifteen miles long and six miles wide. Salt was ob- 
tained here for a long time by gathering the incrustations without refin. 
ing, but it was not very pure. It contained only sixty per cent of salt, 
It is obtained now by evaporating the water in shallow iron pans, by 
means of artificial heat. The pans here are ten feet long, four feet wide, 
and ten inches deep—twenty-two of which are in use, producing daily 
five thousand pounds, working sixteen hours. The salt obtained in this 
manner is ninety-five per cent pure. The waters contain about twelve 
per cent of salt, one gallon of which yields about one pound. Tt is 
worth at the marsh two cents per pound. The markets supplied from 
this place are Eureka, Mineral Hill, and Hamilton. 


LINCOLN COUNTY 


Occupies the extreme southeastern corner of the State, and embraces an 
area of fifteen thousand square miles—all that territory situated between 
thirty-fifth degrees and thirty-eighth degrees north latitude, and longi- 
tude one hundred and fourteen degrees and one hundred and sixteen 
degrees west, contained within the boundaries of the State. It is 
bounded by Utah and Arizona on the east, California on the southwest, 
and Nye County on the west and north. The Colorado River is the 
boundary line between this portion of the State and Arizona. The 
gross production of bullion for the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one was three million five hundred and ninety-five thousand four hun- 
dred and eighty-four dollars and seventy-nine cents; and for the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two, five million three hundred and fifty- 
nine thousand four hundred and nine dollars and seventy-three cents, 
(the last quarter estimated), against only a few thousands in eighteen 
hundred and sixty-nine and eighteen hundred and seventy. Its popula- 
tion has been greatly increased, and all kinds of property have advanced 
in value. Permanent improvements for working the mines have been 
made on a large scale in the erection of hoisting works and mills. A 
narrow gauge railroad'is in course of construction from Pioche to Bul- 
lionville—a distance of eleven miles—which will be completed in a short 
time. This unexampled prosperity has been caused by the discovery 
of large and exceedingly rich deposits of silver ore in Ely District. 
Besides the valleys already described as belonging to the Colorado 
Basin and situated in this county, there are others equally productive; 
and being better supplied with -water for irrigation and more favorably 
situated for the markets, are more valuable. Pahranegat Valley con- 
tains twenty thousand acres of arable land, with good soil and mild 
climate; and Meadow Valley contains about the same area of equally 
fertile land and some of the best cultivated farms in the State. In Rose,

Spring, Eagle, and Dry Valleys there are also some good lands and: 
improved farms. The springs and streams in these valleys afford water 
enough for the irrigation of very large tracts of land, and considering 
the very productive character of the soil, sufficient supplies of grain and 
vegetables might be raised within the limits of the county for a much 
larger population than exists there at present. Owing, however, to the 
economical modes of farming practiced in Utah, grain can be raised and 
transported from that Territory to the markets in Lincoln County 
cheaper than it can be raised by our Nevada farmers; consequently a 
great proportion of the food supplies of this county are produced by the 
Mormons. 


ELY DISTRICT. 


The mines in this district were discovered in eighteen hundred and 
sixty-four, but no work of any consequence was done at that time. A 
number of claims were located, but as nothing very encouraging was 
found and water was very scarce, but little interest was manifested in 
them before the Spring of eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, when the 
district was reorganized and most of the claims were relocated. About 
one thousand five hundred claims have been recorded in this district. Tt 
embraces an area of ten miles square, with Mountain Springs as its 
central point. The metal-bearing veins are all found on the north side 
of a low range of hills which run nearly east and west,and almost at 
right angles with the chief mountain range in this section of the State. 
The rock formation is quartzite, this forming the body of the hill on 
which Pioche is situated. There is a belt of limestone to the east and 
also one to the west, overlying the quartzite. The metal-bearing veins 
are found to extend two and one halt miles in length by three quarters 
ofa mile in width. The richest deposits of ore are found, however, in 
the quartzite, where it is exposed in the veins on which are located the 
Raymond & Ely, Meadow Valley, Washington & Creole, and Pioche 
Companies’ claims. There are two well defined veins running through 
the quartzite, varying in width from three to nine feet, and with an 
average dip' of fifty-three degrees to the south. They unite on the 
Meadow Valley Company's ground, continuing west as one vein. It is 
to the west of the conjunction of these two veins that the Lightner 
shaft has struck the rich body of ore from which such ап astonishing 
amount of bullion has been produced within the last year. The ores 
are principally chloride and -sulphuret, the latter increasing as depth is ` 
obtained. Some of the ores obtained, however, contain a large propor- 
tion of base metals, and especially is this the case in some of the sections 
of the Meadow Valley in the-upper levels, where are found stetefeldtite, 
the oxide and carbonate of lead, and argentiferous galena; and to the 
east of the ridge there is found in the Bowery Mine antimonial, copper, 
and arsenical ores.

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PIOCHE 


Is the county seat, and chief place in the county. It is built irregularly 
on the side of the hill, on which are located the principal mines of this 
district, and only a short distance below them. The streets are laid 
out so as to conform to the ravines and to secure the best grade without 
much regard to their symmetry and direction. The buildings are mostly 
one story, and were of wood. Since the fire, which destroyed, in August, 
eighteen hundred and ‘seventy-one, nearly the whole city, many sub- 
stantial fireproof stores have been erected. It is well supplied with 
water, brought from springs on the mountains, several miles distant; 
but until the last Summer, water had to be hauled in wagons a long 
distance from the valley below. . 

According to the census returns of eighteen hundred and seventy, the 
population at that time was one thousand one hundred and forty-four. 
Competent persons estimate it now at five thousand. Its prosperity, 
however, is inseparably connected with the increase and diminution in 
the products of the mines. Ав long as they continue to yield profitably, 
so long will this be a thriving and busy place. There is a prosperous 
public school, and’ several churches, a daily newspaper, (the Record,) 
from whose valuable weekly mining review we have condensed some of 
our notices of the mines in this district. There are two daily lines of 
stages, one connecting with the railroad via Salt Lake, and the other 
via Hamilton. It has two telegraph lines. It is situated about two 
hundred and thirty miles from the Central Pacifie Railroad, at Toano, 
from which point supplies are shipped, and one hundred and eighty 
miles from the Colorado. Open valleys extend both north and south, 
so that it can be reached from either direction without crossing any 
mountain chains. 

A great proportion of the floating population of this State and of Cal- 
ifornia — men without occupation and who do not desire any, without 
any legitimate means of making a living, a class of persons always on 
the lookout for a big thing but never willing to endure-the hardships of 
a pioneer's life in hunting it, always unincumbered with any business 
associations to keep them in one place, but ever ready to give their 
landlords the slip, prouder of the title of “rough” than that of an honest 
man, and who enjoy a dollar gotten by a triek better than one gotten 
by hard work — these jackals of the hardy prospector were drawn here 
during the first excitement created by the developments in Ше mines of 
this district. The consequence was, that for a time Pioche was a scene of 
lawlessness and horrid murders, which have scarcely ever had a parallel 
in the history of this coast. In July, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one, there were thirty-four graves in the publie burying ground; and I 
was assured by residents of the town that thirty occupants of these 
graves had “died with their boots on.” Men were shot down and stabbed 
without the least provocation, and the murderers walked the streets 
afterwards, openly boasting of their crime. If one of them was arrested, 
he was soon released on “straw bail,” or through some legal techni- 
cality. There was never one of these -guilty parties punished, except 
by the hand of an assassin. Good men were drawn into these quarrels, 
and were often obliged, for their own protection, to take sides with one 
or the other of the desperadoes; so that, at one time, nearly the whole 
of the population of the place were leagued in two opposing factions 
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who had their arsenals filled with arms and ammunition, ready for use 
at а moment's warning. This state of affairs has gradually subsided. 
The more desperate of the “roughs” have either been killed or have 


“ей; the country. The permanency of the mines being established, a 


class of steady business men and miners have taken their place. 


BULLION VILLE 


Is the second place in importance in the county. It is situated at the 
north end of Meadow Valley. Here are located most of the mills for 
the reduction of the ores of Ely District. There is a good and never- 
failing supply of water for all the mills necessary to be erected. There 
are several stores, hotels, saloons, hay yards, blacksmith shops, and pri- 
vate dwellings. It is eleven miles from Pioche, with which place it will 
soon be connected by railroad. Like Pioche, its business prospects 
depend entirely upon the success of the mines here.

PANACA CITY 


Is in the same valley, three miles south of Bullionville. It is a Mormon 
settlement, and laid out in the peculiar style of that people. Its citizens 
are chiefly devoted to agriculture and stock raising. Many of them, 
however, furnish teams and engage in hauling ore from the mines to 
the mills, and in freighting from the railroad to Pioche. 


HIKO CITY, 


Formerly the county seat, has not increased in size and population for 
several years. lt is more especially noted now for its swarms of mos- 
quitoes than for its activity and business prospects. 


T LOGAN OITY 
Is a small town in the mountain near the Pahranegat Mines. There is 
here a well of pure, cold water, eighty feet deep. As there is but little 
work doing in the mines in this district, its business prospects are no 
better than those of Hiko. 


У RAYMOND AND ELY COMPANY. 

The production and shipment of bullion from this company's mines 
within the last two years, has made them the most profitable mines in 
the State. The richness of the ores being much greater than of that 
taken from the Comstock lode, more than compensates for the cheapness 
of extraction and reduction in the latter district. The following state- 
ment, taken from the report for eighteen hundred and seventy-one, of 
Mr. Lightner, Superintendent, shows the amount of ores extracted from 
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the different mines belonging to the DO during that year to be 
as follows:

The product of all the ores worked has been, in gross (assayed value 
here), one million three hundred and sixty- one thousand six hundred 
and twenty-eight dollars and seventy-eight cents, showing a yield per 
ton in bullion of one hundred and thirty-one dollars and twenty-seven 
cents. The large amount of base metals contained in the ores, together 
with imperfection of machinery, which has at all times been overtaxed, 
will account for our percentage of working not being over seventy-four 
and twenty-seven hundredths of the assayed value of the pulp. The 
tailings have been saved, however, and lie convenient for working, and 
may in future be a fund for the company to work upon. 

This company has two mills, situated at Bullionville, eleven miles from 
the mines, one of twenty, and the other of thirty stamps, which are kept 
constantly at work on their own ores. The twenty-stamp mill produced 
during the four months ending December thirty-first, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one, the unprecedented amount of nine hundred and six 
thousand two hundred and nineteen dollars and twenty-five cents, in 
bullion. During the past year the production of bullion has been nearly 
twelve thousand dollars per day. Only first-class ores are worked— 
second-class kept for reserves. ‘The Lightner shaft, on the Panaca n 
has reached a depth of five hundred and twenty-five feet. 


MEADOW VALLEY. 
% 

This company owns one thousand eight hundred feet on the north 
branch and on the chief vein of this district. It is worked through 
inclines following the vein. No. 7 has reached a depth of seven hun- 
dred and thirty feet, which is the deepest point reached on this hill. A 
good vein has been found the whole distance, which varies from two to 
five and one half feet in width. From the report for eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one, of Mr. Forman, Superintendent, we take the following:

The development of the mine has been greatly retarded by баг ina- 
bility to do the hoisting with the whims, which have been taxed nearly 
to their utmost capacity. But comparatively little drifting and sinking 
could be done below.the tunnel levels. The ledge, throughout the mine 
below the two-hundred-foot level, contains much more “ picking" ground 
than it does above that level, and I anticipate a large reduction in the 
cost of extraction. But little work has been done during the year upon 
the outside mines owned by the company, except the necessary amount 
required to comply with the mining laws of the distriet. During the 
first few months the mill was run, much time was lost for want of an 
adequate supply of water. The ditch for supplying the mill was dug 
across a sand flat, and the water was absorbed and evaporated during 
the Summer, and the ditch frozen up during a portion of the Winter. 
This has been remedied by building a flume to take the place of the 
ditch, and covering it with earth to a sufficient depth to prevent freezing 
during the Winter. During the year just ended, seventeen thousand 
four hundred and fifty-eight tons of ore have been received, and sixteen 
thousand one hundred and seventy-two tons reduced by the mill. The 
necessary reservoirs have been constructed for catching tailings. 

As the prices paid for mining supplies and freight have not materially 
changed within the past year, this table will show the cost of such at 
Pioche.

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PIOCHE. 


This mine is located on the same vein with the Meadow Valley, to the 
east. The vein here varies from two to seven feet in width, and dips south 
forty-eight, degrees. A vertical shaft has been sunk two hundred and 
eighty-three feet deep. It is well timbered, with steam hoisting works 
above. At the third station, three hundred and eighty-three feet deep, 
the vein is two hundred and fifty feet distant from the shaft, and at the 
fourth statjon, one hundred and eighty feet. An incline has been sunk 
on the vein to the four-hundred-foot level. 


AMERIOAN FLAG. 


There are one thousand two hundred feet in this location. Its course 
is east and west; dips south fifty-five degrees. Some exceedingly rich 
ore has been taken from this mine, The vein does not crop out above 
the surface. The first indications of it were found at a depth of eight 
feet in a red streak of clay, which, on being followed, disclosed а vein 
from ten inches to three feet in width. Three inclines have been sunk, 
and in each one of them is found a continuous vein of ore, which con- 
tains a large per cent of galena. 


BOWERY. 


This claim contains one thousand feet. Its course is east and west; 
dip irregular, from thirty to cighty degrees south. Some ore was found 
in this mine which assayed as high as thirteen thousand dollars per ton. 
It contains a large per cent of copper, which is found on its foot wall. 
Steam hoisting works have been erected during the past Summer. The 
building covering them is twenty-eight by seventy-five feet. The 
engine is of thirty-horse power. The shaft is timbered down the 
entire depth, and is divided into two compartments, one to be used as 
a gangway, and the other for working purposes. The size is equal in 
both—three and a half by four and a half feet. 


ALPS. 

This is one of the most easterly locations in the district that has pro. 
duced any bullion. The vein has been found continuous to a depth of 
one hundred and forty feet, varying in width from four to five feet. A 
vertical shaft is now being sunk. One hundred and fifteen feet from 
the surface a drift has been run seventy-five feet on the vein. The shaft 
is now one hundred and ninety-four feet deep. This company have 
steam hoisting works, which were erected during the past Summer. 


WASHINGTON AND CREOLE 


Is situated on the southern branch of the main теш іп the district. 
Steam hoisting works have been put in place. The main building cover- 
ing the engine, drums, and shaft is thirty by sixty-four feet, with a 
side building attached for the boiler house. The shaft below the thnee- 
hundred-and-fifty-foot level has been straightened and widened to the 
same width which it is above that level, so that a cage may be run on one 
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side of the shaft and a bucket оп the other. The entire shaft has been 
retimbered, and new guide timbers for buckets placed in it. 


PORTLAND. 


This mine is situated on the flat to the east of Pioche. The workings 
consist of a shaft ninety feet in depth, from the bottom of which a drift 
has been run a distance of one hundred and seven feet, where it cuts 
the ledge. The vein matter occupies the space of nine feet from wall to 
wall. Of this, fully five and a half feet are ore, and two and a half 
feet of the latter is first-class. Assays of samples from the whole width 
of the vein gave an average of three hundred and ninety-one dollars 
and seventy-one cents.

PIOCHE CHAMPION. 


The main shaft of this company has reached a depth of two hundred 
and five feet. Shaft No. 1 is down eighty feet. 


AMADOR TUNNEL

- CLARKE DISTRICT 


Was organized July nineteenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, by 
Mr. John Moss. Itis situated near the line between Nevada and Cali- 
fornia. It is claimed by the latter State, and taxes are collected by the 
officials of San Bernardino County. 

The district is situated about eighty miles from the Colorado River, 


^ to which there is an easy grade. A fair supply of water is obtained 


from springs, which can be largely increased by drifting in the clay 
belt in which the springs are found. This affords water wherever it is 
tapped, and ің about one mile in length, 
he formation is chiefly limestone, In this the mines in the vicinity 
‘of Ivanpah are entirely found. The ores are mostly stetefeldtite, with 
chloride and sulphurets. Тре ores of this district are similar to those 
obtained at Belmont. Malachite and the oxide of copper are found here. 
Six hundred and eighty claims were recorded in eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one. There were no mills here at that time, and only first-class 
ore was saved, which was shipped' to Los Angeles by teams, and thence 
to San Francisco by steamer, for reduction, at a cost of about one hun- 
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dred and twenty dollars freight. The ore shipped yielded about one 
thousand dollars per ton. | 

During the Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy the Piute Com- 
pany, organized in San Francisco, and owning one hundred locations in- 
this district, carried on work extensively for awhile, but failing to 
develop any valuable body of ore in these locations, they finally gave 
up work. 


EUGENE. 


There are one thousand two hundred feet in this location. A consider- 
able amount of work has been done upon it, and ten tons of the ore 
yielded in San Francisco nine hundred and seventy-five dollars per ton. 
The ore is found in pockets here without any regularity, both walls 
being much broken. 


BEATRICE. 


This claim is owned by the McFarlane Brothers, who claim two thou- 
sand two hundred feet in their location. The vein is six feet wide from 
wall to wall, though there are many large lime bowlders mingled with it. 
The country rock is limestone. Native silver, chloride, and stetefeldtite 
are found in this mine. Several tons of this ore, worked in San Fran- 
cisco, one thousand and ninety-six dollars per ton. Water is four 
miles distant, and is packed in by the Indians on the backs of mules. 
This claim was located in March, eighteen hundred and seventy, but 
work was not commenced until April, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one. The course of the vein is east and west; dip, sixty degrees north. 


‘LIZZIE BULLOOK 
" 


Is situated on Alaska Hill, five miles from Ivanpah. Clarke District 
embraces an area of thirty-five miles square, with this group of mines as 
the central point. Twenty thousand dollars have been divided between 
Messrs. Chatfield & Hoit, a8 the profit on this mine for the last year. 
Their ore is all shipped to San Francisco and reduced there. Tt is all 
assorted and none but the first-class sent off; this yields from one thou- 
sand five hundred dollars to one thousand seven hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per ton. А great amount of ore has been obtained here which will 
average one hundred and fifty dollars or two hundred dollars per ton, 
but this would not more than pay the cost of transportation to San 
Francisco—but with a mill in the district would yield a large profit.

YELLOW PINE DISTRICT. 


This district is situated in the Mountain Spring range of mountains, 
and joins Clarke District on the north. It is about forty miles from 
Ivanpah. The only mine yet discovered in this district occurs in lime- 
stone. The deposit crops out on the west side of an almost perpendicu- 
lar cliff one hundred and fifty feet in height, and near the summit of 
the mountain. About thirty feet from the base of the cliff very rich 
deposits of argentiferous galena are found cropping out. These deposits 
lie almost horizontal, and vary in width from one to five feet. The 
Indians knew of the existence of this metal-bearing vein long before the

present race of whites came to this country, and used to melt the ore 
obtained from it into bullets. The Mormons also obtained supplies of 
lead from this place, and during the anticipated troubles with Висћап- 
an's Administration in eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, they obtained 
large quantities here. 'This mine was reported to have been sold to an 
English company for one hundred thousand dollars. In May, eighteen 
hundred and sevonty-one, there were no white men in this district. 
Mormon Charley, an Indian, had charge of the mine and other property. 
This district із well watered, and there is an abundance of timber and 
wood for milling and smelting purposes. It is about thirty miles from 
Los Vegas Ranche, and there are several Indian rancherios on the east 
side of the mountain, where there are sufficient agricultural lands on 
which supplies can bo produced for a largo population of miners. 


EL DORADO CANON DISTRICT. 


The mines in this district are situated about six miles from the Colo- 
rado River, and were discovered in April, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
one, by Mr. Joe Good and others. <A great deal of work has been done 
here on some of the veins, and in eighteen hundred and sixty-four a 
ten-stamp mill was erected; but, being built of old machinery, picked 
up piece by piece at different times and places, it never did much good 
as а mill in the reduction of the ores of this district. The veins hero 
are found in talcose slate. The vein matter is spar. There is but little 
quartz found in any of the mines of this district. Seven hundred 
locations have been made here, and at one time there was a large popu- 
lation. The company owning the mill and principal mines of the district 
closed operations in the Fall of eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. About 
eighteen thousand dollars had beenWexpended in running tunnels and 
sinking shafts. There is an unlimited supply of water within six miles 
of the mines—the Colorado River, Some work, however, would be 
required to make it available for milling purposes. Freight can be 
delivered here by the river, from San Francisco, at a cost of not more 
than three cents per pound. Wood, obtained from the adjacent moun- 
tains, costs about ten dollars per cord. Float wood, caught in the river, 
does not cost more than one dollar per cord. During the past year 
work has been resumed in this district by a company from Elgin, Illinois. 
They are well supplied with tools and everything necessary for the 
development of their mines. Sixteen men are employed at the present 
time, and preparations are being made to erect a new mill on the site of 
ihe old one. The principal work has been done on the Techutticup, 
silver-bearing, and on the Montezuma, gold-bearing, veins. 


TIMBER MOUNTAIN DISTRICT 


Lies north of Yellow Pine, and is about thirty miles square. It was 
discovered in October, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. About fifteen 
, locations were made, but no work was done at that time. During the 
past Summer some work has been done here by the Elgin Company, 
from El Dorado Cafion, on the Little Johnnie. The veins here contain 
chiefly galena ores. The district is well supplied with wood and water— 
much better than most districts in the State.

SOUTHEASTERN DISTRICT 


Is situated in the Los Vegas range of mountains, and about seventy-five 
miles north of the ranch of that namo. It was discovered and organized 
in September, eighteen hundred and seventy, at- which time seven loca- 
tions were made. Nothing but a little assessment work to hold the 
claim has, as yet, been done. The ore contains a large per cent of сор- 
per, and is found in quartzite and porphyry. Fine specimens of native 
copper are found here. The Argentine shows a good body of low grade 
ore, assaying from thirty dollars to one hundred and eighty dollars per 
ton. The vein is twenty-five feet in width. Summit Springs, twelve 
miles distant to the northwest, is the nearest point from which water 
can be obtained. Wood is scarce. Two men were at work here in 
June, eighteen hundred and seventy-one.

GROOM DISTRICT 


Is situated ton miles west from Summit Springs, in the same range of 
mountains. Only about six locations have been made here. The ore is 
all low grade, assaying from ten dollars to sixty-five dollars in silver. 
The formations found here are limestone, quartzite, and argellaceous 
shale. Plenty of water and wood is found convenient for all purposes. 
But little work has been done on any of the veins. 


PAHRANEGAT. 


But little work worthy of note has been done in this district within 
the past two years. The New York Company, owning the principal 
mines here, it is thought, will again put a force to work. This company 
suspended operations here in June, eighteen hundred and seventy-one. 
With systematic and economical management in working these mines, 
there is no doubt but that a sufficient quantity of pay ore ean be 
obtained to keep at least one good mill of fifteen or twenty stamps run- 
ning constantly. There is a great amount of low стаде ore, which, with. 
the best furnaces, can be made to pay a profit. 


HIGHLAND DISTRICT = 
Was organized during the Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy. 
: It is situated near the west of Pioche, and about seven miles distant. 
Quartzite is the prevailing formation. The ores contain a large per cent 
of lead. There is plenty of good timber in the district. The Mendha 
and Arizona are two of the principal locations. The Mendha has a 
ledge about four feet in width, and a shaft down upon it over one hun- 


dred feet. ј 
PENNSYLVANIA DISTRICT 


- 


Is located forty miles south of Pioche, in the range of mountains between 
Meadow and Clover Valleys. It was discovered four years ago by a 
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Mormon named Smith, but no work was done until the Fall of eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one. Several locations have been made in the dis- 
trict; and a considerable amount of work has been done on the Klingen 
Smith. This vein is from two and a half to three feet in width. An 
incline has been sunk on it seventy-five feet. The ore is low grade, and 
averages about forty-five dollars per ton without assorting. The vein 
is in quartzite—a large belt of which runs through the district east 
to west. The principal formation found here is granite. Water is 
obtained from springs, though it is but a short distance to the Meadow 
Valley Wash, in which flows a good stream of water at all seasons of 
the year. Sherwood’s sawmill is ten miles distant, where plenty of 
lumber can always be obtained. 


` CHIEF DISTRICT 


Is situated twelve miles south of Pioche, and three miles from Meadow 
Valley to the west. Several locations have been made, and work com- 
menced on the Black Hawk ledge, by Messrs. Raymond & Co. The 
ore extracted is estimated to be worth one hundred dollars рег ton. A 
number of miners are at work here, and the prospects are fair for a good 
camp. 


LYON COUNTY. 


A number of mining districts have been organized in this county at 
various times, and a great amount of money has been expended in them, 
in the endeavor to develop some profitable mines; but with the excep- 


“Боп of some veins in Gold Cañon, попе of the mines in this county are 


yielding any ore. Being favorably situated for the erection of mills for 
the reduetion of Comstock ores, and having the Carson Hiver as a 
inotive power for the propulsion of machinery, this county is the great 
milling center of the State. The mills now in running order have the 
eapacity of working daily one thousand three hundred and ninety-nine 
tons of ores and tailings—which is much larger than that of any other 
county in the State. 


DAYTON, 


The county seat, situated on the banks of the Carson, has a population 
of about one thousand five hundred. Silver City, in Gold Сайоп, has 
about the same population. Sutro, three and one half miles below 
Dayton, at the mouth of the tunnel, is being rapidly built up. It is reg- 
ularly laid out, the streets crossing each other at right angles. The 
main street is one hundred and fifty feet in width, and those parallel 
with and crossing it are one hundred feet wide. A water tank that will 
contain fifty thousand gallons has been constructed two hundred and 
fifty feet above the town. It ‘is filled from a water tunnel run in the 
hill about one mile above, between No. 1 and No. 2 shafts. е 
Sutro Building Association has been formed among the mechanics ап 
employés of the tunnel company, with a capital stock of fifty thousand 
dollars. A Masonic and Odd Fellows’ hall will be built by this society 
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during the present Winter. It is to be built of brick manufactured in 
the vicinity, which are said to be of a very superior quality. А Post 
Office and Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Express are here, and a telegraph line 
by the way of Dayton connects it with the lines of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. Gas works have been erected, by which the town 
and tunnel are lighted. Sutro-is six miles from Virginia, with which 
place it is connected by a good road across the mountains. One of the 
finest private residences in the State has been built here, at a cost of 
over forty thousand dollars, by Mr. Sutro, President of the tunnel 
company. | 


SUTRO TUNNEL. 


Many reports have been made upon this enterprise, setting forth its 
magnitude, advantages, its bearing upon mining, and especially the diffi- 
culties against which Mr. Sutro has had to contend from the opposition 
of the mine owners, All the facts connected with this undertaking are 
во well known that it will be unnecessary to repeat them here, or to _ 
enter into any discussion as to the merits or demerits of this great 
undertaking. Mention only of the progress of the work and the 
activity with which it is carried forward, will be made. The tunnel has 
now reached the distance of three thousand three hundred feet, and 18 
being carried in at the rate of three and one half feet per day. Two 
thousand three hundred feet from its mouth it is cut by an air shaft 
two hundred and ten feet from the surface. The dirt from the face of 
the tunnel is hoisted through this shaft, instead of being carried out to 
its mouth. For a distance of,one thousand feet the tunnel has been 
completed. It is well timbered and divided into two compartments. 
The supports on the sides are timbers twelve by twelve inches, and in 
the center ten by ten inches. Each compartment is five feet wide at 
the bottom, four and one half at the top, and seven and one half feet 
high. .A railroad track is laid as fast as the tunnel advances. This 
will extend to the river, a distance of one and a half miles. The floor · 
and track are raised sixteen inches to allow a passage for the wate 
There is a fall of one inch to every one hundred feet. This, it is 
thought, will be sufficient to carry off the water. Е 

Shaft No. 1 ів four thousand and seventy feet from the mouth of the 
tunnel. It has reached a depth of four hundred and eighty feet, and 
will soon be completed to the tunnel level—five hundred and forty-three 
feet. Shaft No. 2 has reached a depth of six hundred feet. It is five 
thousand one hundred and fifty feet from Мо. 1, and at the level of the 
tunnel will be one thousand feet deep. Shaft No. 3 is four ‘thou- 
sand feet from No. 2, and is four hundred feet deep. At the level of 
the tunnel its depth will be one thousand four hundred and fifty-eight 
feet. Shaft No. 4 is four thousand six hundred and fifty-four feet from 
No. 3. It has been sunk four hundred feet. At the level of the tunnel 
it will be one thousand four hundred and ninety-eight feet deep. The dis- 
tance from the Savage Mine on the Comstock lode is two thousand two 
hundred and forty-four feet, and the whole distance from the mouth of the 
tunnel, twenty thousand one hundred and seventy-eight feet. Atthis point 
the depth of the tunnel below the floor of the Savage works will be one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-two feet. The topography of the 
country is well adapted to the sinking of these shafts, being cut by deep 
ravines, in which the different shafts have been started. If the slope of 
the hill from the mouth of the tunnel to Virginia were regular, it would 
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be necessary to sink several hundred feet further to obtain the same 
level. Powerful hoisting works have been erected at each one of the 
shafts. In No. 2a large amount of water has been encountered. When 
the pumps are allowed to stop it rises to within three hundred feet of 
the surface. A large machine shop has been erected at Sutro for the 
manufacture of all the machinery to be used by the company. There is 
also here a store supplied with everything necessary for use at the dif- 
ferent works, These are issued as they are needed. The formations 
through which the tunnel has passed so far, are: for the first seven hun- 
dred and fifty feet, conglomerate; then trachyte three hundred and 
eighty feet; after this a belt of clay one hundred and fifty feet; and 
then comes one thousand seven hundred and fifty feet of porphyry; 
again three hundred and ten feet of trachyte. It is calculated that the 
tunnel will be completed to the Comstock lode in from two to two and a 
half years from the present time, providing no unlooked for obstacles 
are met with in the prosecution of the work.

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DEVIL'S GATE DISTRICT "T 


Is situated in Gold Сайоп., Silver City is about its central point. The 
mines here were worked several years ago, but for a-long time they 
were idle, and some of them abandoned. Work, however, has been 
resumed here lately, and the prospects of this district never looked 
more encouraging than the present: 


- 


DAYTON, 


This mine is located in Silver City, on the south side of the caüon. 
The old works on this mine are a tunnel, in which a shaft was sunk two 
hundred feet. A new shaft has been started, which has reached a depth 
of one hundred feet. New steam hoisting works are to be erected over 
itin the Spring. Ore from this mine is extracted in sufficient quantities 
to keep the Atlanta Mill—ten stamps—constantly running. This is one 
of tho earliest locations in the district. Nothing was done on it for a 
number of years. During the past Summer work was resumed—the old 
works cleaned out, and a new shaft commenced, : 

BUCKEYE. a 

This mine is located one mile east of Silver City, in Попов Ravine. It 
ig also one of the old locations. Steam hoisting works have been in use 
here, but everything was abandoned, and nothing done for a long time. 
Two years ago work was resumed, and new steam hoisting works were 
erected. Ап incline is down a distance of six hundred feet. Two mills, 
Horn and Hope, each ien-stamp, are supplied with ore from this mine. 
Water in considerable quantities is found, requiring an eight-inch pump 
to keep the mine clear. This water is carried by flames around to Silver 
City, and supplies the Bacon and Trench Mills. 


` | 
СООК & GEYER. 


This mine is located about three quarters of a mile north of Silver 
City. A great amount of work was done on it last Summer, and the ore 
obtained here kept the Franklin Mill running. It has been idle for thé 
last three months, but work will soon be resumed again. 2 


DANEY, 


This mine has been abandoned. Some good ore was here near the 
surface, and worked out years ago. Since that time hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars have been expended in prospecting for other bodies of 
ore, but nothing of any consequence has been found. Work has ђеећ 
stopped and renewed again several times. During the exciténient of last 
Spring the owners were again iüspired with the hope of finding воте- 
thing in this mine; but after several months of work they have giveh it 
up and will remove the hoisting works and other material of value. 
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COMET. 


This mine is about one mile west of Silver City. Itis one of the old 
locations. A large amount of ore was found here some years ago. Work 
has lately been resumed and about one hundred tons of low grade ore 
extracted. v 


RED JACKET. 


This mine was located within the past year. An incline was sunk on 
the ledge, but the water came in so fast that work had to be suspended, 
and a shaft was started and sunk sixty feet. Owing, however, to the 
difficulty experienced in getting timber and lumber necessary for the 
mine, during the stoppage of the trains on the railroad, work was given 
up. It will be resumed again in the Spring. 


SPRING VALLEY DISTRICT. 
Some work has been done here within the past two years, and ore 
taken from some of the mines and worked at the Spring Valley Mill. 


NYE COUNTY 


Embraces the greatest area of any county in the State. In its general 
features it does not differ essentially from the other counties. Its 
mountain ranges and valleys are similar to those further north. <A large 
number of mining districts have been organized in this county at 
different times, some of which have developed valuable mines. The 
larger number of the districts, however, have not shown anything as 
yet, of a very permanent character. 

Within the last two years greater confidence has been manifested in 
the mineral resources. Work has been renewed in districts that were 
almost abandoned, and some new ones have been discovered. The value 
of real estate has been increased, and there has also occurred a large 
increase in population. The future prospects of no county in the State 
look more encouraging than those of Nye. 


PHILADELPHIA DISTRICT. 


The facilities for milling and mining in this district are good; there 


is sufficient water for steam mills and plenty of wood on the surround- 


ing mountains for all purposes. 

The geological formation of the district is characterized by a belt of 
granite to the west of the mineral zone. The metal-bearing veins occur 
in a stratification of slate which runs north and south, and dips to the 
east. The character of the ore is principally an antimonial sulphuret 
of silver, and copper, and iron (stetefeldtite). Near the surface it is 
decomposed and contains more of the chloride of silver. 


г 
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BELMONT, 


The central point of this district and the county seat of Nye, was mostly 
built up between the time of the discovery of the mines in this district 
and eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, during which year it become the 
most flourishing town in Eastern Nevada. А newspaper was published 
here. Banks, assay offices, hotels, and other institutions that are neces- 
sary in places where business is flourishing, were doing well. The 
failure, however, of the Combination Company to make a success of 
their undertaking, discouraged many of the people; and the rich mines 


of White Pine being discovered about this time, caused the place to һе” 


almost abandoned. During the past year business has greatly revived, 
and the town now bids fair to take its former rank in the estimate of 
the towns of Eastern Nevada. Old houses have been repaired, and new 
ones are building. Within the past few months two new twenty-stamp 
mills have been erected, which will soon begin to produce a large amount 
of fine bullion, as there are now on the dumps and in the ore-houses of 
the different mining companies many tons of exceedingly rich ore; 
besides, many thousand tons have been developed in the mine which will 
be taken out as fast as the mills can reduce it.

The principal companies here doing work are the El Dorado Consoli- 
dated, Monitor, and Belmont. The El Dorado Congolidated own the 
El Dorado and Arizona Mines. 


EL DORADO T 
Is one of the oldest locations in this district. It has been worked соп- 


stantly, but with little energy, ever since the discovery, paying all 
expenses for working and improvements, and yielding its owners large 
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profits. This mine has been thoroughly prospected and shows larger 
bodies of rich ore as it continues‘to be opened up. The vein matter ig, 
in places, sixty feet between the foot and hanging walls. Only about 
six feet is good ore. Rich deposits of chloride ore, however, are found 


с outside of this, mixed with broken slate. An incline follows the vein 


down four hundred feet. It is found continuous from the surface. 
Levels have been run north and south from this incline about one hun- 
dred feet apart. They all show good bodies of ore from two to nine 
feet in width, which extends to within sixty feet of the surface, at which 
point it was first discovered in the incline. "This incline has been well 
timbered throughout its whole length. Hoisting machinery and pump- 


‘ing apparatus, with a fine twenty-five-horse power engine, have been 


erected at its entrance. A great deal of work has been done in this 
mine, but at present operations are confined to the opening up of differ- 
ent levels preparatory to stoping out ore, as soon as the new twenty- 
stamp mill belonging to this company is ready for use. Most of the ore 
heretofore extracted has been worked by the Manhattan Mill in Austin, 
yielding on an average two hundred dollars per ton. 


ARIZONA. 


This mine belongs to the same company, and is located on the same 
vein with the Е! Dorado. There are six hundred feet in this claim, and it 
was located in eighteen hundred and sixty-six. It was owned and 
worked for three years by a Mexican named Antonio Bergues, who took 


‚ out twenty-five thousand dollars, working the ore in ап arastra. Messrs. 


N 


Vollmer & Canfield then bought and worked it about one year, before 
selling it to its present owners. The title is secured by a United States 
patent. ‘The pay ore in this mine is found in chimneys, three of which 
erop out on the surface and run in a southerly course through the vein, 
growing wide and narrow alternately, thus forming what the German 
miners call Linsengang. Two other chimneys of rich ore have been 
found which were not visible in the croppings. This mine has been 
steadily worked since it was bought by-Messrs. Vollmer & Canfield, and 
without levying a dollar of assessment has paid all expenses, and yielded 
large dividends to the owners. It now shows richer bodies of ore than 
ever. It can be worked to the depth of four hundred feet before reach- 
ing the water level. The ore requires roasting, and by the Stetefeldt 
process it yields from ninety per cent to ninety-three per cent of the 
pulp assays. 


MONITOR. 


This mine is on the same vein with the El Dorado and Arizona, and is 
located between the two. It shows the richest body of ore ever found 
in this district, thirty-one and one half tons of which, taken from a large 
body of equally good ore, and worked at the Manhattan Mill in Austin, 
yielded twenty thousand three hundred and thirty-five dollars and sixty . 
cents, or six hundred and forty-two dollars and forty cents per ton. 
The mine is worked through a tunnel two hundred and fifty feet in 
length, which taps the vein at a distance of two hundred and forty feet 
from the surface. This mine shows no croppings, and was found only 
when cut by the tunnel. The width of the vein varies from two and 
one half feet to thirty feet. Although this mine was located several 
years ago, yet it is only very reeently that it has produced anything, or 
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has shown any bodies of ore worth notice. It was purchased in June, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one, by Messrs. Stein, Sharp, Roberts, 
Car rol, and Fla;ler, who paid for-it with ore that was on the dump at 
the time of the purchase. ‘They sold it shortly afterwards to the pres- 
ent company, who have incorporated with a capital stock of fifty thou- 
sand shares, which have sold very readily at fifteen dollars per-share. 
This company has just completed'a fine twenty-stamp mill and Stetefeldt 
furnace, which will be kept constantly running on their own ores. 


BELMONT. 


The property formerly known as the Canfield Mine, situated on the 
Transylvania ledge, has been consolidated with the Buel High Bridge, 
and both these mines are now owned by the Belmont Company. These 
mines are situated on veins running parallel with the one on which are 
located the El Dorado, Monitor, and Arizona, and on the same with 
Combination Company’s Mine. The Canfield contains two thousand feet, 
and is the most southerly location on this vein—eight hundred feet of it 
only have been opened up. This has been worked out to the water level. 
The incline has now reached the depth of three hundred and fifty feet, 
and levels are being run from this point north and south. The Canfield 
Mine was for a long time the chief support of the Town of Belmont, and 
had other mine owners here displayed the same skill and energy in 

working their mines that the owners of this one have manifested, thé 
wealth of this district would have been made known much sooner. But 
little is doing at present, or has been done for some time past, on the 
High Bridge. 


THE COMBINATION COMPANY. 
But little work has been done on the mines belonging Њо this com- 
pany. The property has been leased to some persons who have gouged 
about the surface and have taken out some good ore, but no work has 


been done towards exploring the mine. below the water level. The ` 


developments of the past two years having established the permanency 
and richness of other mines in this district whose prospects were not 
nearly as good as this company’s some years ago, work will probably 
be resumed again soon by the owners of this property. 

There are other mines in this district, but nothing of much importance 
has been shown in them. The Green and Oder, Silver Champion, High- 
land Chief, and Black Warrior are all found to the north of Belmont. 
Considerable work has been done on tho first two of these locations, 
and some good ore has been extracted therefrom.

SPANISH BELT. 


This section of the district is seven and one half miles northwest of 
Belmont. There are a number of ledges here, and some of good size. 
The Pennsylvania is twelve feet in width, and shows some rich ore in 
places. Assays have been made which gave one thousand two hundred 
and seventy dollars per ton. 

Washington claims one thousand feet and occurs in granite. Thé 
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vein averages about two feet in width. Itis very regular and contains 
some good ore. Assays vary from one hundred and fifty dollars to one 
thousand one hundred dollars perton. There are two tunnels in on the 
ledge. The lower one is ninety feet from the croppings and has reached 
a distance of two hundred feet. The other one has been carried in 
seventy feet. There are two extension locations, which show the same 
character of ore and vein matter. Its course is north and south, and 
dips about seventy degrees to the east. 


TWIN RIVER DISTRICT. 


This district is situated on the eastern slope of the Toyabe range of 
mountains, in Ophir Cafion. The mines here were discovered in eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-three. Little work, however, has been done 
on any of the locations except the Murphy. This vein has been worked 
quite extensively, but has been idle for some time past. During the 
past Summer work upon it was again resumed. The vein is from eight 
to forty feet in width. Its course is northeast by southwest. It dips 
east forty-five degrees. The ore is found in pockets near the hanging 
wal) and contains a large per cent of iron, copper, and arsenic. Beauti- 
fal specimens of native silver have been found in this mine. The coun- 
try rock on both sides of the сайоп, where the metal-bearing veins are 
found, is slate. It contains a large amount of pyrites of iron; small 
stringers of white quartz cut through it in all directions. The main 
shaft follows the vein down two hundred and eighty feet. The levels 
are sixty feet hpart. There are one thousand feet in this claim, a small 
portion of which has been worked out to the surface. 


NORTH TWIN RIVER DISTRICT. 


This district is forty miles south of Austin, on the east side of the 
Toyabe Mountains. Some work was done here several years ago, and a 
mill was built, but it ran only a short time. For a length of time all 
work was suspended. During the past year, however, Messrs. Hall & 
Parker have been doing’ some work in Summit Cafion, and have taken 
out some ore and shipped it to Austin. 


JEFFERSON DISTRICT 


Is situated twelve miles north of Belmont, and in the same range of 
mountains. It was discovered in eighteen hundred and sixty-six, but 
nothing was-done on any of the locations until within the last two years. 
The ore found here contains the chloride of silver, and is exceedingly 
rich. The veins are small. Тһе principal work has*been done on the 
Jefferson, Prussian-South, Sailor Boy, and Merrimac. About thirty tons 
of ore, taken from these mines and worked at Austin, yielded nine hundred 
and sixty dollars per ton. The veins vary in width from twenty inches 
to two feet. They occur in porphyry. There is plenty of wood here 
for all purposes, and a fine stream of water in the cafion, on each 
side of which are located the mines. Twenty men have been at work 
here during the past Summer. 
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THE PRUSSIAN-SOUTH 


Has an incline down thirty-five feet. Тһе vein has been traced two 
thousand feet. Its course is north and south; dip, east, sixty-five de- 
grees. - 
THE JEFFERSON 

7 
Runs parallel with the Prussian-South. These veins are only two hun-. 
dred feet apart. There are two inclines down, sixty feet each, on Sailor 
Boy, and one on Prussian-North, ninety feet. 


SAN ANTONIO DISTRICT. 


This district is situated at the south end of the first range to the east 
of the Toyabe Mountains. It was organized in eighteen hundred and 
sixty-tbree. The veins are found here in porphyry and slate. 


THE LIBERTY MINE 


Has been worked quite extensively, though but little has been done upon 
it during the past two years. Some ore has been taken from near the 
surface and worked at Austin. 

Twenty men were at work in this district during the Summer of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one. There are some mines also on Poto- 
mac Hill, owned by a New York company, upon which some labor bas 
lately been bestowed. The veins here are narrow. A tunnel has been 
run from the south side of this hill, which has reached a distance of 
three hundred and seventy feet. `

UNION DISTRICT. | 

This district lies south of Austin fifty miles, and is located in the first 
range of mountains to the west of the Toyabe Mountains. It was 
organized in eighteen hundred and sixty-three, and a large population 
was attracted there. The Town of Ione was built, which was for some 
time the county seat of Nye County. The veins are found here in por- 
phyry, this formation predominating throughout the district. The ore 
contains native gold and silver, chloride and sulphuret of silver, anti- 
mony, copper, and the carbonate of lead. Some exceedingly rich 
specimens of ore containing gold were found here in the Shamrock and 
the Franklin. Large-sized specimens were obtained from the former, 
Showing more gold than quartz. Some of the principal companies 
engaged here, having failed to develop anything of great value, sus- 
pended work in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. There being no 
facilities for working the ores, as the mills were closed by the Sheriff, 
the distriet was almost abandoned, until the mill at Ellsworth was started 
up a year ago. Since then work has been resumed in the Idaho, Shoo 
Fly, Stbnewall, Pleiades, Keystone, Enterprise Tunnel, and Indianapolis. 
Fifty men in all have been at work here during the past Summer. 


= 
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MAMMOTH DISTRICT 


Lies thirty miles south of the old overland road in the Cold Spring 
range of mountains. It was discovered in eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four by Mr. Sam. McKeon and others. А great number’ of locations 
were made, and a considerable amount of work has been done upon 
some of them. A mill was built here during the Summer of eighteen 
hundred and seveuty-one, which has been kept running very steadily on 
the ores of this and Union Districts. Some ore from the mines of Bel- 
mont has been worked here. This mill is owned by а company in 
Bridgeport, Connecticut. It has ten stamps, and in connection with it 
a Stetefeldt furnace which has a capacity of chlorodizing twenty tons 
of ore daily. 

The Indians are worked to advantage in this mill. 'The pans, settlers, 
eoncentrators, and furnaces are tended by them, with one or two white 
men to overseo them. " 

This district is well supplied with wood and water. 'Phe cost of the 
former delivered at the millis three dollars and twenty-five cents per 
cord. Salt is worth thirty-five dollars per ton. 

Nothing of any marked importance has been shown in the old |оса- 
tions in the last two years. Some good ore is found in seme of the 
mines, but with the exception of the Esta Buena nothing new has 
been discovered worthy of notice. This mine was located in eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one by San Pedro, a Spaniard. Twelve bundred 
feet are claimed. The course of the vein is northeast by southwest; 
dips northwest by thirty degrees. An incline has been sunk one hundred 
and thirty feet. At a depth of forty feet drifts have been run on each 
side of the incline forty feet. The vein averages about two and a half 
feet in width. Some very rich ore has been taken from here, which 
assays as high as one thousand six hundred dollars per ton. Several 
tons worked in the mill yielded three hundred and twenty-five dollars 
per ton. * 


THE LISBON, 


Belonging to the Evans Brothers, is situated on the west side of the 

mountains. A great quantity of low grade ore can be obtained here, 

which will assay from twenty-five dollars to one hundred dollars per ton. 

Nothing has been done lately on the Mt. Vernon Company’s claim. 
Several hundred tons of ore were taken from 


MARBLE FALLS 


And worked at the Ellsworth Mill during the Summer of eighteen hun- 
dréd and seventy-one, but as it did not more than pay its expenses, work 
has been suspended on this mine. There are many thousand tons of ore 
here which can be mined easily, but it is of too low grade to be profitably 
worked with the present facilities for milling in this district. 


ТҮВО DISTRICT. ы. 


The mines-in this district were discovered August twenty-ninth, eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy, by Dr. Gally and Mr. Gillette, and the district 


= 
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was organized shortly afterwards. It is situated fourteen miles south 
of Hot Creek, and in the same range of mountains. There is plenty of 
wood here for smelting and other purposes; but the supply of water is 
limited, being obtained from two of three small springs. The ores 
obtained here are chiefly the carbonate and sulphuret of lead, which con- 
tain from sixty dollars to eighty dollars in silver per ton. 


THE 2 G. 


Is the chief location of this district. The geological formation is feld- 
spathic granite. There are one thousand two hundred feet in the claim. 
It has been traced and uncovered on-the surface the whole of that dis- 
tance. There are several hundred tons of ore on the dump that will 
yield seventy-five dollars per ton. As there are no mills nor furnaces, 
it cannot now be worked. This vein is about four feet in width. 


THE WEST EXTENSION 


Is located on the same vein. There are several other promising loca- 
tions in this district, but little work has been done on them. The nearest 
mills are at Belmont. - 


EMPIRE DISTRICT ut 


Joins Tybo on the west. It was discovered in eighteen hundred and 
sixty-six. Some work has been done here from time to time, but nothing 
of very much importance has been found. During the Summers of eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy aud eighteen hundred and seventy-one several 
shafts and inclines were sunk on the different locations belonging to Mr. 
Centras. 


THE BUNKER HILL 


Is located on the same vein with the 2 G. Twelve hundred feet are. 
claimed. An incline has been opened fifty feet in depth. The course of’ 
the vein is north and south; dip, west, eighty degrees, The ore is low 
grade, but it is found in great quantities. 


THE SCLAVONIAN CHIEF 


Was. located in August, eighteen hundred and seventy. It contains 
some. very rich ore, chiefly chloride. Specimens, are obtained here con- 


taining native silver. 
The Centras claim was also located in eighteen hundred aud Seventy, 
and contains some rich chloride ore. 


HOT CREEK DISTRICT. j 


No work has been done ọn the mines here fer some time. ~The mills. 
have been. dismantled and: the machinery removed. 
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MOREY DISTRICT 


Is situated north of Hot Creek, іп the same range of mountains. Facili- 
ties for mining in this district are unsurpassed by those of any other in 
the State. Wood and water are found here in great abundance. Bunch 
‘grass covers the hills. The principal locations here, comprising eighteen 
in all, are owned by one company. These mines have been self-sustain- 
ing so far, although the ores have been carried at great expense to 
Austin to be reduced. The distance from the latter place is one hun- 
dred and two miles. It is fifteen miles from Hot Creek, and seventy 
miles from Hamilton. Upon twelve of the locations, owned by this 
company, little work has been done. The Mount Airy has a shaft of 
sixty feet in depth. Pay ore occupies the entire space between the 
walls—three and one half feet—the average value of which is sixty- 
two dollars per ton. 

The Monterey has a shaft of twelve feet, and an open cut of forty- 
two feet in length. The pay ore is two feet wide and yields one hun- 
dred dollars per ton. 

Little Giant has a shaft of twenty feet deep, and an open cut of twelve 
feet. The pay ore here averages one hundred and sixty-eight dollars 

er ton. 
ы Black Hawk is in a series of breaks on the hillside. It has a tunnel 
of two hundred and ten feet. There is about a foot of pay ore, which 
averages one hundred dollars per ton. It is a continuation of the Cedar, 
which has a tunnel of two hundred and thirty feet in length. The ore, 
without being assorted, has yielded three hundred and fourteen dollars 
and sixty cents per ton. It increases in richness as the hill is penetrated. 

The American Eagle has one incline of ninety feet, and another of 
sixty feet, with three levels of sixty feet each. The width of the pay 
ore is from six inches to two feet. ‘I'he ore from this vein yields one 
hundred and seventy-eight dollars per ton. 

Eureka has an incline of thirty feet, and a tunnel of forty-five feet. 
No ore has been worked from this mine, but the average assays show 
two hundred dollars per ton. 

The Magnolia has one incline seventy-five feet deep, a shaft fifty-four 
feet deep, and a tunnel ninety feet in length. The pay ore is from eigh- 
teen inches to three feet in width, the whole body of which will average 
two hundred and fifty dollars per ton. 

All the veins here crop out in the ravine, and at intervals to the sum- 
mit of the mountain, which is one thousand four hundred feet in height 
above the ravine. The country rock is granite, giving very regular 
walls to the lodes. Their position precludes the necessity of using 
pumping and hoisting works until they have been opened up to a very 
great depth. 


REVEILLE DISTRICT. 


This district was discovered in eighteen hundred and sixty-six, and 
lies about one hundred and thirty-five miles southeast of Austin, and 
two hundred and twenty miles south of Elko. The deposits of ore occur 


in limestone. No work to any great depth has been done. A consid-, 


erable amount of work has been done near the surface. An old mill 
was brought hero from Washoe City, but the ores were never success- 
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fully worked in it. Only about forty-five per cent of the assay value - 
of the ore could be saved. 16 was owned by a New York company, 
who owned also some of the chief locations in the district. During the 
, year eighteen hundred and seventy they took out twenty-five thousand 
dollars. 

Some ore from the Fisherman, Victorine, and Good Enough, was 
shipped to Austin, and worked there, yielding four hundred dollars per 
ton. Twenty tons at Hot Creek gave one hundred and ninety dollars 
per ton. Some work has also been done on the North River, Silver 
Chamber, Highland Maid, Silver State, Augusta, Alameda, and Sante 
Fé. There is but little water in the vicinity of the mines; but about 
eight miles distant to the west there is a good supply for mill and other 
purposes. But httle work has been done in this district during the past 
two years. : 


SILVER PARK DISTRICT. 


This district was organized in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. Some 
exceedingly rich ore was found near the surface in limestone formation., 
Two mills were erected here, and several hundred tons of ore have been 
worked, which yielded about fifty thousand dollars. There is still some 
work doing here, but there is not enough ore found to keep the-mills 
running. 


BRISTOL DISTRICT 


Is situated about fifteen miles north of Pioche. It was organized April 
tenth, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, by Messrs. Hardy, Hyatt, and 
Hall About sixty locations have been made here. Wood is found in 
great abundanee, but there is no water nearer than five miles. 

The country rock is limestone. The ore deposits are found on the 
west side of the mountain. But little work has as yet been done in 
this district, although preparations have been made to carry it on 
extensively. Two companies have been incorporated in San Francisco 
for the purpose of mining here. 


THE HERCULES COMPANY я 

Owns the Bazine ог Cave Mine, Copper Glance, Wabash, and Hercules, 
The Cave is the only one on which any work has been done. This is a 
rather singular deposit. A narrow streak of vein matter, chiefly copper 
and iron, was first discovered between strata of lime. This was fol- 
lowed in five feet, where a good body of ore was found, which con- 
tinued to widen out from a few inches to nine feet, at a distance of one 
hundred and twelve feet from the mouth of the tunnel. 

The cave was found between the body of ore and the hanging wall. 
The sides and roof of the cave are covered with beautiful crystalliza- 
lions and eflloresences of the carbonate of lime. The cave was large 
enough for a man to crawl in it most of the way. At a distance 
of one hundred and twelve feet a break occurs. By following up this 
break fifteen feet another cave is found" which is one hundred feet in 
length and much larger than the first one. Cuts have been made length- 
wise in the ore at the bottom of both these caves, but in neither one 
have cross-cuts been made to determine the extent of the ore body. The

caves are almost horizontal. There are many thousand tons of ore here 
exposed which can be easily mined, and which it is estimated, from 
careful assays, will yield seventy-five dollars per ton in silver. The ore 
is principally the carbonate and sulphuret of lead, containing some iron 
and copper. у

THE NATIONAL. 


This company owns only one claim—The National. It is in many 
respects similar to the Bazine. The cave is not so large, the ore in many 
places touching the roof. A tunnel has been driven in on this ore body 
one hundred feet. Twenty-five feet from its mouth an incline has been 
sunk forty feet, at an angle of seventy-five degrees. The ore is fonnd 
to extend downward all the way, and varies in width from four to eight 
feet. The ores here are very similar to those found at Eureka. A 
smelting furnace will soon be erected. 

The Bay State, further north, has a good body of ore, and there are 
other locations here in which ore has been shown. 


. TROY DISTRICT 


Was discovered in May, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, but no work, 
except what was necessary to hold the locations, was done before the 
latter part of December, eighteen hundred and seventy. At that time, 
some of the loeations having been purchased by an English company, 
work was begun, under tho direction of Mr. Harry Newton, on the Blue 
Eagle and Troy locations. Little work has been done on any other 
mines in the district. The facilities for mining here are unsurpassed. 
There is wood and water sufficient for all purposes! The hills are cov- 
ered with a good growth of mountain mahogany, pinón, and yellow 
pine. А twenty-stamp mill has been built by the Troy Company. It is 
well constructed, and comprises all the latest improvements for milling. 
A Stetefeldt furnace is in connection with it. Crane’s sawmill is seven 
miles distant, where lumber for all purposes can be obtained. The work 
on the mines has been done in a very economical manner. The mill is 
situated three and one-half miles from the mines. A road has been 
graded to the valley below, a distance of seven miles. Some difficulty 
has been experienced here in getting clay suitable for fire brick. This 
district is situated eighty miles south of Hamilton, and on the west side 
of the same range of mountains. 


TROY, 


The course of this vein is north and south; dip, forty degrees east. 
The ledge does not crop out above the ground at any point. It was dis- 
covered by observing some float rock in the ravine, and by sinking a 
shaft above on the sidehill. A tunnel has been run into the vein three 
hundred and sixty feet south. Two inclines have been sunk from the 


“ tunnel level; the first one, fifty feet from. the mouth of the tunnel, has. 


reached a depth of eighty feet; the other one, two hundred and fifty. 
feet from the month of the tunnel, sixty feet. Ап air shaft has been 
sunk to connect with the tunnel, at a depth of one hundred and sixty. 
feet. The tunnel has followed the vein in from theravine. The country 
rock 18 slate, and upon the hanging wall is smooth and regular, but the 
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foot wall is very much broken. The ore is chiefly the sulphuret of 
silver, and contains а large per cent of antimony and iron. - 


BLUE EAGLE. 


This mine belongs to the same company and is located on the same 
vein as the Troy. On this location the vein crops out above the surface 
a distance of one thousand four hundred feet. A tunnel has’ been run 
in on this location three hundred and seventy feet from the mouth of 
the tunnel. An incline has been sunk on the vein eighty-five feet, and 
an air shaft at this point has been cut to the surface seventy feet. 
Another air shaft has been sunk farther up on the hill, which is intended 
to cut the tunnel at a distance of four hundred feet from its mouth. 
Between these two locations, two hundred feet from the vein on the 
east side, a shaft fifteen by fifteen feet has been started and has reached 
the depth of one hundred feet. It is divided into two compartments, 
and is being well timbered. It is proposed to sink ,the shaft three hun- 
dred feet before drifting to the ledge. 


FREIBURG DISTRICT. 


This distriet was discovered in eighteen hundred and sixty-five and 
organized at the time under the name of Washington District. It was 
reorganized in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, by George Ernst and 
others, and called Freiburg. A large number of locations have been 
made here. There is plenty of wood in the neighborhood for all pur- 
poses for some time to come. Water is scarce. The mineral belt is 
about four miles long by about one and one half miles wide. Among 
the prominent locations here is the 


SHONTE, 


On which an incline has been sunk to the depth of seventy feet, follow- 
ing the vein: the whole distance. The оге is found continuous, but іп 
irregular bodies. In some places it is only a few inches in width, but it 
widens-out again to five feet. Forty tons of ore shipped from this mine 
to San Francisco yielded three hundred dollars per ton. 


^ > MORNING: STAR _ : 
Has a shaft seventy-five feet deep in.good ore from'the surface. This is 
the largest vein in the district. The ores here are principally the car- 
bonate об lead and-galena, containing silver: Some work has been done’ | 
in- some of the other claims’ here, and the prospects for a Hourishing 
сатр -are- good. 


THM PAH-UTE DISTRICT: 


This district was organized in eighteen hundréd and‘ sixty-five; and is 
situated about fifteen miles from Crescent Mill, in Pahranegat District.. 
The geological formations are limestone and porphyry. There is a good 
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supply of wood in the vicinity, which can easily be obtained, but there 
is no water nearer than Ticapoo Springs, seven miles. A number of 
locations have been made; of which seven or eight show large bodies of 
ore. Some work has been done on the Silver Peak, Kingston, Balbeck, 
Kinsey, Rattler, Wyandotte, Inca, and Santa Cruz. 

The Kinsey claims one thousand three hundred feet. Course, north 
and south; dip, east, sixty-five degrees. The country rock is limestone. 
An open cut has been made on the vein seventy-five feet. The ledge is 
ten feet wide and shows a great amount of ore, which it is estimated 
will work one hundred dollars per ton. 


WARD DISTRICT 


Was discovered on March eighth, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, by 
Thomas F. Ward and others. It is a little east of south from Mineral 
City and fifteen miles distant. Itis about fifty miles from Hamilton. 
There is an abundance of wood, though little water. A good supply 
can be obtained, however, at a distance of five miles south, at Willow 
Creek. The geological formations here are quartzite and limestone; the 
mineral-bearing lodes occur in the limestone. Sixteen locations have 
been made here. Croppings can be traced in all the locations from four 
hundred to one thousand feet. It runs north and south, and dips to the 
east. 


SPALDING’S SALT MARSH 


Is situated in Smokey Valley, two miles from the line, between Lander 
and Nye Counties. It is thirty-two miles from Austin, and fifty from 
Belmont. The mud flat from which the salt is obtained is one half mile 
square, though it is only produced on an area of about one hundred acres 
in sufficient quantities and pure enough to be profitable to gather. This 
portion of the flat is rolled early in the Spring—after the waters which 
cover it during the Winter have subsided—with wooden rollers of , 
about forty pounds weight. In.May an efflorescence of salt begins to 
appear, and soon a crystallized incrustation, one half inch in thickness, 
covers it. This is scraped into heaps of from seventy-five to one hun- 
dred pounds, with wooden hoes. It needs no further preparation to fit 
it for market. An incrustation of about the same thickness gathers 
here every two weeks during the warm dry weather, from the month 
of May to the first of October. Ten crops are gathered yearly, yielding 
about two thousand tons. Salt has been obtained from this marsh in 
this manner for the past seven years. Water is found at a depth of from 
one to two feet, in all parts of this flat. Near its center there is a spring 
of pure fresh water. As soon as the first cold wet weather sets in, the 
salt all disappears from the surface. АП the salt obtained here finds ready 
sale at Belmont, Austin, and Ophir Cañon, where it is used in the mills 
for the purpose of chloridizing their ores. 

The Manhattan Mill alone, consumes eight hundred tons per year. 
The salt is worth at the marsh twenty dollars per ton, and in Austin, 
thirty-five dollars per ton. “

ORMSBY COUNTY. 


This county occupies the western central portion of the State, and bor- 
ders on California. Its area is small; but a small portion of its soil is fit 
for purposes of agriculture; it is devoid of productive mines; yet, owing 
to the advantages of its central position, its ample water power, and ex- 
tensive wood lands, important industries have been built up within its bor- 
ders, which render its population among the most constant and thrifty in 
Nevada. A large proportion of the inhabitants are engaged in teaming, 
lumbering, and cutting wood. The industry of teaming, however, has 
been greatly restricted within the last four years by. the construction 
of the Virginia and Truckee Railroad, from Carson to Virginia, and fur- 
ther extended during the last year to connect with the Pacific Railroad 
at Reno. The great benefit to the western portion of the State arising 
from this means of transportation, in taking the place of the slow, cum- 
brous teams and stages of the early days of Washoe, can be well realized 
when we consider the obstacles opposed to transportation and travel by 
the nature of the country—three fourths of the entire surface being 
covered with mountains, the worst of which lie upon the route of the 
Virginia and Truckee Railroad, between Carson and Virginia. An idea 
of the general business of this institution may be obtained from consid- 
ering the fact that during the year ending the thirty-first of December, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two, the following shipments were made:

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At the yards of this railroad in Carson and Virginia, large buildings 
have been erected, the most important and striking of which are a couple 
of similar passenger depots, that are affirmed, by actual comparison, to 
be superior, for size and elegance, to any like buildings between Sacra- 
mento (Cal.) and the Missouri River. Atthe yard in Carson an immense 
structure 18 building, which is destined to comprise, under one roof, a 
foundry, machine shop, round house, repair shop, and car manufactory. 

The Sierra Nevada Mountains occupy the western portion, and Pine 
Nutrange the eastern portion, of Ormsby, leaving Eagle Valley between. 
Across the plain between these ranges flows the Carson, from north 
to south, affording a fine channel for floating down wood and lumber. 
from the mountains at its source, and also a fine water power, which is 
. utilized by the quartz mills situated on iis banks between Cárson and 
Dayton. At the terminus of the wood drive—Empire—over twenty- 
seven thousand cords of wood were received last year, which were 
floated down the river. There are three flumes in the county, also, 
which are at work whenever the weather does not force the woodchop- 
pers and lumbermen to leave the mountains.

GARSON CITY 


Is the Capital of Nevada, and is pleasantly situated in Eagle Valley, 
shut in by mountains on all sides. 16 has a population of between 
four thousand and five thousand inhabitants. lt enjoys at certain 
Seasons, especially in Winter, the most delightful weather. It con- 
tains a number of fine, large buildings, both publie and private. It 
is the Bite of the Carson Branch Mint, which is engaged actively in 
coining, and which, according to the report of the United: States Mint 
Director, stands second, out of the eight Mints of the United States, for 
the coinage of domestic productions. It contains the Capitol, an elegant, 
roomy structure, made of native rock, which is obtained from the State 
Prison, situated about a mile and a half west from Carson; and the 
Orphans’ Home. There are five or six large first-class hotels in Carson, 
and numerous restaurants and coffee stands. It abounds in large mer- 
cantile establishments. The best and largest publie school house in the 
State is in Carson, comprising four department rooms, and numbering 
two hundred and thirty pupils, private schools notwithstanding. It has 
four churches—Presbyterian, Catholic, Episcopalian, and Methodist— 
which have each a fair congregation in regular attendance. Like other 
towns in the “ Far West," it contains many saloons and gambling places. 

There is a sandstone quarry in the neighborhood of Carson City (at. 
the Prison) from which the material for the building of the Branch Mint 
and Capitol was obtained. Near the quarry two large hot springs.occur;, 
over which bath houses have been constructed and connected with a 
well-kept hotel built upon the ground.adjoining. Five miles to the 
northeast is a bed of white marble, very pure and easily wrought. 
Granular limestone is found at several places.. There. аге eight mills. in 
the county kept running on the Comstock ore. Numerous mining 
claims were located here, some of them as early as eighteen hundred 
and fifty-nine; a large amount of labor was expended, but no valuable 
mineral deposits were found, and attention to mines, in consequence, was. 
almost given up. Seasons of fitful interest have occurred since, апаа 
one time especially great excitement prevailed with regard’ to the bald 
hills west of the city, upon which it was thought that valuable deposits 
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had been discovered, which caused the locating of many claims in the 
neighborhood and the sinking of numerous shafts and tunnels. The 
total abandonment after a short time of exploitation, has set the seal of 
worthlessness upon the claims, and they have not been prospected since. 
Various other excitements of the kind were started, and at one time the 
Clear Creek region was alive with men at work vigorously, in full faith 
of getting their “pile” at once, but with the same result as before. The 
lodes in the neighborhood of Carson, where the claims referred to have 
been located, have failed so far as penetrated, and are found to lack con- 
sistency and regularity, though highly auriferous in spots. A drawback 
experienced in the working of these mines was the great expense of 
transporting the ore developed to distant mills, which compelled .claim 
holders without means to give up work and leave the problem of the 
value and character of the lodes, upon which they had labored hard and 
spent all their capital, unsolved. The ores in these districts carry a 
large proportion of copper, and in some cases a large per cent of free 
gold. Sluicing was carried on formerly about three miles west of Car- 
son, but given up now as unremunerative. No regular vein was found; 
the surface earth, however, gave fair returns in free gold. 


EMPIRE CITY 


Is a small town, situated about three or three and one half miles from 
Carson, westward, on the Carson River. It has from three hundred 
to four hundred inhabitants, composed of laborers in the neighboring 
quartz mills and at the wood yard, and their families. The town con- 
tains two miscellaneous stores, one of which is very large and well 
stocked. 16 has a beef market, four saloons, and a large dance hall. It 
can boast a comfortable school house, and between forty and fifty chil- 
dren in daily attendance; and, as intimated before, it is the terminus of 
all floats of wood and lumber down the Carson.

These mills are all kept running on Comstock ores brought from the 
mines and delivered by the Virginia and Carson Railroad. 
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STOREY COUNTY. 


This county was organized soon after the discovery of the Comstock 
lode, and is one of the original counties into which the 'Ferritory of 
Nevada was divided. It was named after Captain Storey, who was 
killed іп an Indian fight in May, eighteen hundred and sixty, near Pyra- 
mid Lake. A number of districts have been organized at different times, 
but most of them were very short-lived. 

There was a scanty growth of nut pines on the hills in the vicinity of 
Virginia and Gold Hill when the mines here were first discovered, but 
this has all disappeared long ago. 

There are but few natural sources from which water is obtained. The 
supply comes mostly from tunnels dug into the side of the mountain on 
which the Comstock lode is situated; there 18. а project now on foot, 
however, to supply this region with pure water obtained from a small 
lake situated in the Sierra Nevada Mountains west of Washoe Valley. 
This lake is distant from Virginia about ten miles. Тһе water is to be 
forced across the valley and the range of mountains to the east through 

ipes. 
Ч Although the county is one of the smallest in area, yet it is the chief 
county of the State in the production of bullion, in the value of taxable 
property, and in the number of its inhabitants. There is no county whose 
growth so materially affects the interests of other counties as Storey. . 
Douglas, Ormsby, Lyon, and Washoe Counties are dependent almost 
entirely upon the successful operations carried on in the mines of this 
county for their prosperity. Storey County, is, however, without agricul- 
tural, wood, or milling advantages, (except such as can be furnished by 
steam), and is in turn dependent to just as great an extent upon the 
counties already named for the resources afforded by them, The 
interests of these counties are identical. The mines on the Comstock 
lode would be almost valueless were it not for the facilities for milling 
afforded by the Carson River and the unlimited supply of wood and 
timber furnished by ihe forests of the Sierra Nevada. These water 
privileges and wood ranches (the principal resources of these counties) 
would be of little value except that they are made available in the 
reduction of Comstock ores. Both are in a great measure sustained by 
the Virginia and Truckee Railroad, which transports the ores of the 
mines to the mills and returns loads of wood, lumber, mining timbers, 
and all supplies necessary for the working of the mines, This road has 
been connected during the' past year with the Central Pacific, at Reno, 
and thence communication is had with the Eastern States and California. 

Virginia City, built upon the eastern slope of Mount Davidson, and 
Gold Hill, situated at the head of Gold Cafion, are the two largest 
towns in the State. 


COMSTOCK LODF. 


The developments made within the past two years have established a 
confidence in the permanency. of the mines on this lode never before felt. 
The most extensive bonanza of ore ever discovered here was found in 
the last of November, eighteen hundred and seventy, in the eleven- 
hundred-foot level of the Crown Point Mine. In- August of the same 
year, stock in this mine was sold for three dollars per share, and in May, 
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eighteen hundred and seventy-two, it was worth, in the stock market at 
San Francisco, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-five dollars, 
having increased its value more than six hundred times. This bonanza 
extends south into the Belcher. Stock in this mine was worth, in 
September, eighteen hundred and seventy, one dollar and fifty cents per 
share; and in April, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, it was sold for 
one thousand five hundred and twenty-five dollars—an increase of more 
than one thousand times its value; the latter prices were, however, 
at the time of an intense excitement regarding the mines on this lode, 
when many of them in which there was no ore, or but little, sold for 
fabulous prices. There was an increase in the value of all the mines of 
this lode of more than forty-five million dollars in a little over two 
months time. ‘The prices of stock in the Belcher and Crown Point, as 
well as in all other mines on this lode, are liable at all times to such 
strange fluctuations, known only to the managers, and sometimes not 
even to them, that it is impossible to give the real value of any of these 
mines. Scarcely a day passes but that the value of each mine, as indi- 
cated by the Stock Boards of San Francisco, does not vary thousands of 
dollars. A very thorough examination was lately made of this lode, by 
Mr. Clarence King, assisted by a corps of eminent scientists, for the 
General Government. Their report embraces everything scientific that 
is known regarding the Comstock lode, and as but a limited number of 
copies of it have been published; and as few persons, in consequence, 
have enjoyed the privilege of reading it, I therefore take pleasure in 
making the following extracts, although these can scarcely give an 
adequate idea of the value and magnitude of the original work; still 
they will be more interesting in this report thau anything I might be 
able to write on the same subjects: 


VIRGINIA RANGE. 


Among the most continuous and well defined of those chains which 
diverge from the northwest trend of the Sierra Nevada to a nearly 
meridional course, is the Virginia range. Leaving the Sierra where its 
eastern slope descends boldly to the plains of the Great Basin, in latitude 
thirty-eight degrees eight minutes, it stretches due north for one hundred 
and fifty miles, terminating in terraced hills which sink under the quar- 
ternary desert beds of Mud Lake Valley. Its average breadth is about - 
eighteen miles, though no accurate mean width can be arrived at because 
of very unusual variety of form. Three considerable rivers, from the 
snow drainage of the Sierra, cut transversely through it, making ваћоп 
passes which sink three thousand feet or four thousand feet below the 
general summit line. These are the Walker, Carson, and Truckee. 
Groups of comparatively low hills spread out from either flank, those 
on the west not unfrequently connecting with the Sierra. The drainage 
which flows down its west side is gathered in a series of ponds and 
small streams, finding its way at last into one of the three rivers, and 
finally flowing through their cafions to the sinking lakes on the east 
side. Rising from a base of four thousand five hundred feet above sea 
level, its line of summit peaks reaches an average of seven thousand 
five hundred feet, and a culmination here and there of nearly nine thou- 
sand feet. Although generally rising near the middle of the range, 
these summits, from geological accidents, deviate to one or the other 
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Side and overbang the valley plains in lofty precipitous peaks. The 
range may be considered as based on an inclined plane, for there is a 
gradual slope from the foothills of the Sierra to the bottom of the 
depressed basin lying east of the mountains. The valleys to the west 
are never continuous for any great distance, but are divided by spurs of 
the Sierra which invade them from the one side, and by low volcanic 
groups which push out from the other. Receiving the drainage of both 
mountains a considerable fertility is developed; not enough, it is true, to 
base the monotone of olive gray desert vegetation, but sufficient to pro- 
duce fine grass fields and valuable grain farms. Eastward the Virginia 
range overhangs the most depressed and dreary parts of Nevada. From 
its summit may be seen the sinks and alkaline lakes, the vast stretches 
of blank, naked desert, varied by beds of dazzling saline efflorescence, 
whence, in the blazing heat, columns of parched air whirl upward, laden 
with acrid dust and drifting sand, It is almost impossible to conceive a 
scene of more stern, desolate grandeur than may be viewed from the 
Virginia crest. The Sierra Nevada rises high against the west, its sum- 
mit snow-capped, and its flank shaded by a forest of dark green pines 
which grow thinner in descending toward the plain, and at the foothills 
perish of drought. In the east, beyond the chain of sinking lakes, rise 
rank beyond rank of parallel ranges, strange in form and unusually 
strong and bright in color. Threads of green skirt the watercourses, 
but the general tone is red-brown of rocky mountain slopes, and olive 
gray of desert vegetation, startlingly relieved by caps of snow and fields 
of snow-like alkali. d 


GENERAL GEOLOGY. 


Both the Sierra and Desert ranges are composed first of crumpled 
and uplifted strata, from the late Jurassic down to the Azoic period; 
secondly, of ancient eruptive rocks, which accompany the Jurassic 
upheaval; and, thirdly, of modern eruptive rocks belonging to the vol- 
canic family and ranging in date probably from as early as the late 
Miocene up-to the Glacial period. Folds of more or less complexity, 
twisted and warped by longitudinal forces, often compressed into a 
series of zigzags, sometimes masked by outbursts of granite, syenitic 
granite, or syenite, and lastly built upon by or frequently-buried beneath 
immense accumulations of volcanic material: these are the character- 
istic features of mountain chains. They are usually meridional and 
parallel, and separated by valleys, which are filled to a general level by 
quarternary detritus, the result of erosion from the early Cretaceous 
period down to the present time. The east slope of the Sierras, directly 
facing the Washoe region, is, in brief, a relic of metamorphic schists 
and slates, skirting the foothills and resting at high east and west angles 
against the great granite body which, for many miles to the southward, 
forms not only the summit, but the main mass of the range. ‘Rising 
through the granite, and forming an eastern summit, is a lofty mass of 
sanidin-trachyte, of a dull chocolate color, and only remarkable for the 
beautifully regular prisms of black mica which intersect it. The ridge 
known as the Washoe Mountains is of this trachyte. Its culminating 
height, Washoe Peak, lies directly west and across the valley from 
Mount Davidson, the center and summit of the Virginia mining region. 

Little can be learned of the ancient structure of the Virginia range, 
for eight tenths of its mass are made up of volcanic rocks. Only at 
rare intervals, where deep erosion lays bare the original range, or where 
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its hard summits'have been lifted above the volcanic flows, is there any 
clue to the materials or position of the ancient chain. Mount Davidson 
is one of these relics, being composed of syenite. Inclined against the 
base of this mass, and in the bottoms of ravines eroded in the volcanic 
material, occur considerable hills of metamorphic rocks, schists, lime- 
stones, graphitic shales, and -slates. Southward, in the cafion of the 
Carson and in the ravines of the Pine Nut Hills, are uplifted slates and 
carbonaceous shales, associated with irregular limestone beds, the 
whole surrounded and limited by volcanic (andesitic) rocks. Still fur- 
ther southward, the crest ridge of the Pine Nut region, which is 
a continuation of the Virginia range, is syenitic granite, forming high, 
rugged crags, of an extremely picturesque aspect. Every analogy- 
would point to the belief that these relics of aqueous rocks, and the 
granitic masses accompanying these, are identical with the similar rocks 
which predominate in the majority of Cordillera ranges; but we havo 
positive proof of this in the fact that in El Dorado Cafion, one of the 
ре of the Pine Nut Hills, Professor Whitney has found Triassic 
ossils. 

With few exceptions, then, the range is built up by successive out- 
pourings of volcanic rocks, whose mode of occurrenee, although simple 
and evident in general plan, is very complicated in detail. 

In résumé, it may be said that this range is one of the old Jurassic 
folds of stratified rocks, through whose fissures granite and syenite 
have obtruded; that after a very long period of comparative repose, 
from the early Cretaceous to the late Tertiary, the old range was riven 
in innumerable crevices and deluged by floods of volcanic rocks, which 
have buried nearly all its older mass and entirely changed its topogra- 
phy. During this period.of vulcanism, the present valleys were in great 
part filled with fresh water lakes; and near the base of the Virginia 
range we have evidence, in the tufa deposits, that a considerable quan- 
tity of voleanic material was both ejected under water and flowed down 
into it. Water penetrating the fissured range and meeting melted rock 
gave rise to the solfataras and hot springs, whose traces are every where 
apparent. Following this age of lava and steam eruptions came the 
Glacial epoch, with its sequel of torrents and floods, and finally a great 
desiccating period, introducing our present condition. 


STRUCTURE OF THE COMSTOCK LODE IN DETAIL. 


The Comstock lode lies at the base of the Mount Davidson group, 
and occupies, during the middle of its course, a line of contact between 
the syenite mass and the porpylites which have overflowed it. North of 
Ophir Ravine it is walled upon both sides by propylite; south of the Gold 
Hill Divide, at a point somewhere in the Exchequer claim, it also leaves 
the syenite and is carried southward chiefly in propylite, but touching 
indistinctly the older metamorphic rocks upon its west side. Its course is 
about north twenty-five degrees east, or a little east of the magnetic me- 
ridian. In-Seven-Mile Cañon, near the base of Cedar Hill, is the most 
northern known portion of the lode. From that point it continues south 
in a nearly direct line underneath Virginia City, across the divide, past 
Gold Hill, to American Flat, where the wide depressed area hag produced 
conditions unfavorable to further development. Upon this entire length

are located a series of mining claims occupying the lode for twenty-two 
thousand feet. | 2. 7 

In point of geological time, the system of fissures which constitutes the 
Comstock lode are subsequent to the propylite outflow, and belong, in all 
probability, to the dynamical disturbance connected with the eruptions of 
andesite. It is considered certain that the whole series of volcanic out- 
bursts are since the Miocene epoch, and we may safely call the Comstock 
atertiary lode. (For evidence of the Post Miocene age of the volcanic 
family, the reader is referred to Baron Richthofen’s memoir on volcanic 
rocks, and to the chapter on the Tertiary period in the first volume of 
this series.) It is by no means a single crack which has been filled 
subsequently with mineral material, but forms a connected group of 
fissures whose structural outlines are quite simple, but whose details 
produce a complexity almost unknown in metal veins. 

Extensive explorations, reaching to a depth of one thousand two hun- 
dred feet, have facilitated, to a wonderful degree, the study of this 
immense load; and although certain minor conditions are even yet 
obscure, there are data for intelligent comprehension of all the import- 
ant facts. For a distance of one thousand seven hundred feet the 
galleries and tunnels, run for the purpose of exploring the silver.deposits, 
have opened up nearly all portions of the vein, and we are able, with 
almost absolute certainty, to map out the general structure of its interior. 

Quartz forms the only gangue in the Comstock lode. Those small 
- masses of carbonate of lime which occur, intermingled with quartz, in the 
Gold Hill, and Hale and Norcross lower levels, are rather to be consid- 
ered an included mineral of accidental occurrence, than as a true gangue. 
With the exception of small quantities of silver minerals contained in the 
clay sheets, where they are placed in close contact with the bonanza, the 
whole silver tenure of the lode is contained in the bodies of quartz. 
The ore itself is composed of native gold, native silver, silver glance, 
stephanite, polybasite, rich galena, occasional pyrargyrite, horn silver, 
and, with extreme rarity, sternbergite. Intimately associated with these 
occur iron and copper pyrites and zinc-blende. Of these, pyrargyrite and 
horn silver are rareties; polybasite and sternbergite, in recognizable 
crystals, oceupy a few scattered localities; stephanite, in defined crystal- 
lizations, has been found in nearly every bonanza; but the main body of 
the ore is a confused semi-crystallized association of native gold and 
silver, vitreous silver ore, rich galena, copper and iron pyrites, and zinc- 
blende. 

The following two analyses, made at the Sheffield Chemieal Laboratory 
of Yale College, are by Mr. W. а. Mixter, an assistant of that establishe 
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ment, and Mr. Arnold Hague, of this corps. They are of samples from 
the Savage and Kentuck lower workings of eighteen hundred and sixty- 
nine.

In general the ore within the limits of bonanzas is pretty uniformly dis- 
seminated through the quartz. It is only rare that large solid accumula- 
tions occur. The silver minerals ordinarily lie in masses about the size 
of a hen’s egg. In the central portions of bonanzas there, is usually 
& somewhat denser arrangement of ore, and in the relations to ihe 
bonanza systems. The northern halves of the two groups are the richer, 
and the charging is more and more dense toward the surface. It is evi- 
dent from the manner in which the ore itself is broken and dislocated 
that the dynamical action which powdered the quartz occurred after 
it was charged with ore. 


2 RÉSUMÉ. 


The ancient Virginia range, prior to the Tertiary period, was composed 
of sedimentary beds of the great Cordillera system, which, in the late 
Jurassic epoch, had been folded up, forming one of the corrugations of 
that immense mountain structure which covers the western front of our 
continent. Accompanying this upheaval were outpourings of granite 
and syenite. The erosion which followed this mountain period escarped 
the ancient rocks and modeled the eastern front of Mount Davidson into 
a comparatively smooth surface, whose average angular slope sank to 
the east at about forty degrees. In the late Tertiary, at the time of the 
vóleanie era, the Virginia range shared in the dynamieal convulsions 
which gave vent to successive volcanic outflows of immense volume and 
very remarkable character. The first, and, so far as the Comstock lode 
is concerned, the most important, was of propylite or trachytie green 
stone, which deluged the range from summit to base, covering large por- 
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tions of its ancient surface, and leaving here and-there isolated masses 
which rose like islands above the wide fields of volcanic rock. Subse- 
quently followed the period of the andesites, which, at their commence- 
ment, in the form of a thin intrusive dyke, penetrated a new-formed 
fissure on the contact plain of the ancient syenite and the propylite. This 
earlier andesite period gave birth to the solfataras, which, bursting forth 
from a hundred vents, rapidly decomposed the surrounding rocks, and 
gradually filled the fissures of the Comstock with their remarkable charges 
of metal-bearing quartz. The latest flows of andesite poured out over 
the decomposed propylite, and since they are themselves unaltered, their 
appearance marks the period when solfataric action over wide areas had 
ceased. While it no longer maintained its energy through the broad zone 
of propylite, it still continued intensely active within the chambers of 
the Comstock lode. Metallic contents were introduced into the quartz, 
the clay seams were formed by a rapid decomposition of the neighbor- 
ing propylite material, the horses reduced to а spongy semi-plastic con- 
dition, and at last the final solidification of the quartz took place. Out- 
side. of the vein two events of geological interest have occurred: first, 
the period of trachyte eruptions, when, from the ruptures of the crust, 
parallel to the Comstock lode, vast volumes of sanidin-trachyte over- 
: flowed the country; ара secondly, the less powerful but still important 
outpouring of basaltic rock which marked the close of the volcanic era. 
Within the vein, and probably caused by one or both of these latter 
volcanic disturbances, a pressure has been exerted which has crushed 
and ground the masses of quartz into minute fragments. It is interest- 
ing to observe that while this force was great enough to crush quartz 
masses one hundred and fifty feet in breadth into mere angular pebbles, 
the disturbances were insufficient to cause any actual faulting of import- 
ance. Both within and without the vein the solfataras gradually came 
` toaclose. The heated currents of water which even yet ascend into the 
lower levels of the mines, are evidence that at no very great depth a 
considerable temperature is still maintained; but this is only a faint relic 
of a once intense action. 


GENERAL METHOD OF EXPLOITATION. 


The course of the Comstock lode is nearly north and south, maintain- 
ing a general conformity in direction with the trend of the Washoe 
Mountains, in which it is contained. Its croppings extend in a broad, 
irregular belt along the eastern slope of the range, at an altitude of 
about two thousand feet above the level of the plain, to which the hills 
descend, and about one thousand three hundred or one thousand four 
hundred feet below the summit of Mount Davidson, the highest point in 
the range. Е 

The western, or foot wall, dips to the eastward from near the surface, 
to the greatest depth attained, at an angle varying from thirty-five 
degrees to fifty-five degrees. The eastern, or hanging wall, is ill defined, ' 
especially in the upper portion of the lode, but at the depth of several 
. hundred feet the two walls, or what are usually recognized as such, 
descend with considerable regularity, dipping easterly at about forty- 
five degrees. 

The size of the vein is irregular, the walls being in close contact with 
each other at some points, and at others diverging and expanding so as 
to include between them masses of vein matter several hundred feet 
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wide. Within these immense spaces, filled by material of varied char- 
acter, are the bodies of ore-bearing quartz whose peculiar features have: 
been already described, and the extraction of which is the object of the 
miner. 1 

The extent to which the vein has been clearly traced, and оп which 
mining claims have been located, is about four miles. At either extrem- 
ity of this-ground, however, and particularly on the north, the vein has 
been but little explored, and has not been thus far proved to be very 
valuable. Its developed: aad. во far productive portions are included 
within about two miles, and within these last named limits the ore- 
bodies have been found to occur in disconnected groups, separated from 
each other by long intervals of barren ground. 0 


GENERAL METHOD OF OPERATION. 


The earlier developments of the lode. were made by sinking shafts 
upon it, or by driving adit levels through the eastern country rock to 
cut the ore-bodies in depth. This latter method was employed by the 
Gould & Curry, and served in.the extraction of the greater portion of 
their workable ground. Other companies operated by means.of shafts, 
and these in early days were sunk’ upon the eroppings. At that time, 
before the structure of the vein had been discovered by actual work, 
the false pitch of the eastern wall; and a slight westerly pitch of' some, 
of the ore-bodies, led to the'belief that the veim would permanently dip 
to the west, As developments: proceeded, however, the eastern dip of 
the western; or foot wall, with the probable conformity of the eastern 
wall to it in depth, became clearly apparent. The shafts sunk on the 
croppings on the northern part of the vein reached the west wall at a 
depth of four hundred or five hundred feet,-and penetrated’ the hard 
syenite below the vein. As the increasing depth of such shafts con- 
stantly increased the distance between the bottom of the shaft and: the 
vein, and as the ground above, in the vein; was of a soft character and: 
difficult to sustain, the plan of locating: deep shafts at eight hundred or 
one thousand feet east of the croppings, and sinking through the east- 
ern country rock to strike the lode ага considerable:depth, was adopted, 
first by the Gould & Curry, and afterward by nearly all of the principal 
mines in the vicinity. 

ORE EXTRACTION. 

The ore, ав. 1$ is worked out or.broken down by the miners in the stope, 
is thrown down to. the track level of the station. below,.either falling. 
upon. the-floor of the drift or into a receiver or bin, whence it is loaded 
into the drift car. and carried.to the shaft. There the car, containing its 
load, either of ore or waste rock, is placed upon the cage or platform in 
the shaft-and raised то Ве surface; where itis run from the cage on to` 
another track, and 80 conveyed to the appropriate ore bin or waste dump, 
aecording to its character, and thus delivered of its load without any 
intermediate handling. The car in general use in the Comstock Mines ia 
made of, wood, and has a capacity of about one thousand six hundred or 
one thousand eight hundred pounds.

Owing to the fact that but few of the Superintendents had reported 
to the Mining Boards of Trustees, in some cases it has been impossible 
to procure all the information that could have been degired. However, 
what has occurred in the way of work and developments in the mines 
of the Comstock lode, during the past two years, will be recounted as 
fully as possible in the following brief sketches. 


BALTIMORE, 


No work has been done on this mine since eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four, until last Spring. Good hoisting works have been erected and the 
shaft sunk two hundred and ninety feet. The croppings found on this 
location contain of the precious metals only gold. The assays of the 
ore vary from nine dollars to one hundred and twenty dollars per ton, 
though great masses ure found which do not show anything. Water is 
found at a depth of eighty feet, but at two hundred feet there is none, 
the shaft having been cut through dry ground at that distance. 


ENICKERBOCKER. 


This company have a shaft down four hundred and eighty feet. <At 
the depth of four hundred feet a drift has been run to strike the vein at 
an estimated distance of two hundred and eighty feet from the shaft; it 
has reached a distance of two hundred and forty feet. Good hoisting 
works also have been erected here during the past year. The geological 

. formation here pierced by the shaft is syenite. The water in this shaft, 
allowed to fill up to the four-hundred-foot level, is eighty feet deep. 


ARIZONA AND UTAH 


Has a shaft down ninety feet, at the bottom of which a vein three and 
one half feet in width has been found. 
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GLOBE TUNNEL 
Has been driven in a dietance of one thousand four hundred feet. One 
thousand three hundred feet from its mouth a vein thirty feet in width 
has béen cut. The-tunnel is still being pushed ahead to cut another 
vein, estimated to be ninety feet further in the hill. 'This tunnel was 
run several hundred feet previous to eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
but work was then suspended and never since renewed until last Spring. 
A large stream of water flows from it. : 


CALEDONIA. 


A new shaft was commenced by this company in the Spring of eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-one, six hundred and fifty feet southeast from 
the old one, and has been sunk to the depth of seven hundred feet. At 
this point the water rushed in with such force that work for the present 
has been suspended in sinking, and a drift is being run four hundred feet 
to strike the ledge, which it will reach at a depth of one-hundred and 
fifty feet below the lowest working in the old shaft. This company’s 
ground has been prospected only two hundred and fifty feet in length, 
and in the old shaft two hundred and fifty feet deep. - Substantial hoist- 
ing works and buildings have been erected on the new shaft. 


OVERMAN. 


A great quantity of low grade оге is found throughout the whole ex- 
tent of this mine. In August, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, a new 
shaft was started one thousand five hundred feet east of the old works, 
and it has now reached a depth of eight hundred and fifty feet. The 
mouth of the new shaft is about three hundred feet, perpendicular height, 
below the old shaft; so that the bottom of this shaft is now about at the 
same level as the one-thousand-two-hundred-foot in the Belcher. Work 
has been stopped since August, in order to get new hoisting works in 
place. But little work has been done below the five-hundred-foot level. 
The ore extracted from this depth averages twenty-three dollars per ton. 
Above the two-hundred-and-twenty-six-foot level the last ore, when re- 
duced, yielded fifteen dollars and sixty-two cents per ton, showing an 
inereased value as depth is obtained. | 


" SEGREGATED BELCHER. 
This mine is the great < Micawber” of the Comstock lode. 


BELCHER. А 


Soon after the strike made in the Crown Point, the опе thousand-foot 
level was cut from the Yellow Jacket Mine through to the Belcher 
ground, where the same body of rich ore was found. It is known to 
extend south to a distance of four hundred feet in this mine. On this level 
itis one hundred feet wide, and on the gne-thousand-two-hundred-foot 
level, the width is as yet unknown. e ore-body grows narrower 
towards the south. It has opened upward as far as the nine-hundred- 
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foot level. The average yield of this ore per ton is about sixty-five 
dollars—a largo per cent of which is gold. The shaft has been sunk to 
a depth of eight hundred and fifty feet, and from the bottom of this an 
incline extends four hundred feet further. It is divided into three com- 
partments—one for the pumps, and the other two for the hoisting pur- 
poses. The shaft has lately been retimbered in its entire length, and 
hoisting works erected over it. All the arrangements for working this 
mine are very complete. Everything about the works is kept in perfect 
order, and is a model of neatness which some of the neighbors of the 
Belcher weuld do well to imitate. A large water tank, always kept full, 
is situated one hundred and forty feet above. Three hydrants are con- 
nected with it, which can throw water on to any part of the building or 
into the mine, in case of fire. Until these hoisting works were com- 
pleted, the ore was raised through the Yellow Jacket shaft—three mules 
having been lowered down to the one-thousand-foot level for the pur- 
pose of transporting the ore from the mine to the shaft. 


А CROWN POINT. 


The largest body of pay ore ever found in the Comstock lode, was 
discovered in this mine in the last of November, eighteen hundred and 
seventy, at the one-thousand-one-hundred-foot level. It has been opened 
up ав far ав the nine-hundred-foot level, and down to Ше one-thousand- 
three-hundred-foot. It extends three hundred and seventy-five feet from 
the Belcher line north, and is from one hundred to one hundred and 
twenty-five feet in width. The ore averages about forty-five dollars per 
ton. As yet, itis not known to what depth the ore-body extends, or how 
far upwards it goes. For many years this mine was considered of little 
value; indeed, among merchants apnd stock brokers, it was thought а 
‘reflection upon a man’s capacity for business, to be owner of Crown 
Point stock. It is now the most valuable silver mine in the world. 

Powerful hoisting works are kept constantly running raising ore, 
which keeps three of the largest mills on the Carson River running, 
viz.: the Mexican, Yellow Jacket, and Brunswick, and also other mills 
in Gold Cañon. 7 . 

The Superintendents of this and the Belcher Mines have published no 
reports, so that it has been beyond possibility to give more detailed state- 
ments of the same. 


YELLOW JACKET. 


The shaft of this company has reached the depth of one thousand 
five hundred and forty-three feet. This is the deepest point reached on 
the Comstock lode, and is nearly one hundred feet below the point where 
the Sutro Tunnel will intersect it. Captain Taylor, Superintendent, in 
his report made June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, says: 


The past year has not been one of great profit to the shareholders. The 
dividends which have been disbursed aggregate one hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars. - There has been extracted and milled, twenty thou- 
sand three hundred and ninety-three tons of ore, at an average yield of 
twenty-six dollars and fourteen cents per ton, against fifty-nine thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-five, tons at an average of thirty-one dollars 
per ton, (yield for the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one.) The whole of the. ore mined, came from the old stope ђе: 
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tween the nine-hundred and one-thousand-foot levels. There.has not been 
any paying body of ore discovered below the above workings. A large 
amount of dead work, or prospecting, has been done during the Year—cost- 
ing fully fifty per cent of all our disbursements for labor, mine supplies, 
etc.—aggregating three thousand seven hundred and thirty-six feet of 
drifts, six hundred and fifty feet of winzes, and six hundred and seven- 
teen of main (incline) shaft. Our one-thousand-two-hundred and one- 
thousand-three-hundred-foot levels have been but partially prospected, 
while on the one-thousand-four-hundred and one-thousand-five-hindred- 
foot levels the quartz has not yet been cut into. During the year, we 
have hoisted sixty thousand four hundred and fourteen tons of ore for 
the Belcher Silver Mining Co., which has been quite a source of revenue 
and profit to us. We have built jointly, with the Crown Point and Ken- 
tuck Mines, a water tank, for fire purposes, holding about two hundred 
thousand gallons of water, and situated two hundred and fifty feet above 
our works. In connection with this tank, we have four well located 
hydrants and a good supply of earbolized hose at each; which should 
- insure the works against fire. . 

In conelusion, I will state that, although we have bcen thus far unsuc- 
cessful in our explorations below the one-thousand-foot level, we have 
very promising indications of the existence of ore at greater depths; 
and as we are now about to open new levels, I hope we may be as well 
rewarded for the time and money expended, as our neighbors have been 
after as seemingly fruitless a search. 7 
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IMPERIAL. 


The shaft of this company has reached a depth of one thousand 
three hundred feet. An incline ha8 been sunk some distance below this 
point. 
- KENTUCK. 

This company’s shaft has reached the depth of seven hundred feet; 
no work, however, has been done in the way of sinking it, of late, as it 
is in the west country rock. Itis used now in working the old levels, 
from which ore has been taken constantly during the last two years. A 
drift has been run from the Crown Point one-thousand-three-hundred- 
foot level to this company’s ground, and a cross cut has been partly 
made, but as yet no ore has been found on this level. Openings were 
also made from the nine-hündred and one-thousand-foot levels, but the 
ledge, at these points, was found entirely barren. Only about three 
hundred and fifty feet of drifts have been run in the past year, and these 
in the six-hundred and seven-hundred-foot levels. The ore extracted 
from ihis mine is worked at the Devil's Gate Mill. 


ALPHA AND EXCHEQUER: 
No work has been done on these mines for several years past. 


BULLION. 


This company have sunk a shaft eight hundred feet deep, and from 
the bottom of it an incline four hundred and fifty feet further. This 
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mine has never paid a dividend. One million seven hundred thousand 
dollars һауе been expended upon it, without developing any large body 
of pay ore. It із now worked very economically, and іп a very syste- 
matic manner. 


JULIA. 


This location is situated in front or to the east of the Chollar Mine. 


` A shaft has been sunk nine hundred and fifty feet, but nothing of any 


great importance has, as yet, been found. 


CHOLLAR-POTOSI. 


Mr. Requa, in his report for the year ending May thirty-first, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two, gives the following: 

Ore extracted, thirty-seven thousand seven hundred and eighty-nine 
and one half tons; ore milled, thirty-five thousand nine hundred and 
thirty tons; average yield per ton, twenty-six dollars and seventeen 
cents; gross yield of bullion, nine hundred and forty thousand one hun- : 
dred and nineteen dollars and sixty cents. The ore mined was obtained 
from: Blue Wing, ten thousand seven hundred and eighty-nine tons; Bel- 
videre, two thousand and one half tons; Piute Station, seven thougand 
tons. 

Belvidere section did not yield as largely of ore below the Potosi 
tunnel level as was anticipated. Blue Wing has afforded nearly the 
same amount of ore as was taken from this section during the previous 
year. This seemingly inexhaustible bonanza is promising better to-day 
than at any time during the past two years. Immediately west of, and 
running parallel with, the old stope on the Potosi tunnel track floór, we 
eame upon à deposit of ore that is yielding handsomely. Indications 
are favorable both as regards extent and quality. From numerous 
assays made of samples taken out of this body, we find that gold lavgely 
predominates over the silver. This excess of gold is considered favor- 
a and denotes, so far as this mine is concerned, strength in the 

eposit. 

The prospecting from first station, new shaft, һай been rewarded by ` 
occasional bunches of good ore. Up to this writing no extensive de- 
posits have been met with. A vast section remains to be explored. 
‘Owing to the constant use of the machinery in the shaft for repairs, we 
have been compelled to suspend ore extracting, also prospecting in this 
section. As soon as circumstances will permit, both prospecting and 
ore extracting from this portion of the mine will be resumed. In the 
past twelve months, four thousand feet of drifts have been made, mostly 
for prospecting purposes. 


HALE & NORCROSS. 


From Mr. Fair's report for eighteen hundred and seventy-two, we take ` 
the following: А 

During’ the past year, forty-eight thousand five hundred and seventy- 
one and one half tons of ore have been extracted from the various levels 
of the mine, and forty-nine thousand six hundred and twenty-five and 
forty-nine one hundredths tons have been reduced. The entire yield of 
bullion therefrom was eight hundred and sixty-two thousand seven hun- 
dred and one dollars and thirty-six cents, and there remains on hand, in 
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the several ore houses, three thousand one hundred and fifty-four 
and ninety-three one hundredths tons of ore, of an assay valuation of 
eighty-four thousand and seventy-two dollars and nine cents. Within 
this period the main shaft has been retimbered in the most substantial 
manner, from the eighth (or thirteen-hundred-foot) level to the surface. 
This work has been attended with great expense, and has also retarded 
the exploration of the mine below the eighth level for at least one third 
of the year, The shaft is now in good repair, as are also the varioys 
drifts, adits, and winzes throughout the mine; and the chief air passage 
and ladder way, connecting the upper and lower mines, is in perfect con- 
dition and of sufficient capacity to render all the levels cool and pleasant. 
At а perpendicular depth of one thousand two hundred and thirty-four 
feet, or sixty-six feet above the eighth level, the main intersects the 
hard west wall of the ore vein. We have therefore been compelled 
to continue our operations at greater depths by ‘means of an incline. 
This incline is now sunk to a distance of two hundred and ninety feet 
below the eighth or lowest level. It descends at an angle of thirty-niné 
degrees from the horizon, and is sunk in the hard west wall of the vein. 
It has evidently passed below the water line, a8 the rock is extremely 
hard, requiring continuous blasting, and is entirely devoid of moisture. 

Within the past six months we have expended a large amount of 
money in the purchase and erection of machinery suited to the incline 
method of working the mine. 

The ores extracted during the latter half of the year have been unavoid- 
ably of a low grade, and owing to interruption of work at the bottom of 
the mine (pending the retimbering of the shaft) were produced from the 
upper levels and from the section known as the old or upper mine. 
Much of this quantity of ore yet remains in these localities, but as it 
yields but little profit our attention will be directed to new deposits at 
greater depths, so soon as stations can be opened from the incline now 
advancing downwards. The machinery at both mines is in perfect 
order. 


SAVAGE. i 2 - 


According to Mr. Hamilton’s report for the past year, the total 
quantity of ore reduced was forty-eight thousand three hundred and 
ninety-two and seventeen twentieths tons, all at custom mills, except- 
ing about one thousand one hundred tons which was reduced at thes 
company’s mill (Savage Mill), at Washoe, in the months of July ‘апа 
August. A fair quantity of ore has been extracted, amounting to nearly 
four thousand tons per month оп the average, but it has been of во low 
a grade as to be far from remunerative. It has yielded eighteen dollars 
and seventy cents per ton, which falls short of the cost of production and 
of reduction by the sum of three dollars and twenty-five cents per ton. 
The cost of production, in which care has been taken to include with labor 
and materials every item of incidental expense, has been ten dollars and 
fifteen cents per ton; and the cost of reduction has been eleven dollars and 
eighty cents per ton; making the whole expense incurred until the ore has 
become beneficiated, twenty-one dollars and ninety-five cents per ton, 
which is twenty-nine cents less to the ton than the average cost for the five 
preceding years. This loss, then, from the last year's operations, is due to 
the diminished yield of the ore, and not to any increase in the aggregate of 
the cost of production and reduction. On the eleventh level connection 
has been made with the Hale & Norcross Mine, which gives a free circula- 
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tion of air, and ore has been found in places from a point about one 
hundred feet south of the incline to near the south line, and the indica- 
tions are that it will prove to be one continuous body. At the present 
time our resources for ore are limited to the second level north, third 
level north, eleventh and twelfth levels south, and the third and sixth 
levels of the old mine. Work on all the other levels has been sus- 

ended, as they are considered exhausted of all ore worth taking out. 

he levels above named are now yielding in the aggregate about one 
hundred and seventy tons daily. From present appearances the second 
and third levels north, and the sixth level (old mine), will continue to 
yield for many months. 

In conclusion, the success of the present year’s operations will depend 
upon developments in the eleventh and twelfth levels, and upon what 
may be opened up below these levels. I am not without hope that ore 
will yet be found in quantity and quality which will prove a source of 
profit 10 the company. 


GOULD & CURRY. 


™ During the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one, according to the 


` Superintendent’s report, two thousand six hundred and thirty-four tons 


one thousand one hundred pounds of ore have been extracted from this 
mine. The ore worked gave an average yield of twenty-six dollars and 
twenty-one cents per ton, aggregating ninety-one thousand six hundred 
and forty-five dollars and two cents. Prospecting has been vigorously 

rosecuted during the year. The undeveloped portions of the mine have 

een thoroughly explored from the north to the south line; from sixth 
station level to the surface; and I am convinced that no considerable 
body of ore of sufficient value for present working exists within these 
limits. Four hundred and twenty-five feet of the shaft have been 
retimbered, which is now in good working order its entire depth. A 
tank large enough to accumulate the water of the mine for twelve hours 
has Бееп built at the sixth station, materially reducing the cost of 
pumping. The formation through which we have passed in sinking is 
very regular and unbroken. The west country rock was reached’ at a 
depth of one thousand four hundred and seventy-nine feet, pitching last 
at an angle of fifty-seven degrees. The average inclination of this rock 
from the surface to the ‘place of crossing the shaft, determined by 
explorations at the various stations, is fifty-two degrees. An aggregate 
of twelve thousand two hundred and fifty-six feet of drift has been run 
during the year. In addition, there were one thousand five hundred and 
fifty-five feet of old drifts reopened. New and substantial foundations 
of stone have been-placed under the reels and north hoisting engine. 
All the engines and machinery are in good working order.

VIRGINIA CONSOLIDATED, 


This mine has been opened to a depth of five hundred and twenty-five 
feet. New hoisting works have been erected, and the shaft will be con- 
tinued downward to the one-thousand-two-hundred-foot level, to connect 
there with а drift run from the Gould & Curry. Ко ore has been taken 
from this mine during the past two years. А+ the depth of five hun- 
dred feet in this mine the lode is two hundred feet wide. Indications 
here are good for finding a body of pay ore. No.trouble is experienced 
in working this mine on account of waiter, ав itis drained by the works 
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of the Ophir and Gould & Curry. Six hundred feet in the shaft can be 
sunk from the point which it has now reached without even the use of 
a pump. 

: OPHIR. 


From a report made December fifteenth, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-two, by Mr. J. C. Corey, Superintendent, to the President and 
Board of Trustees of this company, we learn that the main shaft has 
been sunk, at convenient intervals, to a depth of one thousand five hun- 
dred feet, cutting the ledge between one thousand three hundred feet 
and one thousand four hundred feet. Since June twenty-first, two thou- 
sand four hundred and twenty-eight feet of new ground has been opened 
and one thousand one hundred feet of abandoned drift repaired and | 
retimbered. 

The matter of natural ventilation seems to have been entirely over- 
looked by previous management, the importance and economy of which 
cannot be overrated. We have not been fortunate enough to uncover a 
paying body of ore as yet, but each day's work presents additional 
encouragement, and I trust that many days will not elapse before a good 
development ean be reported to you, and Ophir will resume her stand 
among the leading paying mines on the Comstock.

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WASHOE COUNTY. 


а - 

This county.is north of Ormsby. It takes its name from a tribe of 
Indians who inhabit the western portion of the State. A few mining 
districts have been organized within its boundaries, at different times, 
but none of them have ever been a source of much profit. The wealth 
of this county consists chiefly in its agricultural resources and timber 
lands. Formerly, the streams of water flowing from the сайопв in the 
Bierras into Washoe Valley were made available for milling purposes, in 
reducing the ores from the Comstock; and at one time no less than ten 
mills, having an aggregate of two hundred and eighty-one stamps, were 
in active operation in this county—some of these, moreover, were of the 
largest size, and first-class in all their appliances. The Ophir Company's 
Mill, of seventy stamps capacity, and built at a cost of a half million 
dollars, and\Dall’s Mill at Franktown, having sixty stamps, were among 
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the first mills in the State. Since the completion of the Truckee Rail- 
road, however, ore ean be delivered so much cheaper to the mills on the 
Carson River, that with the exception of the Truckee Mill, near Reno, 
and one or two tailing mills in Washoe Valley, nearly all these mills 
have been dismantled and abandoned. à 


-RENO 


Is the county seat, and is situated on the line of the Central Pacifie Rail- 
road. From this point all supplies used in the southwestern section of 
the State are forwarded, ав well as to Douglas, Ormsby, Lyon, and Sto- - 
rey Counties. Itis pleasantly located on the banks of the Truckee River, 
and has many natural advantages for maintaining itself as a prosperous 
town. , 


WADSWORTH 


Is situated thirty-five miles further east, on the line of the railroad. 
There are located here ‘the repair and machine shops for the Truckee 
division of the Central Pacific Railroad. From this point freight is 
shipped to Belmont, Ellsworth, and Columbus; and all the soda and 
borax obtained in Churchill and Esmeralda Counties are forwarded to 
this place for shipment to the markets. 


WASHOE CITY, 


Formerly the county seat, Ophir, and Franktown, since the decline of 
milling enterprises in this county, are not so flourishing as they were 
some years ago. 

The following interesting description of the agricultural and other 
resources of this county has been condensed from the columns of the 
Nevada State Journal, a well edited weekly newspaper published at Reno: 

It may be said that Washoe County embraces an area of one thou- 
sand five hundred square miles and that of this extent not less than 
from eight hundred to one thousand square miles will ultimately be 
found valuable for agricultural and grazing purposes. We think we 
are speaking within proper bounds of truth, for, in fact, it is difficult to 
say what noticeable portion of the entire county is not to a greater or 
less extent fit for grazing. Of the fine arable land (by which we mean 
land so situated, of proper richness, that crops may be raised by irri- 
gation) we think that there are between three hundred and four hun- 
dred square miles. Notwithstanding the rather extensive reclamation 
and cultivation of lands in Washoe Valley and Truckee Meadows, we do 
not believe that one fourth of our arable lands have been yet tested to 
anything like their reasonable capacity for farmiag operations. The 
surface of the county alternates in mountain range, valley, hill, and 
lake. The eastern range of the Sierra Nevada Mountains were ten 
years ago clothed from valley to summit with forests of excellent pine 
timber, Sinée then, great inroads have been made among these fine 
trees for the procuring of lumber, mining timber, and wood, but enough 
yet remains in the southwestern portion of the county to form an 
extensive source of supply for the same purposes, and all accessible to 
labor and eapital. The extreme southwest corner of the county is 
found within the limits of the remarkable and beautiful Lake Tahoe, 
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while the northeast corner is situated so that a goodly portion of the 
not less celebrated Pyramid Lake is contained within our boundaries. 
Тһе. mountain streams from the Sierras are buoyant and of ample 
volume for the irrigation of the arable lands within their reach. Many 
of them already have turned the wheels of large quartz mills. 

The beautiful Truckee River takes at least two thirds of its entire 
course through Washoe County. Its waters are of rare clearness, and 
abound in excellent fish. From its source at Lake Tahoe, to its mouth 
at Pyramid Lake, the river offers frequent sites for the erection of 
machinery to be driven by its excellent power. The supply of water 
which it affords, both for irrigation and propelling power, may be said 
to be practically inexhaustible. The hilly portions and lesser mountain 
ranges in our county would appear to the Eastern traveler to be of 
rather forbidding aspect, yet not without unique beauty. Only to the 
shepherd and the herder, who dwell among those hills, does the avail- 
able pasturage which their yellow sides, and the alternating little val- 
leys afford, become familiar and well recognized. The Central Pacific 
Railroad, in its course through the center of thb county, follows, for the 
most part, the immediate course of the Truckee River. From the Town 
of Reno, which is near the geographical center of the county, the Vir- 
ginia and Truckee Railroad (connecting with the Central Pacific), takes 
its course nearly due south, along the richest portion of Washoe County, 
thence on through Ormsby and Lyon Counties, to find its terminus at 
the great silver-bearing Comstock lode in Storey County. This road, 
built by local capitalists and citizens of our State, was completed last 
September. It is proper to say (parenthetically) that for the construe: 
tion of neither of these railroads has the county been disposed or com- 
pelled to grant any subsidy. 

From Reno north ward through the series of rich and extensive valleys 
that skirt the Sierras, another line is in contemplation. It is easy and 
reasonable to predict for the benefit of Washoe County a great railroa 
center. To the north and south, for hundreds of miles, will this county 
be in railroad communication with a rich agricultural belt of land, and 
with mines of the first order. All will bé more or less tributary to us, 
for here will be the real depot'of the communication, and commerce, 
both east and west, and our productions, will be none the less valuable, 
while our lands, forests, and mines will realize a steady enhancement in 
value. We have scarcely seen the beginning of the era of prosperity 
which we predict will speedily be realized throughout this most advan- 
tageously located county. ' 


WASHOE VALLEY. 


The valley proper embraces an area of from forty-five to fifty square 
miles. Of this surface, Washoe Lake covers probably six square miles; 
the rest is mostly good arable land, and ean nearly all be irrigated suffi- 
ciently from the mountain streams, which descend from the abrupt 
mountains on the west side. The portion in the east side is sparingly 
watered by springs, but the land is of good quality, and in time will be 
amply watered by artesian wells, which are doubtless practicable. The 
western portion of the valley is nearly all under moderately good culti- 
vation. Excellent fruit is raised in the orchards, and very considerable 
quantities of grain, principally barley and oats, are raised in this valley. 
All kinds of vegetables are plentiful and of the best quality; but the 
chief attention is given to hay and stock. Тһе tame grasses are being 
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successfully introduced. Alfalfa has been sown only in very limited 
quantities as yet. The climate of this valley, for the raising of stock, 
cannot be surpassed; it is dry and healthful. The water is of the purest 
quality, from mountain snows and springs. Of the area of truly good 
and arable land in the valley, dot more than one fourth has yet been 
subjected to ordinarily thorough farming operations. There is yet 
abundant room for enterprise and the gaining of wealth in Washoe 
Valley. Land is constantly rising in value, and a near market for its 
produce is, as we think, assured for all time. The railroad passes 
through the richest portion of the valley, and will have at least their 
stations and side tracks within its boundaries. All kinds of produce 
can, therefore, be easily transported, for the surface of the valley is just 
near enough to a level to cause the proper flow of water for irrigation. 
Its natural verdure in the Spring and Summer months is nowhere excelled, 
and its perennial beauties are always attractive to the resident and 
visitor. Comfortable, and, here and there, even elegant, houses are here 
and there dispersed, especially along the extreme western portion of the 
valley. Large barns, stacks of hay and grain, and heads of horses, and 
cattle, and sheep, betoken peace and abundance. 
Leaving Washoe Valley by the rugged сайоп northward, we enter 


PLEASANT VALLEY, 


Containing about one thousand acres of good land. This valley is admi- 
rably lovated, well watered, and healthful. Several good farms are 
cultivated here. Passing thence to the north, we enter 


STEAMBOAT VALLEY, 


Which contains an area of arable land probably equal to six thousand 
acres, including of course the upper and lower portions of the country 
along Steamboat Creek, which go by that name. Some of our very best 
farmers reside within this area. Several of them have devoted their 
lands quite extensively to the growth of alfalfa. In the upper portion 
of Steamboat Valley there is some natural meadow, but grain and vege- 
tables are principally raised, and of good quality. Going from this valley: 
northward we enter the Truckee Valley proper, or Truckee Meadows, 
as it has been for many years known and called. This fine extent of 
natural meadow and fertile sagebrush land cannot be excelled in the 
county or State for farming purposes. For many years it was the longed 
for and welcome oasis to the weary California emigrant as he passed the . 
dreary desert westward from the Humboldt Valley. When the waters 
of the Truckee River shall have contributed the measure of their wealth 
to the soil by human agency, not less than one hundred and fifty square 
‚ miles to two hundred square miles of land in this valley will be profit- 
ably eultivated. A beginning has hardly been made towards the devel- 
opment of this rich area. The. cultivation to which all this land 18. 
susceptible may not be in the near future, but certainly the land and the 
water are here, and.until the entire area from mountain to mountain is 
brought under subjection there. will always be room and place for the 
most advantageous enterprise. The scenery offered by the valley cannot 
be much excelled;, the broad extent of fertile acres verdant every season 
with natural vegetation and framed about with lofty mountains and 
Swelling hills, are already а source of pleasurable recollections to the 
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observer. From west to east flows the blue transparent waters of the 
Truckee. Passing through the valley on the north side of the river is 
the Central Pacific Railroad. Ata point near its center the Virginia 
and Truckee branches from the main line which spans the continent 
and passes to the south through the Truckee and Steamboat Valleys, on 
its route to the Comstock, Health and vigor of body and mind are the 
unfailing blessings which all inhabitants enjoy. For stock raising and 
grass of all kinds no place excels it. The soil is af great depth and 
readily brought to the highest tilth by the husbandman. From a very 
early period in the history of Nevada and Utah, it has been to some 
considerable extent settled and cultivated by white men. It is not only 
possible but practicable to produce here any crop that is known to the 
temperate zone. Every year are seen the added breadths of rich green 
that show the busy hand of hopeful and prosperous farmers. Numerous 
herds of horses and cattle grow and thrive upon its pastures. Нау, 
grain, and vegetables of all descriptions are raised in abundance. Aside 
from the raising of alfalfa there are large tracts of rich natural meadow 
which have for years been producing crops of excellent hay. The area 


" devoted іо the cultivation of the cereals and vegetables is quite large, 


although scarcely proportionate to the grasses. Large ditches for the 
conveying of water for irrigation and mechanical purposes have been 
taken out of the- Truckee River from several points. Probably the 
largest one of these is the one taken out of the river at Mayberry's, 
about five miles above Reno. Its length cannot be less than ten miles. 
It is capable, when in thorough repair, of watering several thousand 
acres of excellent land. Another irrigating ditch of much importance . 
is taken from the river at Lake’s Bridge, and extends south some five or 
six miles. 5 

Washoe County is by no means destitute of mineral wealth. Copper 
and lead are better known, but gold and silver are not wanting. 
In the vicinity “of Peavine—about eleven miles north of Reno—are 
extensive veins of copper. The mines have never been worked to any 
extent, however, although the richness of the ore ranges for twenty to 
fifty per cent. Very rich lead ore is found near Washoe City. Mag- 
netic ore is found near Peavine Mountain, and indications of coal exist 
near Crystal Peak. The quality of the coal thus far extracted is not 
first-class, but further developments may reveal large bodies of that 
desirable article.

ROOP COUNTY. 


This county is attached to Washoe for all purposes. It has never . 
even been organized, and may be considered as a part of Washoe. It 
occupies a long, narrow strip of territory bordering California and 
extending north to the Oregon line. | 


SURPRISE VALLEY, 


One of the most fertile in the State, contains many well improved farms, 
and is noted for its luxuriant growth of grasses, and for its advantages 
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in stock raising. Gold has been found in some of the streams of this 
section of the country, but not in sufficient quantity to attract any great 
number of miners, nor to be the source of much revenue. 


^ 
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Some new districts have been organized, and-some of the old ones lave 
developed good mines in the county during the past two years. On the 
whole, however, mining operations have not proved so successful as in 
former years. The production of bullion has fallen off greatly, and 
many inhabitants have removed to other sections of the State where 
business is more encouraging. The once populous Towns of Hamilton 
and Treasure Hill are now fast approaching abandonment. There still 
remains in White Pine District a small population of miners, who are 
engaged scraping together the scattered bunches of ore left in former 
workings of the mines, and in prospecting for other deposits. Consid- 
erable bodies of ore are still found in the mines of the English Company 
on Treasure Hill, but judging from the results of experience in mines of 
this vicinity, their supply will goon be exhausted. <A sixty-stamp mill, 
the largest and best arranged in the State, belonging to this company, 
was totally consumed by fire during the last year. 

The agricultural resource’ are as good as those of any other county 
in the State. The rich, arable lands of Steptoe, Spring, and White River 
Valleys eannot be excelled. They are, however, as yet, available only 
in producing supplies for the markets of the mining camps.. When the 
mines give out the farms also cease yielding good crops. Мо section of 
the State affords better pasturage for stock. Many of the mountain 
ranges are covered from base to summit with nutritious bunch grasses. 
Many of these ranges afford, also, an abundant supply of wood and tim- 
ber for mining purposes.

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ROBINSON DISTRICT. 


А new interest has lately been shown in this district, and the prospect 
at present is fair for its one day taking the lead of the mining camps in 
the county. It is situated east of Hamilton forty-five miles, in the Egan 
range of mountains. 

The Canton Company have lately purchased forty locations-in this 
district, and have put a force of men to work opening up the mines and 
in remodeling a furnace that was built here two years ago by Mr. Keyes. 
The Altura, Cumming, Wise, El Dorado, Oliver, Minnie, Carbonate, and 
Yellowstone are among the number of claims purchased by this com- 
pany, and some work has been done in allof them. Other promising 
locations in the district are Badlam, Cliff, Hick, Lamb, Manhattan, Hid- 
den Treasure, National, and the Hays Mine. Over four hundred loea. 
tions have been made in this district. The geological formation in 
which most of the veins occur is limestone, and the ore resembles very 
much that found in the mines of Eureka. The gangue being chiefly the 
oxide of iron, contains the carbonate and sulphuret of lead, with from 
fifty dollars to one hundred and sixty dollars per ton in gold and silver. 
There are some quartz ores in the district, but not in a very large pro- 
portion. There is also a large copper vein which shows sixty per cent 
of copper, and another lode which yields about fifty per cent of iron. 
The district is well supplied with wood and water. Muncy Creek enters 
the cafion in which these mines are situated a mile below where the fur- 
naces are located. This сайоп is about one.and one half miles wide, and 
contains several hundred acres of good land. The mineral belt in this 
district is about seven miles long by two miles wide. Garnets are found 
here in great abundance, some of them polished as smoothly and per- 
fectly as if they had come from the hands of а lapidary. 


PIEDMONT DISTRICT. 


This district was organized in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine; but 
little work was done, however, previous to the Spring of eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-one, at which time a company organized in San Fran- 
cisco, and having purchased a half interest in the chief locations of the 
district, began to open up this mine, and erecied a ten-stamp mill. 
Since that time work has been carried on very energetically. The mill 
has been kept running constantly, except when shut down for repairs, 
since the twenty-fourth of April of that year. There is plenty of 
wood and water here for all purposes, and quite convenient to the mines, 
wood costing about five dollars per cord. Three miles from the mines 
there is a body of timber land suitable for making lumber. А sawmill 
has been built here which supplies the market of this section of country 
with manufactured lumber. 


QUEEN SPRINGS DISTRICT. 


This district is situated about eighty miles from Hamilton, and seventy- 
five from Toano. The old overland road passes through it. It was 
organized June twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, and 
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embraces a part of what was formerly known as McCurdy’s District. 
It extends six miles north, and the same distance south, from Queen’s 
Springs, and is bounded on the east by Spring Valley, and on the wes 
by Steptoe. The mineral belt extends through the entire length of the 
district, and is one half mile to two miles in width. The geological 
formation of Queen Springs Mountain is essentially limestone. To the 
east there are vertical strata of calcareous shale, and next to this, over 
the base of the mountain, the formation is trachyte. The metal-bear- 
ing veins or deposits of ore are found in limestone, and crop out in 
many places to the surface. А considerable. amount of surface work 
has been done, but no openings to any depth have as yet been made. 
Located in this part of the district are the El Capitan, Great Western, 
Monte Vista, Nutmeg, Fairy Bell, Nip-and-Tuck, War Horse, Citizen, 
Excelsior, Sweepstakes, Star of the West, and May Queen. - Situated | 
about four miles north of Queen Springs are the Woodburn, McMahon, 
Summit, Daley, and other mines, upon which a large amount of work 
has been done, showing some promising lodes of ore. The Town of 
Schellburne is situated about two miles from the mines, in this section 
of the district, and in the vicinity of Schell Creek Station, on the over- 
land road. Twelve miles south are the Ruby Hill Mines. Among the 
locations here are the Cow-and-Calf, the Silver Wreath, Lookout, North- 
ern Light, Wide West, Gallagher, Monitor, Rattler’s Joy, and a number 
of others. Some work has been done upon most of the locations, but 
little of a permanent character. The geological formation varies but 
little throughout this district; the ore veins are all found in limestone. 
The district is well supplied with wood and water, and the facilities for 
mining and milling are as favorable as in any section in the eastern por- 
tion of the State. 5 т 


к HUNTER DISTRICT. 

This district is situated in the Egan Mountains, ten miles south of 
Egan Cañon and fifty miles from Hamilton, Several locations have 
been made here. The formation is limestone, and the character of the 
‘ores similar to that of the ores of: Eureka District. The veins vary in 
width from six inches to four feet. The mines in the district were dis- 
covered December third, eighteen hundred and seventy-one. The most 
prominent locations are the Horton, Tiger, Nebraska, and Arizona. 
But little work has been done, as yet, on any of the claims. 

There are several other districts in this county, as the Egan Caiion, 
San Francisco, Latham, Lexington, Snake, Shoshone, Lincoln, Manning, 
Warren, Cooper, and Silver Mountain. Some of them have been aban- 
doned, however, and so far but httle work has been done in the others— 
not enough to be worthy of mention. 


PANCAKE COAL MINES. 


Some coal veins have been found in the Pancake range of mountains, 
fifteen miles distant from Hamilton by the stage road, and twenty-two 
miles from Eureka, nearly due east. Evidence of coal was noticed here 
three years ago, but nothing was done in the way of prospecting for 
the veins until last Summer, when a shaft was sunk thirty feet. At 
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this depth water was found, and some seams of coal in a vein four feet 
thick. The coal obtained is of a superior quality; it burns and cokes 
well. Three distinct veins have been found here, which can be traced 
for a distance of two miles, and which vary in width from four to six 
feet. Above the water level the material composing the vein consists 
of the oxide of iron, mixed with carbonaceous matter of a loose and 
crumbling nature; but it becomes more solidified, and is partially crys- 
tallized, as soon as the water level is reached, and seams of coal from 
one to two inches in thickness are found. The veins dip under the 
mountain to the west, at an angle of forty degrees, and their course is 
fifteen degrees east of south, from the point of discovery. Although 
sufficient data'has not yet been obtained to determine accurately the 
age to which the formation here belongs, still enough is known to indi- 
cate strongly that it may be.referred to the carboniferous era. The 
geological formation here is favorable for the development of a coal 
mine. It resembles very much that of the Wyoming coal fields. The 
first formation below the vein in which the coal is found is siliceous 
iron ore; then & stratum of limestone; and beneath this, sandstone and 
eonglomerate. Above it the formation is bituminous and argillaceous 
shales; next to the shale, calcareous slate; then red sandstone; con- 
glomerate and limestone capping the whole formation. There is an 
open valley running north from this place to Palisade, and should a 
coal mine of any extent be developed here a line of railroad might be 
constructed to connect with the Central Pacific at that point, having 
an easy grade the entire distance. Whether or not coal will be found 
here in any great quantities is a question which future work alone can 
determine. Owing, however, to the fact that there is no security afforded 
to the person or persons developing à coal mine in this State, whereby 
they may secure à title to the property without competing with other 
bidders for the same when it may come into market, all work has been 
suspended; although the proprietor is quite confident that a good eoal 
mine can be opened here, and would not hesitate to expend the necessary 
amount of money to determine the fact could a good title be secured. 16 
has been a custom with civilized nations for many centuries to offer pre- 
miums for the discovery of useful minerals or inventions. Such premiums 
are not in the nature of subsidies for enterprises of doubtful or real 
merit, but are intended as rewards for men to attempt something as yet 
unknown, and the finding of which is to confer vast benefit upon the 


' whole community. In this spirit, considering how much our leading 


interest of mining depends upon fuel, and how little our State promises 
after one’s leaving the Sierras, it seems to me that an offer of a reasonable 
premium to any one who should actually develop a coal mine, and bring 
to the surface a specified quantity of coal, would be but-just to the 
explorer; and could such inducement eause the discovery of extensive 
deposits of coal, this advantage to the whole State must be sufficiently 
apparent. In this connection, I beg further to remind your honorable 
body that under all present existing laws no protection in regard to 
title is given the discoverer of coal lands, and suggest such legislation 
as Shall bring the matter under the attention of Congress, so that the 
1. States may so amend the law ав to secure justice іп this par- 
ticular.

About one thousand observations have been taken оп ап aneroid 
barometer for the purpose of attaining the altitude of different places, 
but the publication of all of them here would be of little value or 
interest. 
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A set of meteorological instruments, made to accord with the latest 
developments of advancing science, and of the kinds most: highly ap- 
proved by scientists in this branch, to wit: two Green’s standard barom- 
. eters, an ombrometer, psychrometer, and several standard thermometers, 
were procured by me early in the first year-of my office. While present 
at the Capitol, accurate observations have been taken upon these instru- 
ments, and a record of the same has been carefully kept. I am obliged, 
however, under the law, to be absent a great portion of my time from 
the Capitol, making tours of investigation and exploration through the 
distant, as well as neighboring, counties of the State. During my ab- 
sence, being unable to procure the services of any unpaid assistant 
(there being no appropriation for this purpose), the observations under- 
taken by myself were made only in a desultory manner, and so irregu- 
larly as not to be available for the good of the State or the promotion 
of science at large. Regularity is not less important than accuracy in 
the taking of these observations. Meteorology has risen to a degree of 
importance and usefulness, of wide-reaching benefit to the human race, 
and no effort should- be spared in concurrent endeavor to promote its 
advance to perfection and still greater utility. By means of observations 
taken simultaneously at observatories established in nearly every State 
of the Union, and telegraphed to the Smithsonian Institute at Washing- 
ton, and there compared, the coming of storms has been predicted with 
unvarying eertainty and accuracy. Vessels and ships have been warned 
by telegraph not to venture out upon the then calm waters, which were 
soon to be lashed by the coming storm. These prognostications with 
regard to the state of the weather are not valuable to sea-going men 
only, but in this State they will be of great importance to the farmers, 
and the merchant, the mill man, and those engaged in the lumber trade. 
They will be of especial value to those engaged in fluming, and in trans- 


porting their lumber from the Sierras to the various markets. Much ' 


remains yet to be accomplished, however, before the full benefits of 
this science of meteorology, as perfected, can be realized to the race. 
Most of the civilized Governments of Europe have also organized, as in 
America, systems of simultaneous observations by which storms may bé 
noted. These, with the aid of the telegraph, cannot fail to advance the 
science more rapidly than has ever been done at any other period of its 
history. Let Nevada lend a helping hand to philanthropic science, and 
promote her own renown thereby, also. 

In consideration of which facts, I would suggest the importance of 
the meteorological observations taken in my office, and the necessity of 
their being taken all the year round; and, in brder thereto, I would 
respectfully ask that a sufficient appropriation by made to this office 
to allow me the service of a competent and reliable assistant for this 
purpose.

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STATE MUSEUM. 


One of the largest and best furnished rooms in the Capitol has been 
allotted for this purpose; and five elegant cases, suitable for the display 
of specimens, have been placed in it, each one being capable of contain- 
ing from eight hundred to twelve hundred specimens. АП thé specimens 
belonging to the State have -been placed in them. Of the six hundred 
donated to the State by Mr. Stretch, only sixty have come into my pos- 
session; of those collected by Mr. White, there are but few that have 
any value, as they are unlabeled and unaccompanied by any description 
whatever. During the past two years about two thousand five hundred 
specimens have been collected by myself. These have been placed in 
the cases, and, as soon as they can be properly classified and labeled, 
will be catalogued. In collecting specimens, no difficulty is experienced 


. in getting good ones of the geological formations throughout the State, 


and of rich ore from all the mines; but it is exceedingly difficult to 
obtain rare and beautiful specimens, as the Mineralogist can scarcely 
ever be present when they are found; and when they have once been 
placed in private cabinets, it is seldom that they can ever afterwards be 
procured for the State. In а cabinet of classified minerals, it is desirable 
to have every locality and every variety of mineral represented; and, 
although our own State is exceedingly multiform in its diversity of 
specimens, still there are many which cannot be collected within our 
own territory., І would, therefore, respectfully ask that a sufficient 
appropriation be made to this office, not only to buy some of the rare 
and beautiful specimens found in our own State, but also to purchase a 
suite of foreign minerals. І would-also beg leave to suggest that the 
State Cabinet might be greatly improved by removing the partition 
between the two rooms now occupied by the State Mineralogist, and by 
placing in the apartments thus enlarged several additional cases of the 
same description as those now in use. -

In addition to the foregoing expenditures I have used my own 


personal funds to the amount of three hundred and fifty-seven dollars 


and fifty cents, in payment for the boarding and ranching of two horses, 
and for traveling expenses while engaged in performing the duties of 
my office. This amount has partly been reimbursed by the sale of three 
mules and one riding saddle, amounting in, all to two hundred and 
twenty-four dollars and fifty cents. 

During the Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy-one, Mr. William 
Е. Armstrong was employed as an assistant to accompany me on a trip 
of exploration in the Colorado Basin. He was thus engaged from April 
tenth to July sixteenth inclusivé (three and one fifth months), at a 
salary of one hundred dollars per month. His bill for three hundred 
and twenty dollars was allowed by the State Board of Examiners, but 
as there was no.Fund on which the State Controller could draw his 
warrant for such service, it remains unpaid. I would therefore respect- 
fally ask your honorable body to make the necessary appropriation for 
the payment of Mr. Armstrong’s claim. 
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In the foregoing pages it has been my object to set forth as clearly 
and concisely as possible the nature and character of the mines in the 
various sections of the State; to put in a readable form some of the facts 
connected with the history of each one of the mining and agricultural 
districts, во ав to lay before your honorable body a cémprehensive view 
of the resources of the State, and their development, during the past 
two years, without entering into what would be here a useless discus- 
sion of theories pertaining to geological and mineralogical causes or 
results in this or that quarter of our domain. It has been my endeavor, 
rather, to show that the more our resources are developed, the more 
fully we learn to realize the fact that Nevada, instead of being made up 
of the refuse materials of creation, and piled into a disordered chaotic 
mass, regardless of fitness and affinity, as one often hears remarked 
by thoughtless persons, is marvelously made. We see that the same 
inscrutable care and surpassing wisdom have been exercised here 
by the great Creator for the perfect mutual adaptation of the means 
to the end, that are observed in other countries, where the external 
aspect of nature is more pleasing; that although the soil in many por- 
tions of Nevada is barren of those elements out of which are formed 
productive fields and rich pasturés; yet, that for all there is a great 
want of living streams of pure water and forests clothed in refreshing 
green, still we have buried in the depths of nearly every hill and moun- 
tain veins of bright silver and yellow gold, lodes of iron, copper, lead, 
antimony, and of nearly all the existing metals. Our dreary looking 
plains and valleys yield inexhaustible supplies of salt, soda, borax, ви]. 
phur, alum, and gypsum; besides that, sufficient of the soil can be util- 
ized for agricultural purposes to supply all our own wants with but little 
trouble, while the bunch grass and white sage growing on our myriad 
hills and valleys furnish the most nutritious feed for our own, and for 
the herds and flocks of our neighboring States and Territories. During 
the past two years more real confidence has been established in the per- 
manency of our mines than was ever felt before; greater activity has 
been displayed in the extension of business operations than has ever 
been manifested in the previous history of our State, and the influx of 
population is constantly on the increase. 

The bullion product of Nevada for eighteen hundred and seventy-two 
is almost one half of all the bullion produced west of the Missouri 
River. We possess one hundred and sixty-two mills and furnaces having 
one thousand nine hundred and four stamps, and capable of reducing 
daily five thousand one hundred and eighty-three tons of ore. These 
mills have been kept almost uninterruptedly at work, and have turned 
out for the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one, twenty million ten 
thousand one hundred and seventy-five dollars and twelve cents; and 
for the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two—last quarter estimated— 
twenty-three million seven hundred and nineteen thousand two hundred 
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and twelve dollars and nine cents in gold and silver bullion, with several 
thousand tons of lead, copper, and antimony. There is no foundation 
for a reason why we may not expect a proportionate increase for years 
to come. 

In the Supplement which accompanies this Report, it is thought, the 
information furnished by a tabular statement of the mines producing 
bullion, and the amount produced, will be valuable in showing just 
where our bullion is obtained, and in affording a means by which you 
can compare the value of the different localities and counties in this 
respect. К 

With but one or two exceptions, the Superintendents and other execu- 
tive officers of the different mining and mill companies throughout the 
State have extended every courtesy and facility within their power to 
aid me in gaining whatever information was desirable in reference to the 
various properties of which they have had charge. Many other persons 
have been equally kind and obliging. І am especially indebted, how- 
ever, to his Excellency Governor Bradley, Attorney General Buckner, 
Secretary of State Minor, and Mr. Hobart, State Controller, for the 
promptness and willingness with which means were provided for the . 
purchase of an appropriate outfit, and for my traveling expenses for the 
first year of my labors, before the actual expense had been incurred. 
To each and all of the other State officers, I am under obligations for 
encouragement and kind suggestions; so that, should this Report merit 
your approbation, it will be owing chiefly to the assistance and support 
thus afforded me. If it should not, however, be found possessed of qual- 
ities worthy to elicit for it à favorable consideration at your hands, the 
failure must be attributed to myself alone.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


FOR THE 


GOVERNMENT OF THE NEVADA STATE PRISON. 


ADOPTED APRIL 25TH, 1872. 


| 1. 

То enable the Warden to superintend the business of the Prison and 
Prison labor, subject to the direction of the Board of Prison Commis- 
sioners, a8 provided in section sixteen of an Act of the Legislature of 
Nevada, entitled “An Act to provide for the government of the State 
Prison of the State of Nevada,” approved March fourth, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-five, the Board create the following offices and officers: 

First—A. Clerk, who, in the absence of the Warden, shall be the Act- 
ing Warden, and perform all the duties devolving upon the Warden. 

Second—A Prison Guard, to consist of twelve persons, of which Guard 
there shall be one Captain and one Lieutenant. 

Third—Suitable persons to fill said offices dhall be named by the 
Warden to the Board of Commissioners, and employed by the Board, 
on the terms and conditions specified in a written contract between the 
persons employed, or any of them, and the Board of Commissioners; 
and no compensation shall be allowed by the Board for any service ren- 
dered the State Prison unless the same is rendered under written con- 
tract as aforesaid.

The Captain of the Guard shall be Superintendent of Labor and Тигп-: 
key, and shall have general police supervision of the prisoners, under 
the authority of the Warden. |

No officer will be allowed to take a prisoner or prisoners outside of 
the yard under any circumstances whatever, without special permission 
from the Warden, unless such prisoner or prisoners be engaged on 
prison work, such as wheelers and stonebreakers on the road, nor will 
an officer be allowed to move a prisoner unless he notifies the Guard of 
his intention, and also where the prisoner is going. | 


V. 


The Warden shall keep all prisoners at work during working hours, 


"unless a prisoner has completed his task ог is sick, or from some other, 


cause is unable to work, in which case the Warden shall keep a record 
of the time lost by said prisoner. d 


VI. 


The Warden or Captain of the Guard may suspend a Guard for a 
breach of the Prison Rules, or a dereliction of duty, but shall imme- 
diately report the fact, with the cause thereof, to the Prison Clerk, in, 
writing, who shall record the same in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and without delay file a true copy of the same with the Secre- 
tary of the Board of State Prison Commissioners, for their action in 
the matter, which action shall be final. t

If any officer or employé of the State Prison shall disobey any order 
of his superior officer, or shall use or speak disrespectful language to 
any officer or employé, he shall be suspended, and action thereon shall 
be had as provided in Rule Six. '

The orders of the Board of Prison: Commissioners to the Warden, 
containing directions in relation to the State Prison, grounds, buildings, 
prisoners, prison labor, prison property, ete., shall be in writing, entered 
in the proceedings of the Board. and at once transmitted by the Secre- 
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tary thereof to the Warden,-who shall immediately proceed to execute 
the same, and report to the Board; and said orders shall be his author- 
ity for his action in the premises.

The Warden shall not make, or offer to make, contracts in relation to 
any of the subjects enumerated in Rule Eight, but must report all mat- 
ters in relation to contracts on said subjects to the Board. :

Requisitions for supplies for the State Prison shall be made out and 
filed as required by law; and the Warden shall state therein, separately, 
the supplies needed for his table, the supplies necessary for the pris- 
oners, and incidental supplies.

XI. 


No animals of any kind, not the property of the State of Nevada, 
shall be kept on the Prison grounds, or fed from the supplies furnished 
by the Board of Commissioners. 


XII. 


Persons can be admitted as visitors only by the written permission of 
some member of the State Prison Board, and when so admitted shall 
not talk or in any way eommunieate with any prisoner confined therein, 
unless they have the written permission of some member of the Board, 
and then only in the manner specified in said permit; provided, that the 
Warden may admit persons visiting himself and family, without such 
written permission of the Board. s 


XIII. à 


Any officer of the State Prison who shall permit any one to enter the 
Prison inclosures, contrary to the manner set forth in Rule Twelve, 
shall be discharged.

XIV. 


The compensation of officers, excepting the Warden, shall be fixed by 
special contract, in which the observanee by those employed of the 
rules prescribed by the Board shall be made a condition precedent to 
their payment. Б”; 


XV. 


The use of alcoholic, vinous, or malt liquors by any officer of the 
Prison, within the Prison, is prohibited; and if any officer shall at any 
time be intoxicated by the use of the same, he shall be discharged,

In conclusion, we find the total expenses for conducting and main- 
iaining the State Prison for the years eighteen hundred and seventy-one 
and eighteen hundred and seventy-two, to be sixty-two thousand four 
hundred and fifty-four dollars and thirty-four cents. The average being 
seventy-two prisoners for said period, shows, then, that the daily expense 
per capita was one dollar and nineteen cents (not ¢onsidering the 
amount of fourteen thousand dollars embraced in statement for improve- 
ments and material on hand).

To the Honorable the Legislature of the State of Nevada: 


GENTLEMEN: The undersigned, Directors of the State Orphans’ Home, 
respectfully submit their report, in compliance with the law of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-nine, the same being a biennial report covering: the 
seventh and eighth fiscal years. For the various items contained herein, 
reference is made to the following tables hereunto attached, to wit:

By-laws of the Home adopted by the Board of Directors. 


The appropriation allowed by the Legislature of eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one for the support and maintenance of the Home for the 
seventh and eighth fiscal years, was twenty thousand dollars Of this 
amount, eleven thousand seven hundred and twenty-eight dollars and 
twenty-two cents was expended in eightecn hundred and seventy-one, 
and eight thousand two hundred and seventy-one dollars and seventy- 
eight cents in eighteen hundred and seventy-two. We are also obliged 
to report a deficiency in the appropriation of last mentioned year 
amounting to six hundred and thirty-five dollars and thirty-nine cents. 

The average attendance at the Home for each year was about the 
same, and the excess in the expenditures in the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one over the past year is accounted for in the items of 
furniture and equipment. When we entered upon our duties as Direc- 
tors we found that the institution was deficient to a great extent in 
furniture and bedding. The rooms of the Superintendent and Matron, 
Teacher and Assistant Matron, were but scantily furnished, while 
some of the rooms had no furniture whatever, while the halls, domi- 
tories, infirmary, office, and stairways were uncarpeted. Deeming it 
for the best interest of the institution, the health, comfort, and welfare 
of its inmates, and in accordance with the spirit of the Legislature, 
exhibited in the liberal appropriation for the two years last past, 
we procceded to furnish and equip the Home throughout, making 
what its name implies—a home indeed for the orphan. In present- 
ing this statement, however, we do not desire to reflect in any man- 
ner upon our predecessors; we are aware that they were circum- 
. scribed іп this regard, by having an appropriation barely sufficient for 
the daily ordinary running expenses, and we here cheerfully accord to 
them the praise that much of the present success of the Home is owing 
to the wise rules and regulations instituted by them during their admin- 
istration. In furnishing the Home we thought it economy to procure 
articles of a first-class quality, especially in the items of carpets, and 
the present condition of the furniture, after a two years constant use, 
demonstrates the fact that our theory was correct. 

Deducting then the cost of the furniture purchased by us (after allow- 
ing a reasonable percentage for wear), and other extraordinary expen- 
ditures, such as improvements, purchase of live stock, etc., the result is 
that, in round numbers, it has cost the State say eight thousand dollars 
per annum for the support of the institution. Taking the average at- 
tendance for the two years, we find that the total cost for each orphan 
has been thirty dollars per month; or for feeding, clothing, medical at- 
tendance, and fuel, alone, eighteen dollars per month per capita. The 
Board, in presenting these figures, do not desire to take unto themselves 
any particular credit for economy. They are aware that the above 
average cost for maintenance and support is in excess of many of like 
charities in the land; while, in their estimation, they have had a proper 
regard as to the making of any unnecessary expense, they have not 
been niggard in point of apportioning out comforts in shape of plenty 
of wholesome food and appropriate clothing to the unfortunate little 
ones intrusted to their charge. By reference to the tables herein, it will 
be seen that since the institution was-thrown open to the public, sixty- 
five full and half orphans have been admitted during that регіо, twenty- 
six have been taken away by either a surviving parent or friends, five 
have been taken out by various responsible parties on trial; and thirty- 
four are at present enjoying the benefits of the Home. The capacity of 
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the institution has never been fully tested, thirty-nine being the largest 
number ever present at any one time, while we have accommodations 
for fifty without crowding, which could be increased to seventy with 
some slight alterations and probable outlay of say five hundred dollars. . 

Judging from the experience of the past, and allowing for the proba- 
ble influx as our institution shall become known throughout the com- 
monwealth, and in view of the fact of sundry improvements required to 
be mado, we think that an appropriation of ten thousand dollars per 
year, the same as heretofore granted, will be necessary and adequate. for 
its support for the ninth and tenth fiscal years. Upon our assuming the 
management of this trust, we found in charge at the Home, as Superin- 
tendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. B. B. Cory. We were well satisfied 
with the manner in which they had conducted its affairs, and retained 
them in their respective positions until August first, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one, at which time we had the misfortune to lose, by death, 
the Matron. The statutes of the State prescribing that the Superinten- 
dent and Matron shall be man and wife, thus rendering all save married 
men ineligible to the office, we were then obliged to give notice to Mr. 
Cory that his services would be dispensed with so soon as we should be 
able to fill the position with suitable persons. We then proceeded, by 
personal inquiry and publication, to endeavor to find the proper parties, 
taking our own time in considering this important matter which had in 
question the comfort and well-being of the orphans. Numerous appli- 
cations and petitions were received and carefully considered, and on the 
eighteenth of September, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, the Board 
decided the matter by selecting Mr. and Mrs. George B. Webb, of Em- 
pire City, to fill such positions, their appointment to take effect on the 
firs& day of October, eighteen hundred and seventy-one. Meanwhile, 
during the interval of two months, Mr. Cory continued to act as Super- 
intendent, and Mrs. A. M. Potter, formerly Assistant Matron, as Matron. 
As regards the appointment of Mr. and Mrs. Webb, the present incum- 
bents, the Board have had no cause to regret their action; on the con- 
trary, we cannot speak but in terms of unqualified commendation as to 
the fidelity with which they have discharged their respective duties. 
We are satisfied that they are doing their work well and with credit to 
the State: 


- 


SANITARY CONDITION. 


The health of our household has been excellent in a marked degree, 
no death having occurred since the occupancy of the Home. Whilst dis- 
eases incident to children have been prevalent in the community to an 
ordinary extent, still our little ones have escaped a fatal visitation. 
Indeed, we have never experienced an amount of sickness equal to what 
might be expected when we consider the surrounding circumstances of 
a majority of the children prior to their admission here. The present 
healthy, sanitary condition of the inmates is mainly attributable to the 
isolated loeation of the Home, well ventilated rooms, well cooked food, 
comfortable clothing, strict attention to personal cleanliness, plenty of 
healthful outdoor exercise, and a careful watehfulness on the part of the 
Superintendent and Matron. It will be 8een by reference to the tables 
of expeifditures for the two years last past that the amount expended 
for medical attendance in eighteen hundred and seventy-two largely 

.exceeded that of the preceding year. This is accounted for in this wise: 


During the past year there was received from Storey County a little 
boy, fragile, sickly, nearly blind, and almost wholly idiotic, besides being, 
afflicted with humors considered to be of an infectious nature. For rea- 
sons that are obvious, the child must necessarily be kept entirely aloof 
from the other children, entailing upon those in charge an additional 
amount of care and attention hard to realize, in endeavoring to alleviate 
the sufferings of this unfortunate. Our expenses for medical attendance 
and medicines have been thus greatly increased. With this exception, the 
health of the children is perfect. In fact, we have seldom seen a more 
rosy-cheeked, bright-eyed, hearty, and contented collection of children 
than are ours. Vaccination of all the inmates has been attended to; 
particular attention has been paid to bathing, and the regulations 
adopted in this regard strictly enforced; outdoor and indoor games and 
amusements have been introduced and encouraged; the division of time 
for study, recreation, rest, and meals has been made with an eye to 
secure the best results. The building itself is in excellent condition; the 
rooms are large, well warmed, and well lighted. The premises are kept 
scrupulously clean, and all filthy and insalubrious substances have been 
promptly removed and deposited at а safe distance. Ву such like precau- 
tions adopted and carried out, we have been able, under Divine 
Providence, to arrive at our present favorable sanitary condition. zi 


THE SCHOOL. 


The school attached to the Home has for the past two years been .

FARM AND GARDEN. - 
In the year. eighteen hundred and seventy-one but fittle was done on 


account of the drought, we suffering in common with others in the 
valley. A large portion of the land was cultivated and gave promise of 
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10 
yielding abundantly, but owing to the want of water, but little was real- 
ized; as it was, however, garden vegetables, such as onions, radishes, 
beets, and lettuce were raised in their season sufficient for the table; 
and the wheat field produced some twonty-one hundred woight of most 
excellent flour. 
In eighteen hundred and seventy-two the season was quite favorable, 


and twelve out of the sixteen acres constituting the Home land, were - 


placed under cultivution, to wit: : 

Six acres in wheat, four in corn, two in potatóes, and the remainder in 
turnips, beets, cabbiges, and other garden vegetables; producing, in 
flour, two tons; bran and shorts, sixteen hundred weight; potatoes, two 
tons; bects, thirty hundred weight; turnips and carrots, two tons; hay 
and fodder, three tons. Also, garden vegetables in season, such as green 
peas, lettuce, radishes, beans, and green corn, ample for the supply of our 
own tablo, bosides furnishing tho State Prison, thoreby paying for the 
manufacture of our boots and shoes. Our cornfield was visited by a 
heavy frost before the grain had matured, whereupon the stalks were 
cut down and stored in the barn. This, with the wheat straw, alfalfa, 
and vegotables suitable, was sufficient to supply our live stock for the 
entire year, 

The farm and garden have been cultivated by the Superintendent in 
person, he, assisted by some of the elder boys, performing the entire 
labor about the place. The livo stock of the farm has been kept in good, 
healthy conditida. The mileh cows (three in number) furnish an abun- 
dant supply of milk for all requirements. The soil of the farm, to a 
great extent, is impregnated with alkali. Considering this fact, it has 
yielded more than could have-been expected. With the land properly 
enriched and fertilized—which will be attended to before next seed 
time—we may reasonably hope for a much larger increase, thus adding 
materially towards the support of the Home. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS ADOPTED AT THE HOME. 


Children rise at six o'clock, and each child makes his bed. 

At half-past six bell rings for children to go to the wash room. 

Breakfast at seven. 

After breakfast, until half-past nine, different duties are allotted to 
those capable. ` 

From ten to twelve, school hours. 

Нараз twelve, lunch. 

From one р. M. to three, school hours. 

From three to five, recreation. 

Supper at half-past five. i ` 

At six o’clock, evening, the children assemble in the school-room, and 
an hour is allotted to instruction in vocal music and reading, by the 
Matron. ‘This is followed by prayers, and, 

At half-past seven, the bell rings for the children to retire. 

Grace is said at each meal by tho children in concert. 

The children are bathed every Wednesday and Saturday in Summer, 
and every Saturday during the Winter months. A change of clothing 
is had twice per week. The bed linen is changed every Monday morning. 


CHRISTMAS OFFERINGS. 


The orphans were remembered in a substantial manner on Christmas, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one, by their friends in Storey and Ormsby 
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Counties. Over five hundred dollars was collected in Storey County 
and placed in the hands of Hon. D. O. Adkinson, who invested it in the 
purchase of an excellent overcoat for each boy, a dress and hat for each 
girl, and a fine organ for the school-room. The Board of County Com- 
missioners of said county also donated six fat turkeys for the Christmas 
dinner. At the same time there was collected in Ormsby County over 
two hundred dollars, with which was purchased a library of books suit- 
able for children; the remainder was spent in decorating the Christmas 
treo of the Home with toys, candies, and appropriate gifts. On last, 
Christmas the children did not fare so well; still, as on all public days, 
they were treated to an extra good dinner by friends in Carson. 


ORPHANS OUT ON TRIAL. 


It will be seen by reference to table * D" herein, that five full orphans 
are out on trial. Those are with responsible parties; are all in good 
health, provided with eomfortable homes, and have educational advan- 
tages. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Under the present law the Board of County Commissioners not being 
required to more than certify the right of the applicant for admission to 
the Home, have, in many instances, especially in cases of half orphans, 
and even in cases that could not come under that head (for applicants 
have been certified to the Board-whose parents were both living), have 
in some cases seemed to be actuated by а desire to relieve themselves : 
from importunity cather than by strict inquiry to limit the admission 
to the Home trom their counties to such as were contemplated by the 
law to receive its benefits. The law in this regard should be amended, 
giving the Board of Directors full discretion in the matter of the ad- 
mission of half orphans, and requiring the County Commissioners, in 
the case of all applicants except fall orphans, to take down in writing 
all the testimony under oath produced before them in regard to such 
applieation, and forward the same with their certifieate to the Board 
of' Directors. 

By reference to the by-laws adopted by this Board, it will be seen 
that provision has been made for indenturing and adopting orphans 
when they have arrived at a proper age; but upon examination of the 
law creating the Home, we find that our powers are so crippled that a 
valid contract could not be made in either case; hence, the five orphans 
heretofore referred to as out on trial are subject to be returned to us| at 
the'option of the parties holding them. 

The guardianship of the State, through the Board of Directors, should 
be clearly given and defined by law, with the right to indenture the 
wards to respectable and reliable parties for the acquirement of usefal 
trades and occupations.

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BY-LAWS, 


1. The officers of the Board of Directors of the Nevada Orphans’ 
Home shall be a President, Vice President, and Secretary: the two 
former to be members of the Board. The officers shall be elected 
annually after the present year, at the regular meeting in the month -of 
January in each year. | Ў 

2. Tt shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of . 
the Board. In his temporary absence the Vice President shall act. 

3. Tt shall be the duty of the Socretary to keep a correct record of 
the proceedings of the Board, to keep the accounts of the Home, and 
discharge such other duties as pertain to the office, or may be imposed 
at any time by the Board of Directors. 

4. The general, ag well ав domestic management of the Home, shall 
be entirely under the control of the Board of Directors. All applica- 
tions for admission to the Home shall be made to and determined by 
that Board, and the entire care and disposition of the orphans admitted, 
including the employment of a Superintendent, Matron, Teacher, assist- 
ants, servants, or other employés, together with the control of the 
building dnd grounds connected therewith, shall be left entirely with 
that Board; and the disbursing of all moneys non-appropriated; or that 
may be hereafter appropriated or donated from either public or private 
source, shall be vested in its discretion. 7 

5. All lands and buildings belonging to, or that may become the prop- 
erty of the Home, other than the Home buildings, shall also be under 
the exclusive control of the Board of Directors. 

6. All accounts or demands against the State Orphans’ Home shall be 
examined and approved by the Board of Directors, before going before 
the State Board of Examiners. 

7. The Board of Directors shall submit to the Legislature during the 
first week of each session, a biennial report, showing the amount of the 
receipts and expenditures, the condition of the Home, the number of 
orphans or half orphans admitted and discharged during the interval 
between the regular sessions of the Legislature. 

8. The stated meetings of the Board shall be the first Monday in each 
month. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the request 
of two members of the Board. 

9. The Board shall appoint such committees from its members as it 
shall deem expedient, each committee to be nominated by the President 
at a regular meoting. 

10. Those to be admitted to the Home must be subjected to the fol- 
lowing rules, to wit: 

None admitted over fourteen years of age. 

None admitted without a physician's certificate of vaccination and 
freedom from contagious disease. 

None admitted without action of the Board, unless immediate relief is 
required. 

None admitted without a written order signed by the President or 
Vice President and countersigned by the Secretary. 

11. The Board shall attend to the discharge of all orphans from the 
Home, whether by adoption or indenture; they shall carefully investi- 
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gate the character of all applicants for orphans, and their action shall : 
be in accordance with the following rules, viz: 

No child shall be sent out, except on trial, for three months. 

No child shall be indentured under fourteen years of age, or before 
capable of writing a legible hand. 

The Board shall examine the children twice a year, to ascertain those 
ready for indenturing, and shall correspond twice a year with those who 
may be indentured. f 

12. The order of business of this Board shall be: 

First—Reading records of last stated meeting, as well as all interven- 
ing meetings. 

Second—Reports of officers. 

Third—Reports of committees. 

Fourth—Miscellaneous business. 

Fifth—Adjournment.. . 

13. These by-laws may be amended at any regular meeting of the 
Board by a vote of the majority, provided notice shall have been given, 
at a previous meeting, of the proposed amendment. 


REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE - 


The Nevada Orphan Asylum at Virginia City, 


FEBRUARY 151, 1879. 


REPORT. 
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Mr. Prusipent: Your committee appointed to visit the Nevada Orphan 
Asylum, located at Virginia City, beg leave to submit the following 
report: 

Your committee, according to instructions, visited the asylum and 
found everything neat and orderly, the inmates happy and contented, 
and the whole establishment was found-scrupulously clean in every 
nook and corner. This asylum was founded even before our Territory 
had attained to the dignity of a State, and the poor waifs adrift on the 
tide of life were gathered to its sheltering walls, when else they would 
be exposed to the cold charities of the world to subsist or perish as the 
caprice of worldlings might dictate; but under the fostering care of the 
Sisters having charge of the asylum these little unfortunates have been 
trained to a knowledge of the duties of life, and are now fitted to become 
useful to society. . Not only are the young ladies who have grown up 
in the asylum fitted to grace any parlor in the land, but they can as well 
preside over the culinary department of any household. 

The Sisters have a system of discipline which pertains alone to their 
asylum, and your committee take pleasure in recommending it as the 
best, most thorough, and efficient possible. For instance, one thousand 
pounds of flour are baked per week, and this baking is done by the 
young girls themselves, under the supervision of one of the Sisters; and 
your committee can vouch for the quality of the bread provided for the 
little ones. 

It must be borne in mind that the tasks imposed by the Sisters are 
not unwillingly accepted by the orphans. On the contrary, a generous 
rivalry exists among the occupants of the asylum as to which young 
lady will be the most industrious. All are trained to labor, and are 
taught that the asylum is their home, and as such, they must help to 
make it a happy and agreeable one. Sewing and plain and fancy needle 
work are also taught to the children, and young and old are instructed 
in the art of sewing, both by hand, and also by the most approved 
machinery. 

In other departments of the asylum, music, drawing, painting, and 
embroidery aré taught to the orphans sufficiently advanced in years 
to acquire these branches. The school rooms—primary, intermedi- 
ate, and grammar, are well arranged and well supplied with black- 
boards, maps, globes, books, etc., for teaching the various branches of 
knowledge. Your committee took pains to examine the pupils, and pro- 
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ficiency was found in evéry department. There appeared to be по 
rivalry among the scholars, save that of excelling in the art of pleasing 
your committee and the Sisters in charge. ' 

The dormitories we found well arranged and ventilated in a hoalthful 
manner; every cot with its snowy counterpane looked cozy and comfort- 
able in the extreme. The wardrobe we found well supplied with cloth- 
ing, and the storerooms filled to repletion with the best quality of pro- 
visions. Every nook and corner, the stairways, galleries, and corridors, 
the floors and walls, were marvels of cleanliness—not a sign of dirt or 
disorder appearing to the eyes of your committee. The sanitary con- 
dition of the asylum is most excellent, for while in the city around, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, and other diseases incident to children 
are raging, all the inmates are enjoying the most perfect health, the 
hospital of the asylum being without a single occupant. This healthful 
condition is accounted for from the general habits of industry instilled, 
and the regular mode of living within the asylum, and more particularly 
to the watchful care of the Sisters. The children are never left alone; 
their little wants are looked after always, and nightly one of the Sisters 
sleeps in each dormitory, so as to be near in case of sickness or danger. 

Fhe whole number of orphans in the asylum is sixty-five, and of 
half orphans, twenty; depending almost wholly upon the Sisters for 
support. 

The yearly expense of the asylum amounts to fifteen thousand dollars. 
Iis revenues are as follows: twenty-five hundred dollars per year from 
the State, and the remainder from the tuition of day scholars, and from 
‘the donations of the charitable in Virginia City and elsewhere. 

Your committee find that the State appropriation has been well and 
judiciously expended, and are unanimous in recommending its con- 
tinuance. 

Your committee, in conclusion, desire to return thanks for courtesies 
extended by the Sisters of the asylum, and by various citizens who vied 
with each other in affording us opportunities for a complete investi- 

ation. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

In pursuance of the direction of section 10 of An Act in relation to the 
State Library, approved February 14, 1865, the Board of Directors here- 
with furnish to Your Excellency, the account of the State Library Fund, 
showing both its receipts, and the disbursements for the years 1871— 
1872. 

The Board also furnish herewith a copy of the account for postage, 
express and contingent expenses, showing how the appropriation for that 
purpose has been expended; also a copy of the Rules and Regulations the 
Board have adopted for the government of the State Library, and the 
Report of the Librarian to the Board, which he is required to make to 
the Directors enndally by section 2 of the Act aforesaid. 

This report on examination will be found to contain a catalogue of all 
books received into the Library since January, 1871. 

The books donated by the United States, and the States of the Union, 
and the Territories, are many and valuable. In the law books that have 
been purchased, the Board have availed themselves of the advice and 
counsel of the Supreme Court. While the Books have been judiciously 
selected, strict attention has been paid to economy in the purchase, all 
having been purchased of wholesale dealers, and on special contract. 
These remarks apply equally to the purchase of the miscellaneous books 
that have been added to the Library, within the period above mentioned. 

The Board hope they have merited and will receive the commenda- 
tions of Your Excellency and the Legislature for their administration of 
the affairs of the State Library for the past two years. | 

Having called attention to the donations by the Federal Government, 
the several Territories and States,, the Board with especial pride and 
pleasure ask your notice to the lists of private contributions. 

While the people of the State have reason to thank Rev. I. N. Hurd, 
Sumner Whitney & Co., J. Hasbrouck, and Rev. A. N. Fisher; especially

are they under obligations to I. N. Hurd for the munificent gift of rare, 
costly and interesting books, amongst which will be found Orme’s History 
of Hindoostan, Maurice’s Ancient Hindoostan, Rise and -Progress of 
British Power in India; Palibothra (an inquiry concerning the ancient 
city of)—comprising in all eight volumes. 

It will be observed by an inspection of the accounts that there isa 
balance of several thousand dollars yet in the Library Fund which will be 
laid out in necessary purchases, so soon as the contract of Sumner 
Whitney & Co. shall have been fully complied with on their рагі, 

An inspection of the books will show large expenditures for postage 
and express charges on books. 

In several instances books donated even by the United States, have 
been sent by express, instead of having been “ franked as they might 
have been. Many of the States and Territories have sent their donations 
by express instead of sending by mail, although all have been asked again 
and again to send by mail. Books sent by this State to other States are 
sent by mail, and of necessity the postage prepaid.

OF THE 


NEVADA STATE LIBRARY. 


RULE 1. 


The Library shall be kept open on each day (except Sundays) from 10 
o’clock A. M. to 4 o’clock P. M. 


RULE 2. 


No person, except those allowed by law, shall be permitted to take 
from the Library any book, map, or publication belonging thereto. 


RULE 3. . 
Three days before the adjournment of the Legislature, the Librarian 
Shall report to the Senate and Assembly the name of each Member of the 
Legislature who has not returned all books, maps or other publications 
taken out of the Library by such member, and settled and paid all fines 
for injuring books or otherwise. 


RULE 4. 


„АП such books, or maps, or other publications, as the Board of Directors 
shall determine are necessary always to be kept in the Library as book 
of reference, shall at no time be taken therefrom. 


RULE 5. 


No person, except the one having charge of the Library, shall be per- 
mitted to take from or replace in the case, any book, map or other 
publication. 
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RULE 6. 


All damages and fines collected by the Librarian by virtue of these 
Rules shall be paid over to the State Treasurer for the Library Fund, and 
an account of all moneys so collected shall be kept by him.

Smoking and promiscuous conversation on the part of persons visiting 
the Library are strictly prohibited.

.  GENTLEMEN—In compliance with the requirements of An Act of the 

Legislature of this State, entitled “Ап Act in relation to the State 
Library," approved February 14, 1865, I have the honor to transmit my 
report of the condition of the State Libraty. 

The whole number of books now in the State Library is eight thousand 
seven hundred and ninety three volumes, of which eleven hundred and 
thirty seven are in the Library Department, three thousand six hundred 
and seventy seven in the Law Department, sixteen, hundred and sixty 
two are Congressional and State Documents, Journals, Messages, etc., and 
two thousand three hundred and seventeen are Nevada Reports, Statutes, 
Constitutional Debates and Legislative Journals. The total number of 
books received during the past year is eleven hundred and seventy one.

ADDRESS: OF SENATOR JOHN P. JONES. 


In coming before the Joint Convention, Mr. Jones delivered the follow- 
ing address: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate and Assembly: 


It is with no ordinary emotions that in response to your most flatter- 
ing call I appear before you. My nature would be cold, indeed, did I 
not feel an honest, even an exultant, pride in the result of the canvass 
for United States Senator, which has culminated in this honorable Legis- 
lature choosing me to represent this'young and enterprising common- 
wealth in that high capacity. J am grateful, beyond the power of 
expression, for the honor I have received at your hands. In poverty of 
utterance I can only say that I thank you most sincerely for this dis- 
tinguished token of your favor and trust; and through you I desire to 
extend my grateful acknowledgments to our common constituency, the 
people of Nevada, whose friendly and earnest wishes I believe have 
found faithful expression through your votes and voices to-day. It 
would be affectation in me to deny that I have sought and coveted this 
honor. The ambition was laudable, I trust, which impelled me to aspire 
toit; but Ishould be guilty of disingenuousness did I not confess that 
the popular response to my appeal, and the bestowal of the honor by 
you, have been cordial and generous beyond my expectation or deserv- 
ing. І сап find no terms to adequately acknowledge such superfluity of 
favor. My gratitude can only indulge in a repetition of thanks. 

The position to which you have elevated mo is one of grave responsi- 
bility and almost perilous exaltedness. The great! men of the nation 
have woven around it a spell of genius, eloquence, and grandeur, till, 
like an Olympus, it has seemed a sacred theatre of the gods, toward 
whose cloud-capped glories the mortal gaze might be reverently lifted, 
but to whose lofty height no ordinary mortal should ever climb. I dis- 
сата the myth, and approach it as a place where honest purpose, com- 
mon sense, unflinching courage, and average abilities will be crowned 
with a just degree of success. Conscious, as I am, of a lack of those 
commanding talents and that high mental discipline and culture so 
earnestly to be desired, I yet accept your trust, not without faith in my 
endowments and acquirements, with confidence in my courage, integrity, 
assiduity, and purpose, and with reliance upon my thorough suscepti- 
bility to the impulses and impressions which sway the masses and gravi- 
tate forever toward the general good. 
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I might with propriety conclude here, without further trespassing 
upon your time and patience; but I feel that justice to you, to the people 
of Nevada, and to myself, demands that something additional should be 
said, for which I can conceive no more fitting opportunity than the 
present. And in order that my. plain, earnest meaning may not be 
warped or misinterpreted through errors of extemporaneous speech or 
by garbled reports, I have committed my remarks to writing, that they 
may serve a8 an authentic record of my sentiments and declarations, to 
whose truth [ solemnly subscribe to-day, and to whose authority I hold 
myself amenable. It has been charged by a portion оѓ the press, and 
whispered about with the deprecating hypocrisy.of scandal, till the very 
air has become poisoned with the falsehood, that the recent campaign in 
this State was a corrupt and profligate one. It has been charged that I 
have resorted to vile and reprehensible practices in furtherance of selfish 
designs; that the people bargained away their political principles and 
preferences for less than a mendicant’s pittance; that you are the natural 
spawn of this unlawful commerce, and have slavishly set the seal upon 
à dishonorable compact. I blush while I repeat the shameless slanders 
with which wantonness has filled the atmosphere, and which have 
already found currency in a'portion of the press east of the Rocky 
Mountains, to the scandal of the State and the reproach of its citizens. 
I have not suffered my peace to be disquieted by these malevolent voices, 
which float about as busy and anonymous as the whisperings of the 
wind. I stand too firmly poised on the basis of a reproachless con- 
science and the rectitude of my ав, acts, and purposes, for such 
assaults to disturb my cquanimity; and I have been silent amid this 
storm of misreprescatation, falsehood, and calumny, knowing that if my 
character and actions did not vindicate me at the bar of intelligent 
public opinion, I should find but poor remedy in protests, replications, 
and rejoinders. Butthe vindication which slander could not have wrung 
from me on personal account, I feel to be due to you and to the people 
of Nevada who have suffered aspersion through your generosity to me. 
I deny that the recent canvass was corrupt or profligate beyond what 
might be as justly charged against any and every political campaign, 
whether municipal, State, or national, within my memory. Money was 
used, it is true; but generally, so far as I know, by the Central Commit- 
tees of the various counties, and legitimately in the interest of the 
Republican party, and in presenting clearly to all the true issues involved 
in the campaign. There has not an election gone by since our existence 
asa nation that has not witnessed and sanctioned its like use. They 
who inveigh against political expenditure of this character simply decry 
the inevitable, and incur more than suspicion of their candor or intelli- 
gence. In the present instance, the outcry emanates from those who 
invested their money in political venture and encountered defeat, and 
are now mistaking the pangs of disappointed hopes and ambitions for 
virtuous emotions and honest purposes. Corruption is no necessary 


~ 


corollary to the use of money. A sum as vast as our national debt ' 


might be disbursed, and no one be corrupted. The mere disbursement 
of money is blameless in itself. The purpose, intent, and effect must 
constitute the offense, if any there be. And I deny, so far as these 
charges have been connectod with my name, that I have ever sought to 
corrupt a single voter, or that I have ever exacted, or sought to exact, 
or even asked, a pledge of political support from any member of this 
honorable Legislature, or that I have ever exacted or asked a pledge of 
political support trom any man, living or dead, inm return for any consid- 
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eration whatever, other than my promises, made in- public and' in pri- 
vate, that I would, if elected, faithfully represent the people, and that 
each and every vote cast by me in the Senate of the United States would 
be for the general good—untainted by venality and unstained by selfish 
or personal considerations. The pretense ór insinuation, then, that your 
election, or the election of any of you, was brought about by corrupt 
influences, or that, being elected, your votes for Senator were influenced 
by rewards or promises of reward, is an insult to the integrity of the 


honest yeomanry of Nevada, and an outrage of the grossest character ' 


upon the honorable and high-minded gentlemen who represent them and 
their wishes in thé Legislature. Those charges or insinuations are the 


suggestions of dishonest and disappointed men, made through the imper- : 


sonality of certain disreputable newspapers in this and a neighboring 
State. <A truthful, pure, independent, and honorable newspaper is a 
necessity to modern civilization. Its true mission is high, noble, and 


ennobling. It is the brave vindicator of the rights of the people—their 


daily monitor, their intelligent advocate, their leader, protector, and 
guide, unpurchased and unpurchasable; but the venal, licentious, cow- 
ardly, libelous, and sneaking “interviewing ” sheet, which battens upon 
the abominations of its own creation, and waxes fat upon the indécencies 
which its vile imagination conjures up to defame the just, and which, for 
sordid motives, panders to the depraved taste of the vicious, is a sore 
upon the body politie which sooner or later will have to be removed by 
the scalpel. I believe the verdict of the people at the late election to 
have been the most spontaneous expression of their sentiments ever 
given in Nevada. While I have the honest satisfaction of being able to 
look every citizen of the State boldly in the eye, with the consciousness 


of never having attempted to degrade his citizenship, question his integ- ' 
rity, or insult his honor, I readily acknowledge that money was used in ' 


the campaign—but not corruptly. It was used legitimately and right- 


fully. The popular espousal of my candidature alienated men and insti- - 


tutions of wealth, power, and influence, who had theretofore been gen- 
erous patrons of the Republiean party, and checked numerous sources 
of supply and turned them into channels which flowed into and filled 
the exchequer of the opposition. "These powerful influences encouraged 
and promoted discord within the organization; there was peril without; 
there were eraft, intimidation, and treachery on every hand, endangering 
alike the success of the party and the interests of the community. 

If, through party and personal zeal, I volunteered to stand in the 
breach caused by the desertion of others, and bear the brunt of the 
fight and the heat and burden of the day, I trust, while I arrogate to 
myself no virtue for so doing, that others will not impute it to me as a 
crime. And, in this connection, it is a notable and noticeable fact that 
it is not charged that any of the money said to have been used was 
furnished by either men or corporations who now ask, or who are likely 
to ask, special legislation or favors at the hands of the National Con- 
gress. \ 

It ig said that money was the corner stone of my candidature. The 
charge is false. Had I felt that my aspirations rested on no better or 
firmer foundation than that, or that I possessed no other claim or quali. 
fication to represent Nevada in the Senate of the nation, I should never 
have contended for the honor, though my riches were incalculable. Let 
him who imagines the popular disposal of that dignity a mere matter of 
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bargain and sale go and scatter broadcast his рана from the Wasatch 
to the Sierras; let him heap up his bribes till the Great Basin shall 
overflow; and, my life upon the issue, his gold cannot so innoculate the 
virtue of the people of our State that a single county will return a dele- 
gation to do homage to his presumption. My aspirations rested upon a 
not unnatural faith in my abilities and a confident belief, which almost 
amounted to knowledge, that I shared with the masses their hopes, 
fears, inspirations, and convictions. I felt in my breast the prompting 
of emotions which an unerring instinct told me agitated the bosom of 
the whole community; and it is to the uprising and outpouring of those 
tides of popular feeling alone that I ascribe the sweeping victory 
achieved at the ballot-box. They who saw in the late election nothing 
but the influence of money, or the caprice of public sentiment, misap- 
prehended the moral of the campaign. The action of the people was 
neither sordid nor capricious. The surface of events vibrated and undu- 
lated in conformity with the earnest pulsations of the great heart beneath. 
lt was the first low groundswell of an approaching political tempest whose 
tumultuous billows within the current century shall lash this continent 
to its uttermost confines. We live in the noonday of the ages; we are 
passing through the torrid zone of time, surrounded by the whirl and 
rush of mighty political cyclones. The new order of things crowds : 
impatiently upon the footsteps of the old. Standing on the receding 
skirts of the giant rebellion of history, we encounter the front of a 
revolution no less colossal. Not one, thank God! to be wrought out by 
the red hand of slaughter. No embittered sections are about to yawn 
apart and form а chasm only to be closed by the nation’s best blood and 
treasure. Хо feud of color is about to seek agreement in one common 
crimson; no sect is about to proclaim the gospel of the cannon; no 
easte to invoke Sir Sword as arbiter. But the people throughout the 
length and breadth of the land, irrespective of race, creed, or condition, 
are about to reassert, in a broader sense, the declaration that govern- 
ments derive their just powers only from the consent of the governed, 
and that all men are created equal, and demand fulfillment of the spirit 
ав well as the letter of the declaration. The one great irrepressible 
conflict that has sounded no truce during the ages, and which will never 
beat a retreat until victory is won, is that of popular rights against 
usurped and unjust authority—the cause of the people against tyranni- 
cal power, Its enemies have overcome it; its champions have aban- 
doned it; its friends have disgraced and endangered it by horrible sat- 
urnalia; its votaries in hecatombs have trod the narrow plank to the 
scaffold, languished and starved in dungeons, and perished in exile; its 
soldiers have, with despairing energy, thrown their naked breasts upon 
the serried bayonets of their foe; in disaster and defeat its banners 
have trailed in the dust. But, defeated, betrayed, and bowed in shame, 
it has never disbanded its forces nor surrendered the principles for 
which it fought. Its citadel is the unconquerable soul of man; the 
cradles of human intelligence are its arsenals; its muster rolls embrace 
the masses of mankind. From generation to generation, from century 
to century, it has struggled on through triumph and defeat, advancing 
with an everlasting persistency toward a complete and final victory. 
lts trophies are the glories of the age. It has torn the badge of serf- 
dom from sixty millions of people in Russia, and placed them on the 
high plane of manhood and citizenship; it has modified the rigor of 
imperial sway in Germany; it has guaranteed civil and religious liberty 
to Italy; though provoking inevitable reaction by the excesses of the 
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revolution and the Commune, it has broken. forever the rod of aristo- 
cratic dominion in France—not even the magic name of Napoleon shall 
ever again cause the tri-color to float over an empire; it has driven 
Огватівт from the face of Europe, and its imperial champion to exile 
and death; in England its progress has been sure and steady from the 
time it dealt the first signal blow to the prerogative at Runnymede to 
the latest concession to “the green island which hangs at the belt of 
Britain,” and the latest extension of the elective franchise; it has, with- 
in our own time, crossed the Pyrenees into slumbering Spain and driven 
one monarch into exile, and now menacingly crowds around the throne 
of her successor. The ancient empire of caste and oppression shall be 
subverted, despite the opposition of dynasties, the weight of empires, 
and the craft of kings. The fiat has gone forth; the handwriting is on 
the wall; no power shall stay its irresistible onward course. It shall , 
march on from victory to victory, with dauntless front and stately step, 
until its grand idea shall be erystalized into universal law—that it is the 
prerogative of the people to тшо, and that freedom and equality lare the 
birthright of mankind. 

In our own country its theories were made the fundamental principles 
of government, “We, the peoplo of the United States,” so runs the 
national ordinance, “in order to form a more perfect union, establish 
justice, insure domestic tranquility, provide for the common defense, and 
secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, do ordain 
and establish this Constitution for the United States of America.” The 
sovereign authority still rests with “ We, the people.” All legislative, 
executive, and judicial power is only delegated, to be regathered into the 
hands that granted it whenever the people shall consider their trust 
abused. And it is a general awakening to the conviction that the spirit, 
if not the letter of our national charter is being violated, that 1s arous- 
ing the people to the necessity of reasserting their sovereign authority. 
The alarming abuses are not executive usurpations, legislative encroach- 
ments, nor judicial servility, affecting the life and liberty of the citizen. 
Such outrages would find a speedy and completo redress at the hands of 
forty millions of freemen. But the personal freedom and security of the 
citizen may be respected, and yet his rights be grievously violated. Into 
our Government, wearing the broad phylactery of constitutional sanc- 
tity, and bearing the impenetrable shield of legality, have crept practices 
which, though constitutional, are not right, and though legal, are not 
just. The power of money—the power of leagued and corporate wealth, 
confederated under legal forms for purposes of public plunder and self- 
aggrandizement—has arrayed itself in antagonism to ‘the rights and 
welfare of the people, has gained a dangerous influence in governmental 
matters, and is arbitrarily exercising its control over nearly all the 
material interests of the country. The public domain—the freehold of 
the people—is lavishly given over to grasping corporations. The public 
treasure—the common property of all—is donated them in more than 
princely subsidies. By charters, framed to their bidding, they are 
empowered to extort, monopolize, and discriminate at wil. Their grasp 18 
upon every community, restricting the healthful currents of trade, para- 
lyzing the free action of industry, and thwarting the popular will in the 
choice of representatives. Is it to be wondered that such a state of affairs 
should excite the alarm, indignation, and resentment of a people, every 
one of whom believes that he has an equal interest in the commonwealth, an 
equal claim to its consideration, and an equal right to pursue his avoca- 
tions unmolested, and to make nis political choice heard? The farmer, 
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who from his scanty savings pays for his modest quarter section of land, 
fails to discover a just reason why a thousand times as much of. the pub- 
lic domain should be gratuitously ceded to men a thousandfold more able 
to pay for it; the humble taxpayer, who year after year gives over to the 
Government the tithes of his earnings without hope of any other return 
than protection to his person and property, fails to discover a just rea- 
son why his hard-earned dollars should be taken from the public treasury 
and given in subsidy to men whose wealth is almost fabulous compared 
to his own; the tradesman, mechanic, and laborer can discover no just 


reason why Government should empower men to discriminate against . 


them—the masses no just reason why their voice in the election of rep- 
resentatives should be overruled by a wealth and power unjustly wrung 
trom themselves. These injustices were not foreseen nor contemplated 
when our Government was ordained, and will not be endured by a people 
having the power to rectify them and deserving to be free. In the grim 
presence of the rebellion, when every nerve and sinew was strung to 
preserve the national life and unity, and during the subsequent years 
while the Government walked unsteadily over ground upturned by the 
fiery plowshare of revolution, the lesser evils were suffered to fester 
and ripen unheeded. But the time has now come to remedy them. I 
mistake the significance of the murmurs which I hear arising with ever 
increasing volume from every quarter of the republic—I impeach my 
heart of misinterpretation of the popular voice—if I do not discover in 
‘them the foresoundings of a solemn, universal declaration which shall re- 
verberate throughout the common wealth: We, the people, до ordain that 
thenationalsoil and treasure shall not be squandered in subsidies, that the 
„public land shall be donated to actual settlers only, and in limited quanti- 
ties, and that the residue not so entered upon shall be held by us in trust 
a8 à legacy for those who may come after us; that the citizen be taxed 
for no purpose but protection to his person and property; that the chan- 
nels of communication and highways of commeree shall be the property 
of the nation, in order that the distributing forces of the country, which 
are indispensable to the civilization of the age, and to the welfare, hap- 
piness, and prosperity of the people, shall not be concentered in the 
hands of the few, but that they may ноу as well as legally 
accessible to all, and free from any distriminations or partiality. In 
that declaration no voice will join more heartily than mine. No public 
servant will make that mandate more absolutely his rule of conduct than 
myself. As aSenator of the nation I will not vote for the appropria- 
tion of a dollar out of the public treasury, except for the maintenance 
of the public faith and credit, and for purely governmental purposes and 
the attainment of the objects for which this Government was created. 
I will not vote for a subsidy of land, money, bonds, or credit to either 
individuals or corporations, I will not vote for any hot-bed scheme for 
“the development of our resources," because I believe their development 
to be more healthful when made solely by private enterprise, under the 
all-sufficient stimulus of private interest; and 1 further believe that such 
propositions are not generally made for the public good, but in the 
interest of public plunderers. Ј will vote, if opportunity offer, for 
extending universal amnesty to all engaged in the late rebellion. In the 
plenitude of its power, the Government can afford to be и 
I will vote for any bill to regulate, equalize, and reduce freights and fares 


on any and all roads (especially those built in whole or in part by Gov- . 


ernment. subsidy) that shall seem to me just, equitable, and effectual. I 
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‘will vote for a reduction of the tariff on all articles now subject to its 
provisions until it shall reach the lowest possible point consistent with 
the public credit; and I believe that an immediate reduction thereof 
would increase rather than diminish the public revenue. Although I 
have not given the subject that attention its magnitude demands, which 
debars me from expressing a decided opinion upon it, yet my impressions 
are that the Government should, on equitable terms, acquire possession 
of the telegraph lines and control the telegraphic business of the coun- 
try, incorporating it with the postal system. I will not at this time 
present any of the reasons of the political economists for voting as 
indicated on the propositions referred to. To act otherwise would, in 
my opinion, aid in destroying those great principles of equality and justice 
which inspired the Declaration of Independence, and are the only sure : 
foundations of republican government. 

I promised all this in the late canvass; but I am aware that unfriendly 
tongues have been busy 1n construing my pledges as the crafty springes 
of an ambitious demagogue, who fawns upon the people for their favor 
and repays their trust with wanton violation of his promises. If I were 
capable of such turpitude, I should be silent now. But here, with the 
coveted honor securely resting upon my brow—here, where even malice 
can impute to me no motive for dissimulation; here, where any promise 
that did not originate in an earnest purpose of fulfillment would be a 
gratuitous and voluntary perjury—I desire to reaffirm every pledge 
made by me during the campaign of irreconcilable hostility to the power 
and purposes of the monopolists and of unalterable fidelity to the inter- 
ests of the people. I am impelled to do this in justice to the people and 
to avert false judgment of myself. It is a propensity of human nature 
to expect an immediate remedy for acknowledged evils; but by a law 
of necessity reforms are seldom able to keep pace with the popular desire. 
In the long journey through the wilderness which stretches between 
the housé of bondage and the land of promise, the people are apt to 
murmur against the incapacity or treachery of those delegated to con- 
duct the weary pilgrimage. It is impossible for me to specify more 
fally the measures I will support or oppose, because many of the ques- 
tions with which I shall be called upon to deal yet sleep in the obscure 
lap of the future. But this I до know—and this is the assurance I 
would have my constituents hold patiently and undisturbed, however 
long I may sit in the National Capitol voiceless at the gate of absent 
opportunity—that whenever an issue arises in which the interests of 
the people rest in the one scale and aught that conflicts with them in 
the other, though riches and honors were heaped mountain high to 
reward my support of the anti-popular side, my voice and my vote shall 
be given for the eause of the people, though that voice be echoless and 
that vote alone. I trust I shall never forget that, as a Senator of the 
great republie, ny paramount duty will be to aid in upholding and 
advancing the dignity, honor, and glory of our common country at 
home and abroad, that the national ensign may be honored and 
respected on every land and sea—not alone because it represents power, 
but because it is the emblem and standard of a grand civilization based 
upon freedom, justice, and equality. Next to this, I recognize the obli- 
gation to devote my undivided energies to the promotion of the material 
interests and prosperity of the State and people who have conferred 
upon me so much honor, and to whom I shall ever owe the most pro- 
found gratitude. Should I ever pursue a wrong course, through imper- 
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fect knowledge or a fault of judgment, I shall hasten to correct my 
error whon it is proved such by bottor lights and a elonrer vision. I 
will never persevere in the wrong to sustain a character for consistency. 

With such a purpose I go forth to discharge tho duties of ‘the high 
office with which you have invested me. It is not unlikely that I may 
come short of your wishes through lack of ability, but I have no foar 
but my fidelity shall wear the badge of your approval. But, whatever 
achievements or failures await me—whether I shall render up my stew- 
ardship with your favor or disapprobation—I shall strive for high and 
honorable aims; I shall battle with all the ardor of my nature; I shall 
bear true allegiance to my sovereign masters—tho people. 
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REPORT. 


То the Honorable the Legislature of the State of Nevada: 


In compliance with the requirements ofthe statutes, the Commis- 
sioners for the care of the indigent insane of the State of Nevada have 
the honor to submit the following report of their proceedings under the 
Act by which the Commission was created. А 

The various items of the report may be found under the following 
heads: 7

Exum 2—Showing the number and names of patients committed to 
Woodbridge Asylum, with a brief history of them. 


Ехнівіт 3—Showing total expenditures for the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one and seventy-two on account of the care and mainte- 
nance of the indigent insane. 


On the twenty-seventh day of March, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one, the Commissioners provided for in the “ Act, to provide for properly 
taking care of the indigent insane of the State of Nevada,” . approved 
March third, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, met and organized by 
the election of L. A. Brady as President, Jerry Schooling as Vice Presi- 
dent, and M. L. Yager as Secretary of the Board. Having authority 
under the law creating the Commission to “ purchase a suitable building 
or buildings, of sufficient capacity for the accommodation of the indigent 
insane of this State, and land connected therewith, not exceeding two 
hundred acres, or to purchase said quantity of land and erect thereon 
such building or buildings, and cause the insane of the State now at 
Stockton, California, to be removed there,” they first turned their atten- 
tion to the feasibility of complying with this provision, within the limits 
of the appropriation made tor this purpose, and the care and mainte- 
nance of the insane for the two years ending December thirty-first, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two. 

The appropriation for these purposes was fifty thousand dollars. 
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After visiting and ascertaining the prices asked for soveral localitics, 
more or less eligible for the location of an asylum, the Commissioners 
found that purchase of the least desirable and most unexpensive location 
offered for the purpose, and the expenditure for the necessary alterations 
for, and furniture of, an asylum, would virtually exhaust the whole 
appropriation, leaving nothing for tho care and maintenance of the 
patients for the two years. i | 

In view of this, and the fact that the authorities of the California 
Insane Asylum were urging upon us their desire for the removal of the 
patients from this State, in their charge, at as early a day as possible, 
the Commissioners, believing it to be for the’ best interest of the State 
and the insane whom misfortune placed in its charge, concluded the fol- 
lowing contract with Dr. Samuel Langdon, of Stockton, California: 


EXHIBIT. 


This agreement, made and concluded this fifteenth day of July, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one, between “The Board of Commis- 
sioners for the purpose of providing for the care and maintenance of the 
indigent insane of the State of Nevada,” a Board created by an Act of 
the Legislature of the State of Nevada, entitled “An Act to provide for 
properly taking care of tho indigent insane of the State of Nevada,” ap- 
proved March third, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, party of the 
first, and Samuel Langdon, of Stockton, California, party of the second 
part, witnesseth: The said party of the second part covenants and agrees 
to and with the said party of the first part to take entire charge of the 
insane of the State of Nevada, at present in the asylum at Stockton, 
California, and of all those who, during the continuance of this agree- 
ment, shall by the proper authoritics of the State of Nevada be adjudged 
insane and delivered to him, the party of the second part, at his asylum 
at or near Stockton, Calitornia, for the term of two years from and after 
the date of this instrument (the fifteenth day of July, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one); and for this purpose, the said party of the second 
part agrees to furnish, at his own proper costs, for the use and occu- 
pancy of the said insane, a suitable and comfortable building or build- 
ings at or near Stockton, in Calitornia, all necessary medical attendance 
and medicines, employ all persons necessary for the proper саго and 
comfort of the said insane, to provide for them clothing, subsistence, 
and fuel, and to do and furnish all and everything necessary to the care 
and comfort of the said insane of the State of Nevada, and in tho event 
of the death of avy of them, to provide proper burial. 

And the said party of the first part covenants and agrecs to pay unto 
the party of the second part, for each and every insane person delivered 
by the State of Nevada to the care and keeping of the party of the 
second part, during the time he or she may remain in such care and 
keeping, at the rate of nine (9) dollars, in gold coin or its equivalent, 
per week, payable on or about the first of every month, for services ren- 
dered the month previous. i 

It is understood by and between the parties to these presents that the 
right of inspection, at all times, of the condition and keeping of the 
said insane is reserved to the party of ihe first part, and upon failure of 
the party of the second part to comply with the conditions of this agree- 
ment, or for just and reasonable cause, after notification and time for 
hearing in defense of the party of the second part, the party of the 
first part may at any time annul and make void this agreement. 
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In testimony whereof the parties to these presents have set their ` 
hands and affixed their seals, the day and year first above written.

The Commissioners entered into this contract with Dr. Langdon with- 
out advertising for bids for the care of the insane, for the following 
reasons: 

Dr. Langdon, besides being a physician of high standing, had had 
several years experience in the care of insano as physician in charge of 
the California Asylum, and the Commissioners did not believe that it 
would be for the interest of the State, or an act of justice to the insane, 
to put up the price of their care, maintenance, and medioal treatment 
for competition by all professing to be physicians, without reference to 
their fitness or experience in the care of this class of unfortunates. 

The price paid, as per contract (nine dollars per week per patient) is, 
probably, somewhat larger than would have been necessary had the 
Commissioners felt that they were authorized by good policy to enter 
into such a contract for a longer period than two years; but the Com- 
missioners not wishing to trammel the Legislature in any measure that 
they might think best for the interest of the State in the near future in 
the matter of tho care of its insane, entered into this contract limiting 
it to two years, at the price named therein. 

In comphance with the terms of the contract Dr. Langdon bought a 
large and commodious house at Woodbridge, San Joaquin County, Cali- 
fornia, about thirteen miles from Stockton, situated two and one half 
miles from Mokelumne Station, on the Central Pacific Railroad, and 
therefore easy of access, and fitted it up for the purposes of an asylum 
at a large expense, and on the fifteenth of July, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one, received our patients then in the California-Asylum at 
Stockton, and since then all our insane have been sent to the asylum at 
Woodbridge, which is admirably situated for the purposes of such an 
institution. The Commissioners have always found that Dr. Langdon 
was complying with his contract, both in lotter and spirit, to the fullest 
extent. А 

Shortly after assuming charge of our insane, Dr. Langdon associated 
himself with Dr. Asa Clark (for many years Visiting Physician of the 
California Asylum), both in his practice and in the care of our insane 
under him, and thus our patients have had the benefit of Dr. Clark’s 
great medical skill and large experience. : 

In short,in point of healthful location of the asylum, the grounds 
and accommodations, the fond attention and medical care, our insane 
have—taking everything into consideration—while under the charge of 
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"Dr. Langdon, been as humanely and skillfully treated as the similar 


class of unfortunates in older and richer States. 

Looking to the action that the Legislature would take in the case of ' 
the insane, the following correspondence has lately passed between the 
Commissioners and Drs. Langdon and Clark: 


Carson City (Nev.), December 30th, 1872. 
Drs. LANGDON and CLARK, Stockton, California: 


GENTLEMEN: In view of the fact, that at the approaching session of 
our Legislature, action must be taken for the care and support of our 
indigent insane, we desire to know at what rate you are willing to 
renew the contract we have with Dr. Langdon, on its expiration next 
July, that we may lay such proposition before the Legislature in our 
report as Commissioners for the Care of the Indigent Insane.

GENTLEMEN: We, Drs. Samuel Langdon and Asa Clark, will contract 
to take charge of such insane patients as may be in our asylum at 
Woodbridge, California, sent there by the State of Nevada—also, to pro- 
vide in the same manner for such other patients as may be delivered to us 
at said asylum by the State of Nevada—at and after the expiration of the 
present contract with Dr. Langdon, for the sum of seven (7) dollars 
per week per capita. We will provide suitable house room and grounds; 
suitable food, medicines, clothing, medical attendance, and attendants; 
and,in case of the death of any, will bury them at our own expense in 
а, proper manner.

"Drs. Langdon and Clark are onabled to make the marked reduction, 
for care, medical attendance, еђе., of two dollars per week per patient, 
from the faet that in fulfilling tho present contract they have already 
gone to the expense of purchasing, fitting up, and furnishing a suitable 
building for an asylum; and the price at which they offer to renew the 
contract (seven dollars per week per patient) is as little, even taking 
into consideration the expense of transporting patients to their asylum, 
as the State will ever be able to conduct an asylum of its own for, with the 
same class of medical skill, care, and attention now given to the inmates. 
Indeed, the Commissioners aro of the opinion, that the eare and mainte-

nance of the patients, if in an asylum owned by the State here, outside 
of medical attendance, would cost as much. 

However, as soon as itis practicable and consistent with its financial 
condition, the State should erect a suitable asylum within its own bor- 
ders; but this should not be done hastily and with an insufficient appro- 
priation. The question of preparing suitable buildings and grounds for, 
and the proper care of, the insane, has engaged the attention and investi- 
gation for years of some of the best and most intelligent minds in the 
medical profession; and the State of Nevada, in erecting an asylum 
for its insane, should make suitable appropriations and take sufficient 
time to utilize and adopt the best ideas in this connection evolved by 
these years of investigation and research. 

The Commissioners believe it would be for the interest of the State 
and its insane to leave the matter of their care and maintenance for the . 
.next two years in the hands of the Board, as was done two years ago; 
and that the Legislature should take such steps as it may deem meet 
and proper towards erecting a suitable asylum within the State, to be 
completed by the time of the expiration of the renewed contract.

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Mr. PRESIDENT: Your special committee, to whom was referred that 
portion of the Governor's Message relating to centennial affairs, beg 
leave to make the following report: ' 


In calling the attention of the people through their Legislature to the 
importance of the subject referred to this committee, we have thought 
that a brief history of the action taken in the matter, from its inception 
to the present time, will prove to be of interest. The preamble to the 
first Act of Congress upon the subject is in the following words: 


Wuereas, The Declaration of Independence of the United States of 
America was prepared, signed, and promulgated in the year seventeen 
hundred and seventy.six, in the City of Philadelphia; and whereas, it 
behooves the people of the United States to celebrate by appropriate 
ceremonies the centennial anniversary of this memorable and decisive 
event, which constituted the fourth day of July, A. D. seventeen hun- 
dred and seventy-six, the birthday of the nation; and whereas, it is 
deemed fitting that the completion of the first century of our national 
existence shall be commemorated by an exhibition of the natural 
resources of the country, and the development of its progress in those 
arts which benefit mankind in comparison with those of other nations; 
aud whereas, no place is so appropriate for such an exhibition as the city 
in which occurred the event it is designed to commemorate; and whereas, 
the exhibition shall be a national celebration in which the people of the 
whole country should participate, it should have the sanction of the Con- 
gress of the United States. 


Therefore it was provided by this Act, approved March third, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one, entitled “An Act to provide 
for celebrating the One Hundredth Anniversary of American Inde- 
pendence by holding an International Exhibition of Arts, Manu- 
factures, and Products of the Soil and Mine, ın the City of Philadelphia, 
in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six,” that a commission, to 
consist of not more than one delegate from each State and Territory of 
the United States, should be constituted, whose functions should eontinue 
until the close of the exhibition, whose duty it should be to prepare and 
superintend the execution of a plan for holding the exhibition; to fix 
upon a suitable site within tho corporate limits of the City of Phila- 
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delphia, where the exhibition should be held. The Act furthor provides 
that said Commissioners shall be appointed by the President of the United 
States on the nomination of the Governors of the States and Territories 
respectively; that the Commission shall hold its meetings in the City of 
Philadelphia; that it shall have power to make all needful rules for its 
government; that the Commission shall report to Congress at the 
first session after its appointment а suitable date for opening and 
closing the oxhibition; а schodule of appropriate ceremonies for opening 
and dedicating the same; а plan or plans for the reception and classifica- 
tion of articles for exhibition; the requisite Custom House negotiations 
for the introduction into this country of the articles from foreign coun- 
tries intended for exhibition; and such other matters as in their judgment 
may be important. Tho Act further provides that no compensation for 
services shall be paid to tho Commission or other officers from the 
Treasury of tho United States, and the United States shall not be liable 
for any expenses attending such exhibition. The Act further provides 
that at the proper time the President shall make proclamation, setting 
forth the time at which it will be held, and shall communicate to the 
diplomatic representatives of all nations copics of the same, together 
with such regulations as may be adopted by the Commissioners, for pub- 
lication in thoir respective countries. | 

The foregoing are the principal provisions of the Act of Congres 
giving tho official sanction of the Government to the plan adopted. 

In accordance with the provisions of this Act of Congress, Commis- 
sioners were appointed by the President upon the recommendation of 
the Governors of the several States and Torritories; Wm. W. McCoy, 
of Lander County, having been selected to represent the interests of 
Nevada in the Commission, and James W. Haines, of Douglas County, 
as alternate Commissioner, 

Tho first session of the Commissioners was commenced in Philadelphia 
on the fourth of March, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, and con- 
tinued until the cleventh of the same month. During this session of the 
Commissioners an organization was perfected. The site for holding the 
international exhibition in eighteen hundred and seventy-six was fixed 
at Fairmount Park, within the corporate limits of Philadelphia. The 
appropriate committees were appointed, and upon its adjournment, the 
groundwork had been laid for the successtul carrying out of the 
grandest schome of this character which the world has ever witnessed. 

In this connection your committee think it proper to present in their 
report extracts from the speeches of some of the prominent movers in 
this great work during this first session of the Commissionors. ‘The 
authorities of Philadelphia, desiring to extend to these Commissioners 
a welcome, invited them to meet the Mayor, the Select and Common 
Councils, and representatives of corporate bodies of the city, in Inde- 
pendence Hall. hey were welcomed to the hospitalities of the city by 
tho Mayor, іп these words: 


GENTLEMEN: It is my pleasant duty, in behalf of the corporate au- 
thorities of Philadelphia, to welcome you as guests of tho city. The 
object which has brought.you here commends itself to the earnest sym- 
pathies of our citizens; and, speaking for them, as well as fur myself, I 
cannot too strongly express our gratification that its furtherance has 
been committed to such able hands, selected by the highest authorities 
of the States and Territories you represent, and approved by the highest 
authority of the nation.

You bring wiih you an assurance that your councils will be inspired 
by patriotism, aud that your decisions will be marked by wisdom; and, 
gentlemen, looking to the great end you have been appomted to accom- 
plish, how fitting is it that the inauguration of your labors should take 
place in this Hall. Here was born the mighty Republic whose growth 
and progress it will be your province to manifest to the world, through 
the agency of that grand International Exposition of arts, manufactures, 
and products of the soil and mine, the control and management of which 
have been confided to your care. Пого still are preserved, with pious 
zoal, the memorials of that august assembly whose immortal declaration 
changed the political destinies of a continent; and, in its consequences, 
has developed and is still devoloping social and industrial results almost 
beyond the power of man to estimate. Here, too, at different epochs in 
our history, have come those whom the people delighted to honor, to 
receive the tribute of their admiration; and here, on their solemn pro- 
gress to tho silent tomb, havo reposed the remains of statesmen and 
warriors who aided to form and sustain, and to perpetuate that Union 
which is our prido and boast, and shall be the pride and boast of our 
children’s children to the remotost generation. How fitting, then, I 
repeat, it is that your mission—a mission, the magnitude of which no 
words of mine can adequately portray—a mission that has for its aim to 
show how the century now nearing its close, in all the achiéóvements of 
intellectual and material progress, has had no parallel in all the ages, 
and especially of all the lands on which the sun shines, in this favored 
land of ours. How fitting 1b is that your mission should be sanctified, 
at its very outset, by the holy influences that prevail within these walls, 
and that you should receive from the Father of his Country, whose 
portrait now hangs before you, the injunction so well imparted by his 
majestic presence, to spare no pains, to omit no opportunity, to allow of 
no interruption, m proving that the little seed which he and his cotem- 
poraries planted has fructified into a broad and wide-spreading tree, 
under whose branches all the earth may find shelter and protection. 

This is neither the time nor the place to enter into any of the details 
connected with your commission, І content myself, therefore, with 
renewing io you a cordial welcome, and assuring you that in whatever 
way Philadelphia may be called upon to contribute to the success of 
the great enterprise you represent, she will be found true to herself, 
true to hor traditions, true to her position in the sisterhood of cities, 
and true, above all, to the obligations which, as the birthplace of Ameri- 
can liberty, she feels justly imposed on her. 


Mr. Hawley, of Connecticut, in behalf of the Commissioners, responded 
as follows: 


Mr. Mayor AND GENTLEMEN OF PHILADELPHIA: The Commissioners 
gratofully acknowledge the cordial weleome and generous hospitality 
of the City of Philadelphia, of which they have had continuing and 
most acceptable evidence from tho moment of their arrival. We gladly 
seize the first opportunity to formally, but most warmly, thank you. 
Though we have not yot devised an organization nor opened any dis- 
cussion of plans or purposes, I may say it is obvious from the spontane-: 
ous and earnest expressions of all the Commissioners, that they are 
conscious of the laborious but noble task set before them; and it is 
altogether fit and wise that we should take our first взор and utter our 
first words in this hall. 
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There sat John Hancock, presiding over that immortal body; thera 
came Jefferson, Franklin, Adams, Sherman, and Livingston, presenting 
the Declaration; there lies the broken and silent bell, which at the 
word proclaimed liberty throughout all the land, unto all the inhabitants 
thereof. We are confused and silenced by a multitude of thronging 
memories and reflections; but above all, arises profoundly solemn, yet 
exulting gratitude to Almighty God for what He has done for this 
nation. 

—Our fathers were three millions of scattered colonists. They were 
aware of their divided counsels and feebleness; but strong in faith, 
they needed not even the pillar of cloud by day and of fire by night as 
they went into the wilderness of war and rebellion. Heaven accepted 
their sacrifices, and their consecration made the nation the foremost 
example of human progress, and put into our hands the form of gov- 
ernment requiring the highest type of character. 

To say that they could not possibly have anticipated the wonders of 
this day, is to pass the highest eulogy upon their faith and devotion to 
abstract principle. They could not have dreamed of a gigantic nation 
of forty millions of people, stretching from the Atlantic to the Pacific; 
nor could they have foreseen the wonderful invontions and discoveries 
by which the unity, energy, and perpetuity of great nations aro rendered 
practicable; that already old, yet daily new, miracle of the railway, by 
which we can seat ourselves in a luxurious parlor at Boston, and in six 
days look from its windows upon the Pacific; that already old, yet 
still new, miracle, through which all civilized people talk every morning 
of whatever has just happened, from San Francisco to Constantinople. 
It is easier to assemble a Congress from Maine and Oregon, than it was 
fifty years ago to gather a Congress from Massachusetts and Georgia. 
We are forty millions. We shall soon bo sixty, eighty, and a hundred 
millions; and the interchange of thought, of men, and of matter among 
them all} will be easier than it was then in the single commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania.. All the arts and sciences have advanced. The industri- 
ous laborer enjoys beauties, comforts, and luxuries which unlimited 
wealth could not purchase then. Tho forty millions are all free and 
equal in civil and political rights. The gates are wide open, and men 
enough to form a new State come annually to our shores—men of all 
races, creeds, and pursuits. у ` 

We are preparing to celebrate the centennial anniversary of the birth 
of the nation. It is significant and reassuring to observe that it has 
nowhere been proposed to use the occasion to display great armies ‘and 
fleets, and parade the trophies of bloody conquest. But we invite all 
the world to come here and see what God has wrought, and to assemble 
here all the wonderful things man has found in nature, either as he has 
found them, or as he has magically transformed them. а 

Fhe occasion will have a special value, and, we hope; a blessed influ- 
ence within our own boundaries, and they will address themselves in a 
fraternal spirit to the people of all other nations, that this may be the 
best exposition yet seen of the men and the works of all the world. 


The first session of the Commissioners having adjourned, to meet 
on the twenty-second day of May, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, 
were called to order again upon thai day in second session. Their pro- 
ceedings gave conclusive evidence of the earnest patriotism, and their 
manifest devotion to the accomplishment of the objects for which they 
were appointed. The record of their proceedings is full of hope and 
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instruction; its members gatherod from every quarter of our common 
country, uniting with a cordiality and good will in the promotion of a 
common object, speaks volumes in favor of that mightier gathering, the 
grandest of all which is foreshadowed by their action here. - 

The report of the committees at the second session indicated the 
necessity of further legislation by Congress upon the subject, and, as a 
result of this action of the Commissioners, a bill was passed by Con- 
gress and approved June first, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, creat- 
ing a corporation to be known as the Centennial Board of Finance. 
The preamble to this Act recites as follows: 


Wuereas, Congress did provide by an Act entitled “Ап Act to provide 
for celebrating the One Hundredth Anniversary of American Indepen- 
dence, by holding a National Exhibition of Arts, Manufactures, and 
Products of the Soil and Mine, in the City of Philadelphia, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six,” for the appointment of Commis- 
sioners to promote and control the exhibition of the national resources, 
and the development and the nation's progress in arts which benefit 
mankind, and to suggest and direct appropriate ceremonies by which 
the people of the United States may commemorate that memorable and 
decisive event—the Declaration of Independence—by the Congress of 
the United Colonies, assembled in the City of Philadelphia on the 
fourth day of July, A. D. seventeen hundred and seventy-six; and 
whereas, such provisions should be made for procuring the funds . 
requisite for the purposes aforesaid, as will enable all the people of the 
United States who have shared the common blessings resulting from 
national independence, to aid in the preparation and conduct of said 
international exhibition and memorial celebration, under the direction 
of the Commissioners of the United States. 


Therefore this corporation, known as the Centennial Board of Finance, 
was created. 

The provisions of the Act are, that the corporation named in the bill 
Shall have an incorporate existence until the object for which it is formed 
shall have been accomplished. They shall have all the powers necessary 
to carry into effect the provisions of the Act of Congress entitled “ Ап 
Act to provide for celebrating the One Hundredth Anniversary of Ameri- 
can Independence, by holding an International Exhibition of Arts, Manu- 
factures, and Products of the Soil and Mine, in the City of Philadelphia, 
in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six." 

This corporation consists of citizens of' all the States and "Territories, 
and numbers about seven hundred and fifty persons. Nevada is repre- 
sented in this corporation by Е. A. Tritle, J. W. Haines, С. Н. Eastman, 
B. H. Meder, Frank Tilford, and S. H. Wright. 

The second section of the Act recites that the corporation shall have 
authority, and is hereby empowered, to secure subscriptions of capital 
stock to an amount not exceeding ten million dollars, to be divided into 
shares of ten dollars each, and to issue to the subscribers of said stock 
certificates therefor, under the corporate seal of the corporation, which 
certificates shall bear the signature of the President and Treasurer, and 
be transferable under such rules and regulations as may be made for the 

urpose. d 
i The proceeds of said stock, together with the receipts from other 
sources, shall be used by said corporation for the erection of suitable 
buildings, with other appropriate fixtures and appurtenances, and for 
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all other expenditures required in carrying out the objects of said Act 
of Congress of March third, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, and 
which may be incident thereto. 

The Act further requires that books of subscription shall be opened 
by the United States Centennial Commission, and an opportunity offered 
during a period of one hundred days to the citizens of each State and 
Territory, to subscribe for stock to an amount not exceeding its quota 
according to its population, after which period of one hundred days, 
stock not taken may be sold to any person or persons or corporation 
willing to purchase the same. 

The Act further provides that it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
the Treasury of the United States, as soon as practicable after the pas- 
sage of this Act, to cause to be prepared, in accordance with design 
approved by the United States Centennial Commission and the Secretary 
of the Treasury, а sufficient number оЁ certificates of stock to meet the 
requirements of the Act, and the usual penalties for counterfeiting 
United States currency shall apply to these certificates. 

The Act further provides that, as soon as practicable after the said 
exhibition shall have been closed, it shall be the duty of said corporation 
to convert its property into cash, and, after payment of all its liabilities, 
to divide its remaining assets among its stockholders pro rata, in full 
satisfaction and discharge of its capital stock; and it shall be the duty 
ofthe United States Centennial Commission to supervise the clearing 
up of the affairs of said corporation, to audit its accounts, and submit, 
in a report to the President of the United States, the financial result, of 
the Centennial Commission. | 
—The foregoing are the principal provisions of the Act which creates 
the Centennial Board of Finance. The amount of stock to which the 
State of Nevada is entitled, based upon population, is one thousand one 
hundred and two shares, which, at ten dollars per share, amounts to 

-eleven thousand and twenty dollars ($11,020). This is the sum which it 
is expected the citizens of Nevada will invest in the stock of this cor- 
poration. | 
. In aeeordance with the instructions of the Executive Committee of 
the United States Centennial Commission, the books were opened for 
subscription to the stock of the Board of Finance on the twenty-first 
day of November last, at the Bank of California, in Virginia City; at 
the banking house of Wells, Fargo & Co., Carson City; at the banking 
house of Paxton & Co., Bureka. Consequently, sixty days of the one 
hundred during which the stock is to be reserved exclusively for the 
citizens of our State have passed, and the opportunity of obtaining the 
official evidence that the person whose name appears upon the face of 
the certificate was one who aided in the fulfillment of an enterprise 
which, if carried out according to the plan of the corporators, will sur- 
pass anything of its character recorded in the history of this or any 
other country—an evidence which will be treasured by our descendants 
and exhibited with patriotic pride. 

This exhibition is to be international and universal—international 
inasmuch as all nations will be invited to participate in it, and universal 
because it will include a representation of all natural and artificial pro- 
ducts, all arts, industries, and manufactures, and all the varied results of 
hurhan skill, thought, and imagination. It is intended that ample space 
вђа ђе allowed to each State, Territory, and foreign country, for a just 
and proper display of their products. 

The Exposition will bo opened on the nineteenth of April, eighteen 


* 
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hundred and seventy-six, and closed on the nineteenth of October of the 
game year. | | 

It is believed that not less than fifty acres of floor space, under roof, 
will be required for this purpose, and is to be provided with galleries 
equal in area to about one third of the floor space of the building. The 
cost of this structure is estimated at six and one half millions of dollars. 
If the report of your committee shall have the effect of awakening the 
interest which properly attaches to this subject, they will feel amply 
repaid for their labor, confident that the contemplation of the object for 
which the Commission was organized cannot fail to develop feelings of 
patriotic pride, sentiments of fraternal regard, and the return of that 
era of good feeling which, during the last few years of our history, has 
been wanting. - 

These national exhibitions are no longer a novelty; several projected 
and carried upon a magnificent scale have been held, and have had great 
influence in stimulating progress in all the world. Our turn as a nation 
-has now come to inaugurate the proper steps for an exhibition upon a 
grander scale of proportions, more magnificent, and consequently involv- 
ing proportionate results. Of the success of the enterprise there can be 
no question. If Nevada stands back other States more enterprising 
will crowd to the front, and receive, as they will deserve, the credit to 
which their patriotism will give them title. 

That our people are less patriotic than those of any other State or 
Territory, your committee are unwilling to admit, and we hope by the 
presentation of the facts embodied in this report, that they will awake 
to the importance of prompt and speedy action, and at the expiration of 
the one hundred days, show that our full quota of stock has been taken, 
and that if necessary we will take more. 

Of the foregoing remarks much has been said of the value of such 
exhibitions in an international point of view. Above and beyond all the 
advantages to be derived from 1t in this regard is the grand proportions 
it assumes ав the Centennial Exhibition; and ш this view it assumes 
proportions not easily estimated. 

The one hundredth birthday of our nation! With what feelings of 
joy and patriotie pride will be hailed the dawn of that day by those 
whose happy lot it will be to gaze upon Ше wonders attendant upon its 
celebration, and the Fourth of July, eighteen hundred and seventy-six, 
if this exposition means anything at all, means a solemn procession of 
the nationalities bringing to the altar of this country a tribute to the 
majesty and august power of labor, under the direction of skill and science. 

In conclusion, your committee earnestly appeal to the people of this 
State to take an active interest in the success of this national enterprise, 
and particularly to the members and attachés of the Législature, and 
` all State officers representing the people іп their several capacities, to 
give the subject their attention, and by their example in subscribing 
each to at least one share of the stock, give that aid and encourage- 
ment to the enterprise so essential to a proper representation in the 
exhibition. Finally, your committee can but reiterate the hope ex- 
pressed by the Governor, in his message, “that whatever other States 
may do, the young State of Nevada may fully respond to the call made 
upon the patriotism of its citizens.” ,

ANSWER TO QUESTIONS 4 AND 5. 


The proportion of the present State tax on real and personal property 
going into the General Fund is fifty-seven and one half cents on each 
one hundred dollars valuation of taxable property, and on the proceeds 
of the mines one dollar and seven and one half cents on each one hun- 
dred dollars valuation. Estimating the assessed value of real and per- 
sonal property for eighteen hundred and seventy-three at twenty-three 
million dollars, and the proceeds of the mines at eight million dollars 
(about that of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one), and allowing 
twenty per cent. for cost of collecting and delinquency, the receipts into 
this Fund for eighteen hundred and seventy-three would be as follows:

Placing the State tax in eighteen hundred and seventy-four at one 
dollar on the one hundred dollars valuation, with the other Funds as 
they now stand, the General Fund proportion of the tax on real and 
personal property will be thirty-two and one half cents on the one hun- 
dred dollars valuation, and the tax on the proceeds of the mines eighty- 
two and one half cents on the one hundred dollars valuation. Estimat- 
ing the real and personal property assessment for that year at twenty- 
five million dollars, and of the proceeds of the mines at eight million 
dollars, and allowing twenty per cent. for cost of collection and delin- 
quency, the receipts into the Fund would be as follows:

ANSWER ТО QUESTION 6, 


The total estimated expenditures from the General and its dependent 
Funds (viz: the Legislative, the State Prison, Orphans’ Home, Care of 
Insane, and Judicial Salary Funds), which are all formed by transfers 
from the General Fund, for what is absolutely necessary for carrying 
on the State Government for the next two years, is four hundred and 
sixty-four thousand eight hundred and forty dollars. 


ANSWER TO QUESTION 7. 


I think tho creation of a Board of Tax.Commissioners, with power to 
fix the rate of levy for State purposes, within the present rate, prefera- 
ble to direct action of the Legislature in the matter, for the following 
reasons: 

First—While all concede that the present rate is onerous, still, if 
arbitrarily fixed below what will yield sufficient revenue to defray the 
current expenses of the State Government, the evils that we have but 
just escaped from will soon be again upon us. With an empty Treasury 
and the uncertainty as to the time when warrants will be redeemed, 
again, as 1n times gone by, the prices asked for supplies for, and services 
rendered to, the State (except salaries fixed by law), will be largely ad- 
vanced, and the tax will then have to be increased to.pay these fast 
accumulating arrearages and once more place tho State “on a permanent 
cash basis." 
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Second—The amount of our yearly revenue is so largely dependent 
on the yield and prospoctive yield of our mines, which affects not only 
the revenue derived from that source, but also has a marked influence on 
the aggregate assessed value of real and personal praporty in the State, 
that 1 think it unsafe and impolitic to fix the rate of State taxation, by 
law, below the present levy, in preference to leaving it to a commission, 
who will have the advantage of the knowledge of the resources of the 
State, and the revenue derived therefrom, for the year immediately pre- 
ceding the one for which the levy is made, as an indication of the 
amount to be derived from the proposed reduced rate. In this last 
manner, sate and permanent reductions can be mado of the rate of State 
taxation, resulting in no injury to the finances, and avoiding the neces- 
sity of increasing the levy for the purposo of paying off an accumulating 
debt. | i |

Joint Committee on Examination of Compilation of Laws, 


AT THE 


SIXTH SESSION OF THE NEVADA LEGISLATURE. 
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REPORT. 


To the honorable the Senate of the State of Nevada: 


Мн. Present: The minority report of the Joint Committee on the 
Compilation of the Laws contains assertions so widely varying from 
any facts within the knowledge of this committee, that the majority 
deem it not only an act of justice to themselves, but to the people of the 
State, to present to your honorable body this snpplementary report: 


The majority of the committee critically examined the compilation 
made by Messrs. Bonnifield and Healy, as well as that of Mr. Desty, 
and came to the conclusions contained in their report heretofore sab- 
mitted, not solely for the reason that Mr, Desty’s work was the cheaper, 
but because they believed it to be a more correct and complete compila- 
tion of the general laws of the State, and because of its superior and 
systematic arrangement. 

Your committee find all the living general laws correctly compiled in 
Mr. Desty’s work, and none which һауе expired, while the work of 
Messrs. Bonnifield and Healy is hopelessly incumbered with Acts which 
have subserved their purpose, and are therefore no longer of any inter- 
est to the legal profession or the publie. 


Your committee also found in Messrs, Bonnifield and Healy’s work | 


many Acts and sections of -Aets which һауе entirely expired, or been 
directly repealed or superseded; besides, there are some living laws of 
a general nature which your committee have been unable to find any- 
where in their work. 

In Mr. Desty’s work every amendment is noted, and where successive 
amendments have been made, a reference to each in ite chronological 
order, as well as to every prior, repealed, or superseded Act, presents a 
complete history of the legislation on each particular subject. This 


feature, which is very essential to the completeness of a compilation of" 


e is almost wholly wanting in the work of Messrs. Bonnifield and 
ealy. 

The voluminous syllabi of Supreme Court decisions appended to nearly 
every page of Messrs. Bonnifield and Healy's work will greatly increase 
the cost of its publication, without adding anything to its value. In 
the compilations of other States a mere reference to such decisions is 
all that is given—in fact, all that is deemed necessary or even practi- 
cable. In this particular, Mr. Desty has conformed to the custom of 
all experienced compilers.

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The system or arrangement of Mr. Desty’s work is alphabetical, and 
at the same time logical in the order of its subjects—that is, each sub- 
ject includes all the laws pertaining directly thereto, with cross refer- 
ences to such other laws or sections of laws as refer incidentally to 
the same subject. For example, under the title * Crimes and Punish- 
ments" are colleeted all laws relating directly to that subject, with 
copious notes, referring to sections of other Acts (such as those on 
Elections, Registration, Revenue, etc.) which contain penal provisions. 

Messrs. Bonnifield and Healy attempted to compile their work upon 
what is usually denominated the logical system, and their effort deserves 
the merit of originality at least, for it is utterly unlike any other logical 
compilation of laws within the reach or knowledge of your committee. 
All compilations, and especially those boasting the logical system, should 
commence with the Constitution of the United States and of the State, _ 
and such other fundamental Acts as define thé sovereignty, powers, 
jurisdiction, etc., of the State, and these should be followed by the most 
important general laws; but in Messrs. Bonnifield and Healy's very 
original work we find these Constitutions in the beginning of the sec- 
ond volume, followed by a law relating to estray animals. We also 
find many general laws which are germain to one another widely scat- 
tered throughout their work, with special and local laws of no interest 
whatever to the public sandwiched in between them. In a work pro- 
fessing to be logical in its arrangement this is unpardonable. 

As examples of this fault we need only refer to the chapters relating 
to Personal Rights anc Relations, Rights of Property, etc., scattered from 
Chapter VIII, Volume I, to Chapter LVII, Volume II. The general 
law relating to Elections is found under Chapter C, Volume I, and the 
Registration Act among the miscellaneous Acts, Chapter LXXXVII, 
near the end of Volume II. We find Acts relating to Limitations, 
Special Proceedings, Actions by Corporations, Enforcement of Liens, 
Release of Joint Debtors, Signing Statements on Appeal, and Actions 
by and against the State and by and against Counties, mixed up in the 
same inextricable manner with Acts of dissimilar nature, and scattered 
throughout both volumes. Your committee might truthfully give sev- 
eral pages of examples like the above, but the few cited are sufficient 
to prove the utter want of system and logic in the arrangement of 
Messrs. Bonnifield and Healy’s compilation. 

In conclusion, the majority of your committee reaffirm that they have 
patiently and critically examined both compilations submitted to them, 
which is a labor the minority do not pretend to have performed. We 
also reaffirm our indorsemont of the compilation of Mr. сој as being
